ADDRESS. 


Gentlemen of the City Council: 


The first duty of the City Government of 1893 
will be the consideration of the 


ANNUAL APPROPRIATION ORDER 


for the fiscal year 1893-94, the estimates for which 
are herewith submitted. ‘The interest and sinking- 
fund requirements for the year are estimated at 
$2,910,219, which is $240,201 less than for the 
fiscal year now closing. The amount available for 
department expenditures is $10,469,408, a sum 
which, according to the experience of the last two 
years, should be sufficient to enable the city to 
live within its income. 

The cost of lighting the public streets has become 
excessive. Investigations by the City Engineer and 
other data at hand satisfy me that a material reduc- 
tion should be made in the prices now paid by 
the city for gas and electricity. The contracts 
with the various gas companies expire this year, 
and we have no contract with the principal electric 
light company. An opportunity is therefore pre- 
sented for a readjustment of the charges for street 
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lighting, and I have estimated the expenditures of 
the Lamp Department upon the basis of the pro- 
posed reductions. | 

I am also convinced that economies can be effected 
in the expenditures for printing, messenger depart- 
ment, public grounds, public celebrations, and for 
repairs and alterations on the school-houses and 
other public buildings. Money for street widenings 
may properly be included in a loan order. 

With these exceptions I have in the case of every 
department recommended an appropriation at least 
equal to the amount that will be expended during 
the current fiscal year, and an increase over the 
appropriations of 1892-93 for the departments of 
schools, parks, police, fire, streets, health, public in- 
stitutions, registry, and assessors. 

The “reserve fund” has been found most useful, 
and should be made sufficient to cover all possible 
expenses which the presence of cholera may render 
necessary. 

The city revenues could be increased materially 
by following the practice of other cities and making 
a moderate charge for the thousands of miscellaneous 
street privileges now given away for nothing. Any 
attempt to procure the right to levy a special tax 
for the use of the streets by the various corporations 
having vested rights therein and performing public 
services would probably fail this year, as in the past ; 
but a considerable revenue might be derived from 
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fees for the street privileges granted every week to 
individuals and corporations for their sole and spe- 
cial benefit ; and the large corporations using the 
streets without charge for commercial purposes 
should make liberal allowances in the prices charged 
the city for the commodities they manufacture. 


LOANS. 


The next duty of the new City Government will 
be to pass a loan bill, which, under the law, must be 
restricted to permanent improvements. In discrim- 
inating between the various projects of this character 
which will be brought to our attention, we should 
constantly remember that it is better to concentrate 
expenditure upon improvements of general benefit to 
the entire community, or to the people of an entire 
section of it, than to fritter away the public funds 
upon purely local objects. The amount of money 
which can be appropriated being limited by law, 
the question in every case is not merely whether a 
particular improvement is in itself desirable, but 
whether it is the most desirable of those suggested. 

The present borrowing capacity of the city is 
$5,910,618. 

I shall refrain from specifying, except in a general 
way, the objects which the City Council should bear 
in mind in preparing the loan order. From $200,000 
to $300,000 will be required for new school-houses 
and sites ; about $100,000 for the completion of the 
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new hospitals at Long Island, and for a separate 
establishment for women ; and about $400,000 for 
additions to the City Hospital. From $500,000 to 
$1,000,000 could well be devoted to street con- 
struction, distributed so as to furnish stone pave- 
ments for the business streets, asphalt pavements 
for the residential sections, and macadamized streets 
for the outlying wards. 

The rest of the amount which can prudently be 
borrowed during the year, should, in my judgment, 
be devoted chiefly to the opening of new thorough- 
fares for the accommodation of trade and travel in 
the business centre of the city, and thence in radiat- 
ing lines to the various suburban sections. The most 
important street widenings for the business section 
are the new street desired for teaming purposes, from 
Haymarket square to Atlantic avenue, along the line 
‘of Cross and Commercial streets, and the proposed 
widening of Harrison avenue and Chauncy street. 

The chief need of the outlying wards is for broad 
and direct thoroughfares leading into the heart of 
the city. Such an avenue is now being constructed 
for Brighton; but the Commonwealth-avenue im- 
provement might well be supplemented by widening 
Brighton avenue from its junction with the former 
street to Cambridge street and possibly beyond. 
That part of the city lying to the west of the 
Back Bay is fairly well provided for by Beacon 
street and the Riverway; but a further means of 
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communication with the business centre should be 
furnished by widening Huntington avenue and 
Tremont street from Gainsborough street to the 
Brookline line. 

That section of the city which stands most in ~ 
need of better and straighter connections with the 
City Proper is Roxbury and the wards lying to 
the south of it. I earnestly commend to your 
attention the expediency of laying out a new 
street, which shall connect, more directly than is 
at present possible, Roxbury and the adjacent ter- 
ritory with the City Proper. The new avenue to 
South Boston, over Congress street and the L-street 
bridge, should be widened and opened for travel 
as soon as possible. 

The proper laying out of the remoter sections of 
the city is being worked out by the Board of Survey. 

These improvements in our street lines will do 
much to facilitate street travel and transportation, 
to increase real-estate values, and to place Boston 
on a par with the other principal cities of the 
country, in all of which the streets have been laid 
out by public authorities upon comprehensive 
plans. | 

Loans should also be authorized outside the 
debt limit for the completion of the Sudbury-river 
basins, and for the work of street, sewer, and 
sidewalk building. 


8 MAYOR’S ADDRESS. 


THE CITY DEBT. 


The net debt of the city on Dec. 31, 1892, was 
$30,539,289.97, or $164,068.37 less than on Dee. 31, 
1891, and $514,207.01 less than on Dee. 31, 1890. 
There is now in the city treasury $881,240.53 de- 
rived from loans and appropriated for permanent 
improvements. The additions to the sinking funds 
will amount to about $2,800,000 during the year. It 
will therefore be possible to spend for permanent im- 
provements nearly $4,000,000 without increasing the 
net debt of the city. Experience has shown that it 
is difficult to expend economically and judiciously 
for permanent improvements more than this amount 
in a single year. If, however, an accelerated rate of 
progress upon our public works should result in 
greater expenditures, the excess would be met by 
covering into the sinking funds the proceeds of sales 
of city property which will be available during the 
year. 


METROPOLITAN IMPROVEMENTS. 


The main concern of the people of Boston and 
their representatives in this City Government 
should be the preparation of our city to re- 
ceive its proper share of the increase of trade and 
population which the future will surely bring to the 
cities on the Atlantic seaboard, but which is in 
danger of being diverted to our competitors unless 
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we proceed at once to lay the foundation for a great 
metropolitan city. 

The first thing to be secured is rapid transit 
in its various forms. The lack of adequate 
facilities for travel in and out of Boston is a 
serious drawback to the prosperity of the city in 
its commercial and social life. The people have 
had time to digest the facts and conclusions sub- 
mitted in the report of the Rapid Transit Com- 
mission, and there is a practically universal desire 
that the subject should now be taken up in earnest 
by the Legislature and the City Government. 
Opinions differ as to exactly what should be done, 
interests conflict, and capital hesitates; but the 
way to solve the problem is to face it, discuss it, 
and to urge continually upon the State Legislature 
and the corporations interested the necessity for 
immediate and radical action. 

I have so frequently argued in public the vari- 
ous phases of this question that my views upon 
the subject must be familiar, and I will not re- 
hearse them here except to call attention to the 
different divisions of the problem. 

We need improved terminal facilities for the 
steam railroads entering Boston; the abolition of 
all grade crossings within the city limits; the re- 
adjustment of travel across the Charles river, 
and of navigation upon it, by means of elevated 
drawless bridges; a tunnel and certain street 
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widenings for the benefit of the surface cars; a 
readjustment of the surface tracks in the centre 
of the city, which shall, if possible, remove all of 
them between Causeway and Kneeland streets, 
except upon a few main thoroughfares; new or- 
dinances regulating travel upon our narrow streets 
and crowded sidewalks; and, finally, a proper sys- 
tem of elevated roads. 


SANITARY MEASURES. 


An equally important subject is the improve- 
ment of the health and beauty of our city by the 
construction of public parks, by public ownership 
of the various riverways, and: by the abatement 
of all dangerous nuisances. Arrangements have 
been made for the taking of all the lands and the 
completion of our park system as originally con- 
templated out of the park loan authorized by 
the Legislature of 1891. We should, however, 
while there is yet time, secure certain tracts of 
land lymg upon the confines of the city which 
can now be had for a very reasonable price, 
and which will furnish splendid parks for suc- 
ceeding generations. It is probable that about 
five thousand acres in the vicinity of the Milton 
Blue Hills, of the Muddy Pond woods in Hyde 
Park, and of the Middlesex Fells, could be pro- 
cured at an average cost of not over. $100 an 
acre. If this territory could be secured at an ex- 
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pense of $500,000 the money should be advanced 
by the State, as in the case of the Metropolitan 
Sewerage works, and the interest and sinking-fund 
requirements apportioned among the several com- 
munities benefited. 

The improvement of the banks of the Charles 
and Neponset rivers must, it seems to me, be se- 
cured by public ownership in a similar manner. 

The two plants for the treatment of epidemic 
diseases, established in 1892, should enable the city 
to cope successfully with the threatened invasion 
of cholera this year; but the selfish obstinacy of 
speculative land-owners has prevented the Board 
of Health from abating all the nuisances and pest- 
holes which exist in various sections of the city, and 
still continue to be a menace to the public health. 
Additional powers should be granted to the Board 
of Health, so as to enable them to compel the clean- 
ing of private ways and alleys; and the owners of 
tide-water flats should be obliged to fill them to 
grade 12. 

It will be necessary within the next ten years to 
procure an entirely new source of water-supply. 
I would recommend that this subject also be treated 
from a metropolitan standpoint, and carefully in- 
vestigated by a State commission of engineers. 
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OBSTACLES TO OVERCOME. 


I am well aware that the magnitude of these— 
suggestions frighten many persons, and that the 
difficulties surrounding their execution seem to 
others insurmountable. I have, however, sufficient 
confidence in the enterprise and public spirit of 
the citizens of Boston to feel convinced that when 
once fully aroused to the necessity for action they 
will not allow either financial difficulties or cor- 
poration influence to prevent their obtaining the 
things which are essential to the growth and 
prosperity of our city. I do not believe that 
the undertakings which have been carried out in 
other cities of this country, with which Boston 
must compete for commerce, wealth, and popu- 
lation, are impossible of accomplishment here. 
I am unwilling to concede that the railroad com- 
panies entering Boston cannot be induced to im- 
prove their terminal facilities. What is being 
done in Baltimore, in Philadelphia, in Jersey 
City, and in Chicago, can be accomplished here. 
Selfish land schemers will seek to prevent the de- 
velopment of suburban territory upon proper street 
lines; but why should the streets of every other 
large city in this country be laid out by public 
authorities upon public lines, and constructed 
practically without expense to the community, 
while in Boston the real-estate  speculator 
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is allowed to loot the city treasury for his 
private benefit? Those who fear that elevated 
railroads cannot be. built in Boston without ap- 
propriating the streets and _ confiscating the 
rights of abutting owners should study the recom- 
mendations of the Rapid ‘Transit Commission, or 
visit the city of Chicago, where capital, partly 
raised in Boston, has not hesitated to invest in 
elevated railroads built entirely upon _ private 
land. If the ten or twelve millions needed to 
provide new and wide thoroughfares of travel 
across the congested section of the city, seem a 
large sum, it should be recollected that this 
amount is less than one-half the expenditure for 
street widenings in the few years succeeding the 
close of the Civil War, less than one-third of the 
amount that the Cochituate water-works will 
cost when completed, and only about one-quarter 
as much as has been expended for street widen- 
ings since the incorporation of our city in 1822. 


NEW CITY HALL. 


It must be obvious that Metropolitan Boston will 
need a new and larger City Hall, and that the longer 
the building of it is delayed the more its site will 
cost; unless the Public Garden is selected for the 
purpose. ‘The top of Beacon Hill still seems to me 
the most appropriate site ; and I would recommend 
that early action be taken in the matter, 
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CONCLUSION. 


The present City Government is confronted by 
some of the most important problems which have 
arisen since the foundation of the city. Notwith- 
standing their magnitude and number, I believe that 
the people expect their chosen representatives to 
attack these problems in earnest, to consider them 
with care, and then to take such action, by petition 
to the State Legislature, or otherwise, as will best 
promote the interests of the city. 

With a desire to secure prompt and _ effective 
action by the City Government, I venture to sug- 
gest a readjustment of the jomt committees of the 
City Council. These committees are now ap- 
pointed by departments,—that is, one for each 
division of executive work: a practice which was 
necessary before the charter amendments of 1885, 
but which, since the passage of that law, has failed 
to furnish to the members of the City Council full 
opportunities for the discharge of the duties they 
aye elected to perform. It would be better to 
appoint the committees by subjects rather than 
by departments, and I would suggest that a joint 
committee be appointed for each of the various 
matters alluded to in this message. 

The City Government of 1893 will have done 
its duty by the people if it shall so contrive 
that the moneys raised by taxation and by loan 
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shall be appropriated for purposes of general util- 
ity, and expended with economy; and shall give 
its energies and thought to the solution of the 
greater problems upon which the future of Boston 
is dependent. 

Let us enter upon this work in a spirit devoid 
of partisanship, political or local, and with a deter- 
mination to serve the interests of the whole com- 
munity.

Making the net total expense of the department, $25,- 
043.61. This is 3,°5% of the amount paid upon construc- 
tions. 

The method of estimating the percentage of cost is a fair 
basis of comparison with the cost of the department during 
preceding years; but it does not do equal justice in com- 
parison with the cost of private work. 

If me work of the department had been done as private 
work, 25 % would have been charged upon all payments 
made, and 2} % on total amount of all contracts when 
signed. The account would have stood as follows :

The average expenses of an architect’s office are 50 % 
of the commissions; upon this basis the average net cost 
of preparing the work of the past year, to a private archi- 
tect, would have been about $21,322.12. For purpose 
of comparison with the expenses of a private office, deduct 
the architect’s salary, and the amount paid to experts and 
special inspector, etc., which would not be paid by the 
architect, but by the owner, and the expense of the depart- 
ment during the past year stand as $18,287.72, or $3,034.44 
less than the probable expense to a private architect of doing 
the same work. 

The above is given to show that the office has been con- 
ducted upon the basis of private practice and not at all as an 
argument in opposition to the abolition of the department, the 
reasons for such an action would be based on other grounds 
than those of possible saving in cost of professional services. 

In Appendix “B” an itemized account with City Auditor’s 
Department of the contracts on each building under construc- 
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tion or contracted for during the past fiscal year, is submitted. 
As therein noted, additional appropriations and transfers 
have been required upon certain buildings after the work has 
been contracted ; in the main, where not to meet additional 

requirements ordered after signing of contracts, these addi- 
tional amounts were required for the grading and fencing 
of school-house yards, the contracts for the buildings being 
made with the approval of the Committee on Schools, 
of the School Committee, and of the Law Department, 
when appropriations appeared sufficient to build the build- 
ing, but not to provide for grading and fencing. 

In regard to the additional appropriations, and the trans- 
fers to and from school buildings under contract, the amounts 
given in Appendix “B” will show that the net additional sum 
above original appropriations, required to complete school- 
houses was $38,227.65; of this amount $10,716.97 was 
transferred from savings in appropriation of other school 
buildings. | 

The total cost of grading for the school buildings, for which 
additional appropriations were necessary, was $30,505.08, 
and in the case of the North Brighton School, $5,011.73 
was added after contracts were ‘signed, by a change in 
size from a primary to a grammar school, and by the ad- 
dition of an exhibition hall. ‘These changes were made by 
the order of the School Committee. 


Description of buildings not described in last report of this 
department. 


1. The grammar school-house for boys, Agassiz District, 
is on the corner of Burroughs and Brewer streets, Jamaica 
Plain, and has fourteen school-rooms, the master’s and teach- 
ers’ rooms, a laboratory, and exhibition hall. In the base- 
ment, in addition to the customary toilet rooms, play rooms, 
room for janitor, boiler and fuel rooms, are two manual- 
training rooms, previously not included in the cost of build- 
ings, but when introduced, paid for as ‘‘ furnishings” after 
completion of building. 

This building is three stories in height, with a high base- 
ment; is built of red terra-cotta brick, Aas red terra-cotta 
trimmings, with a heavy projecting wooden cornice in the 
Tuscan style; the roof is slated. 

The first story, from the granite underpinning to the 
moulded course over first-story windows, is laid Flemish 
bond in red mortar; from this course up to the line of 
impost course of third-story windows, in yellow mortar. 
Above the impost of third-story windows, the wall is of light- 
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colored red Epping brick laid in white mortar, 5-in. joints, 
with Brescia marble disks in the spandrels of arches. 

The principal facade, with triple-arched entrance, is on 
Brewer street, with an entrance on Burroughs Berden and 
a third onthe school-yard at the rear. When complete, this 
building will cost about $90,000. 

2. The Mechanic Arts High School is on the corner of 
Dalton and Belvidere streets, is three stories in height, has a 
frontage on Belvidere street of 224 feet, and on Dalton 
street 90 feet. 

The basement, besides containing boiler room, fuel room, 
lavatories, etc., will be provided with lockers to contain the 
regular clothing of the boys when they are in their working- 
clothes. 

There will be on the first and second floors four class- 
rooms, each to accommodate 72 pupils, in three sections of 
24 each, a machine shop with engine, lathes, planers, etc., a 
blacksmith shop with 25 anvils and forges, a moulding- 
room, a carpenter shop, a finishing-room, a wood- turning 
room, a chemical laboratory, a reading-room, and library ; 
in the third story a gymnasium, assembly hall, and draw- 
ing-rooms. 

‘The building is of red brick with Longmeadow. stone 
trimmings, a projecting cornice of copper. The building is 
designed as an ornamental mill-building, being constructed 
on the principles of a modern factory, with exposed mill- 
flooring throughout, and unplastered brick interior walls 
colored with Indurine. When completed, this building will 
be able to accommodate between 300 and 350 pupils, and 
will cost about $122,000, not including the heating, which 
will be done in connection with the power plant. 

3. The 6-room primary school-house, Dillaway District, 
Thornton and Fulda streets, Roxbury, Baile on & narrow let 
65 feet wide, is two stories in height, with three school- 
rooms on both the first and second floors. 

The building is of brick, with Amherst stone trimmings, 
brick cornice, and flat tar and gravel roof, and is of the same 
simple treatment shown in the prints of Lowell District 
and North Brighton schools. This building, when com- 


(= 
pleted, will cost, including grading and fencing, about 


$42,000. 

4. The 9-room and hall primary school, Austin District, 
Decatur, Havre, and Paris streets, East Boston, is a red- 
brick building, two stories high and basement, with terra- 
cotta trimmings and a heavily projecting slated roof with 
rafter ends exposed. It has a frontage of 110 feet on Deca- 
tur street, on which side is the principal entrance, and a 
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frontage on both Havre and Paris streets of 76 feet, with an 
entrance in each. 

In the second story are four class-rooms and a large exhi- 
bition hall 37 feet by 65 feet, with stage. 

This building will cost, when complete, including grad- 
,ing and fencing, about S64, O00. 

5. The 8-room primary school-house on East Third 
street, near I street, South Boston, will be a red-brick build- 
ing, two stories. On both the first and second stories will be 
four class-rooms. On the second floor, over the entrance, 
is a room for teachers. 

The exterior brickwork will be laid in white mortar, 
Flemish bond, with selected dark brick for quoins and arches 
throughout, with white brick; quoins and arches laid in 
yellow mortar. 

The exposed rafter ends of the slated roof will be made of 
hard pine. 

This school will cost when complete, including grading 
and fencing, $55,000. 

6. The headquarters building for the Fire Department is 
on Bristol street, between Harrison avenue and Albany street, 
Ward 16.  Itis four full stories in height with two mezzanine 
stories, and with a tower 156 feet. hich, which is to be used 
for ladder practice, fire lookout, and fire-alarm purposes. 

This building is built of yellow New Jersey fire-brick, 
with Amherst stone trimmings and balconies. 

The tower is to be ornamented with variously colored 
marble, and with copper shields, and marble decks are set in 
spandrels of cornice arches. On the first floor is an appa- 
ratus room to accommodate a water tower and a supply 
wagon, in the rear of which are five horse-stalls arranged 
for “quick hitch-up;” and seven ordinary horse-stalls, a 
harness room, sliding-pole and stairs to men’s dormitory, 
bath and toilet rooms in mezzanine story. The tower stairs 
run from ground to fire-lookout deck, with landings at hay 
loft (mezzanine), third and fourth floors. 

The public business entrance-hall, staircase, and elevator 
are on the side of the building nearest Harrison avenue. On 
the second floor will be the administration floor of this de- 
partment ; the front will be divided into apartments for the 
commissioners, the chief office overlooking the exercising- 
yard on the Albany-street side. The remainder of this floor 
will be taken by department general-business office, record 
and toilet rooms. 

On the third floor is the gymnasium, with its bath, toilet, 
and dressing rooms, doctors’ office ; and a running track (27 
laps to the mile) in the mezzanine stor y- 
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On-the fourth floor are offices for the Inspector of Wires 
and Superintendent of Fire Alarm, fire-alarm rooms, bath, 
toilet rooms, and dormitories for fire-alarm men. 

This building is thoroughly fireproof; all partitions are 
of brick, or other fireproof material; floors, of iron beams 
and terra-cotta lumber. All weight-bearing metal is covered 
with terra cotta. 

The roof is of slate tile laid in Actinolite cement. Wires 
are to be brought into this building through an underground 
conduit from Albany street, thence up to. fire-alarm rooms 
through flues in tower, 

The cost of this building, exclusive of fire-alarm apparatus, 
but with brick fence of adjoining yard, will be about 
&84000. ; 

7. The engine house, Dorchester avenue, Ashmont, 
for a single company; is two stories high, with a basement 
where the heater, boiler room, fuel room, hose-washing 
troughs, and drying-racks are located. 

The first story is an apparatus room, and stable at the rear 
containing six horse-stalls arranged for the “quick hitch-up.” 

In the second story are the company’s dormitory, a smok- 
ing-room, a toilet room, bath room, room for captain, locker 
room, and hay loft. 

This building will be built of Scotch “Cartcraig” fire- 
brick laid in Flemish bond in white mortar with Amherst 
stone trimmings. ‘The roof is slated. The apparatus room 
and stable are walled up with the same brick as exterior. 

Interior trims and mouldings of second story are of Keene 
cement; interior partitions are of terra-cotta lumber. 

The building will cost about $21,000. 

8. At the House of Industry, Deer. Island, Boston har- 
bor, increased cell-accommodations were obtained by the 
addition and extension of the present prison into the build- 
ing formerly occupied by the Reform School boys as a bath 
and play room on the ground floor, and the printing-oflice 
on the second. This extension will give 64 new cells, in 
four double tiers. 

Directly above this portion of the building the apartments 
formerly occupied by the officers, reform boys’ dormitory, 
and class-room have been torn out, and this space will be 
utilized as another prison, and will have 312 cells, four 
double tiers in height. The new cells are practically of the 
same material as the present ones, being built of brick, with 
iron doors and platforms of North-river stone. The cells 
are to be heated by indirect steam. 

The new cells are 4 feet 11 inches X 7 feet 4 inches — 1 
foot 2 inches wider than the old. A continuous stair from 
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prison yard connects both prisons. The iron staircases in 
towers furnish means of egress in case of fire. 

The additional cells will cost, when finished, about 
$61,000. 

9. The Long Island Hospital for Paupers, described in 
my last report, has been further enlarged during construc- 
tion by the addition of the central pavilion, giving 76 beds, 
making the number of beds for patients in all 176. 

The hospital kitchen is placed in the second story of the 
central pavilion. 

The exterior of the building is plastered with Portland 
cement panelled by wooden stiles and rails, giving the same 
effect as the old English open-timber work. The construc- 
tion used here has several unusual features, the exterior 
walls of the first story of the administrative building being 
made of 3-inch splined plank set on edge and spiked to the 
sill; on this is set the grooved plate which supports the floor- 
joists of second story, built according to the customary 
method. The outside of this wall is covered with wire laths, 
and the inside with wooden laths on 3-inch furring-strips, 
and then plastered. The walls of the corridor are of 2-inch 
plank. The inside of the cerridors is not plastered. The 
first floor throughout is of ‘‘‘ mill construction,” and the 
exterior walls of the ward buildings are of terra-cotta lumber, 
plastered on the inside, and covered on the outside with 
Portland cement. ‘The roofs are shingled. 

The building is heated from the boiler room in old Home 
for Paupers, “by the plenum system, with fans run by 
electricity. Exhaust fans assist the ventilation of the opera- 
ting-room and the kitchen; otherwise the ventilation is by 
heated aspirating-shafts. 

The building is lighted by gas and electric light. 

The cost of the building, exclusive of. electric plant, 
which is for all the buildings on the island, will be about 
$98,000. 

Excavation, foundations, and labor on painting have been 
done by the inmates of Long and Deer Island institutions. 

10. The electric- lighting plant at Long Island is com- 
plete, and in good working-order. The Home for Paupers 
and the Cottage Hospital are lighted by this plant, and the 
plenum and ventilating fans in hospital are run by electric 
motors. 

The total cost of this plant, together with the wiring, etc., 
for both the buildings, will be about $9,000.00. 

11. The old barn at Long Island was moved from its 
former location, on account of its proximity to the institution, 
to a point 500 feet south-west of the main building, and 
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attached to a new barn 50 feet X 83 feet. Together the old 
and new buildings make a commodious T-shaped barn, giving 
ample room for all the island cattle, a stable for six ‘horses, 
a harness room, a grain room, a workshop, a wagon house, 
and a vegetable cellar of sufficient capacity to contain all the 
farm product 8. 

This building is plank constructed and shingled, and its 
appearance is that of a country barn. 

It was built at a cost of about $5,000. 

Excavation and stone foundations have been done by in- 
mates of the Long and Deer Island institutions. 

12. New Lunatic Hospital. —'The combination dining- 
hall, chapel, etc., at Austin Farm, is a building measuring 
50 feet X 98 feet, with an L 31 feet square, in which is lo- 

vated the serving-room on the first floor and officers’ dining- 
room on the second floor. 

The main part of combination dining-hall is one story, 
witha basement. On the first floor is the auditorium, which 
opens right up into the roof, with the trusses showing. This 
room is to be used as a dining-hall, amusement hall, and 
chapel, has a seating capacity of 400, and can seat at tables 
200 persons. 

The basement is used as a central kitchen and bakery for 
the institution. 

This building is to be, in the future, connected with the 
administration building and new dormitory by covered corri- 
dors. 

The first floor of this building is of mill construction ; the 
second floor is of ordinary construction. Al] ceilings are 
wire-lathed throughout. 

The interior bearing-partitions are plugged with terra- 
cotta lumber; other interior partitions are wholly of terra- 
cotta lumber.. All interior plastering is King’s Windsor 
cement. 

External walls are of terra-cotta lumber built between door, 
window, and corner posts, plastered on outside with Portland 
cement, making a half-timbered construction. The roof is 
shingled. 

The contract for this building, exclusive of excavation, 
cooking-apparatus, and the heating, which will be from a 
central station, is $25,000. 

13. The two dormitories for Insane Hospital at Pierce 
Farm are located on high ground facing Walk Hill street. 
They are two stories in height, with basement; have a front- 
age of 250 feet; a middle wing 140 feet deep; and two end 
wings 75 feet deep. 

Each building has the superintendent and reception

rooms centrally located at the main hall, connecting with 
corridors and its staircase to second story. 

Two dining and two serving rooms are directly back of 
main hall in the middle wing, at the rear of which are two 
small wards of six beds each, with attendants’ rooms ad- 
joining, with toilet and bath rooms at extreme end of 
wing. 

Leading from main hall are corridors to day rooms, at the 
head of the fl anking-wings. On both sides of corridors are 
rooms for isolation of patients. 

From day room, connected by bridges, are toilet and 
clothes rooms. At the rear of flanking-wings are more 
isolated rooms, and also quarters for attendant, and _ stair- 
cases to second story, with exits to garden at rear. 

The second story is similar to the first, except that suicidal 
and sick wards, of eight beds each, take the space on this 
floor that is utilized by superintendent and reception rooms 
on floor below. 

Each building will give accommodation to 84 patients, 
mainly in single rooms. ‘They are to be built of terra-cotta 
lumber, with floors, ceilings, etc., as in combination dining- 
room. 

Thirty square feet of light, 108 square feet of floor space, 
and 1,458 cubic feet of air in sleeping-rooms is allowed each 
patient. 

The day rooms have 662 per cent. of combined area of 
sleeping-rooms adjoining. 

The cost of these two dormitories, exclusive of excavation, 
which will be from a central station, will be about $148,000. 

14. The two dormitory buildings, Austin Farm, are to 
be two stories in height, with high basement, and will ac- 
commodate 50 patients in each building. ‘They are 187 
feet x 35 feet, with L wing 85 feet x 35 feet. The con- 
struction is the same as in the Pierce Farm dormitories, and 
the arrangement is substantially the same. 

The contract for these, exclusive of excavation and heat- 
ing, is $71,600. 

The heating will be from a central station; the excavation 
will be done by the inmates of the institution. 

15. The office floor of the Out-patients’ Building of the 
City Hospital has been lowered to within a foot of street 
(sidewalk) grade, and rearranged at a cost of $3,426. 

16. New Buildings, City Hospital. — Stable and ambu- 
lance station for City Hospital is directly back of the hos- 
pital on Albany street; it is one story and a half on street 
front, and two stories in the rear; built of red brick laid in 
red mortar. 
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On the first floor are rooms for ambulances, carriages, 
harness and smoking room, a stable, five stalls of which are 
arranged in the << quick hitch-up” fashion (similar to Fire 
Department), three ordinary stalls, and one box stall; also 
washes for carriages and ambulances. 

On the Bbeond floor, beside hay loft, grain and wagon 
storage-rooms, are eight sleeping-rooms, a bath and toilet 
room. 

The first floor of building is of Portland cement, quad- 
rilled; the second floor is of mill (slow burning) construc- 
tion. The men’s sleeping-rooms on second story are 
plastered ; elsewhere interior partitions are of brick or 2-in. 
plank. The building is heated by hot-water system. 

This building will cost complete about $26, O00. 

17. The Chester- park Hospital for Contagious Diseases 
is being built on the city nursery lot, bounded by East 
Chester park, Albany and Northampton streets. The build- 
ings are distributed upon the lot in the manner shown by 
the accompanying plan. 

The buildings will be surrounded by a brick wall eight- 
feet high, except where the Nurses’ Home will be built later, 
on the street line at the corner of the passageway and East 
Chester park. The laundry house will be located at the 
corner of Northampton street and passageway. 

Entrance to the grounds is gained through a triple-arched 

gateway in the one-storied lodge building which is located 
on East Chester park, midway in the wall between the new 
Nurses’ Home and Albany street, setting five feet back from 
the street line. This building contains rooms for attendants, 
examination, waiting, and toilet purposes, and is on the 
side nearest Harrison avenue or passageway. On the Albany- 
street end are attendants’ sleeping and bath rooms, separated 
by the gateway with wrought-iron gates, through which 
access Is gained to the three-story and basement administra- 
tion building, which is the central building of the group. 

This building is 50 feet x 70 feet in dimensions, and is 
occupied on the ground floor by the superintendent’s, the 
physicians’, house stafl’s, matron’s, waiting, and women’s 
toilet-rooms, with a reception hall in the centre. This is 
the axis of the administration, connecting corridors coming 
in at back and sides with main entrance at front, and from 
this reception hall are two staircases, one to the second floor, 
for matrons and nurses, and one for superintendent and 
physicians, who occupy half of second story for sleeping- 
rooms and bath. The other half of the second story and 
the whole of the third story are given up for sitting, sleep- 
ing, and bath rooms for matrons and nurses. 
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The basement contains two dining-rooms, one for superin- 
tendent and physicians and one, for matrons and nurses, 
with a serving-room between. In the rear is a toilet room 
for men, and a matron’s storeroom. The central space is 
taken up by a large octagonal hall, from the back and _ sides 
of which covered passageways lead, connecting this building 
with the wards at sides and the domestic building in the 
rear. The passageways are covered, the upper being utilized 
as a passageway on first-floor level, while the lower will be 
used in winter and stormy weather. Grade level is gained 
on the outside by area steps spaced at convenient distances. 

The two-story domestic building in the rear, and nearest 
Northampton street, is connected with the administration 
building by a covered corridor in the basement, and by 
open-air walks at first-floor level. The first floor is given 
up to dining-room for domestics and nurses, serving-room, 
and dispensary, with staircases to the second story, where 
the sleeping and bath rooms for a portion of the domestics 
are located. 

The basement contains rooms for general stores in the 
east wing. ‘The milk, ice, meat, and. meat-cutting rooms 
are in the west wing, nearest Albany street. These wings 
are separated in the basement from the domestic building by 
a continuation of corridor, which affords access to the out- 
side without interference to work going on in the building 
proper, where the bakery, and br ead closets, and the kitchen, 
with its closets, etc., are located, as is also the dispensary 
and room for additional stores. 

The laundry and disinfecting building, Nurses’ Home, and 
measles ward are to be located, when built, where indicated 
on block plan. 

The passageways which divide the building into eight dis- 
tinct parts are open to the weather at each end, and admit a 
constant current of fresh air. There-are two such passage- 
ways on each floor of each of the ward buildings, and they 
isolate the probation or observation wards completely, allow- 
ing these wards air on all four sides. These wards are so 
constructed that they can be cleansed and washed out with- 
out injury to the finish, the floor being of asphalt, dished to 
the centre, the walls of white enamelled brick. They have 
their own service and bath rooms. The isolating passages 
have enamelled brick walls and terrazo floorings. The finish 
of the bath rooms is similar. The water closets and slop 
sinks of each section surround a separate shaft in such a way 
as to allow a free current of air at all times. 

The wards for those dangerously sick are separated by 
another open-air passage from the convalescent ward at the

rear of the building, the extreme end or semi-octagonal ward 
being used as a large ward for convalescents about to be dis- 
charged. 

All wards, except probation wards, have Georgia pine 
floors. ‘The plastering throughout, is of Windsor cement 
with Keene’s cement trims. 

Each building is provided with an elevator in the front 
open-air passage. Each ward has its own linen and medi- 
cine closets and duty room. ‘The shutes to the basement, 
for soiled clothes, are from the open-air passages. There 
are separate staircases to the cellar, where are located the 
patients’ clothes-rooms of each ward. 

In the front of these ward buildings are visitors’ and phy- 
sicians’ cloak and dressing-rooms arranged en suite, where 
the prevention of contagion is carefully considered. In the 
basement of the middle pavilion there is a room where the 
visitors leave their outer clothing, and then step into a 
lobby, and again from the lobby to a room where a gown is 
given them to wear while visiting the sick. They return to 
another room on the opposite side of the building, leave the 
polluted gown, step into another lobby, and thence into the 
first room, where their outer clothes are awaiting them. 

The buildings are of selected common brick, laid Flemish 
bond in white mortar with brick quoins, and string courses 
laid in red mortar. The trimmings are of white marble ; 
the cornices are of galvanized iron painted white. The roofs 
are tar and gravel composition. 

It is proposed to have a central heating and electric station 
for this and all the other buildings of the City Hospital, lo- 
cated on the south-east corner of East Chester park and 
Albany street. 

The contracts for these buildings, not including heating, 
plumbing, and elevator, are as follows: °

18. The Horse Hospital for the Fire Department was 
taken, while under construction, by the Health Department 
and converted into a disinfecting station, and is arranged with 
its boiler room nearest the street, directly back of which are 
the chambers for infected and disinfected goods, beside 
kitchen, nurses’ dining-hall, bath room, office and physi- 
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clans’ room at the rear, with nurses’ dormitory on second 
floor. Connected by covered corridor with the rear portion 
of disinfection station (which serves as the hospital ward head 
house) is the hospital, with wards for men and for women, 
two isolating rooms, a room for nurse and for ward master. 

The disinfecting station is lined up with terra-cotta lum- 
ber on boiler-room walls, and interior partitions of disinfec- 
tion chambers are built up in the same manner, plastered 
with King’s Winsor cement. The outside walls are of plank. 

The hospital building is built entirely of 38-inch plank, eXx- 
cept the ceiling and roof, The isolation rooms, the nurses 
and the ward-master’s rooms, are plastered with Adamant 
plaster. 

Both buildings are thoroughly ventilated, and are heated 
by steam ; lighted by gas and electricity. 

The sewage from buildings is disinfected in a specially 
constructed brick tr: ap before being run into sewer. 

These buildings will cost, complete, about $20,000. 

Pusee hour plank-constructed buildings have been built at 
the quarantine station, Gallop’s Island, — a bath house, a 
disinfecting tank- house, and two hospital- buildings. 

The bath house is located at the foot of Western wharf ; 
contains twenty-eight tubs in separate rooms, two toilet 
rooms, an office, and heating-room. Back of bath house on 
the wharf the tank house is located. 

The two hospital-buildings are each 30 feet ~« 100 feet, 
with toilet rooms separated from hospital buildings by 
bridges. The sewage from the hospital buildings is run 
into a cesspool separate from that of the bath house. The 
sewage is to be disinfected in cesspools before running into 
the harbor. 

These buildings will cost, complete, about $14,600. 

20. The patrol-wagon house and court room, Police Sta- 
tion 13, Jamaica Plain, is to be built of red brick in red 
mortar, laid Flemish bond; two stories, with an entresol. 
The first story contains an ambulance and patrol-wagon 
house, and a stable large enough to accommodate seven 
horses, with four “quick hitch-up” and three ordinary 
stalls. 

In the second story is a court room, a judges’ room, cloak 
room, and a dormitory for wagon and police men at the rear, 
separated from court room by a brick wall. Over the tte 
mitory in the mezzanine story the hay loft and grain room 
are located. 

The court room has its two separate entrances and stair- 
cases required by law, beside a private staircase to the 
judges’ rooms. The court and ambulance stations are en- 
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tirely separate. A prisoners’ staircase connects court room 
and corridor with cell room in present station. 

The contract for this building, exclusive of heating, which 
will be from the new plant required for both buildings, is 
$21,500. 

21. The Armory Building, Ward 2, East Boston, is to 
be raised, repaired, a rearrangement made, and a_ boiler 
room added. 

It will cost, when complete, about $6,500. 

22. Grading, paving, etc., school-house lot Medford 
Bveab) Prescott street, Charlestown, cost $3,600. 

23. On Schoolmaster’s Mill, Fi ‘anklin park, the timber 
framework for shelter has been built upon the rubble-stone 
walls and piers previously built by the Department of Parks. 
This is to be covered with glazed ogee tiles, instead of the 
thatched roof as originally designed. The thatched roof 
was abandoned, as the building could not be protected from 
squirrels, placed as it is among overhanging trees. 

The timber frame and tile roof will cost about $4,000. 

24. The stable, office, workroom, and wagon sheds for 
the sewer division of the. Street Department on Western 
avenue, Brighton : 

The stable is of plank construction, clapboarded and 
shingled, with a gambrel roof. Will have accommodations 
for eight horses in seven ordinary and one box stall, beside 
ample room for carriages, harness and carriage w: ashing, on 
the first floor; a hay loft and grain room on the second floor. 

The stable sets 100 feet back from street. The office end 
of the combination office, workroom, and wagon-shed build- 
ing is built on the street line, extending back 100 feet; the 
rear on a line of front of stable at the upper end oflot. 
This building is of plank, one story high; exterior shingled 
and clapboarded. 

These buildings, when complete, will cost $7,800. 

20.) Lhe wrought-i iron railing for Berkeley-street bridge 
has been completed at a cost of $422.50. 


DRAWINGS FOR OTHER BUILDINGS. 


The only buildings not under contract, for which sufficient 
appropriation has been made and data furnished, are those 
for the Parental School for Boys, at West Roxbury. The 
drawings for these buildings are well advanced, as are those 
for the twelve-room and hall grammar school-house for Gib- 
son District, and the six-room primary school-house on 
Canterbury street. Appropriations have not been made for 
these two buildings. 
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Drawings have been made for a two-storied Quarantine 
Hospital on Gallop’s Island, but the appropriation was found 
to be insufficient. 

Sketch plans and estimates have been made for Brighton 
High School, and the appropriation was found to be insuf- 
ficient. 

Studies have been made for the arcading of the Old State 
House, to allow the sidewalk on State street to pass under 
the building, the street to be widened by the space occupied 
by the present sidewalk. 

Drawings and estimates were made to show the possible 
utilization of old Court House for municipal offices, without 
building additional stories ; and additional studies have been 
made for proposed new City Hall. 

Certain drawings have been made for the City Engineer, 
for the ornamentation of iron bridges. 


PROGRESS ON CONSTRUCTION. 


The unusual severity of the winter has retarded construc- 
tion on almost all the buildings. 

The third floor has been laid at the Agassiz School-house. 

The second floor has been laid at the Mechanic Arts High 
School, and at the primary school-house on Thornton and 
Fulda streets. 

The occupancy of the lot for the Austin Primary School 
by ‘* squatters” has prevented any work on this building, 
_although the contract was made October 3, 1892. 

The foundations have been laid in part for the South 
Boston primary school-house. 

The Fire Department Building was roofed in before the 
cold weather came, and will prob: tbly be ready for occupancy 
in October. 

The foundations for Ashmont Engine-house have been laid. 

It has been possible to do but little excavation for new 
buildings at Austin Farm, and none at all at Pierce Farm. 

The stable for City Hospital is roofed in, and will be com- 
pleted the latter part of April. 

The excavation and piling for Chester-park Hospital is 
being pushed by the contractor, who has thawed out the 
eround, to make digging possible. 

The foundations for patrol- -wagon house and court room 
for Police Station 13 have been laid, but are covered up for 
the winter. 

The alteration of Armory Building, East Boston, will 
probably be finished by June 1. 

The stable for Sewer Division, Street Department, at

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3righton, is partially finished. Delay in the delivery of 
the site before frost has prevented work on the other build- 
ings on this site. They will be finished by June 1. 

The Police Department Building, Brighton, was completed 
December 19, 1892. 


THe HRBATING AND SANITARY ARRANGEMENTS OF 
SCHOOL-HOUSES. 


In the Agassiz Grammar School, 14-room and _ hall, the 
Sturtevant Blower system of steam ia ating. Cost, $7,400. 

In the Thornton and Fulda 6-room primary school, 
indirect steam-heating. Cost, $3,295 

In the Harold and Homestead 4-room primary school, 
indirect steam-heating. Cost, $1,625. 

In the Mt. Vernon. District erammar-school, 8-room and 
hall, the Sturtevant Blower system. Cost, $5,584. 

The experience of this severe winter shows the advisability 
of supplementing any heating system by direct coils on the 
outer walls of school-rooms to facilitate the quicker heating 
of building in the morning. 

One difficulty in the successful heating or ventilation of 
school-houses, which is beyond my control, is the almost 
invariable practice of the teachers, when the temperature of 
the rooms rises, to open windows instead of regulating heat 
by the dampers. The latter method requires patience, but 
does not, as does the former, destroy the working of the 
system. If the windows are to be opened by the teachers at 
will, the double sash provided in all the schools becomes 
an unnecessary addition to cost of the buildings. 

Another difficulty which I trust will be corrected by the 
School Committee is the lack of systematic and constant 
supervision of the janitors by a competent practical engi- 
neer. The janitors should be required to keep record of 
temperatures in the several rooms at certain hours, and 
record of amount of coal consumed each day. Possibly 
the service thus required would necessitate the payment of 
higher wages to the janitors of the small school-houses ; but 
this, in many cases, would be compensated for in the saving 
of coal and in the repair of apparatus. 

Slate urinals, which may be used either by the dry or wet 
system, and latrines in place of water closets, have been 
used with satisfactory results in all the school-houses. These 
latrines and urinals are ventilated to a large independent 
shaft to be heated at all seasons of the year. 


. 
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Metruop or CONSTRUCTION OF SCHOOL-ILOUSES. 


In all school-houses contracted for during the past year the 
basement floor is of asphalt; the first floor is of mill con- 
struction; the partitions are either of brick or fireproof 
material, and all plastering is laid directly on the walls with- 
out furring or lathing. All buildings contracted for since 
passage of Revised Building Laws of 1892 have hollow terra- 
cotta brick in place of inner brick lining. 

All dadoes are of hard plaster, and door and window trims 
and other mouldings are, in all but the Agassiz School, of 
IKXeene’s cement. 

All staircases are of iron. 

All blackboards are of slate. 

The windows of all school-rooms have double sash, and each 
school-room has a separate cloak-room or wardrobe con- 
necting. 

A bookcase and a closet for the teacher is built into the 
wall of each room. ‘The teachers’ platforms are movable. 

I submit in Appendix ‘* C” tables of cost of all new con- 
structions built by this department since its formation, of 
which drawings exist in this office. 

All work in this department is contracted for the City of 
Boston by the City Architect, the City Architect being the 
final arbitrator in all disputes which may arise between the 
parties to the contract. This is anomalous in itself, but it 
has not caused unfavorable comment by contractors, but the 
possible disadvantage to the city’s interest is, that the several 
departments for whom the work is done have not the control 
of the expenditure nor the direct interest in the construction 
that they would have if they signed for the contracts for 
the city, instead of the architect. Nor does the custom 
encourage the proper sense of responsibility of the depart- 
ment in the constructions built for their use. 


MeEtTHOD OF CONTRACTING FOR Crry BUILDINGS. 


Another anomaly in the methods in vogue is, that while, 
in the case of constructions built under appropriations for 
‘¢ public buildings,” the City Architect makes out drafts for 
payment direct to the treasurer, in case of constructions 
under appropriations for special buildings for the Board of 
Trustees of City Hospital, Commissioner of Public Institu- 
tions, and Board of Health, and certain other departments, 
the drafts for payments are made by these departments on 
certificate from the City Architect. 

It would seem to me desirable and more consistent with 
the measure of power given the architect in private practice,

that every department should make’ drafts on the treasurer, 
drafts for payments on construction on receipt of certificate 
for payment from the City Architect, so that the School 
Committee, for instance, should have the same control over 
payments that is given certain other departments of the city. 
If all the departments signed contracts for buildings, made 
drafts for payments for same on the treasurer, they also 
should have presented to them by the City Architect, for 
their signature, all orders for addition to, and deduction 
from, the contract price. These would give a proper check 
upon the expenditure of the architect, and keep the other 
departments fully informed in regard to the appropriations 
for buildings for which they should be made responsible. 

The Statute of 1890 provides that the City Architect shall 
accept in writing all such orders for additions to and deduc- 
tions from contracts, so that any change of method in this 
regard would require action by the General Court. 


PAYMENTS OF AWARDS BY COMMITTEE ON CLAIMS. 


It would be an improvement upon present methods if the 
City Council should find direct means of providing funds 
for payment of awards of Committee on Claims on past 
constructive work done by this department, instead of 
ordering such payments made from this department’s regular 
appropriation.

Sir: In accordance with the requirements of the ordi- 
nance now in force, the Board of Assessors would respect- 
fully offer the following report : 


For convenience of assessment and as authorized by Chap- 
ter 115 of the Acts of the year 1889, which provides that 
the Assessors may “divide any ward . . . into con- 
venient assessment districts,” the twenty-five wards of the 
city are divided into forty districts; ten of them into two, 
one into three, and one into four districts. Thirteen wards 
are not divided. ‘The several assessment districts and the 
wards of which they are a part, together with the names of 
the first and second assistant assessors assigned to each of 
said districts, are shown in an appendix at the end of this 
report.

The polls recorded for assessment before August 15, 1892, 
and included in the estimate that determined the rate of tax- 
ation for the current year, were those of 136,375 males and 
735 females; a total of 137,110. Under the operation of 
the law providing for supplementary assessment of omitted 
male persons, determined by the registrars of voters to be 
liable to assessment under the provisions of Section 26 of 
Chap. 351 of the Acts of 1892, there were added to the list 
6,646 male polls, making the number of males assessed 
143,021, and the number of females 735; a total for the 
year of 143,756.

The valuation of 1892 for personal property can be fairly 
increased $62,999,800 in addition to the amount given in the 
foregoing table, for the value assessed by the Commonwealth 
at the rate of $14,588, per $1,000 upon shares of Massachu- 
setts corporations, the property of residents in Boston. The 
State deducts from the value of each share the amount that 
represents the real estate and machinery locally assessed, 
and pays over to the city that proportion of the tax that rep- 
resents the personal property of each corporation. 

The valuation can be further increased, say, $1,561,500 
for bank stock assessed at the several rates of the places 
where the banks are located, as the taxes are paid to Boston, 
as assessments upon this class of property held by its citi- 
zens in Massachusetts banks located outside that city. 

This valuation of the shares in Massachusetts corpora- 
tions, and also in National Banks within the State, but with- 
out the limits of Boston, is determined by taking the amount 
paid by the Commonwealth to the city during the financial 
year, on account of corporate taxes assessed as of the first 
day of May of that year. The totals are undoubtedly under 
estimates, as the collection extends beyond the year in which 
taxes are assessed, and a small proportion of their total sum 
is paid over to the city with the assessments of subsequent 

ears. 
‘i As the revenue from these two sources is always estimated 
before the amount to be raised by taxation is determined, 
the effect of the valuation of this property in reducing the 
rate of taxation upon the $893,975,704 assessed by the city 
is, as nearly as may be, the same as though its amount was

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included in the Assessors’ aggregate, and the taxes were 
assessed by them. 

The valuation of personal property can properly be fur- 
ther increased by the sum of $325,408 for shipping owned 
by Boston citizens which was employed in foreign trade 
May 1, 1892. Section 8 of Chapter 11 of the Public Stat- 
utes provides that such property shall. not be included in 
the personal estate of its owners, if they make a return of 
the same and report for taxation the net. yearly income 
thereof. Section 10 of said chapter required that the State 
should reimburse the cities and towns for the loss sustained 
by such exemption. The act from which these two sections 
were taken became of force May 1, 1882, and contained 
the provisions that while the exemption should continue, re- 
imbursement on the part of the State should cease in 1887. 
By Chapter 373 of that year, repayment for the loss of val- 
uation was extended for two years, and was again extended 
for the same space of time by Chapter 286 of the Acts of 
the year 1890. Chapter 116 of the Acts of 1891 provides 
that such repayment shall continue to be made until two 
years from the date of its enactment, March 26, 1891. The 
value of the shipping returned for the tax of 1892 was 
$341,543, and the net income returned amounted to $16,135. 
In the revenue of the city the amount of the payment by the 
State for the current financial year on this account is put 
at $4,036.82. 

The total valuation of personal estate which is assessed for 
all purposes, for which the city may raise money by taxation, 
can for the year 1892 be put at $280,557,137. 

The United States, the Commonwealth, the county, the 
city, churches, charitable, scientific, and other corporations, 
hold property exempt by law from assessment. That of the 
nation consists of certain islands, forts, and lighthouses in 
our harbor, the navy yard, custom house, and the building 
used for the United States courts, sub-treasury, and post- 
office. The property of the State within the limits of the 
city is made up of the State house, the State prison, and an 
area of land and flats in East and South Boston. The 
county property includes the court house and jail. But as 
the entire cost of all county estate has been paid by the city, 
and as the other municipalities that, with Boston, make up 
Suffolk county, pay no county taxes [Pub. Stats., Chap. 11, 
§ 47], the estates used for county purposes are included as 
a part of the city property. The character and value of the 
property used for municipal purposes may be ascertained by 
reference td the list of real and personal estate, under the 
title of nominal assets of the city. This list includes all the 
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real estate, and as much of the personal property as is in 
active use. but there is a large amount of chattels belong- 
ing to the city, which are not only difficult of estimation, but 
which should not he included at a money value, even among 
the nominal assets of Boston. The books and works of art 
in our public library, the statues in our squares and public 
grounds, the furniture and fittings of our city buildings, are 
of this class of property. None of the chattels of the 
nation, State, or county are estimated in the list of exempt 
property ; and only the lands connected with the forts and 
lighthouses of the general government, and with Bunker 
Hill Monument, are included in our estimation of exempt 
estate. The structures, if abandoned for their present use, 
would be valueless for any other purpose. The same con- 
siderations control the estimation of church furniture and 
fittings when church buildings are demolished. The income- 
producing personal estate of ministerial funds and_ trust 
property is assessed as though in the hands of individuals. 
[Pub. Stat., Chap. 11, § 29, 12 Cushing, page 54.] But. 
such property when held by charitable, literary, or scientific 
corporations is exempt; and the large amount so held (over 
fifteen and three-quarters millions) is included in our esti- © 
mation of untaxed property. 

Buildings of any character that are adapted to cable or 
partly public use, are seldom capable of easy change to fit them 
for general purposes. When the estates of which they are a 
part are sold, it is found that a comparatively small value 
attaches to anything above the land. As such estates become 
unfitted for the purposes for which they are used, the values 
estimated for their buildings are reduced. It is believed that 
the reductions that have been made from time to time, have 
brought our exempt estates to a fair valuation, which approxi- 
mates to the selling price. By the methods indicated we place 
the property of the United States, land value, $7,501,400 ; 
buildings, $4,029,200; total, $11,530,600. That of the 
Commonwealth foe isan $3, 5A, 200; buildings, $2,082,- 
300 ; total, $5,623,500. The real estate of the Gity i is valued 
for thank $32,993. 971; buildings, $12,721,800; a total of 
$45 ,636,7 71; and the personal property used for municipal 
purposes at $653,000. The land connected with houses of 
religious worship is estimated at $7,588,900, and the build- 
ings at $7,168,900; a total of $14,757,800. The valuation 
of the real estate occupied by charitable, literary, and scien- 
tific institutions for the purposes for which they were incor- 
porated is, for land, $9,070,700; buildings, $6, 763,600; a 
total of $15,834, 300. 

It appears that this class of benevolent and educational 
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corporations hold $15,762,900 of personal property, as re- 
turned to the Assessors by their officers, in accordance with 
the provisions of Chapter 217 of the Acts of the year 1882. 
As required by that enactment, those corporations also re- 
ported that their receipts for the twelve months preceding 
the first day of May, 1891, amounted to $5,423,917, and 
their expenditures to $5,429,961.! It appeared by their re- 
turns that at the date of assessment, these benevolent and edu- 
cational institutions held as investments $5,662,446 of the 
real estate of this city, which, not being occupied for the 
purposes of their incorporation, is assessed at its estimated 
value, forming a part of the real-estate valuation for the tax 
of the current year. The city of Boston holds, in its cor- 
porate capacity (not assessed for city taxes), $26,472,506 
of actual assets available for the payment of liabilities, and 
$46,289,771 nominal assets, the character of which is shown 
in the following copy of the return of the Assessors as of 
May 1, 1892, to the Tax Commissioner of the Common- 
wealth :

For the year 1890, and for many years before that date, 
the appraisal of the real estate owned by the city had re- 
flected the judgment of the Assessors as to the value of the 
land, and that of the Department of Public Buildings for the 
structures. At the request of his Honor the Mayor, in 
the valuation of 1891, the Assessors expressed their opinion 
of each estate (land and building) asa whole. Heavy reduc- 
tions were made, especially in the items of school-houses and 
other public buildings. Cemeteries owned by the city, 
which in the report covering the assessment of 1890 were 
put in the column of Nominal Assets at over $3,000,000, 
were, in the Report of 1891, in view of the very remote 
probability that they would ever be available for profitable 
use, put at the nominal sum of one dollar. Although the 
land held by the city was advanced in many locations in 
common with other lands of the vicinity, and there were 
considerable additions to the valuations for new buildings, and 
about three-fourths of a million dollars were added for water- 
works, this revision of former values caused the total of this 
class of assets to drop over three and three-quarters millions. 
In the valuations of succeeding years, the estimations will, 
in the judgment of the Assessors, approximate to selling 
values, and buildings that cannot be remodelled to fit them 
for the uses of the locality in which they are situated, will be 
marked down to nominal values, as they become unsuitable 
for municipal purposes. 

Large amounts of property, held by residents of, or located 
within the limits of Boston, are by law or judicial decisions 
exempt from all assessments, the principal items being the 
real estate of the United States and the Commonwealth, 
United States bonds, money loaned upon mortgage of real 
estate, imported goods i in original packages, and the furni- 
ture of a family below $1, 000 in value. ‘The proportion of 
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the deposits in the savings banks of Massachusetts ($393,- 
019,862, October 31, 1892) belonging to the residents of 
Peta is unknown, as the Conunenwedlth assesses and 
retains the entire tax for State revenue. But the total 
valuation of Boston for property that, by existing laws, 
must be estimated for assessment or for the information of 
the Legislature, is as follows:

‘The total valuation 
of 1892 is more than that of 1882 by $221,477,742, showing 
a gain in ten years of 32.93 per cent. 


THe Rate oF ASSESSMENT AND TAXES COMMITTED TO THE 
COLLECTOR. 


The rate of taxation needed to raise the amount of the 
several warrants and the overlay authorized by Section 49 
of Chapter 11 of the Public Statutes, as amended by Chap- 
ter 226 of the Acts of the year 1887, was determined by the 
Assessors to be 1.29 per cent., or $12.90 per $1,000; of 
this rate 63 cents was for State, 77 cents for county, and 
$11.50 for the city tax.

PERCENTAGE OF ASSESSMENTS ON POLLS AND PROPERTY. 


When the assessment to meet the warrants of the State, 
county, and city had been completed, 178,144 bills were 
sent to the Collector, with the list of persons assessed, and 
the Assessors’ warrant to collect their amount. Of these 
bills, 119,573, 67 per cent., were for poll taxes only. 
When all the lists and warrants for the year had been sent 
to that officer, 6,690 additional bills, covering supplementary 
assessments, had been delivered. 

Of this class, 6,599, 98, per cent., were for poll taxes 
only. ‘The tax assessments of the financial year were repre- 
sented by 184,834 bills, of which 3155 per cent. were for 
property, and 68, per cent. were for poll taxes. The 
question is often asked, What proporticn of the persons 
whose names are on the voting-list, pay taxes upon prop- 
erty? As the available statistics upon which an opinion 
could be founded for an intelligent answer to such an in- 
quiry had never been formulated, and as the subject was 
only incidentally connected with assessment, the Assessors 
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gave no special consideration to the question, until requested 
to do so by the Mayor. The subject is thought to be of 
sufficient interest to justify a statement of the reasons upon 
which the conclusions of the Board were based, and a copy 
of the answer to the head of the city government is printed 
in the appendix, page 27, in connection with a table subse- 
quently compiled. 


ABATEMENTS., 


The amount of abatements from all the above assessments 
to January 31, 1893, was, for polls, $844.00 ; for real estate, 
$42,687.23; for personal estate, $53,314.14; a total of 
$96,845.37. Of this sum, $95,808.83 was abated before the 
reduced tax-bills were paid, and, with the money received 
for taxes, is treated as a credit item to the Collector, who is 
charged with the total amount of the tax warrants of the 
year. The remainder of the abatements, amounting to 
$1,036.54, were made after payment by the persons assessed, 
and their several amounts were refunded by the Treasurer 
from moneys received from the Collector, for the taxes of 
the current financial year. 


AVERAGE OF ASSESSORS’ VALUATION FOR FIVE YEARS. 


Section 5 of Chapter 7 of the existing ordinances as 
amended by Section 2 of Chapter 16 of the Ordinances of 
1890, requires that in the month of January the Board shall 
transmit to the Mayor “a statement of the Assessors’ valua- 
tion of the taxable property in the city of Boston for each of 
the preceding five years, the abatements thereon allowed 
previous to the 31st day of December preceding the date of 
such statement, and the average of such valuations reduced 
by such abatements.” In accordance with this requirement 
_ the Board transmitted the following communication :

TAXATION OF CORPORATE PROPERTY. 


In accordance with the provisions of Section 86 of Chapter 
11 of the Public Statutes, the Assessors, in August, 1892, 
returned to the Tax Commissioner of the Commonwealth the 
names of 236 Massachusetts corporations located in Boston, 
“with a statement in detail of the works, structures, real 
estate, and machinery owned by each of said corporations 

with the value thereof.” 

No personal property other than machinery can legally be 
assessed to a Massachusetts corporation. The valuation of 
property of corporations chartered by the Commonwealth, 
which was included in the total that determined the rate of 
taxation, amounted to $78,327,900, of which sum $71,- 
906,800 was real estate, and $6,421,100 was machinery. 
A statement showing the growth of corporate property 
locally assessed during the last decade is shown as a foot- 
note to the table marked “D,” page35. Under the provisions 
of Section 8 of Chapter 13 of the Public Statutes, the Board 
assessed the 539,000 shares of the 60 National Banks of Bos- 
ton upon a valuation of $65,207,500, a total tax of $841,177. 
At the time the rate of taxation was determined, the esti- 
mated value of 117,930 shares, $14,587,329, was included 
in the total aggregate as property which could be legally as- 
sessed in the valuation of the city of Boston. The balance 
of the total assessment of this class of property amounted to 
$50,620,171, and the tax of $653,000 thereon was claimed 
by the Tax Commissioner under the provisions of Section 13 
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of said chapter for the State, and certain of the cities and 
towns of Massachusetts in which shareholders resided. 
Section 16 of said chapter provides that one per cent. on the 
amount collected shall be paid “for the expenses of assessing 
and collecting” that portion of the tax which is not retained 
by the city or town where the banks are located. As the 
whole work of assessment, including the making of the bills 
or lists of taxes, is performed in the Assessing Department, 
and as each bank must pay (see Section 9, Chapter 13, 
P.S.), and by a single check does pay, the taxes of all its 
shareholders, it can be fairly claimed that substantially the 
whole sum of $6,530 was secured by this department and 
added to the revenue of the city. 

The Board of Assessors have, under the provisions of 
Sections 14 and 58 of said Chapter 13, adjusted the taxes 
of 1892 upon National Bank stock and the shares of Mas- 
sachusetts corporations, as against the claims of the State 
or its municipalities, and for that purpose have ADD oes 
before the Board of Appeal provided for in Section 62 of 
said chapter, as agents of the city, where its claims were 
disputed or needed defence.

CLASSIFICATION OF PERSONAL PROPERTY LOCALLY 
TAXABLE. 


As approximately only about one-quarter of the personal 
property assessed is returned to the Assessors from year to 
year, the remaining three-quarters is, of necessity, estimated 
against those persons or business concerns who, for the then 
current year, make no return, in accordance with the pro- 
visions of Section 41 of the Tax Act. As “dooming” by 
the Assessors is always without specification as to items of 
personal estate, classification of the unlisted personalty can 
only be made by the estimation of the Assessors “ according 
to their best knowledge and belief.” The proportion of 
each kind of taxable personal estate, to the aggregate of all 
that class of property assessed, has long been a subject of 
speculation and inquiry. For the purpose of making the 
returns required by the eighth to the eleventh divisions inclu- 
sive of Section 54 of Chapter 11 of the Public Statutes as 
amended by the Act of the year 1887, Chapter 86, the As- 
sessors of 1889 analyzed the statements of that year, and 
ascertained the proportions that each class of taxable per- 
sonal property that was listed bore to the aggregate of all 
that was returned; then assuming that if all personal es- 
tate had been returned to the Assessors under oath, that the 
proportions of each class would have been unchanged, they 
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made their estimation of the amount of the unlisted taxable 
personal estate upon that basis. The law that compelled 
the estimation required by the divisions above referred to 
was repealed by Chapter 242 of the Acts of 1890. But the 
classification, with the figures that indicated the proportions 
as found, were given in our report of April 30, 1891, as 
of sufficient interest to justify their presentation in a form 
that would admit of comparison with similar work in subse- 
quent years. <A closer analysis was made of the returns for 
the tax of May 1, 1891, and its percentages are shown in the 
following table in connection with the detail and percentages 
of the current financial year.

National Bank shares are by law returnable, and are re- 
turned by the officers of those organizations. The addition 
of this class of personal estate gave $54,085,429 as returned 
out of a total valuation of personal property of $213,695,828. 
This is equal to 25.31 per cent. The Assessors consequently 
estimated 74.69 per cent of the personal assessment of May 
1, 1892. The percentages of 1891 were 26.58 for personalty 
returned, and 73.42 for personal property estimated. While 
it must be admitted that the method of determining the classi- 
fication of the one hundred and sixty millions of personal 
estate estimated by the Assessors is open to criticism, it is 
undoubtedly true that any plan that would attempt its im- 
provement would be equally open to objections. That 
which has been adopted is the best that the Assessors, with 
their limited experience in these comparisons, can apply. 
The averages of at least four or five years must be obtained, 
before it can be determined, by fairly uniform percentages, 
that there is such substantial uniformity as to justify the 
opinion that practically accurate deductions can be made ; 
or that the proportions fluctuate from year to year to such 
an extent, as to make estimates based upon them unreliable. 

The law assesses the bonds of any nation other than those 
of the United States, and the public securities of all States, 
counties, or municipalities, also the bonds of all railroads 
(including street railways), at their market value, and will 
not permit that value to be decreased by debts, or to be 
offset in any manner. In other words, this class of credit 
property is assessed by the same rules that are applied to 
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the taxation of money and merchandise. Another class of 
personal estate is deemed to be “money at interest, and other 
debts, due the persons to be taxed, more than they are in- 
debted or pay interest for.” [Pub Stat., Chap. 11,§ 4.] <A 
proper construction of the law requires that a taxable person 
should be assessed for this class of property, if held by such 
person in excess of debts and liabilities actually and legally 
due on the first day of May, and when so held, such excess 
only isto be taxed. But it often happens that a person holds 
a considerable amount of the class of credit property that 
can be offset, but is not assessed for any portion of it, for 
the reason that such persons’ legal liabilities exceed its 
market value. In the analysis of the returns of 1892, the 
proportions of credit property that were not assessed by 
reason of partial offset, and the amounts wholly removed 
from assessment, were tabulated, with the sum of indebted- 
ness that required their exemption, with the following result :

STREETS, SIDEWALKS, AND SEWER ASSESSMENTS. 


Before the passage of Chapter 456 of the Acts of 1889, this 
department had no connection with street or sewer assess- 
ments, other than attaching to tax-bills such assessments as 
had been duly apportioned, under the provisions of the Public 
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Statutes, Chapter 50, Section 25, and Chapter 51, Section 
5, and certified to the Assessors by the Board of Aldermen, 
or Street Commissioners. After the enactment of the law of 
1889, the Assessors were required to receive applications for 
apportionment, and hear requests for abatement of sewer 
assessments. By Chapter 346 of the year 1890, the Assess- 
ors were empowered to suspend the collection of such an 
assessment, until the estate affected came into the possession 
of a new owner, when the amount of the charge, with in- 
terest, was to be paid. But this law was repealed by Section 
7 of Chapter 402 of the Acts of 1892, and the connection of 
this department with street, sidewalk, and sewer assessments 
must now be ascertained from Chapter 323 of the Acts of 
1891 (known as the Board of Survey Act), as amended by 
Chapter 418 of 1892, and Chapters 401 and 402 of the Acts 
of the last-named year. The law now in force connecting 
this department with these classes of special assessments may 
be stated as follows: After the work of building a new 
street has been completed, including roadway, sidewalks, and 
sewer, and after the Auditor has certified the expense, the 
Street Commissioners determine the cost, and ascertain 
what proportion of the whole amount shall be paid by the 
city, and what sum is to be assessed upon abutters. [1892, 
418, §§ 7, 8.] “The assessable cost of the work” is ap- 
portioned by the Commissioners, upon the several parcels 
of land abutting on the street. If the amount fixed by 
the Commissioners is unsatisfactory, they can revise and 
correct their assessment, and their final determination is 
“subject to appeal . . . to the Superior Court - . . as is 
provided in the case of taxes.” [1892, 418, § 8.] Ifthe 
amount of the assessment upon any lot is not paid in “one 
year from the date of such determination, or if the amount 
as found by the court, or on appeal . . . is not paid before 
the last day of May next succeeding . . . and in every case 
with interest from the date of the passage of the . . . order 
of said Street Commissioners” “for securing the land re- 
quired for . . . or for constructing” the street they have 
laid out, “the Board of Assessors . . . shall include a sum 
equal to nine per cent. of such amount in the next and 
succeeding annual tax-bills issued for the tax on the said 
parcel, and in the tax-bill issued the first year shall also in- 
clude interest on the whole of said amount . . . from the 
date of the aforesaid order . . . to the last day of October 

. and . . . for each succeeding year, shall include one 
year’s interest on the whole of said amount . . . and shall 
so include such sums . . . until. . . ten . . . with inter- 
est have been paid.” [1892, 418, §§ 5, 9.]

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The owner of the land may at any time relieve his estate 
from incumbrance, by payment in full, or may release a 
portion of his estate, by a partial payment of the balance 
due, with the consent of the Mayor and Street Commis- 
sioners. [1892, 418, § 10.] All moneys paid on account 
of these special assessments are applied to the payment of 
the interest of, or paid into, the sinking-fund for the ex- 
tinguishment of the debts contracted on account of the work 
for which the assessments were laid. [1891, 323, § 18.] 
Chapter 401 of the Acts of 1892 applies to sidewalks in 
streets already constructed. This Act provides that “the 
Mayor and Aldermen” may order “the Superintendent of 
Streets . . . to make a sidewalk” in such location, and of 
such materials, as they may deem expedient. [1892, 401, 
§ 1.] The Superintendent apportions the cost to the several 
parcels of land, according to their frontage on the street in 
which the sidewalk is constructed. [1892, 401, § 3.] The 
order of the Mayor and Aldermen, and the apportionment of 
the Superintendent, in the operation of the law, take the 
place of the order and determination of the Street Commis- 
sioners, under the Act of 1891, as amended in 1892 ; other- 
wise, all proceedings, including the division of an unpaid 
assessment and the addition of interest thereto, are the same 
as when a street is constructed under the Board of Survey 
Act. Chapter 402 of the Acts of 1892 applies to sewers in 
streets already built, and requires that when sewers are laid, 
they shall, like sidewalks, be built when the Mayor and 
Aldermen so order, and be paid for by assessments based on 
frontage, made by the Superintendent of Streets; and the 
machinery of this Act, like that relating to sidewalks, is in 
all other respects made to conform to that of the Board of 
Survey Act, with the following exceptions: Only lands 
within one hundred and twenty-five feet of the way in which 
the sewer is laid are included in the assessment. [1892, 
402, §5; 1892, 418, §§ 5, 6, 8,9.] <A drain for any land 
outside the line of one hundred and twenty-five feet, can only 
enter the sewer “ after the amount to be paid for an entry has 
been fixed by the Mayor and Aldermen.” [1892, 402, § 5.] 
When a sewer assessment is laid upon a church estate, or 
upon any other “parcel of land for which the owner is by 
law exempt from being taxed, as determined by the Assessors 

. . on application to them” by such owner, the Collector 
is required to “suspend the collection of such assessment” 
until a new owner holds the land, when its amount is col- 
lected without interest. [1892, 402, § 4.] But if the 
owner of an estate where the collection of a sewer assess- 
ment has been suspended, desires to enter the sewer, he can 
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do so “after the amount to be paid for” such entry “ has been 
fixed by the Mayor and Aldermen,” and when the estate 
passes to another owner, the original assessment, “less any 
payment made for an entry” into the sewer, “becomes due 
and payable,” and must be collected, as if the day when the 
fee passed from grantor to grantee “ were the date of the pas- 
sage of the . . . order for making the sewer.” [1892, 402, 
§§ 4, 5.] As the law now stands, it must follow that if the 
amount then found to be due is not paid, it is to be collected 
as is provided for other unpaid sewer assessments; that is, 
by ten annual instalments with interest. The fact that 
Section 9 of Chapter 418 of the Acts of 1892 provides 
that when an unpaid special assessment is apportioned and 
added to a tax-bill, it may “be abated . . . as if a part of, 
and in the same manner as, the city taxes,” will undoubtedly 
bring many applications for abatement to this department. 
In an opinion dated December 8, 1892, the Corporation 
Counsel states that the power to make an abatement of such 
an assessment “commences only when the . . . assessment 
is included in the tax-bill, and can only be exercised in 
curing mistakes in figures, facts, or the law, and confers 
upon” the Assessors “no power to abate for any other than 
a legal reason.’

Hon. NatHan MatTruews, JR., 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir: In answer to your request that this department would 
inform you what proportion of the legal voters of Boston pay a 
property tax, we would say that while there are no statistics con- 
nected with our work that will enable us to definitely answer the 
question, we think that if the number of qualified voters are taken 
for a series of years from the official returns of the Board of Reg- 
istrars, and certain enumerations made in our office in the regular 
course of business are used in connection therewith as the elements 
of a computation, that a closer approximation to a correct answer 
to your question can be obtained than by any other method. 
Chapter 56 of the Acts of 1886 required the Assessors to make an 
annual return to the Secretary of State, of ‘‘ the number of per- 
sons paying a poll tax only.” This provision of law is now 
embodied in Chapter 242 of the Acts of 1890, and at this time 
the returns of the years 1886 to 1891, inclusive, are available. In 
compiling the figures found in the reports of the Secretary of 
State to the Legislature, the number of polls reported must be 
increased by those added after the rate of assessment for the given 
year was fixed, and the total thus obtained must be reduced by 
deducting the female polls that were included before the rate of 
taxation was determined, in order to obtain the true number of 
male polls assessed. ‘The voting-list advances and recedes in its 
total from year to year, from causes that bear no relation to popu- 
lation or citizenship. The variance in the computations caused by 
the different percentages, which the fluctuating numbers of that 
list bear to the steadily increasing whole number of polls, can best 
be met by taking the average of the six years that have passed 
since the law of 1886 gave the opportunity for making the com- 
parisons shown in the following table :

persons [men] were assessed for poll taxes who were aliens, or 
otherwise disqualified, and could not register, or were citizens who 
could register, but failed to do so. 

Practically, no man assessed for property who is liable for a 
poll tax is omitted from the voting-list, because, being recorded 
each year for assessment on property, his poll tax is never 
omitted, and he is continued on the list from year to year, in 
accordance with provisions of law that have been in force for 
many years, and are now found in Sections 8 and 12 of Chapter 
391 of the Acts of 1892. It follows that all of the 55,342 poll- 
tax assessments above noted must be considered as of the class of 
poll taxpayers only :

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represents the property taxpayers who are on the voting-list, and 
who stand on that list in the proportion of 24 per cent. of its total 
to 76 per cent. of the poll taxpayers only. The best thought we 
have been able to give to this subject leads us to the conclusion 
that this result is substantially correct. What at first seemed to be 
a coincidence, only proves that a shorter course of reasoning would 
have produced the same result. The difference between the whole 
number of polls assessed, and that of men assessed for a poll tax 
only, is identical with the number of property taxpayers on the 
voting-list. This exact difference is the necessary result of our 
reasoning, which was, in short, that all men who were assessed 
for a poll and property were on that list, and that all who were 
assessed a poll only who were on the voting-list had no property. 
We believe that the reasoning in this form of statement is sound. 
When an alien gets property and is assessed therefor, as a rule he 
becomes a citizen and goes on the voting-list. Those who do not 
are offset, and probably slightly more than offset, by the persons 
included among the poll taxpayers only, who pay on_ property 
through the assessment of taxes upon real or personal estate held 
for them by trustees, or by firms of which they are members, or 
by corporations of which they are stockholders. The conclusion 
would seem to be, that it is a fair general statement to say that 
three-fourths of our voters pay a poll tax only.

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Ordered, That in pursuance of the authority of Chapter 11, Section 67, 
of the Public Statutes, all taxes assessed for the purpose of providing for 
the expenditures of the City of Boston and the County of Suffolk for the 
financial year 1892, and for paying the City’s proportion of the State tax 
of 1892, shall be due and payable on the first day of November, 1892, and, if 
the same shall remain unpaid, interest at the rate of six per cent. per annum 
shall be charged upon all such taxes as shall not be paid at that date; and 
upon all taxes that shall remain unpaid on the first day of January, 1893, 
there shall be charged interest at the rate of seven per cent. per annum; and 
all the interest that shall have become due from and after the above-named 
dates shall be added to and be a part of such taxes; provided, however, that 
the taxes assessed, by authority of Chapter 13 of the Public Statutes, upon 
the shares of National Banks and of other corporations, shall be due and 
payable on the first day of November, 1892, and interest shall be charged, 
as provided in said chapter, upon all such taxes as remain unpaid after that 
date, at the rate of twelve per cent. per annum.

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LAMP DEPARTMENT. 


The whole cost of lighting the streets of the city during the financial year 
1892-93 was $582,113.83. On the 15th of January the city was lighted with 
1,547 electric, 8,743 gas, and 2,846 naphtha lamps, being an increase of 100 
electric, a decrease of 181 gas, an increase of 2,766 naplitha jamps, and a 
decrease of 2,781 oil lamps, as compared with the previous year.

The prices paid for gas in the public lamps to the several gas companies 
are: Boston at the rate of $1.00 per thousand cubic feet; Roxbury, $1.50; 
Charlestown, $1.55; South Boston, $1.50; East Boston, $1.60; Dorchester, 
$150; West Roxbury, $1.85; and Brighton, $1.85. 

The price paid for electrics is 40 cents per light per night. The city pro- 
vides the iron posts, and the companies furnish the lamps and light. 

The men who clean and light the gas-lamps are paid at the rate of $2.00 
per day, and have an average of 70 lamps each. 

The underground service-pipes are laid and kept in repair by the various 
companies, under the direction of the Superintendent of Lamps, and at the 
expense of the city, without pecuniary consideration or profit to the com- 
panies. 

The naphtha lamps have been lighted since July under a contract by the 
Rising Sun Street Lighting Company, who furnish all material, light, and 
keep in repair for the sum of 5% cents per light per night, or $21.00 each per 
year.

PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS. 


The following property is under the charge of the Commissioners of Public 
Institutions : 


DeER Is_anp. — Containing about 134 acres of upland, about 50 acres of 
flats, on which is the large brick building known as the House or INnpDus- 
try. Also a wooden house occupied as a House of Reformation for Girls, a 
brick school-house for truant boys, and wooden one for nursery, a farmhouse, 
brick workshop, and receiving-house, laundry, bakery, and engineer’s house, 
piggery, two large barns, and other buildings; steamboat wharf and another 
landing place; stone sheds, farming utensils, live-stock, merchandise, provi- 
sions, tools, etc., required for carrying on the House of Industry and Refor- 
mation. In 1885 a new hospital was built on the island, the total cost of the 
same, together with furnishing being $74,999.65. 

Additions and alterations are being made by which 400 new cells will be 
added to the House of Industry at a cost of $60,000. 


Ratnsrorp Is_anp (with the buildings thereon), purchased in 1871 of the 
Commonwealth at a cost of $40,000, containing 11 acres. The buildings are 
occupied by female paupers. 

House OF CORRECTION AND Lunatic Hospitau. — These institutions 
occupy an area of 821,875 feet of upland, to which is appended about 1,310,- 
700 feet of flats, which, with the Master’s house, workshop, outhouses, and 
other appendages, the furniture, farming and mechanic’s tools and utensils, 
fire-engines, provisions, machinery for manufacturing, horses, and other live- 
stock, belong to the city. There is in the House of Correction workshop a 
steam-engine of twenty-horse power, and boiler, with shafting, ete., for 
carrying machinery, and the necessary apparatus for heating the prison work- 
shops and chapel with steam. 


ALMSHOUSE, ALFORD STREET, CHARLESTOWN, is suituated on a lot con- 
taining 104.191 feet, near the Everett line, a short distance from the Malden 
bridge. The building is of brick, built in 1849; is 100 feet long by 45 feet 
wide, 34 stories high, with two wings 39 feet by 19 feet. There is a large 
barn and other out-buildings upon the lot. 
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Austin Farm (DorcuesTEeR).— The site purchased by the city for a 
Home for the Poor contains about 50 acres, and is bounded on the easterly 
side by Back street, on the southerly side by Morton street, on the westerly 
side by Canterbury street, and on the northerly side by Austin terrace, so 
called, and is now occupied as a ward for chronic and mild cases of insane of 
the Boston Lunatic Hospital. On this estate are a house, barn with silo of a 
capacity of 325 tons, piggery, ice-houses, and sheds. A new dormitory of 
two stories, with all the modern improvements, was erected in 1892, costing 
$30,000. 

The Pierce farm, so called, situated on Walkhill and Canterbury streets, 
W. Roxbury, and containing about 35 acres, was purchased in 1892 for a 
site of the new Lunatic Hospital, at a cost of $34,500. On it is a dwelling- 
house (12 rooms), a stable, cow barn, sheds, etc. 

MARCELLA-STREET Home. — Building formerly occupied by the city of 
Roxbury as an almshouse. Additions and alterations were made in 1876-77 
and 1881, for the accommodation of pauper and neglected children. Contents 
of lot, 152,000 square feet. 

STEAMER “J. Putnam Braves.” — This boat is 340 tons. burden, 140 
feet long, 26 feet 3 inches beam, 45 feet breadth over all, 8 feet 6 inches deep, 
and was built at Greenpoint, L. I.,in 1875. Cost, including outfit, $43,836.19. 
Used for conveying prisoners, passengers, provisions, etc., to and from the 
city to the Deer, Rainsford, and Long Island Institutions. 

Lone Istanp. — Contains about 182 acres. A _ building to accommodate 
about 600 persons was erected on this island in the years 1886 and 1887, and 
is now occupied by male paupers. A hospital has been built to accommodate 
300 patients, ata cost of $85,000. To complete the hospital in accordance with 
the original plan an additional wing is projected at an estimated cost of 
$30,000. 

ParRENTAL ScHoot.— The “ Bolles” estate situated on Spring street, 
W. Roxbury, consisting of about 28 acres of land, dwelling-house, farmers’ 
house, stable, ice-house, boat-house, sheds, etc., was purchased in. August, 
1892, at a cost of $30,000, for a parental school. Plans for buildings are 
ready, and it is expected that it will be occupied in the autumn of 93. 


RELIEF OF THE POOR DEPARTMENT, 
In charge of the Board of Overseers of the Poor. 


CENTRAL CHARITY BuREAU BuILDING, located at the corner of Chardon 
and Hawkins street, is occupied by the Overseers of the Poor, the Paymaster 
of the Soldiers’ Relief, and the following charitable societies: Boston 
Provident Association, Industrial Aid Society, Boston Sewing Circle, German 
Aid Society, Ladies’ Codperative Visiting Society, the Associated Charities, 
West End Branch ofthe Homeopathic Medical Dispensary, the United Hebrew 
Benevolent Association, Boston Children’s Aid Society, and St. Vincent de 
Paul Society. The City Physician also occupies a room in this building. 
Young Men’s Benevolent Society holds its monthly meetings here. 

TEMPORARY HOME FOR THE DESTITUTE is located at the corner of Chardon 
and Bowker streets. This building and the one above mentioned were erected 
on a lot, the contents of which are 19,962 square feet. The total cost of these 
buildings, with the land and the boiler-house in the rear, was $210,494.38. 

LopGE FOR WAYFARERS, in the old Mayhew School building, on Hawkins 
street, lot containing 9,625 square feet.

PAVING DIVISION. 


Buiiping anD WuHarrF on Albany street, opposite Sharon street. The 
building is of brick and wood, and covers some 8,000 square feet of land, and 
is divided into a shed for breaking stone for macadamizing, blacksmith’s and 
carpenter’s shops, tool-room, and stable. The total contents of the lot, in- 
cluding wharf and building, are 63,180 square feet. 


Fort-HILL WHARF, containing 21,054 square feet, placed in charge of the 
Paving Department May 18, 1874, to be used for the landing and storage of 
paving-blocks and gravel until such time as said wharf shall be wanted for 
the extension of Oliver street. A part of this wharf is occupied by a tenant- 
at-will, at $500 per annum; part by Sanitary Division. 


Lot on Chelsea, Marion, and Paris streets, East Boston, containing 43,550 
square feet. A part of this lot used by the Sewer Division. 


Lrepcet Lot, on Washington street, corner Dimock, Roxbury, containing 
134,671 square feet. Upon this lot are buildings containing a steam-engine 
and stone-crusher. 


HIGHLAND-STREET STABLE Lot. — Upon this lot is a large brick stable, 
erected in 1873-74, and occupied by the Sanitary and Paving Divisions. 
Also a brick building used as a blacksmith-shop, and a shed for the storage 
of tools, etc. Number of feet in lot, 81,082. 


LepcGeE Lot, on Codman street, Dorchester, containing 299,000 square feet, 
was purchased in 1870. Upon this lot is a shed, containing a steam-engine 
and stone-crusher: also, a stable and tool-house. 


On THE AtmsHousE Lot, Hancock street, Dorchester, there are two 
stables; also a shed, tool-house, and blacksmith-shop. 


Lrepee Lot, on Magnolia street and Bird place, Dorchester, containing 
81,068 square feet. This lot was purchased by the town of Dorchester in 1867. 


DowNER-AVENUE Lor, Dorchester, containing 35,300 square feet. 


West Roxsoury. — On Childs street, a lot of land containing 43,024 feet, 
upon which are a stable and shed, blacksmith-shop and tool-house. 


GRAVEL Lots. — In town of Milton, on Brush Hill road, containing 64,523 
square feet, hired by the town of Dorchester for nine hundred and ninety- 
nine years; Morton street, Ward 23, containing about one-third of an acre, 
purchased by town of West Roxbury, in 1870, used for storage purposes. 


LEDGE AND GRAVEL Lor, rear of Union street, containing about 37,000 
square feet, purchased by the town of Brighton. This lot is at present 
leased. 


GRAVEL AND Stones on lot on Market street, Ward 25, purchased by 
town of Brighton. 


On Rockland street, Ward 25, adjacent to engine-house, a brick building, 
containing a shed and tool-house. 


Levee Lor on Chestnut Hill avenue, Brighton, containing about 13 acres, 
upon which is an office, engine-house, stable, and crusher plant. 
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Wuarre, known as Atkins Wharf, 521 Commercial street, purchased in 
1887, for $24,00), containing 22,553 square feet, having on it an office and 
stable. 

On Medford street, Charlestown, a wharf-lot foot of Elm street, containing 
8,000 feet, upon which are sheds, office, stable, etc. 

In South Boston, corner of H and Ninth streets, a lot of land containing 
about 12,000 square feet, upon which have been erected a stable, carriage- 
house, shed, tool-house, and office. Rent of same, including use of wharf 
and flats opposite, $650 per annum, with taxes. 

Property belonging to the Paving Division, consisting of 90 horses, 65 
carts, 16 water-carts, 13 wagons, 6 steam-rollers, 8 stone-crushers, 6 engines, 
etc. 

On Hereford street, a yard with shed, tool-house, and office. 


SANITARY AND STREET CLEANING DIVISIONS. 


Soutu City Stasies, SHor, and SHEDS. —Situated on Albany street, 
opposite Newton street. The lot belonged to the city before being used for 
this purpose, and contains 90,780 feet. The stables and buildings connected 
therewith are of brick. There are also on the premises five wooden sheds, 
used for storing wagons, etc. The stable is two stories high, with French 
roof, and has accommodations for 100 horses. Twenty-three horses are kept 
in sheds. ‘Total original cost, exclusive of land, $79,089.23. 

Connected with the stables are blacksmith, wheelwright, painter, and har- 
ness-maker’s shops, with all the necessary tools, in which the wagons, carts, 
harnesses, etc., used by the department are constructed and kept in 
repair. 


OrraL Deport. — Erected in 1864 on the wharf fronting on Albany street, 
Opposite Brookline street, on the other side of the dock from that used by 
the Paving Division. The lot which the building occupies, and the yard 
attached to the same, contain 39,511 feet, and belonged to the city before 
being used for this purpose. Total original cost of building, $18,578.89. 
This building is used for the deposit of house-offal daily collected in the city 
carts, and which is thence conveyed without the limits of the city proper by 
purchasers of the same. 


West SrasLte anp SuHeps, Norra Grove Street. — The stable is a 
brick building, a story and a half high, 128 feet by 50, located on North 
Grove street, built in 1860, with suitable outbuildings attached to the same. 
It has accommodations for 83 horses, in stables and sheds. ‘The lot contains 
about 45,152 square feet. 


HIGHLAND STABLE, with accommodations for 60 horses, on the old Alms- 
house lot, Highland street, containing 81,082 square feet. A part of this 
stable and adjoining lot is used by the Paving Division. There is on this 
lot a brick stable, which cost $89,594.13. On this lot is an offal-shed, erected 
in 1875, at a cost of $1,160.12. 


CHARLESTOWN STABLE, with accommodations for 25 horses, is situated on 
Rutherford avenue; lot contains 17,300 square feet of land; stable built in 
1875, cost $5,083.07. Shed and outbuildings built in 1879. 


SEWER DIVISION. 


There have been 347.7 miles of sewers built by the city. The department 
occupies a small lot on North Grove street; a large one, with water-front, 
on Albany street, containing 43,000 square feet, for storage of materials, 
tools, etc.; and one on Gibson street (Dorchester), containing 42,000 square 
feet; a small lot on Boylston street, Jamaica Plain; a small lot on Ruther- 
ford avenue, Charlestown; a small lot in East Boston, corner Paris and 
Marion streets; a small lot on Stony brook, corner of Centre street, Ward 
21; gate-house on Stony brook, Pynchon street, built in 1889; sewer yard, 
with building, on East Chester park, near Albany street; a small shed on 
Cypress street, Ward 9, on land leased by the city; sewer yard, with build 
ings, on Western avenue, Brighton, containing 135,350 square feet. 
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SURVEYING DEPARTMENT. 
The following articles are in charge of the City Surveyor: 


CENTRAL Orrice. — Instruments for surveying and drawing: drawing and 
other paper; books, tools, drawing-boards and desks, and drawing-tables. In 
this department are 23,673 plans, besides which there are 3,355 lithographed 
plans. Top-buggy, harness, etc. 


DorcuHeEstTER Braneun. — Instruments for surveying and drawing; drawing 
and other paper; books, tools, drawing-boards, tables, etc. There are 2,950 
plans in this office. 


WATER-WORKS. 


COCHITUATE WATER-WORKS. 


Lake CocuituatTe. — Situated within the limits of the towns of Framing- 
ham, Wayland, and Natiek, in Middlesex County. The extreme length of the 
lake, in a direct line, is 84 miles, and the breadth of the widest part about 
1,800 feet, with a water surface of 800 acres. ‘* Dug pond,” containing 444 
acres, and ‘** Dudley pond,” containing 81 acres, are tributaries to the lake. 
The whole circuit of the lake, measuring at its verge when within two feet of 
high-water mark, is about 16 miles, and the city owns an average width of 
five rods around it, which is held free from taxation; also 14 acres at the 
outlet of Dudley pond. In addition to this, the city owns 23§ acres in Way- 
Jand, 724 acres in Natick, and on the line of the aqueduct, — not including 
land appurtenant to the Chestnut- Hill and Brookline Reservoirs, nor land 
occupied by and necessary for the protection of the aqueduct, — 274 acres in 
Needham, 5% acres in Newton, 14 acresin Brookline. 

The Cochituate aqueduct, 6 feet 4 inches in height and 5 feet in width, ex- 
tending from Lake Cochituate 14% miles to a reservoir in Brookline. 

The Sudbury-river conduit, 7 feet 8 inches in height and 9 feet in width, 
extending from Farm pond, in South Framingham, to the gate-house at 
Chestnut-Hill Reservoir, 15.9 miles in length. The area of land owned by 
city on conduit line, 198 acres, and area of reservoirs about 1,000 acres. A 
section of conduit, 4,170 feet in length, connects Farm pond with Dam No. 1 
on the Sudbury river, and another section, 8,760 feet in length, extends 
through Farm pond, so that the Sudbury-river water can be sent to the city 
independently of the pond water. The city owns a width on the line of the 
conduit varying from 8v to 400 feet. 

Reservoir No. 1, water area 149 acres, capacity, 288,000,000 gallons. 

Reservoir No. 2, water area 136 acres, capacity, 480,000,000 gallons. 

Reservoir No. 8, ‘water area 2838 acres, capacity, 1,074,000,000 gallons. 

Reservoir No. 4, water area 162 acres, capacity, 1,405,000,000 gallons. 

The ‘‘ Brookline Reservoir,” situated in Brookline, with a capacity of 
120,000,000 gallons and a water surface of 23 acres, whole area of this prop- 
ertv, 324 acres. 

The ‘‘Chestnut-Hill Reservoir,” situated in Brighton, of the capacity of 
730,000,000 gallons, with a water surface of 1234 acres. There are 2123 
acres in this whole property; the line of pipe from Chestnut-Hill Reservoir 
to the main, near the Brookline Reservoir, also the land under which are the 
pipes, being in amount about 64 acres. 

The ‘* South Boston Reservoir,’”’‘on the east of Telegraph hill, South Bos- 
ton, covering, with its embankment, an area of about 126,000 square feet. It 
has a water area of 70,041 square feet, and a capacity of 7,508,246 gallons. 
This reservoir is now used for storage, and is connected with the distributing- 
pipes only in case of fire or accident to the pumping mains. 

The ‘* East Boston Reservoir,” on Eagle hill, East Boston, bounded west- 
ward by Brooks and southerly by White street. The land covered by and 
appurtenant to it comprises about 216,027 square feet. Its water area is 
44,100 square feet, and its capacity 5,591,816 gallons. 

The ‘‘ Parker-Hill Reservoir,” on Parker hill, Roxbury, located on a lot of 
Jand taken under the Act of the Legislature authorizing the building of this 
reservoir, contains 197,614 square feet. It was built for the high-service 
supply, and will hold 7,200.00) gallons above a plane 24 feet above the bot- 
tom of the overflow-pipe. Area of the water-surface, 64,033 square feet. and 
its elevation 219 feet above tide-marsh level. A strip of land 25 feet wide,

leading from Fisher avenue, and containing 2,887 square feet, was purchased 
for a route for the pipes to the reservoir. 

The High-Service Reservoir, situated on Fisher hill, Brookline, was com- 
pleted in 1887. The site for this reservoir contains 459,670 feet of land; the 
capacity of the reservoir is 15,000,000 gallons; high water line is 241 feet 
above tide-marsh level. The pumping-station at Chestnut hill, containing 
two Gaskill engines of 8,000,000 gallons capacity each, and two boilers. A 
dwelling-house for the engineer of the Pumping-station, located on Chestnut 
Hill avenue. The supplementary high-service in West Roxbury, consisting 
of an iron tank on Mt. Beilevue, — the highest land in the city, — into 
which water is pumped by two Knowles pumps, placed in a brick house sit- 
uated on Washington street, opposite Metropolitan avenue, Roslindale. 

An iron tank on Breed’s Island, East Boston, built for the purposes of 
high-service for the residents in that vicinity, and an engine-house built on 
the corner of Brooks and Condor streets, East Boston, to which the pumping- 
plant near the old reservoir has been removed. 

The main pipes leading from the receiving-reservoirs in Brookline and 
Brighton to this city, and the distributing-pipes laid in the city proper, East 
Boston, South Boston, Roxbury, Dorchester, West Roxbury, and Brighton, 
aggregate in length 535 miles, varying in size from 4 to 48 inches in diam- 
eter. 

Pipe-yard and wharf, Albany street, containing 132,000 feet, upon which 
are located the offices and shops of the Eastern Division. These are located 
in a three-story brick building, 41 x 215 feet. The stable is a three-story 
brick building, 40 X 110 feet, with accommodations for 28 horses. Building 
on Elmwood street and place, on a lot of 5,563 square feet, in which have 
been the pumping-engines for supplying water to the highest parts of the city. 

The cost of construction of these works to the city, up to the 3lst January, 
1893, is $22,213,351.56. 


MYSTIC WATER-WORKS. 


The upper portion of Mystic lake, which is the source of supply, situated 
in the towns of Medford, Arlington, and Winchester, 64 miles from Charles- 
town square. It has an area of about 200 acres when flowed to the level 
authorized by the Act to take water, and a storage capacity of that level of 
380.000,000 gallons. To convey the water of the lake to the citizens, the 
works consist of dam and overfall; conduit with its appurtenant gate-houses, 
waste- weir and ventilator; cast-iron main under Mystic river; engine-house ; 
pumping-engines ; force-mains; reservoir with influent and effluent chambers ; 
supply-mains and city distribution- pipes, hydrants, gates, etc. 

The dam is 1,560 feet long, built of earthwork and masonry, and its height 
is 11 feet above high-water mark of Boston harbor. The conduit is 7,450 
feet in length, constructed of hydraulic brick masonry 8 inches thick. It is 
oviform in shape, 5 feet 8 inches high, and 5 feet wide, interior dimensions. 
The cast-iron mains, two in number, conveying the water from the pipe- 
chamber at the end of the conduit to the engine-house, are 487 feet long and 
3 feet in diameter. 

The engine-house, situated on the southerly bank of, and about 200 feet 
from, the Mystic river, is a substantial building, 120 feet long and 58 feet 
wide, constructed of faced brick and freestone, and embraces under one roof 
the boiler and engine-rooms, repair-shop, and pump-well. The lot of land 
about the engine-house is about 12 acres, and upon a portion of it is a 
dwelling-house for the engineers, and also a stable. Connected with the 
engine-house is a brick and stone coal-shed, having a capacity of 1,000 tons. 

In the engine-house are three of Worthington’s Duplex Pumping-engines, 
two of 5,000,000 gallons each and one of 8,000,000 gallons capacity, per 24 
hours. Seven boilers supply the steam for pumping the water. 

The two force-mains are of cast iron, each thirty inches in diameter, and 
3.277 feet in length. The reservoir is on Walnut hill, in Medford, near 
Tuft’s College. 

Its water surface covers an area of 44 acres, being nearly a parallelogram 
in shape, 560 « 350 feet. 

High-water line is 147 feet above tide-marsh level, and at this grade its 
capacity is 26,244,415 gallons. 
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The whole lot of land connected with the reservoir belonging to the city is 
about 104 acres. 

The whole length of distribution-pipes in Charlestown is about 40 miles. 
The whole length of distribution-pipes supplied by the Mystic works is about 
165 miles. The city owns also a lot of land containing 12,807 square feet on 
Medford street, with a substantial brick stable upon it. This land is used for 
a pipe-yard. 

A two-story brick building, 38X40, built during the year 1882-83, for use 
as a work-shop, is located on land of the city at the corner of Medford and 
Tufts streets. 

Mystic Sewer. — The Mystic sewer extends from Prospect street in 
Woburn to Lower Mystic pond in West Medford, a distance of 18,892 feet. 

The sewer was built to intercept the objectionable drainage from the tan- 
neries, and discharge it into the lower pond at the head of the tide-water. 
The area of land taken under the Act of Legislature for the construction of 
the sewer and branch drains was 97,245 square feet. Works for a more 
comprehensive treatment of this sewage, with a view of reducing its objec- 
tionable features to a minimum, were completed in 1888. 

The cost of construction of the Mystic Water-Works up to 3lst of 
January, 1893, is $1,713,227. 


TRUST FUNDS. 


OVERSEERS OF THE POOR’S FUNDS. 


Trust Funds in the hands of the Overseers of the Poor, William P. Fowler, 
Chairman ; Frederic W. Lincoln, Treasurer. 


PEMBERTON FuNp.— This fund comprises bequests and gifts made to the 
city of Boston, from 1760 to the present time, from ‘‘ A. B.,” Daniel Oliver, 
Margaret Blackadar, Alice Quick, Annie Wheelwright, Mary Ireland, Benja- 
min Pemberton. Martha Stevens, Mrs. H. Driscoll, William Breed, Samuel 
Eliot, John Coffin Jones, Mary Belknap, ‘“‘ A citizen of Boston,” Anonymous, 
Dr. Harriot K. Hunt, George Higginson, Walter E. Hawes, and Wm. B. 
Spooner. The most important, however, of the bequests was from BENJAMIN 
PEMBER‘ON, whose will was proved June 25, 1782, and for that reason his 
name has been given tothefund. The income of this fund is to be expended, 
at the discretion of the Overseers, insemi-annual payments to the poor of this 
city. The amount of this fund, January 31, 1893, was $132,508.84. 


Boyitston Funps.-- These funds were from a bequest by Joun Boy.tstTon, 
who died in London. His will was proved June 12, 1795. One portion of 
the bequest is ordered to be paid to ‘‘ Poor and decayed householders of the 
Town of Boston,” ‘‘ not under fifty years of age,” ‘*‘ persons of good charac- 
ter, and reduced by the act of Providence, not by indolence, extravagance, or 
other vice.” The other portion to be applied to ‘‘ nurture and instruction of 
Poor Orphans and Deserted Children of the Town of Boston until fourteen 
years of age.” 

The Boylston Relief Fund amounted, January 31, 1893, to $27,191.77. 

The Boylston Education Fund amounted, January 31, 18938, to $151,557.03. 


Mason Funp.— Was a bequest of JonatTHan Mason, by will dated July 
15, 1798. Interest to be paid annually to the Chaplain of the Almshouse or 
Workhouse. Interest to be added until one is appointed. The interest is 
now paid annually towards the salary of the Chaplain of the House of Indus- 
try. Amount of Mason Fund, January 31, 1893, was $8,515.18. 


Dexter Funp.— Was a bequest of SamurL Dexter, by will dated May 7, 
1811, for supplying firewood or coal to such objects of charity as are not sup- 
ported in the Almshouse, though sometimes relieved by the Overseers of the 
Poor. Amount of Dexter Fund, January 31, 1893, $4,496.19. 


JEFFRIES Funp.— Was a bequest of Davip Jrerrri&s, former Town Treas- 
urer. Will dated January, 1786. Income to be applied to the purchase of 
tea and coffee, chocolate, and sugar, for the refreshment of those persons 
who, in the Providence of God, are orshall be obliged to seek refuge in the 
Almshouse, after having lived reputably, but always giving preference to the 
pious poor. Amount of Jeffries Fund, January 31, 1893, $5,192.50. 


Lucy Butiman CuHarity.— Consists of.an estate on Cambridge and Joy 
streets, in this city, which came into possession of the city of Boston in 1872, 
in accordance with the will of Lucy Buttman, proved at Probate Court, Suf- 
folk County, January 9, 1832; in which it is provided that upon the death of 
certain persons therein named, said estate is given tothe city of Boston,upon 
condition that the estate never be sold, but the income used for the benefit of 
the poor. The estate is valued at about $10,300. Funds on hand January 
31, 1893, $25,416.14. 

By a vote of the City Council, approved by the Mayor January 4, 1873, this 
estate was placed in charge of the Overseers of the Poor. 


Davip Sears Cuarity. — This is a fund contributed by the late Davip 
Sears, for the relief of the poor. Amount of fund January 31, 1893, $323,- 
440.56. : 
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Pierce Furt Funp.— Legacy left to the city of Charlestown by the late 
Cates Prerce, who died September 7, 1860, and which was accepted by the 
Charlestown City Council, May, 1861. Income to be expended in purchasing 
fuel for indigent widows, whose husbands had resided in Charlestown at 
least one year before their decease, said widows still continuing to reside in 
Charlestown. 

Amount of fund January 31, 1893, $1,500, invested in City of Boston bonds, 
and $46.13 interest on hand. Total, $1,546.13. 


Hotton Protestant Poor Funp. — Legacy left to the town of Brighton 
by the late JAmes Horton, in 1863; will probated June 9, 1863. Income to 
be expended in purchasing and distributing provisions among poor and indi- 
gent Protestant families in said town of Brighton, on Thanksgiving and other 
holidays, or just previous to such holidays. Unmarried Protestant females to 
receive a liberal share. Amount of fund January 31, 1893, invested in City 
of Boston bonds and interest. Total, $1,575.53. 


Horton Protestant PauPer Funp.— Legacy left to the town of Brighton 
by the late James Hoxton, for the purpose of furnishing good and plentiful 
meals to the Protestant paupers of Brighton on Thanksgiving Day or other 
holidays. Amount of fund January 31, 1893, City of Boston bonds and inter- 
est. Total, $3,447.49. 


StoucHton Poor Funp.— Bequest of Lieut.-Gov. WitLt1Am STOUGHTON, 
who died July 7, 1701. By his will he gave £50 to the relief of the poor of 
Dorchester, to be improved by the care of the Selectmen, and the income to. 
be distributed to the most needy inhabitants. Amount of fund January 31, 
1893, invested in City of Boston bonds and interest. Total, $2,260.09. 


Goopnow Funp.— A bequest of ELrisHa Goopnow, ‘‘ to be invested and 7 
the income applied forever to and for the relief, assistance, and support of the 
poor, sick, and infirm in said city, not supported by the said city in its alms- 
house, in such manner as the said city, or the government or officers thereof, 
may deem most judicious, but without reference to the religious faith or 
belief of those who may apply for or need the assistance from this fund.” 
Invested in City of Boston bond and interest, January 31, 1893, $6,693.59. 


Racuet T. Stevens Funp.— A bequest of Racuet T. Stevens. The net 
income is to be paid (after the death of a person named in will) ‘‘ for the 
support and maintenance of poor worthy Protestant single womenof Boston, 
who have arrived at the age of fifty years (not including widows), paying to 
each of such women during her life the sum of one hundred dollars in semi- 
annual payments. Upon the marriage of any beneficiary under this will, no 
further payment of money is to be made to her, nor is any further payment 
of income to be made to any beneficiary who becomes unworthy of help 
under this trust.” Amount of fund January 31, 1893, $5,200. 


Moses Hunt Funp For THE DeEstiITuTE.—‘! Income to be devoted to the 
relief and welfare of Protestant destitute residents of that part of said Boston 
which was Charlestown.” Invested in City of Boston bond. Amount of fund, 
with interest, January 31, 1893, $10,563.97.

Various bequests made by Richard Russell, May, 1674; Richard Sprague, 
will dated October 5, 1703; Thomas Call, will dated January, 1772; Richard 
Devens, 1825; David Goodwin, March, 1826; Thomas Miller, April 2, 1833; 
Catherine Bradish, September, 1836; Daniel White, 1864; James K. Froth- 
ingham, 1864; Jacob Foss, 1865; Simeon A. R, DeWolf, 1865; Reuben Hunt, 
1866; Susan Nichols, 1892; for the benefit of the poor of Charlestown.

POLICE CHARITABLE FUND. 


By an order of the City Council, approved by the Mayor July 7, 1890, the 
care of this fund, which since 1870 has been with the Mayor, Treasurer, and 
Auditor as Trustees, was transferred to the Board of Police, and the funds 
were transferred to the City Treasurer. 

The Board of Police are authorized to expend, with the approval of the 
Mayor, the income of the fund for the relief of persons who have received an 
honorable discharge from the police force by reason of sickness, age, or other 
disability, and who are, in consequence of such disability, in necessitous cir- 
cumstances; and with the approval of the Mayor, forthe relief of widows and 
orphans in necessitous circumstances, of police officers who have died while 
in the service of the city, or from the effects of injuries received in the exe- 
cution of their duty.

BOSTON FIREMEN’S RELIEF FUND. 


By Chapter 107 of the Acts of 1880, the Mayor of the City of Boston for the 
time being (and his successors in office), the Board of Fire Commissioners of 
the City of Boston for the time being (and their successors in office), were 
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constituted a body corporate for the purpose of receiving and holding all sums 
of money, and real and personal estate, not exceeding in the aggregate two 
hundred thousand dollars, which may be given, granted, bequeathed, or de- 
vised to it for the benefit of members of the Boston Fire Department, or their 
families, requiring assistance, or for the benefit of any persons, or the fami- 
lies of any persons, who have been such members, requiring assistance. The 
property so held shall be known as the Boston Firemen’s Relief Fund. The 
said body corporate shall have authority to manage and dispose of the same 
and the income thereof according to their best discretion, subject to the pro- 
visions of any and all trusts which may be created for the purposes aforesaid. 

In accordance with the provisions of the foregoing act, the following-named 
persons, viz.: the Mayor, Nathan Matthews, Jr.; Fire Commissioners Rob- 
ert G. Fitch, John R. Murphy, and George H. Innis,—now constitute the 
Board of Trustees. Nathan Matthews, Jr., Mayor, President; John R. 
Murphy, Treasurer; Benjamin F. Underhill, Jr., Clerk.

FRANKLIN FUND. 


This is a fund for the encouragement of young mechanics. Dr. BENJAMIN 
FRANKLIN, in his will, gave the inhabitants of Boston, in 1791, £1,000 ster- 
ling, which he directed to be loaned in sums of not more than £60 nor less 
than £15 to one applicant at five per cent. interest; to be repaid in annual 
instalments of ten per cent. each. These loans are restricted to ‘‘ Young 
Married Artificers,” under the age of twenty-five, who have faithfully served 
an apprenticeship in Boston, so as to obtain a certificate of good moral char- 
acter from at least two respectable citizens, who are willing to become their 
sureties in a bond for their payment of the money. 

It was the estimate of Dr. Franklin that the £1,000 would increase in 100 
years to £131,000, and then the managers of the fund were to lay out in pub- 
lic works £100,000, and the balance to continue on interest for another hun- 
dred years, which he estimated would then amount to £4,600,000; of this 
amount the sum of £1,610,000 was to be at the disposal of the inhabitants of 
the town of Boston, and the balance to be paid the Government of the State. 

The Board of Aldermen, 1882, after a report in the matter of the Franklin 
Fund from a committee consisting of Alderman Stebbins and Hart, passed 
the following resolves: 


Resolved, That in the opinion of this Board, comprising a majority of the 
Trustees of the Franklin Fund, it is expedient and highly desirable that the 
proportion of said fund which will be available in 1891-2 for investment in 
‘¢*some public work” should be devoted to the extinguishment of the debt 
incurred for the purchase of the West Roxbury park. 

Resolved, That in the event of such disposition of the said portion of the 
Franklin Fund, the park just purchased should be called ‘‘ Franklin Park,” 
in honor of the testator, who has so generously endowed his native town. 
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The name ‘‘ Franklin park” was adopted by the Board of Park Commis- 
sioners. 

The trustees under the will are the Selectmen (now Board of Aldermen), 
united with the ministers of the oldest Episcopalian, Congregational, and 
Presbyterian churches in the Town of Boston.’ The first loan was made 
May, 1791.? 

The Treasurer of the Fund, Samurt F. McCreary, in his annual report to 
the trustees, makes the statement of the condition February 1, 1893, viz. :

SCHOOL TRUST FUNDS. 


CHARLESTOWN ScHooL Trust Funps.— The Legislature of Massachusetts, 
on the 27th of March, 1793, passed an Act to incorporate Richard Devens, 
Nath’! Gorham, Josiah Bartlett, Aaron Putnain, Joseph Hurd, Nath’l Haw- 
kins, Seth Wyman, and their successors, Trustees of the Charlestown Free 
Schools. On the 18th of April, the same year, it was ‘‘ Voted that the Town 
Treasurer deliver to Aaron Putnam, Esq., Treasurer of the Trustees of the 
Charlestown Free Schools, all the money, bonds, notes of hand, ete. (being 
the property of said free schools), that now are, or may come into his, the 
Town Treasurer’s hands.” 

The charter of the City of Charlestown, after prescribing the manner of 
electing the School Committee, provides that the persons thus chosen shall 
have ‘‘all the powers and privileges, and be subject to all the liabilities, set 
forth,” in the Act to incorporate certain persons by the name of the Trustees 
of Charlestown Free Schools; the act of annexation to Boston provided for 
the continuance of this corporation in the members of the School Committee 
of the City of Boston from the Charlestown District. 

By an Act approved March 138, 1877, the School Committee were incorpo- 
rated and authorized to receive the Charlestown School Trust Fund, to 
‘*manage said Fund and disburse the income thereof within the limits of the 
former City of Charlestown, according to the tenor of the instruments creating 
said trust.”

In order that the city might receive the immediate benefit of this contribu- 
tion, Anna Ticknor, widow of the donor, relinquished her right to retain dur- 
ing her life the books and manuscripts, and placed them under the control of 
the city, the City Council having previously accepted the bequests in accord- 
ance with the terms and conditions of said will, and the Trustees of the Pub- 
lic Library received said bequests on behalf of the city, and made suitable 
arrangements for the care and custody of the books and manuscripts.

APPROPRIATION ORDERS FOR THE YEAR ENDING 
JANUARY 31, 1894. 


Ordered, That to meet the expenses of the city of Boston and the county 
of Suffolk, payable during the year which will commence with the first day 
of February, 1893, and end with the last day of January, 1894, the following 
sums of money be and the same are hereby respectively appropriated for the 
several departments, and for the objects and purposes hereinafter specified. 


Ordered, 'That all sums of money which may be subscribed or contributed 
to promote the objects of any of the said appropriations, and which form no 
part of the estimated income of the city, shall be credited to such appropria 
tions accordingly, and be strictly applied according to the intention of the 
contributors. 


Ordered, That the several officers and boards of the city in charge of 
departments, under the general supervision and control of His Honor the 
Mayor, expend the said appropriations made for their several departments, 
and the persons or boards authorized by law to expend the other appropria- 
tions, expend the same ali in accordance with the laws and ordinances. 


Ordered, That, to meet the appropriations herein made, the moneys re- 
ceived from the income and taxes of the past year not otherwise disposed of, 
the balances of the appropriations in excess of expenditures remaining in the 
treasury at the close of the last day of January, 1893, taxes to the amount of 
$10,709,037, and the income of the current year, other than the income from 
the water supplies, be used; that the expenses and charges of distribution of 
the water supplies, the interest and sinking-funds of the debts incurred for 
said supplies, and the purchase and laying of water-pipes, be met with the 
income received from said supplies; and that all expenses of the Board of 
Survey shall be met with the proceeds of the loans issued for that purpose. 


Ordered, That at any time or times between December 1, 1893, and Feb- 
ruary 1, 1894, the City Auditor may, with the approval of the Mayor, make 
such transfers as may be necessary in closing the accounts of the financial 
year, and may with such approval use the proceeds of any lands sold during 
the year as part of the general income or revenue of the city for the year, or 
pay the same to the Board of Commissioners of Sinking-Funds. 


Ordered, That the Board of Street Commissioners may, with the approval 
of the Mayor, sell, in the manner provided by the ordinances, any land or 
building not in use by any department, or held for any special purpose under 
the requirements of any statute, and the proceeds of any and all such sales 
ghall be applied as provided in the preceding order.

From these positions, Parker Hill, Ames, and Ames pole 
were established. 

The “three-point” problem has been employed almost 
universally in the determination of the positions; always 
two independent solutions were worked, and more frequently 
three and four. 

The angles observed for fixing coordinate positions were 
read twenty-four times or more: twelve direct and twelve 
reverse, turning from left to right. 

By the terms “direct” and “reverse” are meant: Direct: 
turning from left to right with the telescope in its ordinary 
position (with level Dubble below telescope). Reverse : 
reversing the telescope and repeating the operation. 

This was done to correct any error in the line of collima- 
tion. 

The readings were taken by the continuous method to avoid 
errors of graduation. First setting the plates at zero, sight- 
ing to the left-hand signal, and clamping the lower motion ; : 
releasing the upper motion and turning to right-hand sional 
and clamping. This angle was read ‘and called the rough 
angle, or 1, as it appears in the form here shown ; the lower 
motion was then released, telescope turned back to left-hand 
signal, and the operation repeated with the exception that 
no more readings were taken until the sixth angle had been 
turned. Readings of both verniers were recorded.

The operation of “filling the circle” was strictly adhered 
to; for instance, if an angle of 60° was read from A to B, the 
angle B to A, or 300°, was read with equal care. 

In a circle composed of several pointings, as A, B, C, and 
D, it was customary to read in addition to the regular order 
the angle A to C and B to D. 

The transit used was a Buff and Berger, with horizontal 
plate 7 in. in diameter, graduated to 20’ and verniers read- 
ing to 10”. The cross hairs in the telescope were placed at 
an angle of about 60° with the horizontal, in the form of an 
X, dispensing with the vertical hair. The instrument with 
tripod weighed 264 pounds. 

Much difficulty was experienced from refraction caused by 
the numerous chimneys, ventilating-shafts, etc. 

On the long and difficult sights, heliotropes were used, 
and the stations occupied several times before the determina- 
tion of an angle was reached. 

A description of stations, with sketches and measurements 
for the location of same, has been compiled.

Srr: In accordance with Chapter 3, Section 22, of the 
Revised Ordinances of 1892, I have the honor to submif 
herewith a report of the acts and doings, receipts and ex- 
penditures, of this department for the financial year ending 
January 31, 1893. 

The work in the department has increased to a great 
extent during the above period, both in the regular routine 
matters and the large amount to be done in connection with 
elections. In the State elections, which, this year, included 
also elections for national officers, all expenses must be 
paid by the city, with the exception of the printing of bal- 
lots, and in the city elections the city pays all expenses ; and 
under these circumstances the expenditures have been un- 
usually large. 

The department has received the usual efficient assistance 
from the City Messenger and Police Departments, both of 
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which I am pleased to say have been of great service at 
elections.

I would respectfully call your Honor’s attention to the in- 
seourity of the space which is devoted to the placing away 
of original papers passed by the Board of Aldermen, records 
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of mortgages, etc. In case of a fire in the building, all of 
these documents would undoubtedly be destroyed. 

The safe in which the records of the Board and other 
valuable papers connected with the city government are 
kept is much too small for the use of this department ; and 
is also, like other spaces, entirely too insecure, not being 
fireproof. I take the liberty of referring to this important 
matter so that, in case a new City Hall should be erected, 
ample arrangements should be made for large fireproof safes 
and spaces for the use of the City Clerk’s department. 

As I have stated, much extra work has devolved upon the 
department, particularly regarding the large and increasing 
number of recounts that are petitioned for from year to year. 
Where the margin is small, as the result of an election, it is 
reasonable to suppose that candidates will demand a re- 
count; but, as has happened in many cases, recounts have 
been asked for by candidates who have no expectation of 
changing the result, but who ask for a recount merely for 
the purpose of looking over the ballots, to ascertain how 
they were marked. Such a state of affairs should not be tol- 
erated. The great safeguard of the Australian ballot-law 
is its secrecy ; and when these matters occur, it results in a 
sacrifice of the principles for which the system was adopted.

I would also respectfully call the attention of your Honor 
to the large number of blank ballots that have been cast at 
the recent elections, and as an example present the follow- 
ing figures for your consideration, taking the recent State 
election as a comparison :

There were also a large number of blanks for all the other 
officers voted for. 

It will thus be seen that there are a large number of blank 
ballots cast which are not counted for the different candi- 
dates. In my opinion, much of the irregularity and many 
of the errors which have occurred among election officers 
arise from the fact that the ballots, as now printed by law, 
are perplexing and misleading; and I earnestly recommend 
such legislation at the present session of the Legislature as 
will remedy what in my opinion is the only defect in the 
Australian system of voting. 

Petitions for recounts are the direct result of careless 
counting by election officers, coupled, of course, with a result 
which is particularly close ; but I believe that if the people 
had more confidence in the accuracy of the first or original 
count, we would not be troubled with many petitions hoping 
to change the result. Much has been said, and much legis- 
lation has been enacted, regarding the original count by 
election officers; and the law passed in 1891— Chap. 328, 
Sec. 4— made it mandatory upon all election officers in 
the State to have two separate counts of all ballots before 
the result should finally be declared; and after one trial of 
a law which its framers hoped would accomplish a reform in 
the system of counting, the whole thing was abandoned. In 
fact, the City Clerks’ Association of Massachusetts, at a 
lar gely attended ineeting, unanimously recommended its re- 
peal. I dislike to write at such length, but it appears to me 
that a radical reform might be inaugurated in the system. 

In the first place, I would do away, entirely, with the use 
of so-called tally sheets, as in my opinion they serve only to 
mislead the election officers, and complicate affairs generally. 
These sheets are trying to the eyesight, and after working 
upon them for awhile the most capable and correct election 
clerks are likely to make errors; and, in fact, the whole 
affair, to my mind, resembles the keeping of a milk account 
upon a kitchen door, rather than a part of the election laws 
of the nineteenth century. 

The present law, as framed, requires that two members of 
a political party shall supervise the counting of two members 
of another political party. Boston, as your Honor is aware, 
has six election officers under this law; four of these officers 
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must be counting the same ballots at the same time, leaving 
two with nothing to do; resulting, of course, in great delay 
in transmitting the vote to the City Clerk, and, as is usually 
the case when more hands are doing work than are required, 
not so much accuracy. 

If a man goes into a bank to draw a check, or into any 
mercantile establishment to carry out a money transaction, 
the business is done between ¢wo individuals, and no more ; 
and before the work is concluded, affairs are arranged in 
such a final and definite manner that there is no chance for a 
dispute. On the one hand, the banker or the store-keeper 
cannot within sex or thirty days send for his customer and 
inform him that he did not give him the right amount of 
money; neither, on the other hand, after a similar lapse of 
time, can the customer convince the other that an error has 
been made. So it should be with the counting of ballots: 
there should be as little detail as possible. In our city, six 
election officers, with the present size of the precincts, could 
divide themselves into groups, each group to consist of one 
Republican and one Democrat; and each group could take 
one-third of the whole number of ballots. The ballots could 
be laid and folded in such a manner that one officer could 
handle them and the other sit near him and look on. ‘Then 
beginning with the first name on the ballot, let it be counted 
by both officers, and, when through, let each officer put down 
the number of votes each candidate receives. If they agree, 
make a record of the number of votes, and then go on to the 
next candidate in the same manner until all the votes for all 
the candidates are counted. Here are three counts going on 
simultaneously, each count made by a ‘political partisan ; 
and in my opinion itis the simplest, most expeditious, and 
most accurate way of counting ballots. Perhaps some im- 
provement might be made by having smaller precincts and a 
less number of election officers in each precinct ; but the whole 
question of counting and recounting ballots is one in which 
the general public are vitally interested, and if a law could 
be devised that would do away altogether with a second 
count, and have the one made at the polls the final one, it 
would be a great benefit to all the people. How this result 
can be accomplished is an important matter which should 
receive the most deliberate consideration. 

The appropriation for the maintenance of the department 
for the financial year amounted to $70,000, and has been

It will be seen that more money has been expended than 
the amount of the appropriation. I very much regret that it 
should be so, but, as stated above, the necessary expenses 
have been large on account of printing, advertising, etc., in 
connection with elections, and the large amount of increase 
in the general business of the department. I take much 
pleasure in testifying to the application and diligence of the 
clerks in the department, who have all attended to their 
duties faithfully and well. 

There are a few who are working for small compensation, 
considering the importance of the duties which they per- 
form and the value of their efficient service to the city; and 
I shall take occasion, in the near future, to respectfully 
suggest to your Honor the advisability of an increase in 
their salaries.

maps, and pamphlets of the City Council; the care of the 
city flag-staffs, flags, ropes, and stakes; also special work 
performed at the request of the Mayor, both branches of 
the City Council, and a number of the city departments.

The surplus copies of the twenty-two volumes of these 
reports, together with the records of the delivery of said 
books, were transferred in August last to the custody of the 
City Registrar, who will hereafter have the entire custody 
and distribution of these volumes. 


CARRIAGE AND REFRESHMENT BILLS. 


The rules of the City Council require the ordering of all 
carriages for joint committees or for the Common Council 
through this department, after a vote has been furnished by 
the Clerk of the Common Council or Clerk of Committees 
authorizing the same, and a very large number were used 
the past year; all bills for carriages and refreshments in- 
curred by members of the City Council have been audited 
by this department in accordance with the rules of the City 
Council. 
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Fuacs, Ropes, AND STAKES. 


The flags, ropes, and stakes were used as much last year 
as In any year since the department has controlled their 
use. The flags were in use fifteen times, either on City Hall 
or the public squares. ‘The ropes and stakes have been in 
great demand, having been used twenty-three times. In 
April last several flag-staffs were repainted, and a new top- 
mast put on the Maverick-square staff, which was struck by 
lightning on June 17, and thoroughly repaired at an 
expense “of $100. The entire eighteen flag-staffs are now 
in good condition, except the one at Thomas park, which 
needs a new lower mast, the old one being in a decayed and 
bad condition ; they are located as follows :

Public Garden. Sullivan square. 
Union park. Brighton. 

Chester square. Orchard park. 
Washington park. City square. 

Lewis park. Independence square.

The flag-staffs in Maverick and Belmont squares, East 
Boston, were erected by this department last year, the 
former costing $441 and the latter $433.88. The ropes and 
stakes were used on June 17 in the Charlestown District, by 
order of the Board of Aldermen, for the purpose of closing 
to public travel a large number of streets for the convenience 
of the military and other processions; on July 4 they were 
in use on Boston Common, for restraining the crowds at the 
several games and displays : also at the Marine park, for the 
athletic ¢ games; at Franklin park,.for the bicycle races ; and 
on South Market street, for the firemen’s play-out. On 
Labor day, September 5, they were used on Commonwealth 
park, for athletic games and races, and also for closing certain 
streets for the Labor-day parade. On Columbus day, 
October 21, they were used for closing the streets on line of 
Columbus procession. On the evening of November 3 they 
were used for closing the streets on line of Republican torch- 
light procession. In addition to the above, the ropes and 
stakes were used ten times at the request of the Mayor, for 
military and other organizations on Boston Common or Com- 
monwealth park. 
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DISTINGUISHED GUESTS. 


The care of the city’s guests, a duty that this department 
is frequently called upon to perform, required attention the 
past year for the comfort and convenience of distinguished 
persons or delegations from the cities of Minneapolis, San 
Francisco, Toronto, Kansas City, Denver, Salt Lake City, 
and Philadelphia; a large number of visitors were shown 
through the City Hall during the year. 


PusLic CELEBRATIONS. 


The Seventeenth of June, Fourth of July, Labor day, and 
Columbus day, called for the usual amount of extra services 
by the department at Charlestown, Boston Common, Boston 
Theatre, Boston Harbor, and Charles river; Marine and 
Franklin parks ; South Market street ; Commonwealth, Wood 
Island, and Washington parks ; Sulliv: an, Independence, and 
North squares ; Ashmont, Brighton, and STeanarne Plain. 


FREE CONCERTS. 


The details for the customary series of free concerts on 
the Common and public squares the past summer were car- 
ried out by the department ; an appropriation of $4,000 was 
made for this purpose by the City Council, and the contract 
for furnishing the music was awarded Baldwin’ s Cadet Band, 
for $2,975. 

Eleven concerts were given on Boston Common on Sunday 
afternoons, there being from five to ten thousand people in 
attendance at the same ; thirty concerts were given in differ- 
ent sections of the city on week-day evenings, which were 
enjoyed by hundreds of people at each concert.

By order of the City Council the Roma Band were allowed 
the use of a music-stand and lanterns for a complimentary 
concert in North square, on Sunday evening, October 2, an 
immense number of people being in attendance. 
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VISITS. 


Arrangements were made the past year for a visit of the 
Common Council Committee on City Hall Extension to the 
cities of Buffalo, Detroit, Chicago, St. Louis, Cincinnati, 
Richmond, Baltimore, and Philadelphia; also for a visit of 
the committee of the Common Council appointed to attend 
the funeral of General Benjamin F. Butler, at Lowell. 

Arrangements were made for a visit of the City Council to 
the House of Correction, at the request of the Commis- 
sioners for Public Institutions. 


REVIEWS. 


The department was called upon last year to arrange for 
nine reviews of military and other organizations by the 
Mayor, in front of City Hall. 


ELECTION Days. 


An unusual amount of service was rendered in connection 
with the recent State and City elections, and at the recounting 
of the ballots cast at these elections, by the Board of Alder- 
men, the entire corps of assistants being required. ‘This 
department, together with the police officers, were obliged 
to remain on duty all night preceding the election days, to 
guard the ballot-boxes and voting-lists. 

The department was called upon by the Board of Regis- 
trars of Voters to take charge and deliver to the police 
officers the two hundred and five sets of voting-lists for both 
elections. 

The department was called upon by the City Clerk to 
arrange for the necessary number of carriages to convey the 
police officers to and from City Hall, both morning and even- 
ing ; was also intrusted with the care and delivery” of the two 
hundred and five registering ballot-boxes to said police officers, 
and receiving and storing s said boxes at the close of the polls 
at both elections. Arrangements were made to furnish a 
lunch for the police officers as they reported at City Hall 
in the morning at both the State and City elections, and 
was highly appreciated by the officers. 

In accordance with a vote of the Common Council, ar- 
rangements were made to open the Council Chamber for the 
announcements of the State and City election returns to the 
members of the city government and press; to perform this 
duty required the services of fifteen extra clerks and mes- 
sengers, six extra telephones, and about twenty police 
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officers were needed to preserve order in the building, 
on account of the large number of persons who always 
congregate in and about the building on election nights. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


I would recommend that the west elevator, which is very 
slow, be speeded up as soon as it can be conveniently done. 

On Sunday, March 13, a fire again occurred in the dome 
of City Hall. While not much damage was done to the 
building, still the fire-alarm wires were damaged considerably 
by water, and I would accordingly recommend that the dome 
of City Hall be made as near fire-proof as possible, for if a 
fire should gain much headway the entire upper floors of 
the building would be destroyed, causing much damage and 
inconvenience thereby. 

The stand-pipes used for fire purposes in City Hall were 
tested twice during the past year and found to be in good 
order and the hose in good condition. 


REMARKS. 


I wish to hereby tender thanks to the Superintendent of 
Streets for the prompt removal of snow and ice from the 
yard and sidewalks around City Hall during the winter 
months. 

I would also tender thanks to the Board of Police for the 
very valuable assistance rendered in furnishing details of 
police during the past year, on ordinary and many special 
occasions. 


EMPLOYEES. 


The total number of persons employed and paid from the 
department appropriation, including the City Messenger and | 
two police officers, was twenty. 

There are seven police officers assigned to City Hall, 
under the direction of this department, to protect the build- 
ing and preserve order therein, who receive a salary from 
the Police Department; they are required to patrol the 
building each hour of the night and on Sundays and holidays, 
in order to discover any fires or any leaks in the water and 
_gas pipes, and are obliged to visit forty signal stations in 
different parts of the building during their tour of duty, the 
same being recorded on a watchman’s clock located in this 
office. 

Rules and regulations are prescribed for the police officers, 
as well as for the janitors, who are obliged to be on hand at 
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an early hour in the morning, and their duties keep them 
until very late hours at night.

Str: In accordance with the requirements of the ordi- 
nances, I hereby present the following report of the work, 
etc., of this department for the financial year ending Janu- 
ary 31, 1893.

The number of meetings of these committees called dur- 
ing the year has been 1,173. There have been upwards of 
2,300 petitions and papers of various kinds referred to the 
committees, and about four-fifths of this number have been 
considered and reported upon. 


Y City DocUuMENT No. S. 


Among the special matters of importance that have been 
carried on under the direction of different committees were 
the public celebrations of June Seventeenth, July Fourth, 
and Labor’s Holiday, September 5th; and the naval recep- 
tion, July 9th, when the officers and men of the U.S. Naval 
Squadron of Evolution and the Massachusetts Naval Batal- 
lion were tendered a banquet in Mechanics Building. The 
special committee on City Hall Extension gave a good deal 
of time to the consideration of the various sites and plans 
proposed for a new city hall, and presented an interesting 
report on the subject, giving an account of their visit to 
other cities, with a description of the city hall in each city. 
The committee favored the erection of a new building on the 
Beacon Hill site, as suggested by Mayor Matthews. 

The inspectors of prisons, from the board of aldermen 
acting as county commissioners, made two examinations of 
the prisons and houses of detention in Suffolk county, and 
submitted a carefully prepared report of each inspection. 

The committee on claims heard and passed upon a large 
number of claims, and submitted a monthly report of their 
action, and in almost every instance the action of the 
committee was sustained by the chief executive and the 
heads of departments affected. 

The committee on ordinances reported a new revision of 
the ordinances during the year, being the eleventh thus far 
published. This was the work of the city solicitor, and 
was carefully revised by the committee. 

The committee on the department for the inspection of 
buildings has been more than ordinarily busy during the past 
year, owing to the unusual activity manifested in the erec- 
tion of new buildings, particularly in the outlying sections 
of the city. 

Other joint committees transacting a large amount of busi- 
ness during the year are the committees on finance, public 
buildings department, printing, laying out streets, and street 
department. 

Of standing committees of the board of aldermen, the 
committee on streets and sewers with its various sub-com- 
mittees have had by far the greatest amount of routine work 
to perform, as their labors are connected with the work of 
the street department and its several divisions. The com- 
mittees on electric wires, railroads, licenses, and state aid 
have each had a large amount of work assigned them. 

The general work of the office is constantly i increasing, as 
a natural result of the multiplication of committees and the 
increased volume of matter referred to them for considera- 
tion. Under this condition of affairs the necessity is becom- 
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ing more and more apparent for additional accommodations 
and better facilities for the transaction of committee work. 
The only specially available rooms at present are the two 
apartments of a busy public office, and the meetings of the 
committees are constantly disturbed by the noise and inter- 
ruptions of various callers, having business to transact, or 
desiring information from the department. It does not 
appear that any relief can be afforded or improvement 
attained in the present city hall; the fact, however, may be 
referred to as another indication of the insufficient accom- 
modations which it furnishes. 


LICENSED MINORs. 


During the present year an inspector of licensed minors 
was appointed, to receive applications for minors’ licenses, 
and supervise the licensed minors, so far as possible, and see 
that they conform to the terms of their licenses. The num- 
ber of licenses issued for the year 1892 was 1,363, classified 
as follows: newsboys, 1,103; bootblacks, 141; and pedlers, 
119. It would bea manifest impossibility for one man to 
exercise a personal supervision over such a number of boys on 
the public streets, but it may be certainly claimed that the in- 
spector’s work during the year has been, in the main, satisfac- 
tory, as fewer complaints have been received in regard to the 
boys than in former years, notwithstanding the largely in- 
creased number of licenses issued. The complaints that are 
received, however, are generally on account of unlicensed 
boys, and this class of offenders may be very properly cared 
for by the truant officers and police. While it is admitted 
that the inspector should exercise a supervision over the 
licensed minors, it cannot be expected, as above intimated, 
that this duty will be literally and exactly performed, nor 
is it necessary that it should be so. It is a trivial enter- 
prise that the boys carry on, and very few municipalities 
Impose any restrictions upon them whatever, and with the 
experience I have had in dealing with the subject, I am led 
to question the wisdom or necessity of the law that requires 
the boys to be licensed. 


REFERENCE LIBRARY. 


The City Hall Reference Library is in charge of the clerk, 
and contains a nearly complete collection of city publications 
of our own city, and quite a number of those of other cities, 
besides a full set of Massachusetts Law Reports and other 
text-books. This collection of books might be very easily 
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enlarged and made more valuable if the required space could 


be obtained.

Four bridges have been added to the list this year, namely : 
Allston Bridge, on Boston & Albany R.R.; Castle Island, 
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in Marine Park at South Boston; Everett-street, over the 
Boston & Albany R.R., in Ward 25; and L-street Bridge, 
over Reserved Channel, South Boston Flats. 

The following list includes all the bridges supported by 
the city, either in whole or in part. 


AGASSIZ—ROAD BRIDGE IN Back Bay FENs. 


This bridge was built in 1887, of brick and stone masonry. 
It is maintained by the Park Department, and is in good 
condition. 


ALBANY-STREET BripGE (OVER Boston & AuBany R.h.). 


The original structure was built in 1856-57; was rebuilt 
in 1867-68; and again in 1886-87. It is maintained in 
part by the City of Boston and in part by the Boston & 


Albany R.R. It is in good condition. 


ALLSTON BripGek (OvER Boston & Axpany R.R., 
Warp 25). 


This is a new bridge. To be maintained by the city of 
Boston (see page 29.) 


ASHLAND-STREET BrIDGE (OVER PROVIDENCE DIVISION 
Otp Corony R.R., Warp 23). 


The present structure is of iron, and was built in 1875. 
It is badly in need of painting; in other respects it is in 
good condition. The recommendation of last year is re- 


newed: ‘* The iron-work and fences should be painted.” 


ATHENS-STREET BRIDGE (OVER New YorkK & NEw 
ENGLAND R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, and was built in 1874. The wood- 
work of the bridge has been renewed and the iron-work and 


fences painted. It is in good condition, 
BEACON-ENTRANCE BripGe (InN Back Bay FENS, OVER 
Boston & ALBANY R,R.). 


This is an iron bridge, and was built in 1881-82. It is 
maintained by the Park Department, and is in good condition. 


BEACON-STREET BRIDGE (OVER OUTLET OF Back Bay). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1880-81. It has been 
painted, and is in good condition. 
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BEACON-STREET BRIDGE (OVER Boston & ALBANY R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge; it was built in 1884-85, and was 
widened in 1887-88. It is in good condition. 


BERKELEY-STREET BRIDGE (OVER Boston & ALBANY R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge: the present structure was built in 
1891, and the permanent fence has recently been finished. 
The bridge is in good condition. The abutments should 
be pointed. 


BERKELEY-STREET BRIDGE (OVER PROVIDENCE DIVISION 
Oup Cotony R.R.). 


Parts of this bridge are in poor condition. The under 
floor is old and decayed; the concrete sidewalks are poor ; 
it was long since necessary to strengthen the span over the 
main tracks with wooden beams, and it should be taken up 
and renewed. Nothing has been done toward rebuilding 
this part of the bridge for the benefit of the railroad, as was 
proposed at one time, the railroad to bear a proportion of 


the expense. 


BLAKEMORE-STREET BRIDGE (OVER PROVIDENCE DIVISION 
OLp Cotony R.R.). 


This isaniron bridge; it was built in 1881-82. It should 
be painted. It is in good condition otherwise. 


BOLTON-STREET BRIDGE (OVER NEw York & NEw Ena- 
BANDE hehe 


This is a wooden bridge, built in 1889. It is in good 
condition. 


BOYLSTON-STREET ARCH BRIDGE (IN Back Bay Ferns). 


This is a stone arch-bridge, built in 1881. It is in good 
condition. 


BoYLSTON-STREET BripGE (OVER Boston & ALBANY R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge. It was built in 1886-88. No per- 
manent fence has yet been built, but an ornamental railing 
should be provided. The abutments and adjoining re- 
taining-walls are in good condition; the iron-work needs 
painting. 
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* BROADWAY BripGE (OVER Fort Point CHANNEL). 


This is an iron bridge. It was built in 1869-71, and the 
draw and its foundation were rebuilt in 1874-75. The con- 
crete sidewalks have been repaired, and the floor underneath 
renewed in part. A new wooden under-floor has been laid 
on the Foundry-street and Lehigh-street spans. The under 
part of the structure has been painted with red lead in all 
parts except the column section between the Foundry-street 
span and the railroad. Estimates have been made for 
strengthening the weak places in the bridge, in anticipation 
of increased travel during the closing of Dover-street bridge. 

The draw pier has not been repaired for some years, and it 
should be carefully examined in favorable weather. The 
bridge as a whole is in an unsatisfactory condition. 


Broapway Bripce (over Bosron & AuBAny R.R.). 


This bridge is of iron, and was built in 1880-81. The 
wood-work on the bridge has been renewed, and the iron- 
work of the floor has been painted where it is readily acces- 
sible. A hard-pine floor was laid; a cheaper spruce floor, 
and more thorough cleaning and painting would have been 
preferable. 

It has been found in practice that bridges located over 
_ railroads where there is very much traffic, and especially 
where the bridges are low, should not be provided with 
an under-floor which will last more than four years, as the 
iron will rapidly deteriorate unless it is frequently cleaned 
and painted, and this can only be done to the floors when 
they are stripped of all woodwork. 


BROOKLINE-AVENUE BripGE (OVER Boston & ALBANY 
RoR), 
This bridge is of iron, and was built in 1884. It is in 
good condition. 
Byron-STREET BripGE (OvER Boston, REVERE Beacn, & 
Lynn R.R.). 

This is a wooden bridge; it was built in 1889. The 
fences should be painted ; otherwise it is in good condition. 
* CAMBRIDGE-STREET BRIDGE (FROM BriIGHTON TO 
CAMBRIDGE). 


This is a wooden pile-bridge with a wooden leaf-draw. 
The city maintains the part within its limits. It was re- 
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built in 1884. The draw was rebuilt and the passageway 
for vessels widened to thirty-six feet in 1891. The bridge 
and draw are in good condition. It. is operated by hand 
power, and requires careful adjustment in order that the 
men may be able to raise it. The draw pier is in bad con- 
dition; the covering-plank is poor, and the down-stream end 
has been damaged by vessels. The pier is too short to ac- 
commodate the larger class of vessels that the widening 
of the draw-way allows to pass through the bridge. 


* CANAL OR CRAIGIE’S BRIDGE. 


This is a wooden pile-bridge, with wooden turn-table draw. 
The city pays one-half of the cost of maintenance. The 
bridge was originally built in 1808, was rebuilt in 1852, 
and again rebuilt and widened in 1874. The bridge is in the 
care of a commission consisting of one commissioner from 
Boston and one from Cambridge. The draw has been painted. 
New tracks for electric cars have been laid by the street-rail- 
way company, and additional repaving has been done by the 
commissioners. The paving is in good condition; the 
fender and the faces of the passageway for vessels through 
the bridge are in bad condition. The draw is old for a 
wooden structure, and should be thoroughly overhauled and 
kept in the best condition in order to safely carry electric 
cars. 


* CASTLE-ISLAND BriIpGE (FROM Marin& Park, SoutTu 
Boston, TO CastLe IsLann). 


This is a new bridge (see page 148). It 1s in good 
condition. 


CENTRAL-AVENUE BripGE (OVER NerponseT River, Dor- 
CHESTER Lowkrr Mitts). 


This is an iron bridge, and was built in 1876. The city 
maintains the part within its limits. The under plank is in 
poor condition, and the iron-work should be cleaned and 
painted. 


* CHARLES-RIVER BRIDGE (FROM BOSTON TO 
CHARLESTOWN). 


This is a wooden pile-bridge, with an iron draw. The 
original bridge was built in 1785-86; the present structure 
was built in 1854-55; the draw was built in 1870. The 
bridge has been partly repaved with the old stock, some 
edgestones have been reset, and the roadway is now in fairly 
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good condition. The sidewalks on the Charlestown end are 
in very poor condition. The bulkhead at the Charlestown 
end of the draw has been partly rebuilt, and the sides of the 
waterway partly replanked. 

The draw and draw foundation are in poor condition ; the 
wooden floor-beams are twenty-three years old, and the ex- 
posed ends are rotten. | 

The heavy counterbalance on the short end of the draw is 
insecurely fastened in its place. The rails on which the draw 
runs, the track stringers, and the pile foundation are all in 
bad condition. On the fixed part of the bridge the side bulk- 
heads are very rotten, the paving-stones, although recently 
reset, are old and worn. The bridge is out of line 46 a serious 
extent; the fender and piers on the lower side of the bridge 
are in a ruinous condition. 

Electric cars are not allowed to cross the draw on account 


of its weakness, and an inspection of the draw-tender’s books 


shows that travel over the bridge was interrupted seventeen 
times during the year 1892 on account of necessary repairs 
or breakdowns of the draw —the detentions on this account 


varying from half an hour to five days. The bridge is worn 


out and not worth repairing. It should be replaced by a 
new structure at once. 


* CHELSEA Bripcr, Nortru (From Mystic River Cor- 
PORATION WHARF TO CHELSEA). 


The city maintains the part within its limits. 

The original structure was built in 1802-3; the present 
structure was built in 1880, except the draw, which was 
built in 1873. The bridge is in a rotten condition. The 
draw is twenty years old, and is ina poor condition. It is 
moved by steam, and electric cars cross it. The foundation 
for the draw pivot has been patched. The end floor-beam of 
the draw has been renewed, and the fender on the Boston 
side, near the draw, rebuilt. 

The down-stream draw pier is entirely too short for the 
class of vessels now using the draw, and complaints of poor 
accommodation have been made. 


* CHELSEA Bripar, SoutnH (OVER SoutH CHANNEL, Mystic 
bs! 
RIvER). 


This is a pile bridge, with an iron draw. The original 
bridge was built in 1802— —3, and the present structure in 
1876-7. The apparatus for moving the draw by steam has 
been finished. New sidewalks and fences have been built on 
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the draw, and the fender has been repaired. The old Warren 
Bridge storehouse has been moved to this bridge. 

The contemplated abolition of the Chelsea-street grade 
crossings will require the rebuilding of this bridge at a higher 


or ade. 


* CHELSEA-STREET BripGe (FRoM East Boston to 
CHELSEA). 


This is a wooden pile-bridge ; was originally built in 1834 ; 
was rebuilt in 1848, and again rebuilt in 1873, and the 
present draw was built in 1868. There is no change for the 
better in this bridge; its bad condition was fully reported 
last year. It is old and narrow, and the draw and its 
foundation are in a dangerous condition. 


CoLUMBUS-AVENUE BripGE (OVER Boston & ALBANY 
RAILROAD). 


This is an iron bridge. It was originally built in 1865, 
and the present str ucture was built in 1876-77. The bridge 
has been painted, and is in good condition. It is still made 
an anchorage for telegraph- pole guys, which should be 
removed. 


* COMMERCIAL—POINT OR TENEAN BripGe (Warp 24). 


This is a wooden pile-bridge, with a wooden leaf-draw. It 
was originally built in 1833, and the present structure was 
built in 1875. No repairs of importance have been made. 
The draw is in poor condition, and should be repaired at once. 


COMMONWEALTH—-AVENUE BRIDGE (IN Back Bay Fens). 


This is an iron bridge ; it was built in 1881-82. It has 
been painted, and is in good condition. 


* CONGRESS-STREET BRIDGE (OVER ForT Pormnt CHANNEL). 


This is a wooden pile-bridge, with an iron turn-table draw 
on a stone-masonry foundation. It was built in 1874-75. 
The engines, boilers, shafting, and gearing are worn from 
long service, and require extensive repairs. The fender guard 
is NOW being repaired. The under floors of the bri dee and 
sidewalks and the concrete sidewalks are in poor condition. 
The draw is in good order, but the wheels and tracks are 


worn from long use. 
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CoRNWALL-STREET BripGE (OVER Stony Brook, 
Warp 23). 


This is a small wooden bridge, built in 1892. It is in good 
condition, except that the outlets for water are insufficient. 
The bridge is at the foot of the grade at either end. 


CorraGE-STREET FooTsripGe (OVER FLats, East 
Boston). 


This is a new wooden pile-bridge, built in 1889 for foot 
travel only. It is in good condition. It was painted, partly, 
in 1891, and finished in 1892. 


DARTMOUTH-STREET BRIDGE (OVER Boston & ALBANY 
AND ProvipENcE Division Otp Cotony R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge. It was built of wood in 1869, and 
the present structure was built in 1878-79. It is in good 


condition. 


DORCHESTER-STREET BRIDGE (OVER OLp Conony R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge. It was built in 1869. The bridge 
is principally supported by the Old Colony Railroad. No 
repairs have been made upon it. In the report for 1890 the 
following statement was made, and repeated in 1891: ‘The 
bridge has not been stripped and painted for ten years. Itis 
known to be in bad condition, just how bad cannot be ascer- 
tained without removing all the wood-work. It should be 
thoroughly overhauled in the spring.” Nothing has yet been 
done. 

The contemplated widening of the railroad for four tracks 
will necessitate rebuilding the bridge; but meanwhile it is 
not prudent to run the electric cars over it without stripping 
it, and making a careful examination of its condition. 


* DovER-STREET BripGe (OVER Fort Pornt CHANNEL). 


This is a wooden pile-bridge, with a double iron draw, It 
was originally built in 1805, was rebuilt in 1858-59, and the 
present structure was built in 1876. This bridge is in safe 
condition, and but few repairs have been made. ‘The 
abolition of the grade crossing on West Fourth street will 
require the rebuilding of this bridge during the coming 


season. 
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* HSSEX—STREET BRIDGE (FROM BRIGHTON TO CAMBRIDGE). 


The city maintains the part within its limits. This is a 
wooden  pile-bridge, with a wooden leaf-draw, and was 
originally built in 1850; the draw was rebuilt in 1891. The 
under floor and stringers have been renewed in part, and are 
in good condition; the draw pier has been repaired, and 
draw-tender’s house from Malden Bridge has been brought 
here. The changes of grade incident “to the widening of 
Commonwealth avenue will require the rebuilding of ‘this 
bridge in the immediate future. 


EVERETT-STREET BRIDGE (OVER Bosron & ALBANY R.R.; 
Warp 25). 


This is an iron bridge. It was built by the Boston & 
Albany Railroad under the grade-crossing act of 1890. The 
rulroad will maintain the structure of the bridge, He the 
city the approaches and the wearing-surface of the roadw: uy. 


* FEDERAL-STREET BripGe (OVER Forr Pornr CHANNEL). 


This bridge was originally built in 1827-28; was rebuilt 
in 1857-58 ; was again rebuilt in 1872-73 ; and the present 
structure, which is a wooden pile-bridge with a double iron 
draw, was built in 1891-92. The bridge is in good con- 
dition. The necessary. structures have been built, and 
electric cars now cross the bridge. A new public landing 
for boats has been built. The draws are moved by electricity. 


Fen Bripee (Back Bay FEns). 


This bridge was built in 1891-92. It is in good condition. 


FERDINAND-STREET BripGe (over Boston & ALBANY 
indie 
This is an iron bridge. It was originally built in 1864-65, 
and was strengthened in 1877. The present structure was 
built in 1892. The bridge is in good condition. The abut- 


ments should be pointed. 


FRANKLIN-STREET Bripge (Foorsripge over Boston 
& AuBAany R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, and was built in 1883. It has been 
painted and the stairs repaired. It is in good condition. 
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GOLD-STREET BRIDGE, (OVER New York & NEw 
Eneuanp k.ht. ). 


This is a wooden footbridge, built in 1890. It needs 
painting ; otherwise it is in good condition. 


* GRANITE BripGE (FROM Warp 24 To Minton). 


The city maintains the part within its limits. This bridge 
was originally built in 1837. It is a wooden pile-bridge, 
with a wooden leaf-draw. 

The draw piers are not well placed with reference to the 
course of the river and the direction of the current ; conse- 
quently great difficulty is found in passing vessels through 
the re and travel over the bridge is delayed by the 
unnecessary time required to pass vessels of large size, on 
account of this defect. It has been painted, and is in good 
condition. 


* Harvard BripGe (FROM Boston TO CAMBRIDGE). 


This bridge is an iron bridge, and was built in 1887-1891, 
with an iron turntable draw. The city pays one-half of the 
cost of maintenance. The bridge is In the care of a commis- 
sion consisting of one commissioner from Boston and one 
from Cambr ide es 

This br idge was opened to the public September 1, 1891, 
and has been in constant use since that date. The plank 
upper floor was laid in 1889, and was in poor condition 
when the bridge was opened, it was kept in repair until 
October, 1892, when a new upper floor was laid at an ex- 
pense of $3,533.51. 

The electric cars of the West End Street Railway Com- 
pany commenced running on the bridge August 15, 1892. 

The centre of the pin of the draw has been stayed to the 
track circle by rods. 

The bridge is in good condition, except that it should be 
thoroughly painted. 


HUNTINGTON—AVENUE BRIDGE (OVER Boston & 
ALBANY R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge. It was built in 1872, and the 
abutments were rebuilt in 1876-77. The wing walls of the 
abutment should be pointed. The bridge is in good condi- 
tion, but its surface should be regulated so as to conform to 


a proper grade of the appro oaches. The iron-work needs 
painting. 
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IRVINGTON-STREET BriIDGE (OVER PROVIDENCE DIVISION 
Oxtp Cotony R.R.). 


This is an iron footbridge, built in 1892. It should be 
painted ; otherwise it is in good condition. 


L-STREET BRIDGE. 
(See page 78.) 


LeYDEN-STREET BripGe (OVER Boston, REVERE Beracn, 
& Lynn h.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1889. It needs painting, 
and some small repairs to the wood-work ; otherwise it is in 
good condition. 


LINDEN PaRk-STREET BRIDGE (OVER STONY Brook). 


This is a wooden bridge, built in 1887. It is in fair con- 
dition. 


LONGWOOD-AVENUE BRIDGE (FROM WARD .22 TO 
BROOKLINE). 


The city maintains the part within its limits. The present 
structure was built in 1877. This is a wooden bridge, on 
wooden posts set in the ground. The posts which carry the 
bridge are decaying near the surface of the ground. They 
should be put in order; otherwise the bridge is in fair con- 
dition. The construction of the Riverdale Park, which the 
bridge crosses, will hasten the removal of this bridge, which 
is only a temporary structure. 


* MALDEN BripGE (FROM CHARLESTOWN TO EVERETT). 


The original bridge was built in 1787. The present struct- 
ure was built in 1875, and the draw was built in 1892. 
The draw has been rebuilt in its original form, and _ the 
electric cars now cross the bridge. The draw piers are old, 
weak, and entirely too short; the fender is in ruinous con- 
dition. The fences are old and rotten. The paving is poor 
in places. 


Matrapan Bripee (From Warp 24 To Minton). 


The city maintains the part within its limits. This is an 
old iron bridge; it is in a dangerous condition, and should 
be replaced by a stone bridge.

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* MERIDIAN-STREET BripGe (FROM I. Boston TO CHELSEA). 
This is a wooden pile-bridge, with a wooden turn-table 


‘draw on a pile foundation. The original structure was built 


in 1858. It was rebuilt soon afterwards ; ; was widened and 
rebuilt as at present in 1864, excepting the draw, which was 
built in 1875-76. It has had only ordinary repairs, but is 
in fair condition. 


Mitton Broce (FRoM Warp 24 To Mixton). 


The city maintains the part within its limits. The 
original structure is very old; it was widened in 1871-72. 
The older part of this bridge was built of stone, and the 
widening is an iron structure on stone columns. One 
sidewalk has been damaged, and the fence posts broken, 
apparently by a team; otherwise the bridge is in fair con- 
dition. | 


* Mr. WASHINGTON-AVENUE BripGe (ovER Forr Port 
CHANNEL). 


This is a wooden pile-bridge, with an iron draw. It was 
built in 1854, and was rebuilt in 1870-71. A new sidewalk 
has been built on the down-stream side, and from the draw 
to South Boston on the up-stream side. 

The draw pier is in poor condition, and is so low that it is 
covered with water at every high course of tides. This is 
the only draw of importance in the city that is moved by 


hand power. ‘The bridge is in fair condition. 


* NEPONSET BripGE (FROM Warp 24 To QUINCY). 


The city maintains the part within its limits. The 
original structure was built in 1802; the present structure 
in 1877. The lower draw-pier has been repaired, and other 
small repairs made. The draw has been painted; the 
counterbalance end that is submerged in salt water at every 
opening was not painted, and it is much wasted by rust. 
The draw is too heavy to be handled by hand, and it should 
be replaced by a turn-table draw. The bridge is in fair 


condition ; the iron-work should be painted. 


Neptune Roap (over Boston, Revere Bracn, & 
Lynn R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, and was built in 1887-88. It is 
maintained by the Park Department, It needs painting ; 
otherwise it is in good condition, 
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NEWTON-STREET BRIDGE (OVER PROVIDENCE DIVISION OLD 
COLONY ig R. ) . 


This is an iron bridge, and was built in 1872. It is in 
good condition. 


* NorTH BEACON-STREET BRIDGE (FROM BRIGHTON TO 
WATERTOWN). 


The city maintains the part within its limits. This isa 
wooden pile-bridge, with a wooden leaf-draw. The original 
structure was built in 1822, and the present structure in 
1884. It is in fair condition. Estimates have been made 
for rebuilding and widening the waterways of the bridge, 
the expense to be divided between Boston and Watertown 


* NORTH HARVARD-STREET BRIDGE (FROM BRIGHTON TO 
CAMBRIDGE) ; 


The city maintains the parts within its limits. This 
bridge was originally built in 1662, and was rebuilt in 1879. 
The draw was rebuilt in 1891. The bridge is in good con- 
dition, with the exception of the abutment to which attention 
has been called in previous reports. i 


* PRISON-POINT BripGk (FROM CHARLESTOWN TO 
CAMBRIDGE ). 


The city pays one-half of the cost of maintenance. ‘This 
bridge was originally built in 1833, and the present structure 
was built in 1876-77. It is a wooden pile-bridge, with an 
iron leaf-draw. This bridge is in the care of a commission, 
consisting of one commissioner from Boston and one from 
Cambridge. The bridge is in fair condition. The draw- 
bridge is not convenient either for the passage of vessels or 
for land travel; it is raised with difficulty, works very slowly, 
and is not in line with the centre of the channel. it will be 
necessary to rebuild it on a different plan before many years, 
in case the efforts to close the river to vessels are not suc- 
cessful. 


Pusiic GARDEN FOOTBRIDGE 


This is an iron bridge. It was built in 1867, and was 
thoroughly repaired in 1887. The floor is worn and needs 
renewal; otherwise it is in good condition. 
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SHAWMUT-AVENUE BripGe (OvER Boston & ALBANY R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, and was built in 1871. The electric- 
wire poles of the West End Street Railway Co. are so 
placed as to make an unsightly bend in the ornamental 
parapet. The bridge is in fair condition. 


SPRING-STREET BRIDGE (FROM Warp 23 To DEepHAM). 


‘This is a stone bridge. The city maintains the part 
within its limits. A new picket fence has been built the 
whole length of the bridge. The bridge is in good condition. 


STONY—BROOK BripGe (Back Bay F Ens). 


This is an Be ae brick arched bridge, with stone 
facings, built in 1891-2. Itis not yet quite completed. 


SWETT-STREET BripGes (OveER SoutrH Bay Suuices). 


These are wooden bridges, and were built in 1875. They 
are temporary structures, and are in poor condition. The 
roadway in both bridges is safe, but the bulkheads that 
support the adjoining “sluices are ver y much out of shape, 
and may require repairs at any time. 


* WARREN BrIDGE (FROM Boston TO CHARLESTOWN ). 


This is a wooden pile-bridge, with a double iron draw. It 
was originally built in 1828, ‘il the present structure was 
built in 1883-84. The sidewalk on the down-stream side is in 
poor condition, and the draws and draw piers are in but fair 
condition. A building for the eneerU ned of the Bridge 
Division has been erected, and electric cars have been run 
over the bridge this year. Only ital Aste repairs have 
been made, and the bridge is in generally fair condition. 


* WESTERN-AVENUE BRIDGE (FROM BRIGHTON TO 
CAMBRIDGE ). 


The city maintains the part within its limits. The original 
structure was built in 1824; the present structure was built 
in meee the draw was rebuilt in 1891. The roadway 
and draw are in good condition. The draw pier is too short ; 
it needs ee and some repairs to the piling. 
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* WESTERN-AVENUE BripGe (FROM BRIGHTON TO 
WATERTOWN). 


The city maintains the part within its limits. This isa 
wooden pile- bridge. It was built in 1824; the present draw 
was built in 1883; ; and the abutment was rebuilt in 1886. 
(See page 84.) 


* West Boston Bripge (FROM Boston TO CAMBRIDGE). 


The city pays one-half of the cost of maintenance. This is 
a wooden pile-bridge, with wooden turn-table draw. The 
bridge was originally built in 1792-93, was rebuilt in 1854, 
and repaired in 1871. ‘This bridge is in the care of a 
commission, consisting of one from Boston and one from 
Cambridge. A new bulkhead has been built next the 
Charlesbank. The bridge has been painted; the roadwé ay, 
sidewalks, and fences are in good condition. The draw pier, 
draw, and waterway will require repairs during the coming 


season. (See page 83.) 


West CHESTER-PARK BripGe (OvER Boston & 
ALBANY R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, and was built in 1876. ‘The fences 
and iron-work require painting. The approaches should be 
regraded, as has been recommended for several years past. 


West CHESTER—PARK BRIDGE (OVER PROVIDENCE 
Division Ortp Cotony R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, and was built in 1876. The jron- 
work isrusty. The bridge should be stripped of wood-work, 


cleaned, carefully examined, and painted. 


West RuTLAND—SQUARE FOOTBRIDGE (OVER PROVIDENCE 
Diviston Otp Cotony R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge. It was built in 1882, and is in 
good condition. 


Winturop BripGe (FROM BreEpD’s ISLAND TO WINTHROP). 


This is a pile bridge, without a draw. It was originally 
built in 1839, was rebuilt in 1851, and was extensively re- 
paired in 1870. The bridge is old and poor, but is yet in 
safe condition. 


There are thirty-five highway bridges wholly supported 
by railroad corporations. 
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Savin Hill Bridge, over the Old Colony Railroad at Savin 
Hill, has been rebuilt, widened, and lengthened. ‘The rail- 
road has done all the work and assumed all the expenses, in- 
cluding grade damages, and the city is to pay not more 
than five thousand ($5,000) dollars to the railroad in consid- 
eration of the bridge being built to conform to the widening 
of Savin Hill avenue. 

The following-named bridges have been strengthened so 
that electric cars can cross them safely, and in some cases 

other repairs have been made. 

Broadway, over New York & New England POUR 

Dorchester avenue, over New York & New England R.R. 

Fourth street. 

Sixth street. 

Washington street. 

Centre-street or Hog Bridge, Providence Division Old 
Colony R.R. 

Cottage Farm Bridge, over the Boston & Albany R.R., 
will probably be rebuilt in connection with the widening 
of the avenue. 

Harvard-street and Norfolk-street Bridges will probably be 
rebuilt in connection with street widenings. 

The remaining bridges are strong enough for ordinary 
travel, and require no special mention. 


MISCELLANEOUS WORK AND CONSTRUCTION 
IN 1892. 


ALLSTON BRIDGE. 


On March 28, 1892, a contract was made with the Boston 
& Albany R.R. Co., for the construction of the abutments 
and retaining-walls required for a bridge over the railroad 
at Cambridge street, Allston. 

The foundations of the abutments and retaining-walls are 
10 feet in width and 4 feet deep, built of American cement 
concrete. <A footing-course of large rectangular granite 
blocks two feet in thickness is laid upon the concrete base, 
and upon this are built the abutments and retaining-walls, of 
quarry-faced ashlar masonry, with joints not exceeding one 
inch in width. 

The bridge seat-courses are 5} feet in width, 2 feet thick, 
with their top surfaces rough pointed. 

The retaining-walls are capped with a granite coping 3 
feet in width, 2 feet thick, rough pointed on top, and dow- 
elled to the course below with 1-inch iron dowels. The walls 
are ballasted with quarry chips. 
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The work of building the abutments was delayed on ac- 
count of the difiiculty of F obtaining the stone from the quarry, 
and the work was not completed ‘until October 17. 

On June 13, a contract was made with Messrs. Cofrode & 
Saylor for the construction and erection of an iron bridge 
across the railroad. 

The bridge as built consists of one through span skewed 
at each end, with four pin-connected trusses, to which the 
floor system of the bridge is suspended. The floor of the 
bridge is divided into a centre roadway 28 feet 6 inches wide 
between centres of trusses, two side roadways varying in 
width from 27 feet 6 inches to 29 feet 6 inches between 
centre lines of trusses. A portion of each side roadway is 
occupied by a sidewalk 7 feet 6 inches in width. 

The trusses vary in length from 137 feet to 144 feet be- 
tween centres of end pins, and are 22 feet in depth between 
centres of top and bottom chord-pins. 

The roadway stringers are 4-inch x 14-inch hard pine 
spaced 2 feet 3 inches on centres. Roadway planking is in 
two courses ; the under course of 4-inch spruce, the upper 
course of 2-inch vulcanized spruce. The sidewalk planking 
is 2-inch hard pine. | 

Contracts for doing the filling required to raise the streets 
on either side of the railroad to the new grades were made 
with the Boston & Albany R.R. on June 3, 1892, and with 
Christopher McBride on August 1, 1892. 

The Boston & Albany R.R. Co. commenced work on 
the contract on August 6, and completed the sume on Sep- 
tember 24, depositing 26,577 cubic yards in Cambridge, 
Lincoln, and Mansfield streets, on the north side of the 
bridge, at 51 cents per cubic yard, and Christopher McBride, 
between August 6 and October 24, deposited 17,478 cubic 

yards in Cambridge and Linden streets and Highland : avenue, 
on the south side of the railroad, at 57 cents per cubic 
yard. 

For the finished surface of the streets about 2,000 cubic 
yards of stone and gravel were furnished, watered, and 
rolled by Neil McBride and Wm. Scollans, at a cost of 
$2,469.76. 

Buildings affected by the changes of grade have been 

raised to conform to the revised ‘erades, ‘and the lots re- 
graded ; new fences have been built on the lines of the streets, 
edgestones reset, and gutters repaved. 

The total amount expended to date 1s $107,743.06. 

Of this amount the Boston & Albany R.R. Co. has paid 
$40,000.

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Boston Common. 


Plans and specifications were made for reconstructing the 
steps in Boston Common opposite Joy street, to improve 
the descent. A bid from Austin Ford, of Cambridgeport, to 
do the work for $550 was accepted August 17, and the work 
was done in November.

CHARLES—RIVER POLLUTION. 


In September and October, 1892, at the request of your 
Honor, an examination of the Charles River was made, to 
ascertain the nature and location of the sources of its pollu- 
tion. Previous examinations of a similar nature had been 
made by the State Board of Health (see Report dated Janu- 
ary, 1876), and by the Massachusetts Drainage Commission 
(see Report of 1886). 

The sources of pollution found, and a few others, in- 
formation concerning which was obtained by correspondence 
with the local boards of health, are given in the list which 
follows: 

The list contains also a number of drains from manu- 
facturing establishments, etc., which were not found to be 
contaminating the river, but of which a record is of interest. 
Factories in course of construction, or those which have 
adopted means of preventing pollution, and sewers and 
drains which have been abandoned, or which discharge 
nothing but storm water, are included in the latter category. 
Where pollution was observed, its nature is shown in the 
fifth column of the table; and where no pollution was ob- 
served, the fifth column is left blank. 

Several of the establishments and drains which were 
polluting the river when the examination was made have 
since ceased to do so. This is the case especially in 
Waltham and Watertown, where the discharge has, in many 
‘ases, been diverted into the local sewers which flow into 
the South Metropolitan system. Other pollutions will 
probably be diverted from the river in a few months. In 
either of these cases, if the fact is known to this department, 
it is noted in the column headed “ Rem: rks added January, 
eM i Pag 

In cases where it is known that the State Board of Health 
has discussed means of stopping the pollution, reference to 
their discussion is made in the same column, which contains 
also in some cases a note as to the obvious course to be 
pursued in putting an end to the pollution. 
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Considered with reference to pollution, the Charles River 
may be divided into three portions : the upper river, includ- 
ing everything above the mouth of Boggistere Brook in 
Millis; the middle portion: reaching from the mouth of 
Boggistere Brook to the lower dam at Watertown; and the 
tidal portion, reaching from the Watertown Dam to Boston 
Harbor. 

The upper portion receives considerable sewage and 
factory waste, in proportion to the natural flow of the 
stream. The middle portion, except at its very lower end, 
receives very little sewage, except that from the upper divis- 
ion of the river. The tidal portion receives a great pro- 
portion of sewage, even considering the tidal water with 
which it is twice a day flushed. The bed and banks of this 
portion are very foul, and in some places are offensive to 
both sight and smell. | 

Starting at Milford, the upper division of the river is 
bordered by Hopedale, Bellingham, Franklin, Medway, 
Norfolk, Millis, and Medfield. In Franklin it receives the 
waters of Mine Brook and in Norfolk of Mill River. In 
Medfield Stop River, and in Millis, Boggistere Brook enter 
the main stream, coming from Norfolk and Holliston respec- 
tively. This division of the river receives, directly or 
through its tributaries, manufacturing waste from twenty-four 
establishments, at eight of which wool is scoured. It receives, 
also, the day sewage of about 1,938 operatives, and the 
domestic sewage of a number of families, besides the discharge 
from two sewers at Milford. The water, in several places 
where the total flow is small, notably in Boggistere Brook at 
East Holliston, in Mine Brook at Franklin, and in the main 
river at Milford, is quite foul. But, diluted by frequent 
accessions of clean water, the appearance of the stream be- 
comes very much improved as it approaches the mouth of 
Boggistere Brook, the head of the second division. 

As it flows thence, bordered by Sherborn, Dover, Natick, 
the southern end of Wellesley, Needham, Dedham, West 
Roxbury, and Newton, the stream receives but little sewage 
and hardly any factory waste until it reaches the mouth of 
Rosemary Brook in Wellesley, from which brook it receives 
the day sewage of about 180 operatives in the Union Cycle 
Works at Highlandville in Needham. At the Lower Falls 
in the north-eastern part of Wellesley it receives waste from 
a hosiery mill, a paper mill, and a shoddy mill, and the day 
sewage of about 193 operatives. <A little factory waste 
comes from the Newton side at this point. Weston con- 
tributes but little that is objectionable. In October, when 
the examination was made, Waltham, Watertown, and the 
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northern part of Newton discharged into the river a large 
amount of offensive factory-waste, the day sewage of about 
5,400 operatives, and the domestic sewage of about 93 
families : ; but a large part of the discharge from W atertown, 
Waltham, and Newton has since been diverted into the 
South Metropolitan Sewer. 

The middle division of the river does not appear to be 
offensive to sight and smell, except between Waltham and 
Watertown. Above W altham the water, though brownish 
in color, does not look unclean, and analyses reported by 
the State Board of Health show that itis not very foul. The 
offensiveness complained of above the dam at Watertown 
must therefore be due principally to the sewage and factory 
waste received from Waltham, Watertown, and the northern 
part of Newton, and when this discharge has been entirely 
diverted into the Metropolitan Sewer, as it soon will be, and 
any existing deposits of filth have been removed from the 
river, the nuisance above the dam will probably be abated, 
so that the entire middle division of the river will be inoffen- 
sive to the senses. 

Needham, Dedham, Brookline, Newton, Wellesley, Wal- 
tham, Watertown, and Belmont take their water supplies 
from filter basins, filter galleries, or large wells on or near 
the banks of this portion of the Charles. These supplies, 
except that of Needham, are probably subject at times to the 
percolation of river water. The works of Dedham, Brook- 
line, and Newton have also a direct connection with the river, 
and the Wellesley works, with Rosemary Brook, for use in 
emergencies. ‘The ageregate population of the cities and 
towns which are supplied with ground water from the banks 
of the middle portion of the Charles is about 75,000. Ice is 
cut on the river at Waltham, and at Cow Island in West 
Roxbury. 

The tidal portion of the river received in October from 
Watertown considerable factory and water-closet drainage ; 
from Brighton the whole sewage of about 6,500 people and 
the drainage of the Abattoir, the Tripe Works, and a wool- 
washing establishment ; from Cambridge the sewage of 
nearly the whole population and that of a part of Somer- 


1 Nore. — Other water-supplies taken from the Charles River water-shed are as 
follows: Milford and Hopedale are supplied from three wells on the banks of the 
Charles above all sources of pollution. Holliston takes its water from a well near an 
uncontaminated pond on a branch of Boggistere Brook, and Concord from Sandy 
Pond in Lincoln, at the head-waters of the Weston Stony Brook. Cambridge has 
built a storage basin on Stony Brook near its junction with the Charles. All the fore- 

oing are probably free from pollution. Franklin’s supply comes from a well near 

ine Brook below the village, where the brook is certainly contaminated. Ice is cut 
on Cedar Swamp Pond in “Milford, which is contaminated by drainage from several 
dwellings. 
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ville, besides the drainage of North’s and Squire’s pork- 
packing houses. Charlestown contributed the sewage of 
about 19,100 people; Boston proper that of, perhaps, 200 
families ; ‘and Roxbury and West Roxbury the sewage of 150 
families, considerable sink-drainage, and a little factory- 
waste. 

Since October a part of the Watertown and Brighton sew- 
age has been diverted into the Metropolitan Sewer, and nearly 
all the rest, including the Abattoir drainage, will probably 
be diverted before the summer of 1893. Boston is taking 
measures to put an end to nearly all the pollution which 
comes from the south bank of the river, but the sewage of 
Cambridge, Somerville, and Charlestown cannot be diverted 
until the North Metropolitan Sewer is ready to receive it. 

The amount of sewage discharged into Charles River from 
two of the Cambridge sewers, between Craigie’s Bridge and 
the West Boston Bridge, is probably as ereat as the sum of 
all discharges of sewage or other filth into the whole river 
above the latter point, but the volume of salt water with 
which it is diluted is so very great that the river between 
these bridges does not seem to be so foul as at other points on 
the tidal stream where the discharge of sewage and the volume 
of tidal water are both less. The most offensive place seems 
to be at the North Beacon-st. Bridge just above the Brighton 
Abattoir and one of the Brighton sewers, though above and 
below the North Harvard-st. Bridge it is nearly as foul. 

The filth in the bed of the river between the bridge at the 
Arsenal and the Watertown Dam is probably for the most part 
sewage and refuse brought up by the tide from the Brighton 
and Old Cambr idge sewers, and from the Brighton Abattoir, 
and deposited at slack water. This deposition of filth may 
be expected to diminish when the Brighton sewage and the 
Abattoir drainage are diverted into the Metropolitan, and to 
diminish still further when the Cambridge sewage is diverted. 

The surface of the water between Cambridge and Boston 
is made unsightly by floating rubbish consisting of chips, 
shavings, and small sticks, grass, paper, manure, dead 
animals, and the like. A part of this rubbish is probably 
unavoidably blown into the river, a part is thrown over- 
board from vessels, but the greater part of it probably 
comes from the numerous public and private dumps on the 
banks of the river, and on the adjoining marshes. The 
dumps at the rear of the Abattoir are especially objectionable 
on account of the temptation they offer for easily getting rid 
of very foul refuse. 

A large part of the rain water which falls on the streets of 
Boston goes into the common sewers, and when the volume 
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of water becomes too great to be taken care of by the inter- 
cepting sewers, the surplus is discharged into tide water by 
means of the ‘* storm overflows; ” the street wash itself is 
sometimes very muddy, and it takes with it the sewage with 
which it has become mixed. 

Cambridge and Charlestown, being also sewered on the 
«* combined ” system, will have to adopt a like system of over- 
flows when they make connection with the Metropolitan 
Sewer. Therefore, even after the completion of the Metro- 
politan system, heavy storms must still produce some dis- 
coloration and pollution of the water in the Charles-river 
basin. 


East Boston TUNNEL. 


In compliance with the following order, dated April 18, 
1892, plans and estimates have been prepared for eight 
different plans (A, B, C, D, E, F, G, and H) for a tunnel 
connecting East Boston with the city proper: 

<< Order ed, That the City Engineer be requested to prepare 
plans for the construction of a tunnel from East Boston to 
the city proper; the expense thereof not to exceed one 
thousand dollars, to be charged to the appropriation for 
incidental expenses.” 


Proposed Routes. 


No. Ll has been selected with especial reference to the 
present street-car system; it extends from the corner of 
Hanover and Richmond streets in the city proper to the 
corner of London and Decatur streets in East Boston, and is 
almost a straight line throughout its length. Commencing 
at the corner of Hanover and Richmond streets, the line of 
the tunnel passes under Prince, Garden Court, Fleet, Clark, 
North, and Commercial streets, descending from Richmond 
street to Commercial street by a five-per-cent. grade to the 
latter street, where elevators connecting the tunnel with the 
surface are proposed; thence by descending and ascending 
grades of five per cent. or less under portions of Union 
and Lincoln wharves, the channel, Maverick and Kelly’s 
wharves, to a point near the corner of Sumner and Liver- 
pool streets, where elevators on the East Boston side of the 
tunnel are proposed; thence by an ascending grade of four 
and three-quarters per cent. under Liverpool and Maverick 
streets, and along the west side of London street to Decatur 
street. 

No. 2 lies to the south of the previous route. It begins 
in the city proper, at the corner of Commercial and Clinton 
streets, and terminates at the corner of Meridian and Paris 
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streets in East Boston. Commencing at the corner of 
Commercial and Clinton streets, the approach to the tunnel 
passes at the present grades of the surface to the corner of 
Cross and Fulton streets, where the tunnel descends by a 
four-per-cent. grade under Richmond, Lewis, and Com- 
mercial streets; thence by descending and ascending grades 
under Eastern avenue, Sargent’s wharf, and the channel to 
the South Ferry on the East Boston side of the harbor; 
thence by an ascending’ grade of about three per cent. through 
and under Lewis street, under Sumner street, Maverick 
square, and Maverick street, to the intersection of Meridian 
and Paris streets. 

No. 3 lies to the south of both routes Nos. 1 and 2. It 
begins on Commercial street, between State and Commerce 
streets, and ends at the corner of Meridian and Paris streets 
in East Boston. Commencing at Commercial street, the 
tunnel passes by a four and one-tenth per cent. grade under 
the block of buildings lying between State and Commerce 
streets ; thence by the same descending gerade under Atlantic 
avenue and portions of Long, T, and Commercial wharves to 
the pier line; thence by descending and ascending grades 
under the channel to the South Ferry on the East Boston 
side of the harbor; and thence by a three and one-tenth per 
cent. ascending grade through and under Lewis street, under 
Sumner street, Maverick square, and Maverick street to the 
intersection of Meridian and Paris streets. 


Plans. 


Pian A contemplates a single tunnel with inclined ap- 
proaches on Route “ No. 1,” and is designed for two lines of 
street cars and a walk ten feet wide for pedestrians, with 
passenger elevators on both sides of the water, near the pier 
lines. 

This tunnel will be about five thousand feet long, and will 
cost, including land damages, $3,315,000; the land damages 
being Bevin aid at $710, 000. 

Plan B contemplates two tunnels with inclined approaches 
under the channel on Route “ No. 1,” each tunnel being de- 
signed for a single street-car line and a walk six feet wide 
for pedestrians, “with passenger elevators on both sides of the 
water, near the pier lines. . 

This tunnel will be about five thousand feet long, and will 
cost, including land damages, $3,996,000; the ee damages 
being estimated at $710, 000. 

Plan C contemplates the single larger passenger tunnel on 
the harbor portion of Route “ No 1; * but instead of having 
the inclined approaches, there are sets of three passenger and 
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three street-car lifts at each end of the tunnel, — one on Com- 
mercial street in the city proper, and the other on Sumner 
street, near Liverpool street, in East Boston. 

This tunnel will be about two thousand five hundred feet 
long, and will cost, including land damages, $2,430,000; the 
land damages being estimated at $147,000. 

Plan D is the same as Plan C, except that it contemplates 
two smaller passenger tunnels, instead of the single larger 
one. This tunnel will be about two thousand five hundred 
feet long, and will cost, including land damages, $2,974,000 ; 
the land damages being estimated at $147, 000. 

Plan EF contemplates asingle tunnel with a roadway 27 feet 
wide, having inclined approaches at each end on Route “ No. 
2,” and is designed for carriages and teams solely. It will 
be about five thousand nine hundred feet long, and will cost, 
including land damages, $4,026,000; the land damages being 
estimated at $1,175,000. 

Plan F is the same as Plan E, except that it contemplates 
two tunnels instead of a single one, each tunnel having a 
roadway 18 feet wide. It will be about five thousand nine 
hundred feet long, and will cost, including land damages, 
$4,973,000; the land damages being estimated at $1,200,000. 

Plan G contemplates a single tunnel, with a roadway 27 
feet wide, having inclined approaches at each end on Route 
“No. 3,” and is designed for carriages and teams solely. 
This tunnel will be about five thousand nine hundred feet 
long, and will cost, including land damages, $3,875,000 ; 
the Rand damages being estimated at $1,115, “000. 

Plan His the same as Plan G, except that it contemplates 
two smaller tunnels instead of the single larger one. This 
tunnel will be about five thousand nine bundred feet long, 
and will cost, including land damages, $4,775,000; the land 
damages being estimated at $1,115,000. 

The above estimates have heen based on an iron tunnel 
lined with brick, and provision has been made for the use of 
compressed air and the building of proper shields for driv- 
ing the headings. 

No borings have been made, as the amount of the appro- 
priation was not sufficient for that purpose; and the plans 
have necessarily been made on the assumption that the mate- 
rial to be encountered would be of a yielding nature, like 
gravel or clay. 

If desired, the tunnels on Routes “ Nos. 2 and 3” could be | 
built for foot passengers and car traffic; the estimated cost 
being practically the same as for the teaming tunnels. It 
would also be possible to build on either of the three routes 
both passenger-traflic and teaming-traflic tunnels. 
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ELeEctTric LIGHTING. 


Several estimates have been prepared of the cost of estab- 
lishing and maintaining an electric-lighting plant for the city. 
Messrs. Stone & W ebster were eng aged as Consulting Engi- 


neers. 
The details of the estimate are given in City Doc. 48, 
1893. 
Ferry DEPARTMENT. 


The work on the foundation for the head-house and rebuild- 
ing part of two ferry-piers at the East Boston landing of the 
North Ferry, which was begun October 24, 1891, by Nay & 
Ellis, as mentioned in the last report, was resumed April 19, 
1892, and the work was completed August 1; the cost of 
the contract work was $9,449. 

Plans and specifications were made for an additional drop 
foundation and the contract for doing the work, except fur- 
nishing the piles, was awarded, June 27, to Nay & Ellis. 
The work was finished in July, at a cost for contract work of 
$1,640. 

Plans and specifications have been made for changing the 
location of the head-house and rebuilding two ferry-piers at 
the Boston landing of the North Ferry. 


L-sTREET BriDGE. 
The following act was passed by the Legislature of 1892: 


[CHapP. 12.] 


AN ACT TO EXTEND THE TIME FOR BUILDING A PUBLIC HIGHWAY 
BRIDGE ACROSS THE RESERVED CHANNEL IN SOUTH BOSTON. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 

Section 1. The time for completing the bridge across the reserved 
channel on the South Boston flats in the city of Boston, authorized by 
chapter three hundred and eighty-eight of the acts of the year eighteen 
hundred and ninety-one, is hereby ‘extended to the thirty-first day of 
December in the year eighteen hundred and ninety-two; and if said 
bridge is completed before said day the Commonwealth shall reimburse 
said city the portion of the cost thereof provided for in said act, the 
same as if said bridge had been completed before the first day of 
August in the year eiehteen hundred and ninety-two. 

Sucr. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 


[Approved February 13, 1892. 


On the approval of this act the contract for building the 
L-street Bridge between the abutments, with the exception 
of the iron draw, was awarded to William L. Miller, of Bos- 
ton, the lowest bidder, for $91,743; the bridee to be 
finished December 1. The work was begun February 29. 
and was completed October 12, 1892. 
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The bridge is 60 feet wide between fences, and is built of 
hard-pine timber on an oak-pile foundation. There are two 
sidewalks, each 8 feet wide, covered with asphalt on a base 
of coal-tar concrete. The roadway is 44 feet wide, except 
at the draw, where it is divided into two roadways, each of 
19 feet in width. The roadway is covered with 6-inch hard- 
pine floor; this is coated with an asphalt compound ; on this 
a layer of fine coal-tar concrete, 3 inches thick and rolled ; 
above this is a granite-block paving laid on a bed of sand, 
having the joints filled with pebbles and run with hot paving- 
cement. 

There are two piers anda wharf on the Congress-street side 
of the channel, and fender guards on the L-street side. The 
drawway is 40 feet in width, and is planked vertically. 

There is one draw of the retractile type, having three 
lines of girders, the middle line dividing the roadway into 
two parts. The width between centres of outside girders is 
53 feet ; the space along the middle of the draw occupied by 
the middle girders and fenders is 4 feet; there are two side- 
walks of 5 feet 6 inches each, and two roadways of 19 feet 
each. 

Each line of girders is composed of two non-continuous 
plate girder-spans, one of which spans the channel; the 
other, or rear span, being supported on trucks running on 
tracks built on the draw foundation. 

When the draw is in position for travel, the front end of 
the channel span rests on shoe plates on the draw landing of 
the main bridge, the other end being attached to and sup- 
ported by the rear span by a pin connection. When the 
draw is in motion or run off, the front end of the channel 
span is supported by suspension rods passing over Samson 
posts on the rear span to back end of this span, proper 
counter-balances of cast-iron boxes filled with lead being 
provided where necessary. 

The draw is operated by steam power; the draw and ma- 
chinery for operating it were designed by this department. 

The contract for building and erecting the draw was made 
August 3, with the King Bridge Company, of Cleveland, 
Ohio, for $9,970. The ‘first load of iron arrived at thé 
bridge October 18, and the draw was completed November 
ae 

The draw-tender’s house, which is on the Congress-street 
side of the channel, was built by Thomas Keyes, of South 
Boston; the engine-house was built by William Miller; the 
trucks were furnished by Charles Carr, of Boston; the ma- 
chinery was built by Miller & Shaw, of Cambridge. 

The cost of the bridge, draw, buildings, machinery, ete., 
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but not including the abutment or wing walls, was $119,- 
572.88. The sum of $50,166.21 has been paid to the City 
by the Commonwealth, as provided by Chapter 388 of the 
Acts of 1891, and Chapter 12 of the Acts of 1892. 

The bridge has not yet been opened to travel.

Rapip TRANSIT. 


The investigations of the Rapid Transit problem have 
been continued. : 


Rospert G. Saaw Monument. 
The following orders were passed by City Council : 


Ordered, That permission be and hereby is granted for the 
location, under the supervision of the Superintendent of Pub- 
lic Grounds, of a monument in honor of Colonel Robert G. 
Shaw, on Boston Common, in front of the State House, and 
between the Beacon street mall and the sidewalk on Beacon 
street. 

Further Ordered, That the sum of $19,500 be and hereby 
is appropriated for the construction of a suitable base and 
pedestal for said monument; said sum to be expended under 
the direction of the City Engineer, and to be charged to the 
special appropriation heretofore made for statues of Grant, 
Sheridan, and Farragut. 

And in compliance with them, after several consultations 
with City Architect Edmund M. Wheelwright, conferences 
were had with Messrs. John M. Forbes, Henry Lee, Martin 
P. Kennard, and Edward Atkinson, a committee having 
charge of the monument, with Mr. Augustus St. Gaudens, 
the sculptor, and with Messrs. McKim, Mead, & White, the 
architects of the pedestal. It was thought that there was a 
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possibility that the building of the monument as proposed 
might cause injury to the two trees enclosed by it, and in 
reply to the question raised the following correspondence 
was forwarded to me: 


Boston, July 27, 1892. 
M. P. Kennarp, Esq. 

Dear Str: Herewith I beg to present to you the plans 
and specifications for the proposed monument to Col. R. G. 
Shaw. 

In explanation of them, I wish to say that the plans have 
been drawn carefully with regard to the preservation of the 
two elm-trees on the site. The walls are supported by piers 
and arches, so as to keep the roots of the trees from being 
damaged, while suitable openings are provided for the inlet 
of rain-water and air. I enclose letters from Messrs Henr y 
S. Codman, H. H. Hunnewell, and C. S. Sargent, whose 
indorsement of the scheme proposed ought to be, in my 
opinion, satisfactory evidence of its feasibility. 

With regard to the specification, I beg to say that, accord- 
ing to information received from Mr. William J ackson, the 
City Engineer, the form of the contract and specification will 
have to be arranged j in his office, in accordance with the rules of 
the city ; therefore the specification presented, while contain- 
ing all the requirements I consider necessary for the construc- 
tion, is to be regarded as an explanation of my views on the 
subject, which I wish to see embodied in the contract. 

In conclusion, I beg to say that although the superintend- 
ence of the work is to be done by Mr. William Jackson, the 
City Engineer, I reserve the right of the artistic superin- 
tendence of the work for myself or representative.

Brookuineé, Mass., June 17, 1892. 


My pear Sir: I have examined the plans and specifi- 
cations for the proposed terrace to be built on Beacon street, 
opposite the State House in Boston, to support the Shaw 
monument, with reference to its probable effect upon two 
large elm-trees, the trunks of which you wish to enclose in 
the structure. 
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If the terrace walls are supported on iron beams resting on 
masonry piers, or upon arches so that the roots of the trees 
may have an opportunity to extend freely beyond the area to 
be occupied by the structure, and if the grade of the bank on 
which the trees now stand is not altered either by removing 
or by adding soil to it, I see no reason why the trees should 
suffer. The open spaces around the trunks which you pro- 
pose will allow the water falling on the surface of the terrace, 
if this is graded properly, to reach the roots of the trees, 
and the openings in the side and rear walls of the terrace 
will furnish ventilation to the enclosed ground. 

I believe, therefore, that the terrace can be built, if the 
slight modifications I have suggested in the construction of 
the foundations are made, without impairing the health or 
shortening the lives of the trees.

JUNE! 22, 1892: 


My pear St. Gaupens: I saw Mr. Hunnewell Sunday, 
and explained to him as well as I could what your plan was 
in regard to the Shaw monument. He said that his expe- 
rience in filling up with soil about trees had been an unfortu- 
nate one, but that if you left the space entirely open under 
the floor, as you propose to do, he thought there would be 
little damage. He expressed his opinion that great care 
should be used in digging the foundations for the piers which 
carry the monument, “and which carry the walls of the ter- 
race, to cut as few of the roots as possible, and that, where 
necessary, bridge stones should be used to preserve the 
roots. 

Our opinion, as I have already expressed to you verbally, 
and as I have no doubt Mr. Olmsted would were he here, is 
avery similar one: that if proper precautions are taken, we 
do not think any injury will be done to the trees. We can- 
not urge too strongly that great care should be taken not to 
cut the roots in building the foundations. 

We think that the gratings about the trees should be as 
large as is consistent with your design of seats, and that the 
floor of the terrace should be sloped in such a way that the 
water falling on it will drain to these gratings. The trees 
will thus get water in about the normal quantity, and if 
some precaution is taken to prevent this water from imme- 
diately flowing down the bank, we think they will thrive as 
well as they do now. It would be a good opportunity to 
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enrich the soil, and this should not be forgotten, nor should 
the ventilation which was suggested.

Dear Str: Agreeably to your request, I will here say 
that the above letter of Mr. Codman’s is in conformity with 
the conversation I had with him in regard to the proposed 
plan of the Shaw monument, and that I fully concur with 
him in the opinion that no appreciable injury will be caused 
to the trees if the proper precautions, as suggested, are 
taken in doing the work. Great care will be necessary 
in protecting their roots when digging for the foundations, 
and to avoid making any change in the present level of the 
ground by filling up avound the trees with soil or any other 
material.

Upon the receipt of the above, the preparation of the con- 
tracts and specifications was commenced. Bids were invited 
from several parties, approved by Mr. St. Gaudens and by 
the Messrs. McKim, Mead, & White, and the contract was 
awarded to Norcross Brothers, of Worcester, Mass., the low-- 
est bidder, at $17,980. It is hoped that the monument will 
be completed during the coming summer. 


West Boston BRIDGE. 


A contract was made with John L. P. Ackers, of Cam- 
bridge, in June, 1892, for painting the fences, gates, and 
draw of West Boston Bridge with two coats of pure white- 
lead and raw linseed-oil. ‘The total length of fences painted 
on the bridge, exclusive of the draw, was 4,329 feet; the 
length of the draw being 141 feet. The contract price for 
doing the work was $499.50, one-half of which was paid by 
the city of Cambridge. 

A contract was nie with Gore & Cowin June 20, 1892, 
for paving the roadway of West Boston Bridge from the 
draw to the Boston abutment, with the exception of about 
112 feet in length by 11 feet in width and the space between 
the street-car rails. 

Such old blocks as were found suitable were used in the 
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new work, all others being new blocks and furnished by the 
contractor. The cost of the work was $9386.65, one-half of 
which was paid by the city of Cambridge. 


WESTERN—AVENUE OR ARSENAL-STREET BRIDGE (TO 
WATERTOWN). 


Plans and estimates have been made in previous years 


for rebuilding this bridge in order to do away with the sharp | 


angle which the opening for the passage of vessels makes 
‘ with the channel, thus making it very inconvenient for the 
passage of vessels through the draw ; but the town of Water- 
town, not wishing to cooperate with the city in doing the 
work, has made it necessary to delay the same from year 
to year. 

In September, 1890, Congress passed an act whereby the 
sum of $20,000 was appropriated for dredging the Charles 
River above the Western-avenue Bridge, provided, however, 
that the draws in the Western-avenue ‘and North Beacon- 
street Bridges be made to conform to the projected channel 
without cost to the United States. 

Accordingly plans were made by this department for 
rebuilding the bridges so as to have the drawways conform 
to the projected channel, and these were approved by the 
Secretary of War, July 20, 1892. 


Whereas, By an act of Congress approved September 19, 1890, en- 
titled ‘«‘ An act making appropriations for the construction, repair, and 
preservation of certain public works on rivers and harbors, and for 
other purposes,” the sum of twenty thousand dollars was appropriated 
for continuing the improvement of Charles river, at Boston, Massachu- 
setts, to be expended under the direction of the Secretar Vv of War; and 

Whereas, It is provided by the said act of Congress that no expendi- 
ture of said twenty thousand dollars shall be made until the draws 
in the Arsenal-street and Market-street bridges shall be made to con- 
form to the projected channel, without cost to the United States; and 

Whereas, The city of Boston, Massachusetts, has submitted to the 
Secretary of War, for his examination and appr ‘oval, plans for rebuild- 
ing the drawways in the Market-street and Arsenal-street bridges 
across Charles river, at Boston, Massachusetts, so as to make the dr aw- 
ways conform to the projected channel ; now, 

Therefore, I, Stephen B. Elkins, Secretar 7 of War, having examined 
and considered the said plans, which are’ hereto attached, do hereby 
approve the same, subject, however, to the following condition : 

That the engineer officer of the United States Army, in charge of the 
district within which the bridges are located, may supervise their alter- 
ation, in order that said plans shall be complied with.

Previous to the rebuilding of the bridge the abutment on 
the Watertown side was rebuilt by that town; plans being 
furnished by this department. A contract was made Sep- 
tember 12, 1892, with Trumbull & Ryan, of Boston and 
Lawrence, for doing the work, the contract price being 
$1,639.39. 

The plans for rebuilding the bridge call for a wooden 
pile-bridge 33 feet wide between fences, and a sidewalk 8 
feet wide on the down-stream side of the bridge, the pier 
forming an angle of 50° with the street, anda clear width 
of opening for the passage of vessels of 36 feet. 

October 25, 1892, a contract was made with Benj. Young, 
of Chelsea, for doing the work, which was commenced Novem- 
ber 1, 1892, and was nearly completed early in January, 1893, 
when, owing to the severity of the weather, the contractor 
was unable to prosecute the work with diligence, and will 
be unable to complete the work until the ice breaks up in 
the river. 

January 7, 1893, a contract was made with the Boston 
Bridge Works for furnishing an iron swing-draw 29 feet 
in width, including a 6-foot sidewalk on the down-stream side 
of the bridge; to be erected on the oak-pile foundation al- 
ready built. The draw is now in process of construction at 
the shops of the Boston Bridge Works. The contract price 
for doing the work is $9,250.

{FROM THE CITY ENGINEER’S REPORT TO THE BOSTON 
WATER BOARD. ] 


Sir: I hereby submit the following report of the work 
done and records kept during the past year, for your Board: 


SOURCES OF SUPPLY. 


The rainfall during the past year was the smallest since 
1883, and the percentage collected was also unusually small. 
The storage in the several lakes and reservoirs was gradually 
reduced during the summer and fall months until November, 
when all fears of a short supply were removed by the large 
rainfall during that month. 

The rainfall and quantities collected on the several water- 
sheds were as follows:

The quality of the water from all the supplies has been 
as good as usual, and the supply from Sudbury river is 
gradnally being improved. 

The condition of the different reservoirs during the year is 
given below. , 

Reservoir No. 1. — Water was wasting at the dam from 
January 3 to April 15, and from May 12 to June 7. 

No water was wasted for the balance of the year, except 
during six days in November and ten days in December, 
other than the daily flow of one and a half million gallons 
required by law. 

The dam is in good condition. 

fteservoir No. 2. — Water was flowing over the dam 
almost constantly from January 4 to July 10. From this 
date till August 18 the surface of this reservoir was gradu- 
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ally lower, and at the latter date was at grade 161.36, or 
5.76 feet below the top of the flash-boards. 

During the balance of the year the surface of this reser- 
voir rose and fell, reaching its lowest point on November 10, 
when it was 7.58 feet below the top of flash-boards; on 
January 1, 1890, it was 4.08 below. 

The dam of Reservoir 2 is in good condition. 

Reservoir No. 3. — The water in this reservoir was 8.05 
feet below the crest of the dam on January 1, but was flow- 
ing over the crest on January 18, and continued to do so 
almost constantly until the last of June. From this date 
the surface gradually fell until August 26, when it was 6.20 
feet below the crest of the dam. This was the lowest point 
reached during the year. On January 1, 1893, it stood at 
grade 171.58, or 3.66 feet below the crest of the dam. The 
dam of this reservoir is in good condition. 

Reservoir No. 4. — The surface of the water in this res- 
ervoir was 6.36 feet below the crest of the dam, on January 
1, but had filled to overflowing on January 21, and contin- 
ued in this condition until August 16, when the gates were 
opened to furnish a portion of the supply for the city. 
From this date the water gradually fell to grade about 
185.34, or 28.87 feet below the crest of the dam, when the 
outlet gate was closed. On January 1, 1893, the water had 
risen to grade 194.22, or 19.99 feet below the crest of the 
dam. The dam at Reservoir 4 is in good condition. 

Farm Pond. — The water in this pond has been kept at 
an average height of 148.92 above tide marsh level. The 
conduit through the pond was used all the year except from 
May 14 to July 20, and from August 18 to August 30, 
when the supply was drawn through the pond. 

The Framingham Water Company has pumped 82,800,000 
gallons from the pond, an average of 226,200 gallons per day. 

Lake Cochituate. —On January 1 the water in this lake 
was 7.02 feet below high-water mark, and the lake did not 
fill until May 4. Water was wasting at dam on May 20 to 
24, and May 26 to 28, inclusive. 

The lake continued near high-water mark until the latter 
part of June when it began to fall, and continued to do so 
with great regularity until November 13, when it was 6.80 
feet below high-water mark. 

The lowest point reached was on December 8, when it was 
6.91 feet below high water. 

No water was drawn from the lake after December 10, and 
on January 1, 1893, the surface was at grade 128.41, or 5.95 
feet below high water. The dams are in good condition.

AQUEDUCTS AND DISTRIBUTING RESERVOIRS. 


The Sudbury-river aqueduct has been used 522 days, and 
the Cochituate has been used 342 days, conveying water 
to the distributing reservoirs. The former has delivered 
9,633,200,000 gallons into Chestnut-hill and Brookline reser- 
voirs, equal to a daily supply of 28,800,000 gallons ; and the 
Reetitdats aqueduct has delivered 5,464,800,000 gallons, or 
14,930,000 gallons per day. For 44 days the Sudbury 
aqueduct has also conveyed water to Lake Cochituate, de- 
livering 902,400,000 gallons into the lake. 

A nearly uniform depth of six and one-half feet was main- 
tained in the Cochituate aqueduct while in use. The 
aqueduct was not used after December 10, on account of 
excavations under it by the city of Newton. 

The rate of flow in the Sudbury aqueduct was varied from 
day to day to maintain the desired depth of water in the 
distribution reservoirs. Both aqueducts were cleaned as 
usual during the year. 

The Chestnut-bill, Brookline, Fisher-hill, Parker-hill, 
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and East Boston reservoirs and the Breed’s-island water- 
tower are in good condition. 

I renew the recommendations made in the last annual re- 
port in regard to Chestnut-hill and South Boston reservoirs, 
and the water-tower on Bellevue hill. 


HicH-SERVICE PUMPING—STATIONS. 


At Chestnut hill the pumping-engines and boilers are in 
excellent condition. It has been necessary to run the 
pumps much above their rated capacity, and although the 
normal capacity of each pump is 8,000,000 gallons in 24 
hours, Engine No. 2 has pumped over 11,000,000 gallons 
in 24 hours with apparent safety. 

A duplicate dynamo and engine has been added to the 
lighting plant, which is now located in a wooden extension 
built in the rear of the boiler-room. 

The foundations for Engine No. 3 are nearly completed, 
and the work of building the engine is progressing rapidly. 

The table on page 130 shows in detail the work done by 
the pumping-engines and boilers during the year.

At the West Roxbury pumping-station, 33,588,675 gal- 
lons have been pumped, or a daily average of 91,800 gal- 
lons, an increase of 39.1 per cent. over the amount pumped 
fee Lod Lb. 

At the East Boston pumping-station an average of 18,400 
gallons per day has been pumped into Breed’s island water- 
tower, an increase of 36.3 per cent. over the amount 
pumped in 1891. 

Since July 22 water has been pumped daily into the 
East Boston reservoir during the daytime to furnish an 
additional head for the bigh-service district. The check- 
valve with bypass, against which the pumps work, is 
weighted to give about 20 pounds additional pressure on the 
mains while pumping. About 400,000 gallons were pumped 
daily for this service. 

The small pump that was formerly used at the Brighton 
pumping-station is badly worn, and requires a good deal of 
attention to keep it in running order. The two larger 
pumps can be maintained in good condition with ordinary 
repairs. 

Mystic Lake. 


Water was wasted over the dam almost constantly from 
January 14 to June 7, and from June 27 to July 7. From 
this date the surface of the lake gradually fell until it was 
6.72 feet below high water on November 1; this was the 
lowest point reached during the year. 

During November it filled to within 2.70 feet of high 
water, and on January 1, 1893, the lake was eighteen 
inches below high-water mark. The pumps were placed in 
position to pump water into the conduit in October, but the 
November rains raised the level of the lake before it became 
necessary to use them. 

One of the rain-gauges used in the calculation of the yield 
of the water-shed was moved from Symmes Corner to the 
north reservoir, Winchester, on September 1. 


Mysric VALLEY SEWER. 


The pump was run 346 days during the year, working 
6,1422 hours, and has pumped 134,576,100 gallons of sew- 
age, an av erage of 389,500 gallons per day of pumping 

“The amount pumped is 12.9 per cent. more than was 
pumped in 1891. 

The total amount of sulphate aluminum used during the 
year was 338,065 lbs., and 182.9 tons of coal were used in 
pumping. 
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Mystic ConpUIT AND RESERVOIR. 


The conduit is in good condition, except that a new gate 
should be placed on the blow-off pipe. 

Both divisions of the reservoir were cleaned in June. The 
brick paving on the slopes was found to be in better condi- 
tion than it was at the time of the previous cleaning, and but 
few repairs were necessary. 

There are serious objections to the method now used for 
cleaning the reservoir, and to remedy it a drain should be 
laid to the Mystic river, through which the deposits that 
collect in the reservoir can be flushed; or sufficient time 
should be allowed for the deposits to dry, so that they can 
be hoisted over the banks. 

If the flushing method be continued, the concrete bottom 
of the reservoir should be renewed, as it is now badly disin- 
tegrated. JI renew the recommendation that new sills and 
grooves for the screens be placed in the screen-chamber, and 
that the roof of the chamber be raised to facilitate the chang- 
ing of the screens. 


Mystic PUMPING—STATION. 


The increased consumption has required that in addition 
to the 8,000,000-gallon pump, one of the smaller pumps be 
run several hours nearly every day, thus reducing the duty 
obtained in 1891. 

The running of Pumping-engine No. 1, which was built in 
1864, is neither satisfactory nor economical; the pump has 
outlived its usefulness. New fronts have been placed on 
boilers Nos. 1, 2, and 3, and the Lamprey attachment for 
heating the feed-water has been placed inside the fire doors. 

I renew the recommendations made in the last report, 
which have not been carried out.

The above figures show an increase of 9.6 per cent. in the 
consumption from the Sudbury and Cochituate works from 
that of the previous year; of 8.3 per cent. increase in the 
consumption for the Mystic Works; and of 9.4 per cent. in- 
crease for the combined supplies. 


DISTRIBUTION. 


The total length of main pipe laid on the Cochituate 
division was nearly 18 miles, and 4,270 feet of pipe have 
been abandoned, making a net increase of a little more than 
17 miles in the total length in use. 

Only about 1,500 feet of pipe were relaid with larger 
sizes to improve the fire service, and I recommend that at 
least one mile of the old mains be relaid this year for that 
purpose. 

The laying of the 30-inch main to South Boston was com- 
pleted on May 27th. 

This main connects with the 30 and 36 inch mains in Tre- 
mont street at West Chester park, and extends through 
Chester park and Swett street to Washington Village, a dis- 
tance of 7,600 feet, connecting with the 20-inch main in 
Boston street. 

A spiral weld steel pipe was used for crossing the sluices 
in Swett street ; the pipe being reduced to 24 inches in diam- 
eter at the two bridges, which are considered to be tem- 
porary structures. 

A 6-inch pipe was laid from Squantum to supply the 
Asylum and Farm School on Thompson’s island. The 
work was done by John Cavanagh & Co., who were the 
lowest bidders. The length of the pipe was 6,760 feet, 300 
feet under the channel between Squantum and the island 
being laid with the Ward flexible-jointed pipe. Water was 
turned on in this pipe July 5. 

Water-pipes were laid from the pipe on Long island to 
the hospitals on Gallop’s island in the fall; 2,874 feet of 6- 
inch pipe on Long island and 991 feet of 6-inch pipe on 
Gallop’s island were laid by John Cavanagh & Co., under a 
contract. A temporary 38-inch wrought-iron pipe 3,798 
feet in length, on the bottom of the channel between the

islands, was laid by George W. Townsend, under a contract. 
The pipe was put together with screw couplings by divers 
and was laid in two weeks’ time. The temporary pipe was 
paid for by the Board of Health. 

The sea-water has been so unusually cold that the 6-inch 
pipe between Moon and Long islands was frozen, after hav- 
ing successfully passed through four winters without accident. 
The pipe is encased in a wooden box of 34-inch plank, and is 
buried in a trench where there is less than 10 feet’ of water 
over the pipe at low tide. The freezing probably began in 
deep water, as the water in the bay was only 28 degrees above 
Zero. 

In Charlestown the mains were extended 2,208 feet, and 


216 feet of 4-inch pipe were relaid with 6-inch pipe. 


ADDITIONAL SUPPLY. 


The development of the Sudbury system has been contin- 
ued during the past year. The work of building the basin 
on Indian brook (Basin No. 6) has made fair progress, 
and it will be so far advanced at the end of the present 
season that the basin can be put into service. The surveys 
for additional basins have been nearly finished, and their 
construction must be commenced at once, as the increasing 
consumption of water by the city has more than kept pace 
with development of the water supply; and even with Basin 
No. 6 the works have barely sufficient capacity in a dry 
year to supply the present consumption. 

For particulars, see the following report of Desmond 
FitzGerald, Resident Engineer :

Sir: I submit herewith a brief report of engineering work 
accomplished during the past year by the Additional 
Supply force. 

At Basin No. 6 the core-wall was uncovered early in April, 
and on April 25 the first gravel was delivered on the dam. 
W ork on the shallow flowage, stripping of basin, and building 
up of the dam was actively prosecuted throughout the season. 
The dam has been raised from grade 250 to 271, or 21 feet. 
Both gate-chambers have been built to grade. The valves 
have been placed in the lower gate-house. The wasteway has 
been completed. Excellent progress was made by the con- 
tractors in stripping the basin. Sections A, B, and C, which 
were let in 1891, have been completed and final estimates 
made. Section D is nearly finished. Section E, above the 
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Cordaville road, was let to John Berry & Co., on January 
13, and is practically completed. 

Mr. N.S. Brock, Assistant Engineer, has been in charge 
of Basin 6.

During the winter of 1891-2 surveys for Basin 5, on 
Stony brook, were extended, and a new plan made showing 
contours to grade 250, extending down stream as far as 
Nichol’s mill. 

A large amount of engineering work has been done on 
problems connected with Cedar swamp. After many trial 
lines, a line for the principal canal has been located and 
plans perfected for all details of construction. 

In May, studies were begun for a basin on the site of this 
swamp. This involves raising the B. & A. R.R. between 
Chattanooga and Westboro’, and extensive excavations of 
mud. Plans and approximate estimates have been prepared.

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SEWERAGE SYSTEMS. 
South Framingham, Marlboro’, Westboro’, Natick. 


The sewerage system of South Framingham has, with the 
exception of the discharging from the town underdrain, 
worked satisfactorily. The city of Marlboro’ and the town 
of Westboro’ have so far completed their sewer system as 
to have them in successful operation. 

The town of Natick has made a plan of works and seems 


to be in earnest to do something this year. 


FILTRATION OF THE Mystic SUPPLY. 


Although the quality of the water furnished by the Mystic 
works has been comparatively good during the past year, 
the large and increasing population on the water-shed, to- 
gether with the objectionable character of the large number 
of factories on the borders of the streams, renders the task 
of maintaining the purity of the water a more difficult one 
from year to year; and in case of an epidemic of cholera or 
typhoid fever in Winchester or Woburn, there would be great 
danger in using the Mystic water unless it was thoroughly 
filtered. 

If the Mystic works are to be continued in use as a source 
of supply for ten years, and I can see no way by which they 
can be abandoned before that time, I am of the opinion that 
a filtration plant should be at once constructed. 

Judging from the results of the experiments of the State 
Board of Health and of your Board, I can see no reason 
why, if this is done, these works should not furnish water of 
satisfactory quality. 

With this end in view, surveys and estimates have been 
made of the cost of works capable of filtering the entire 
Mystic supply. 

The scheme of works as planned comprises seven filtering 
basins, each having an area of about one acre, to be built on 
the shore of the lake, near the present dam, with a pumping- 
station and engines to raise the water from the lake to the 
filter basins. 

The estimated cost of these works is $575,000. 


Capacity OF DISTRIBUTION SYSTEM. 


In accordance with a vote of your Board, dated January 27, 
1892, an investigation has been made of the capacity of the 
distribution system, considered with reference to the water 
supply available for fire protection, and comparisons have 
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been made with the distribution systems of other large cities 
in the United States. 

Connected with the Sudbury and Cochituate works, there 
were, January 1, 1892, 514.4 miles of supply and dis- 
tributing mains, of which 468 miles are of sizes from 4 inches 
to 16 inches in diameter, and may be properly termed the 
distributing mains. The remaining 46.4 miles consist of 
main pipes from 20 inches to 48 inches in diameter, which 
are not tapped for service-pipe or fire-hydrant supplies. 

From the Chestnut-hill and Brookline reservoirs. the water 
is brought to the city, a distance of about four miles, by 
four mains, — 30-inch, 36-inch, 40-inch, and 48 inches in 
diameter. 

These mains will supply in the city, with a pressure of 40 
pounds to the square inch, at least 100 cubic feet per second, 
which is equivalent to an ample supply for 100 steam fire- 
engines. 

Since the great fire of November 9, 1872, the distribution 
system of Boston has been greatly improved by the relaying 
of about 40 miles of 4 and 6 inch mains, with others of much 
greater capacity, and also by the introduction of larger and 
improved patterns of hydrants. 

Throughout the business portion of the city, 16-inch, 12- 
inch, 10-inch, and 8-inch pipes are extensively used; the 
proportion of these sizes being about 45% of the total distri- 
bution. 

Throughout the mercantile section of the city, embracing 
the district bounded by Washington street, State street, 
Broad street, Atlantic avenue, Federal street, and Beach 
street, a system of water supply is provided for fire protec- 
tion, in addition to the supply afforded by the hydrants 
connected with the low-service distribution pipes, by a sep- 
arate system of distribution-pipes to be laid throughout this 
district for the sole purpose of supplying water under high 
pressure (80 to 90 pounds) to stand-pipes and sprinkler 
systems in the buildings of the district. This enables the 
property-owners in this district to provide themseives with a 
water supply for fire protection which is available at all 
times, and which will not be affected by the drafts which are 
made by the fire department from the hydrants. 

In the residential districts the pipes are somewhat smaller, 
and in the suburban sections of Dorchester, West Roxbury, 
and Brighton the capacity of the distribution system for fire 
protection is, as must be expected, much smaller than in the 
more thickly settled portions of the city. 

Connected with the distributing mains there were 5,682 
hydrants and 238 reservoirs for use in case of fire. 
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Four styles of hydrants are used; viz., the Boston, the 
Lowry, the Boston Lowry, and the Post. 

The Boston hydrant is the pattern exclusively used from 
1848 to 1868. It has a barrel three inches in diameter, with 
a single 24-inch outlet, and is supplied by a branch pipe 
from the main 4 inches in diameter. 

The hydrants of this pattern are being gradually replaced 
by others of greater capacity. 

The Lowry hydrant, of which there were 2,449 in use, has 
a 9-inch barrel, and is arranged to supply four steam fire- 
engines, by means of a portable chuck having two 24-inch 
and two 4-inch outlets, each outlet being provided with a 
separate valve. 

Hydrants of this pattern are generally placed directly over 
the supplying main, and at the junction of connecting pipes. 
When placed in the sidewalk they are supplied by 9-inch or 12- 
inch branches from the mains. 

The Boston Lowry hydrant has a 6-inch barrel, and is 
supplied by a 6-inch branch pipe from the main. This hy- 
drant is generally placed in narrow sidewalks where the 
Post hydrant would inconvenience public travel. Four 
steamers can be attached to this hydrant, but when set in 
the sidewalk it is not often convenient to attach more than 
two steamers. 

The Post hydrant has a 6-inch barrel supplied by a 6-inch 
branch pipe, and has one 4-inch and two 23-inch outlets. 

As previously stated, the hydrants used from 1848 to 
1868 had 38-inch barrels, with a single outlet 2} inches in 
diameter; and at the latter date there were in use in the 
city proper, South Boston, and East Boston 1,590 hydrants 
of this pattern. 

During the past twenty years a large number of these old 
hydrants have been replaced by hydrants of the Lowry and 
Post patterns, so that to-day the number of “ Boston” 
hydrants in use in the city proper, South Boston, and East 
Boston is 660 less than in 1869. 

Throughout the business portion of the city the hydrants 
are spaced from 150 to 250 feet apart, and from 250 to 300 
feet in the residential districts. | 

Below are given extracts from the report of Mr. Dexter 
Brackett, Assistant Engineer, who visited the larger cities of 
the country, and made a personal examination of their distri- 
bution systems. 

“A comparison of the distribution system of Boston with 
those of the other large cities of the country shows that the 
system here is not behind the modern practice in the matter 
of fire protection. 
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* As a result of a personal examination of the systems in 
New York, Brooklyn, Philadelphia, Baltimore, Washington, 
Pittsburgh, Cincinnati, St. Louis, Chicago, Detroit, and 
Cleveland, the following tables and accompanying plans have 
been prepared. 

“The plans in all cases cover the thickly settled business 
portions of the cities. 

“Table No. 1 shows the length in miles of the different 
sizes of pipe in use in the cities named, and table No. 2 gives 
for each city the percentage used of the different sizes. 
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* Bearing in mind the fact that pipe less than six inches in 
diameter is of very little value for fire protection, a study ot 
the tables shows very clearly the comparative value of the 
different systems. It will be noticed that the proportion ot 
the sizes below eight inch is less in Boston than in any of 
the cities examined. 

“ Baltimore has 235 miles, or more than one-half of its 
distribution system of 3 and 4 inch pipe; Chicago has 207 
miles, Detroit 166 miles, and Cincinnati 1038 miles, while 
Boston has but 24 miles. On the other hand, Boston 
has 147 miles of 12-inch pipe, the proportion of this size 
being larger than in any of the other cities. 

“The efficiency of a system for fire protection depends not 
only upon the size of the mains, but also on the number and 
capacity of the fire hydrants connected with those mains. 
If, as in some of our large cities, the hydrants used are of 
small capacity with a single outlet, allowing of but one 
steamer connection and spaced from 3800 to 500 feet apart, 
the efficiency of the system is much diminished by the ina- 
bility to concentrate a large number of steamers near any 
given point. To perform effective service, a steamer should 
not be obliged to use more than 500 feet of 24-inch hose to 
reach the fire. With a line of hose 600 feet in length a 
water-pressure of 120 pounds at the steamer will give an 
effective fire stream about 60 feet above the ground and will 
discharge 240 gallons per minute, while with 100 feet of 
hose the same pressure would Bie an effective stream of 94 
feet in height and discharge 340 gallons per minute. 

cline: therefore, of ereat advantage to have hydrants of 
large capacity so located that a large number of steamers 
may be placed within a short distance of the fire. 

“The Lowry hydrant used in Boston, being located in the 
centre of streets and provided with outlets for four steamer 
connections, permits of the concentration of the steamers 
much better than any other hydrant in general use. At the 
Bedford-street fire on November 28, 1889, fifty-two steamers 
were in service, and none were located more than 600 feet 
from the fire. In Brooklyn and St. Louis the hydrants 
have but one outlet or hose connection. 

“In New York 80 per cent. of the hydrants have but one 
24-inch outlet, and all of the hydrants set there during the 
past year (1891) were of this pattern. Table No. 3 shows 
the number of hydrants and fire reservoirs in use in the dif- 
ferent cities, with the number and size of hose connections. 
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“As before stated, the sizes of the mains and the number 
and capacity of the hydrants are all factors in determining 
the value of any distribution system asa means of fire pro- 
tection. 

“Taking all of these facts into consideration, a study has 
been made of the corresponding portions of the systems of 
several cities as shown on the accompanying plans. 

“Calculations have been made as to the number of steamers 
that will receive an ample supply of water from hydrants 
located within 500 feet of various points. The points se- 
lected and the results attained for each city are shown by 
the following tables and by the figures enclosed by circles on 
the plans:

A careful study of the facts given warrants the conclusion 
that Boston has as good, if not a better, system of water dis-

tribution for fire purposes than any of the other large cities 
of the country; that the Lowry hydrant in use here will 
supply more steamers than any other hydrant in general use, 
and that the Boston pattern of Post hydrant is of greater 
capacity than that used by many other cities. 

Of the 1,200 old-style hydrants and 24 miles of 4-inch 
pipe that are now in use, about 50 per cent. should be re- 
placed within a few years. 

Appended are tables showing for all sections of the city 
the number of steamers that it is estimated would receive a 
supply of 500 gallons per minute each from hydrants located 
within 500 feet of the locations given. In considering these 
tables, it must be borne in mind that 500 gallons per minute 
provides for two efficient streams from each steamer, and as 
at any fire some steamers will be using but one line of hose, 
and others will be stopped at any given moment, the number 
of steamers which, under the usual circumstances, could be 
adequately supplied would he somewhat larger than the 
figures given.

In GENERAL. 


A contract was made with Donovan & Brock on August 
22 for building the masonry foundations for Engine No. 3 at 
Chestnut-hill Pumping-station, and the work is nearly com- 
pleted. 

A contract was made with N. F. Palmer, Jr., & Co., of 
New York, on June 8, for building and erecting Pumping- 
engine No. 3, in accordance with plans made by Mr. E. D. 
Leavitt. 

The engine will be triple expansion, working three double- 
acting pumps, with the Riedler patent valve-gear, capable at 
fitty revolutions of pumping 20,000,000 gallons in twenty- 
four hours, and maintaining a duty of 140,000,000 ft. Ibs. 
per 100 lbs. of coal. 

Plans have also been made by Mr. Leavitt for a 96-inch 
Belpaire boiler, to supply steam at 185 lbs. pressure for the 
engine. 

The rebuilding of the Brookline-avenue Bridge over Muddy 
River, required the shutting off of the 40-inch main for 
Berane months, and the head | throughout the low service was 
materially reduced. The pipe is relaid in the form of : 
siphon over the arch of the bridge. 

The 30 and 36-inch mains must be relaid over the new 
bridge on Tremont street at the Brookline line. New 36- 
inch valves were placed in the 86 and 40 inch mains near 
the corner of Francis street. Five bents of piles, with 
10 X 10 hard-pine caps, were placed under the 40-inch 
main in Beacon street, near Exeter street, to replace the old 
trusses which supported the pipe over the former sluices of 
the Water Power Company. 

A plan of a storage reservoir of a capacity of one million 
gallons, for Long Island, has been made for the Directors of 
Public Institutions. This reservoir will cause a more con- 
stant circulation on the pipe line to the island, and the danger 
of freezing the pipe will be lessened. 

Forty contracts for rock excavation were made during the 
year. ‘Two hundred and ninety-five petitions for main-pipe 
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extensions were reported upon in regard to grade of street, 
size of pipe, and cost of laying. 

The pipe laid has been measured, the gates and hydrants 
have been located and plotted on the plans. 

Thirty-three profiles of unaccepted streets have been made 
and grades given for grading the streets and laying pipes 
where required. 

The records from the four pumping-stations, the lakes, 
reservoirs, the Mystic sewer, and the returns from pipe 
foundries, etc., have been carefully kept.

IMPROVED SEWERAGE. 


The construction of the extension of the Improved Sew- 
erage System has been continued the past. year, the amount 
expended being $161,959.90.

OUTFALL SEWER. 


Section 3 Outfall, which has been under construction for 
the past two years, was completed by the contractor, H. P. 
Nawn, in August last, at a cost of $86,480. 

In March, 1892, the contract for building Section 3 C 
Outfall Sewer was paeded to Messrs. Perkins & White, the 
lowest bidders, for $71,904. This section extends in the 
embankment between Squantum and Moon Islands, a distance 
of 1,865 feet. The sewer is of brick, horseshoe shaped, 
12 feet wide and 11 feet high, with a heavy concrete founda- 
tion, and with side-walls and spandrels of concrete; iron 
rods are built into the foundation and through the arch, to 
guard against injury to the structure in the event of a slight 
settlement of the embankment. 

The methods of construction pursued by the contractors 
presented some features of interest: the trench was exca- 
rated wide enough to make bracing unnecessary, by a 
powerful steam “digger,” the material being thrown out on 
each side of the embankment; the back-fillng was made by 
the same machine. All transportation was effected by water, 
and no horses were employed on the work. 

During the working season 37,000 cubic yards of earth 
were excavated, and 20,000 cubic yards back-filled ; 7,492 
cubic yards of concrete and 1,806 cubic yards of brick 
masonry were laid. 

In the latter part of November the masonry conduit was 
completed by the contmaceys, and preparations were at once 
made to build the 55 linear feet of sewer required to connect

The sewer is of brick, circular in shape and 4 feet 6 
inches in diameter, laid on a grade of 1 in 2,500; the neat 
work of the invert is laid in Portland cement. When the 
material at the bottom of the trench is suitable it is exca- 
vated to the exact shape required, and the sewer constructed 
of two rings of brick-work; under less favorable conditions 
a foundation of concrete is built with concrete side-walls, 
the whole resting upon a wooden platform where the bottom 
is wet and sandy. On this section, for a considerable dis- 
tance, beds of mud were encountered, and it has been 
necessary to support the sewer upon piles varying in length 
from 10 to 30 feet. An embankment has been built over 
the sewer in the low marsh-land to protect the brick-work ; 
1,975 linear feet of sewer were built in Dorchester during 
the year. 

To complete the Dorchester Intercepting Sewer to Central 
avenue, as originally designed, it will be necessary to build 
,100 linear feet of sewer at a cost of $140,000. It is very 
desirable, and easily possible, to complete this work during 
the next year, and afford an outlet for the sewage from the 
thickly settled district in the neighborhood of Milton Lower 
Mills and Central avenue. 


STony—BRook IMPROVEMENT. 


A survey has been made and plans and estimates prepared 
for improving the channel of Stony Brook, by straightening, 
widening, and deepening, from the Hyde Park line to a point 


1,500 feet below Mt. Hope street. The proposed improve- 
ment would lower the water level in times of ordinary flow,

East SHAFT. 


The following is a copy of the official permission from the 
United States authorities for filling outside of the established 
lines : 


Whereas, by section 3 of an act of Congress, approved July 15, 1892, 
entitled «An Act making appropriations for the construction, repair, 
and preservation of certain public works on rivers and harbors, and for 
other purposes,” it is declared that it shall not be lawful to excavate or 
fill or in any manner to alter or modify the course, location, condition, or 
capacity of any port, roadstead, haven, harbor of refuge, or inclosure 
within the limits of any breakwater, unless approved and authorized by 
the Secretary of War; and 

Whereas, The City of Boston, Massachusetts, has applied to the Sec- 
retary of War for permission to construct an embankment from Squan- 
tum to East Shaft, so called, in Boston Harbor, Massachusetts, and has 
submitted for his approval plans of said embankment, which are hereto 
attached ; 

Now, therefore, I, L. A. Grant, Acting Secretary of War, do hereby 
authorize the City of Boston, Massachusetts, to construct an embank- 
ment from Squantum to East Shaft, so called, in Boston Harbor, Massa- 
chusetts, in accordance with said plans, which are hereby approved, 
upon the following conditions: 

That the engineer officer of the United States Army, in charge of 
the locality, may supervise the work to be done, in order that said plans 
shall be complied with.

[FROM THE CITY ENGINEER’S. REPORT TO THE BOARD OF 
PARK COMMISSIONERS. ] 


THe Parkway. Back Bay FEwns. 


Roadways and Walks. —'The drive on the southerly side 
of Longwood entrance and the connection with the Audubon 
road across Fen Bridge have been finished. 

Charlesgate east, between Beacon street and Charles River, 
has been surfaced. 

On Huntington entrance and over the Stony-brook Bridge 
the drives and walks have been completed. The surfacing 
of the Fenway between Huntington and Tremont entrances 
has been completed, and that between Tremont and Long- 
wood entrances is nearly done. This leaves only the 
Tremont entrance to be surfaced. 

The ride through the Fens has been entirely finished, and 
was opened December 28. A contract was made on May 3 
with A. A. Libby & Co., for furnishing for the Fenway 
1,770 linear feet of curbstone, at $1.53 per lnear foot. The 
contract was completed October 18. 

There have been purchased during the year 44,215 paving- 
blocks, at $45 per M, and 6,878 tons of stone for crushing, 
at 79 and 80 cents per ton. 

Filling. — Additional land was acquired for the Rania 
roads at the Tremont entrance, and it was filled by the 
Boston & Albany Railroad Company for the sum of 51 cents 
per cubic yard. The work was finished on May 18, and 
required 14,092 cubic yards of filling. 

Stony- -brook Br alge. — This bridge, which was described 
in the last annual report, was nearly finished at the date of 
the report, but owing to various delays it was not entirely 
completed until October 1. The total cost was $37,655.19. 

Retaining-wall and Culvert at Brookline Avenue. — As 
stated last year, this work was completed at that time, with 
the exception of the bowlder work forming the face of the 
wall above the water. The latter work was done early in 
the season, as was also the grading and surfacing in this 
vicinity. 

Grading of Slopes, Loaming, and Pianting. — Most of the 
grading and loaming has been finished, there remaining un- 
finished only the ground occupied by the temporary headquar- 
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ters at Westland entrance, a small portion of Tremont en- 
trance, and some short sections of tree spaces along the 
border walks. Most of the ground which is covered with 
loam has been planted. 

Miscellaneous. —The wooden gates at the outlet of the 
pond, near Beacon street, have been rebuilt ; the plantations 
on Commonwealth avenue, between Charlesgate west and 
Beacon street, have been reoraded and planted, and the iron 
fence between Beacon street and the Boston & Albany R.R. 
has been painted.

The usual force has been employed for the care of plant: - 
tions, roads, walks, ete., and the expense of the same 
charged to the appropriation for maintenance. 


Stony Brook anpd Muppy RIVER. 


Covered Channels. — These channels remain in the same 
condition as they were one year ago. The Muddy-river 
conduit is in bad condition, a portion of it near the gate- 
chamber being propped up by inside timbering, which forms 
a serious obatr uction to the flow of water through it, and 
which will cause serious trouble should a flood occur before 
this part of the channel is rebuilt. 
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Muppy RIvEr. 


Filling, Grading, and Loam. —'The grading on Section 
C, under the contract with Edward F. Brigham, was com- 
pleted early in the season. The final estimate was made 
June 2, and the total amount paid was $13,944.31. Work 
under the contract with Moulton & O’Mahoney is still in 
progress, the payments to date amounting to $59,171.83. 

The filling done on Audubon road by the Boston & Albany 
Railroad Company, under its contract dated October 21, 1891, 
was completed July 28, 1892. The amount of filling depos- 
ited was 77,170 cubic yards, at the price of 55 cents per 
cubic yard. 

The Boston & Albany R.R. Company began work De- 
cember 9, under its contract dated September 28, 1891, for 
transporting loam from Basin 6 of the Boston Water-works ; 
and this work is now in progress. 

Bridges. — The bridge on Brookline avenue has been com- 
pleted, with the exception of a portion of the parapet walls. 
It is a masonry arch of 15 feet span, the abutments and face 
walls being of granite resting on a pile and timber founda- 
tion ; the faces of the walls which show above the ground are 
of seamed faced granite, and the coping is of red evanite. The 
interior of the arch is of brick. The width of the str ucture, 
at right angles to the line of the street, is 95 feet 6 inches, 
and consists of a driveway, two walks, and a space to be 
occupied by the 40-inch water main from the Brookline 
Reservoir. 

On April 6 contracts were made with Blanchard & Sias for 
building bridges on Bellevue-street extension and on Tremont 
street. Work on these bridges is now in progress. 

On August 27 a contract was made with Kelly & O’Hearn, 
of Brookline, for building three bridges and a culvert on the 
line of the stream above Leverett Pond. These are small 
masonry structures which carry the drive and walks across 
the brook. They are nearly completed. 

Each of these bridges and culverts is partly in Boston and 
partly in Brookline, and the work is being done under the 
direction of A. H. French, C.E., engineer for the Brookline 
Park Commissioners. The working plans were prepared by 
Mr. French, in consultation with this department, from pre- 
liminary designs furnished by Messrs. F. L. Olmsted & Co. 

Administration Building. — A contract was made on 
September 26 with Charles H. Dodge, for the erection of a 
building near Audubon road at its crossing over the Boston 
& Albany R.R. Work was begun September 27, and it is 
expected that it will be finished early in the coming season. 
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The building will contain offices for the police and other de- 
partment employees, and toilet-rooms for the public. 


JAMAICAWAY AND ARBORWAY. 


A contract was made on January 2 with Pierce F. Loner- 
gan, for building a drain 4 feet 6 inches in diameter and 
1,300 feet in length, to carry the waters of the brook which 
runs from the land west of Pond street to the Arboretum. 
Work has not yet been commenced. 

On January 16 a.contract was made with Saucier Brothers 
for the grading of the Parkway between Perkins and Centre 
streets, on which contract work has not yet been commenced. 

A contract was made on December 12 with Newell & 
Snowling for grading the Parkway between Washington 
street and Forest Hills street. This work has not been 
commenced. 


ARNOLD ARBORETUM. 


The Walter-street road was finished early in the season, 
and opened for travel on July 17. The road around the 
north side of Bussey Hill and across the meadow to the 
Parkway, opposite Orchard street, has been finished, and 
was opened to the public on December 18. Three culverts 
were built on the line of this road. 

The road from the last-described road to the Parkway 
near South street has been finished, but has not yet been 
opened, as the approach to it on the Parkway from South 
street has not been entirely graded. 

The above completes the road-building in the Arboretum, 
with the exception of the Parkway along the northerly 
boundary.

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FRANKLIN PARK. 


Drives, Rides, and Walks. — Glen lane was entirely 
completed and opened to travel on August 13. 

The entrances from Blue Hill avenue opposite Columbia 
street and Glen road have been finished, including the 
circle at the easterly end of the Greeting. The grounds in 
this vicinity have been graded and seeded. 

A shelter, designed by Messrs. Sturgis & Cabot, architects, 
has been erected at the carriage-stand near the entrance op- 
posite Columbia street, for the accommodation of visitors 
waiting for the park carriages. 

In the Wilderness all of the walks north of the brook have 
been built, including the construction of several flights of 
stone steps: the Circuit drive is sub-graded from the easterly 
end of the Greeting to the Morton-street entrance ; i Lbne 
drainage is provided for, the gutters have been paved, and 
the driveway ballasted for all but 1,800 feet of its length. 
The drive can be completed early in the coming season. 

Drainage. — A culvert 185 feet in length, 4 feet 6 inches 
wide, and 4 feet 6 inches high, has been ‘built in the valley 
near Canterbury street. The overflow and outlet for Scar- 
boro’ Pond has been built across Morton street. 

Schoolmaster Hill. —The woodwork of the Arbor has 
been put in place, and the framework for the roof of the 
Shelter has been erected under the direction of the City 
Architect. A contract has been made for covering the roof 
with tiles. 

Scarboro’ Pond. — A. contract was made on June 23 with 
Rowe & Hall for completing the excavation of the ponds, 
and the work is nearly done. 

Miscellaneous. —'Temporary buildings for the accommo- 
dation of the public have been erected in the Wilderness and 
in Long Crouch Woods. 

The old fence walls in the Country Park have been removed 
and the ground put in order. 

Three hundred additional settees have been purchased. 
The flock of sheep increased in number during the year to 
188, and in December 60 wethers and old ewes were sold for 
$256.44. The yield of wool was 815 pounds, which was sold 
for $194.69. 

The following table shows the principal items of work 
completed to date, but it should not be understood to be a 
complete statement of the work done, as a large amount of 
labor has been expended on work which cannot be classified.

Twenty-eight hundred linear feet of Circuit drive have 
been ballasted, of which 2,300 linear feet have been covered 
with crushed stone, and in addition 1,800 linear feet of drive 
have been graded. 


FRANKLIN FIELD. 


Surveys were made of this ground early in the season. 
On August 22 a contract was made with Christopher McBride, 
for building a drain which is designed to take the ordinary 
flow of the brook running from the field. It is 2 feet in 
diameter, 1,320 feet in length, and is at such grade that the 
low ground can be underdrained. The work is nearly done. 
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This drain is not designed to take care of the flow of the 
brook at times of excessive rainfall, and the field at such 
times will be flooded, as at present, to such a level that the 
yield of the brook can flow off through the old channel, 
which must be kept open. 

On December 3 a contract was made with P. F. Longer- 
oan for the excavation of a temporary drainage-ditch around 
the northerly and easterly sides of the field. Work was 
begun on December 15, and is now in progress. The object 
of this ditch is to intercept the flows of the brooks which 
overflow the field. 


DORCHESTER PARK. 


In the spring the grounds were cleared of rubbish and 
underbrush, and the dead trees were removed. 


MARINE PARK. 


Filling. — The tilling to be done under the contract with 
Perkins & White, dated September 10, 1890, is still in prog- 
ress, the amount of material deposited to date being 394,- 
000 cubic yards. The drive and walk along the shore, 
between the foot of Broadw ay and Sixth street, have been 
sub-graded in readiness for surfacing under a contract with 
Perkins & White, dated April 27, 1892. 

Loam. — The ‘ground to be planted southerly of Broad- 
way extended has been covered with loam by Perkins & 
White, under their contract dated October 12, 1891. The 
amount of loam furnished was 9,503 cubic yards, at $1.39 
per cubic yard. This ground was seeded to grass in the 
spring. 

Co istle- island Bridge. — This is a temporary footbridge, 
and was built by William L. Miller, under a contract dated 
July 14, 1891. The bridge, except the draw, was completed 
June : 2, at a cost of $31,973.06. This bridge was built on 
the same general plan as the temporary pier built in 1885. 
It consists of bents of oak piles, 3 piles and 2 spurshores to 
each bent; the bents are spaced 16 feet apart on centres, and 
are capped with 6-in. X 12-in. hard-pine girder-caps ; on these 
caps are placed hard-pine stringers, 2 ft. 6 in. apart on cen- 
tres; the stringers are 3 in. x I4 in., mee the outside 
ones, which are 4 in. x 141m. The floor is of 2-in. X 8-in. 
hard-pine plank, planed on the upper side. There is a rail- 
ing of hard pine, 3 feet high, on each side of the pier. 
Seats are built against the railing on each side of the bridge 
in alternate sections of 48 feet in length, thus occupying 
one-half the length of the bridge on each side. =. 
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The draw was finished on July 2; it consists of Pratt 
trusses, 14 feet apart on centres, with Samson posts and 
rods. The whole length is 108 feet, the draw-opening being 
50 feet in width; the whole is mounted on trucks. The 
draw may be opened by running it towards Castle Island over 
the floor of the bridge. 

Owing to delay in obtaining from the United States au- 
thorities permission to occupy Castle Island, the bridge and 
island were not open to the public until July 29. 

On September 6 a contract was made with Thomas Keyes, 
for covering 211 linear feet of the bridge at the Castle-island 
end with a wooden shelter of the same form as the shelter on 
the pier. This was completed on November 12, ata cost of 
$2,470. 

Castle Island. — The grounds have been cleared of weeds 
and rubbish, and the ruins of several old buildings removed. 
Two buildings for water-closets have been erected, and the 
building formerly occupied by the commander of the garri- 
son has been repaired for the use of the ordnance sergeant in 
charge of the government property. 

Miscellaneous. — Eighteen electric are lights were placed 
on the bridge and approach. Work was begun late in the 
fall repainting the iron pier, but owing to the inclemency of 
the weather it was not completed. 


W OOD-ISLAND PARK. 


The only work of construction done during the year has 
been the grading of the playground between the two hills. 
This was done under a contract with Frank M. Wells, dated 
May 27, 1892, and at a cost Obebho dado. 


CHARLESBANK. 


No work of construction has been done at this park during 
the year, except that required on the newly planted grounds. 

Men’s Gymnasium. —This was opened on May 20, and 
was kept open uutil nine o’clock in the evening until Novem- 
ber 1, and since that date until dark. The total attendance 
to December 31 was 148,336, of which 46,903 were present 
after six o’clock P.M. The attendance was not as large as 
in 1891, owing to the gymnasium not having been opened 
until two months later in 1892 than in 1891. Comparing 
the attendance last year with that of 1891 after May 20, there 
was an increase of about 6,000 in 1892. 

During the summer classes for light athletic exercises were 
organized by the superintendent, and were very popular. 
For this purpose a platform was made from the plank-walks 
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which are used in winter, and dumb bells, bar bells, and 
Indian clubs were added to the apparatus. 

There were four accidents reported during the year, but 
none of them was of a serious nature. The need of better 
bathing and dressing accommodations was shown more than 
ever during the past season. 

Shating.— During the recent cold weather the experiment 
was tried of covering the grounds with ice by flooding and 
sprinkling while the eround was frozen. <A good surface for 
skating was secured, ‘but with the small fixtures for obtain- 
ing w ater on the ground the work of flooding is necessarily 
slow. The attendance has been all the erounds could ac- 
commodate, having been as highas 2,600 in one day; the 
largest number admitted to the crounds in one day since they 
were first opened. 

Women’s Gymnasium and Girls’ Playground. —This was 
opened on June | and was closed on October 31, and was, as 
in 1891, in charge of the Massachusetts Emergency and 
Hygiene Association. The report of this association to the 
Park Commissioners gives the attendance and other matters 
of interest. 

Miscellaneous. — Considerable work has been done keep- 
ing the grounds, fences, and apparatus in repair, and 
ever ything is in good condition. Settees have been placed 
along the walk borderi ing Charles street. 


CHARLESTOWN HEIGHTS. 


On February 12 a contract was made with Jeremiah Sulli- 
van for grading the grounds. Work was begun on March 
8, and the contract was completed on July 19, the amount 
paid being $5,229.56. A contract was made on August 22 
with Richard D. Shanahan, for building a wall on the line of 
Medford street, and on a portion of the property line on the 
southerly side of the park. This was finished on December 
13, at a cost of $5,900. The wall is of granite, and is 
4 feet high, capped with a granite coping 10 inches high 
and 2 feet wide. There are two openings in the wall for 
entrances, and the wall at these openings is finished by 
granite posts 5 feet high. 

The walls supporting the terraces have been completed, 
with the exception of the parapets. 

The drainage system has been entirely completed. 

The surplus stone found in the excavation, and not used 


in the walls, has been broken up and deposited on the walks 
for surfacing. 
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A considerable quantity of loam and manure has been pur- 
chased. 


CHARLESTOWN PLAYGROUND. 


The walls of the old tannery have been removed and the 
upland graded. A large amount of filling was brought from 
Charlestown Heights, under the contract for grading that 
eround, and considerable filling has been received during the

year from the Street Department and from individuals. 
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[FROM THE CITY ENGINEER'S REPORT TO THE STREET 
DEPARTMENT. ] 


A statement of the street-paving work done by contract 
has been arranged in tabular form, and two sheets accom- 
panying this report show the details of the work and the 
prices paid for doing the same. 

As was explained at greater length in the report of last 
year, the averages given have only a general value, as each 
piece of work done varies from the others in essential par- 
ticulars. 

The specifications for granite blocks vary from those of 
last year in the length of the block called for, the length this 
year being from 9 to 14 eee: to average 113 inches, i in- 
stead of — as last year — 8 to 12 inches, to average 10 inches. 

As a result of the Senie about 23 blocks per square yard 
have been used, instead of about 25 as laid last year; but 
very few small blocks were used. 

Under 56 agreements 5.97 miles of streets have been 
paved at a cost of $193,595.85 paid to the contractors, and 
at a total cost to the city, including the material and labor 
furnished by the Street Department, of $435,160.20. 

The following are the principal items of work done: 
Block-stone paving on a concrete base laid with pitch joints, 
17,089.6 square yards, at an average cost of about $4.75 per 
square yard. Block-stone paving on a gravel base laid with 
pitch joints, 2,282 square yards, at an average cost of about 
$3.70 per square yard.  Block-stone paving on a gravel 
base with gravel joints, 45,170 square yards, at an average 
cost of about $3.10 per square yard. ‘Trinidad sheet asphalt 
on a concrete base and on an old cobble-stone paving base, 
20,829 square yards, at an average cost of about $3.60 per 
square yard. Sicilian sheet asphalt on a concrete base, 
3,329 square yards, at an average cost of about $3.60 per 
square yard. Asphalt block pavement on a sand base, 
4,232 square yards, at an average cost of about $3.25 per 
square yard- 

Edgestone set, 36,443 linear feet. 

Brick sidewalks relaid, 24,310 square yards. 

Flagging cross-walks laid, 3,212 square yards. 
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The following isa description of the paving done. The 
details of cost and quantities are shown ina tabular statement. 


ATHENS STREET. 


Athens street, from B street to C street, South Boston, 
was paved by H. Gore & Co., with Sicilian rock asphalt, on a 
Portland cement concrete base. The old macadam surface 
was utilized on neighboring streets, and the old cobble-stones 
from the gutters were hauled to the Broadway crusher ; 
edgestones, flagging, and paving-bricks were delivered on 
the street by the city. Two new catch-basins were built. 


BEACON STREET. 


Beacon street, from Dartmouth street to Gloucester street, 
was paved with sheet asphalt on a concrete base, by the Bar- 
ber Asphalt Paving Co., excepting about 150 feet in length at 
Gloucester street, which was paved with Hastings asphalt 
blocks laid on a gravel base by the Metropolitan Construction 
Company. The surface removed was macadam. The road- 
bed was prepared by the regular force of the Street Depart- 
ment, which also disposed of the surplus material. The 
concrete base was laid by the Metropolitan Construction 
Company. During the work the 40-inch main water-pipe 
across the old inlet sluices of the full basin of the Boston 
Water Power Company was uncovered. It was formerly 
carried in a heavy wooden box for about 150 feet in 
length, supported by the old stone piers at intervals of about 
25 feet. Ithad been buried for many years, and the wooden 
trusses were in bad condition, the old wooden box was re- 
moved, and piles were driven and capped between the old 
piers to support the pipe; the excavation was refilled with 
the old road material. Edgestones were reset by F. H. 
Cowin & Co., and the brick sidewalks were relaid by F. H. 
Cowin & Co. and James Grant. 


BorRDER STREET. 


Border street, from White street to Condor street, East 
Boston, was paved by H. Gore & Co., with granite blocks 
ona gravel base. The old surface was of macadam, which 
was delivered with the surplus material on other streets 
within a distance of one mile. Blocks, edgestone, flagging, 
and paving-bricks were delivered on the street by the city. 

The retaining-wall on and near Condor street was par- 
tially rebuilt, and built to grade, as a part of the same con- 
tract. A substantial iron fence was built on the line of the 
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. 
rall by George T. McLauthlin & Co. Three new catch- 
basins were built. 

Border street, from North Ferry to Sumner street, East 
Boston, was paved by A. A. Libby & Co., with the old 
granite blocks on a gravel base. The street-railway tracks 
were relaid, and the foot-walks rearranged to correspond to 
the relocation of the ferry entrances. The surplus earth was 
disposed of by the contractor. New blocks, edgestones, 
flagging, and bricks were furnished by the city on the 
ground. ‘Two catch-basins were filled up, and one new one 
was built. 


BOYLSTON STREET. 


Boylston street, from Church street to Arlington street, 
was paved with granite blocks on a gravel base, with pitch 
joints, by. J. Doherty & Co. The old surface was of 
macadam, which was removed and delivered within one mile 
where required. The new stone blocks, edgestone, and 
flagging furnished by the city were hauled by the contractors 
from the Albany-street yard, and paving-bricks were delivered 
by the city on the work. One new catch-basin was built. 


BROADWAY. 


Broadway from A street towards Dorchester avenue, 
South Boston, was paved with Sicilian rock asphalt on an 
American cement concrete base, by the National Construction 
Co. The former surface was paved with granite blocks, 
which were hauled to Seventh street between D and E 
streets, and to Sixth street between M and O streets, and 
the surplus material was taken to Vale street. Edgestones 


Do 
and bricks were delivered on the work by the city. 


BRIGHTON STREET. 


Brighton street, from Allen street to Leverett street, was 
paved by the Barber Asphalt: Paving. Co., with Trinidad 
sheet asphalt laid on the old cobble-stone pavement. The 
old pavement was partly relaid, and the remains of a former 
asphalt covering removed in part. <A partial base or binder 
course of coal-tar concrete was laid over the old pavement. 
The sub-grading was done and the sidewalks put in order by 
P. W. Hernan. 


CABOT STREET. 


Cabot street, from Ruggles street to Vernon street, was 


paved by the Barber Asphalt Paving Co., with Trinidad 
asphalt on an American cement concrete base. The old 


— 


~ 
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street surface was of macadam. The sub-grading was done 
by the Street Department. The concrete was laid by the 
Metropolitan Construction Co., and the sidewalks and edge- 
stones were relaid by T. Payson. One new catch-basin was 
built. 


CHARDON STREET. 


Chardon street, from Bowdoin square to Merrimac street, 
was paved with granite blocks, with pitch joints, on a con- 
crete base, by Jones & Meehan. The old surface was paved 
with cobble-stones, which were sold to the city of Cambridge. 
The surplus earth was disposed of by the contractors. 
Paving-blocks, edgestones, and flagging were furnished by 
the city at the West yard on Commercial street, and the 
paving-bricks were delivered on the work. ‘This street was 
paved with a special stone block, which was about one inch 
less in depth than the standard block. One new catch-basin 
was built. 


CHARLES STREET. 


Charles street, from Beacon street to Pinckney street, was 
paved by J. Doherty & Co., with granite blocks, laid with 
pitch joints on a concrete base. The old paving was of 
eranite blocks, which were culled and the best used in the 
new work. The surplus blocks were removed by the Street 
Department. The sub-grading, from Beacon to Mt. Vernon 
street, was done by the Street Department. The remainder 
of the sub-grading was done by J. Doherty & Co., who 
disposed of the useless and surplus material. The concrete 
base was laid by the Metropolitan Construction Co. Edge- 
stones and sidewalks were laid by J. Grant. Paving-blocks, 
flagging, and paving-bricks were furnished by the city. 


CHERRY STREET. 


Cherry street, from Shawmut avenue to Washington 
street, was paved by the Barber Asphalt Paving Co., with 
Trinidad sheet asphalt laid on an American cement concrete 
base. The former surface was of macadam. The sub-

by the Metropolitan Construction Co., and the sidewalks 
were put in order by the Street Department. 


DaAvIsS STREET. 


Davis Street, from Washington street to Harrison avenue, 
was paved with Trinidad sheet asphalt, on an American 
cement concrete base, by the Barber Asphalt Paving Co. 
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The former surface was of macadam. The sub-grading was 
done by the Street Department. ‘The concrete base was 
laid by the Metropolitan Construction Co., and the sidewalks 
were put in order by D. Sullivan. 


DECATUR STREET. 


Decatur street, from Washington street to Harrison ave- 
nue, was paved by H. Gore & Co. with Sicilian rock 
asphalt, on an American cement concrete base. The former 
surface was of macadam. The sub-grading was done by the 
Street Department. The concrete base was laid by the Met- 
ropolitan Construction Co., and the sidewalks put in order

DORCHESTER AVENUE. 


Estimates were made early in the year for putting this 
avenue in order from South Boston line to Adams street, 
Dorchester, and a large amount of work has been done upon 
it. From Washburn street to Pond street both sides of the 
street between the curb and the railway track have been 
paved. From Pond street to Belfort street the westerly 
side of the street has been paved, the easterly side being 
already paved. From Belfort street to Adams street the 
avenue was already paved on both sides. From Adams 
street to Park street the avenue has been paved on both sides 
of the street-railway track. From Park street to Ashmont 
street the avenue has been graded, a new double street-rail- 
way track laid, and the roadway on the easterly side of the 
track paved. On the westerly side of the track, the old 
macadam surface was in fair condition from Park street to 
Centre street, and it was repaired and put in order; from 
Centre street to Ashmont street a new ‘‘ Telford-Macadam ” 
road has been built on the westerly side of the street. AIl 
the paving has been made of granite blocks on a gravel base, 
and there is now a continuous paved roadway from the 
city to Ashmont street. From Ashmont street to Rich- 
mond street a new single street-railway track, being the 

easterly section of a future double track, has bead laid. The 
street was graded, a heavy rock cut was made near Rich- 
mond street, and a heavy fill made, with slopes covering the 
old retaining-walls, in the valley between Codman and Rich- 
mond streets. This section of the avenue was finished with 
a ‘+ Telford-Macadam ” surface, the stone from the rock cut 
being utilized for this purpose. The improvement has been 
carried to a point about three hundred feet beyond Richmond 
street; beyond that point, in the short distance to Adams 
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street, another heavy rock cut will be required before the im- 
provements are completed. The block paving was done by 
H. Gore & Co. and C. J. Coates, and portions of the street 
were graded by J. Donnellen, J. J. Sullivan, and J. 
McGovern. The rock-work, Telford road-making, and a 
large part of the grading, was done by the Street Department. 
Eleven new catch-basins were built. 


Exior STREET. 


Eliot street, from Washington street to Pleasant street, 
was paved with granite blocks on a concrete base, by C. B. 
Payson & Co. The old pavement was of granite blocks, 
which were relaid on Stanhope, Pleasant, and other streets. 
The surplus earth was delivered on Huntington avenue, be- 
yond Gainsborough street. New granite blocks, edgestones, 


and flagging were furnished by the city at the Albany-street 
yard, and the bricks were delivered on the work. ‘The 
street-railway was relaid and paved with the old granite 
blocks on a gravel base, and the space between the double 
tracks was paved with new granite blocks on a eravel base. 


Two new catch-basins were built. 


Eustis STREET. 


Eustis street, from Washington street to Dearborn street, 
was paved with granite blocks ona gravel base, by A. A. 
Libby & Co. The old surface was of macadam with cobble 
cutters. The old cobble-stones were delivered at the Dimock- 
street crusher, and the surplus material was used on streets 
within one-half mile. Granite blocks, edgestones, and flag- 
ging were furnished by the city at the Albany-street yard, 
and the paving-bricks were delivered on the ground. Two 
new catch-basins were built. 


FLORENCE STREET. 


Florence street, from Washington street to Harrison avenue, 
was paved by the Metropolitan Construction Co., with 
Hastings asphalt blocks on a 4-in. American cement con- 
crete base. The former surface was of macadam. The 
sub-erading was done by the Street Department, and the 
sidewalks were put in order by D. Sullivan. 


INDIA STREET. 


India street, in front of the Custom-house, was paved by 
J. Doherty & Co., with granite blocks laid with pitch joints, 
on a concrete base. The old paving, of large granite blocks 
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about one foot square, was removed by J. J. Sullivan, and 
the sub-grading was done by the Street Department, and the 
concrete base was laid by H. P. Nawn. The edgestone, 
flagging, and sidewalks were relaid by J. Doherty & Co. 
The oranite blocks, edgestone, flagging, and bricks were fur- 
nished on the ground by the city. 


KEMBLE STREET. 


Kemble street, from Gerard street to Magazine street, 
was paved by Collins & Ham, with granite blocks on a 
oravel base. This was an ungraded street ; it was graded 
by the contractors, and the surplus material was delivered to 
the city on East Chester Park extension, to abate a nuisance 
caused by standing water. Stone blocks, edgestones, and 
flagging were delivered to the contractors by the city at the 
Albany-street yard, and paving-bricks were delivered on 
the ground. ‘Two new catch-basins were built. 

From Gerard street to Hampden street the street was par- 
tially paved by the same contractors, under an extension of 
their contract. Work was stopped by cold weather, and the 
time for finishing it has been extended to allow of its com- 
pletion in the spring. Four additional catch-basins were 
built. 


Morre STREET. 


Motte street, from Washington street to Harrison avenue, 
was paved by H. Gore & Co., with Sicilian rock sheet asphalt 
Jaid on an American cement base. The former street surface 
was granite block paving. The sub-grading was done by 
the Street Department, the concrete base was laid by H. 
P. Nawn, and the sidewalks put in order by F. H. 
Cowin & Co. 


PRENTISS STREET. 


Prentiss street, from Tremont street through Hallock 
street, was paved by H. Gore & Co., with granite blocks on 
a gravel base. The old surface was of macadam. The sur- 
plus material was delivered where required within one-half 
mile, and the old cobble gutter-stones were delivered to the 
Tremont-street crusher. Paving-blocks, edgestones, and 
flagging were furnished by the city at the Albany-street 
yard; the bricks were delivered to the contractor on the 
street. 


RUTHERFORD AVENUE. 


Rutherford avenue, from Essex street to Allen street, was 
paved with granite blocks on gravel by J. Turner & Co. 
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The roadbed was prepared and all materials were furnished 
by the Street Department. Eight new catch-basins were 
built. 


ScHOOL STREET. 


School street, from Washington street to Tremont street, 
was paved by C. B. Payson & Co. with granite blocks, with 
pitch joints, on a concrete base. The old surface was paved 
with granite blocks, which were all removed, with the sur- 
plus material, by H. P. Nawn. The concrete base was laid 
by the Metropolitan Construction Company. Granite blocks 
were specially prepared for this work; the granite blocks, 
edgestones, flagging, and bricks were delivered on the 
ground. ; 


WASHINGTON STREET. 


Washington street, from Cornhill to Essex and Boylston 
streets, was paved by Jones & Meehan (excepting a small 
portion by C. B. Payson & Co.) with granite blocks, with 
pitch joints, on a concrete base. The old surface was granite 
block paving, which was hauled to Dorchester avenue, be- 
yond Field’s Corner. The surplus earth was disposed of by 
the contractors; part of it was hauled to the South Boston 
flats, anda part to the vicinity of Huntington avenue. The 
stone blocks were furnished by the city at the Boston Wharf 
Company’s wharf on Fort Point channel; edgestone and 
flagging were furnished by the city at the Albany-street 
yard ; the bricks were delivered on the work. 

The street railroad was entirely rebuilt by the West End 
Company, with an improved rail. The paving between the 
rails is of the same quality, including the concrete founda- 
tion, as the rest of the street, and the tracks were laid to a 
grade conforming with the new street surface. Ten new 
catch-basins were built, giving much better surface drainage 
than before. 


Wrst CHESTER PARK. 


West Chester park from Columbus avenue to Tremont 
street, on the northerly side of the central parkway, was 
paved with Hastings asphalt blocks, on a eravel base, by the 
Metropolitan Construction Company. The former surface 
was of macadam; the sub-grading was done and the side- 

valks put in order by the Street Department. 


West CuesterR Park AND CHESTER SQUARE. 


West Chester park and Chester square, from Columbus 
avenue to Washington street, on the southerly side of the 
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central parkway, was paved by the Barber Asphalt Paving 
Company with sheet asphalt, on an American cement con- 
crete base. The sub-grading was done by the Street 
Department, the concrete base was laid by the Metropolitan 
Construction Company, and the edgestones and sidewalks 
were put in order by the Street Department. 


West NEWTON STREET. 


West Newton Street, from Shawmut avenue to Washing- 
ton street, was paved by the Metropolitan Construction 
Company with Hastings asphalt blocks, laid on a sand base. 
The former surface was of macadam. The sub-grading was 
done by the Street Department, and the sidewalks were put 


in order by P. W. Hernan. 


West SECOND STREET. 


West Second street, from B street to E street, South Bos- 
ton, was paved by H. Gore & Co. with granite blocks, on a 
oravel base. The old surface was of cobble-stone paving. 
The cobble-stones were sold to the city of Cambridge, and 
the surplus material was used to fill streets on the South 
Boston flats. Granite blocks were furnished by the city at 
the L-street extension, the edgestones and flagging at the 
Albany-street yard, and the paving-bricks were delivered on 
the street. Three new catch-basins were built. 


COMMONWEALTH AVENUE. 


The plans, specifications, and form of contract for filling 
the additional width of Commonwealth avenue, between 
Pleasant street and the forks of the road at the corner of 
Beacon street, not including a section at the Cottage Farm 
Bridge, were prepared early in the year, and a contract dated 
May 4, 1892, was made with the Boston Contracting Com- 
pany for furnishing and delivering about 136,000 cubic yards 
of clean filling, at the rate of 49$ cents per cubic yard. The 
material has been taken from a hill in Brookline near Har- 
vard avenue, a short distance from the corner of Common- 
wealth avenue and Brighton avenue. A standard gauge 
track was laid, and February 1, 18938, about 76,000 cubic 
yards of material, measured in the fill, had been delivered 
on the avenue. Between Cottage Farm Bridge and Pleas- 
ant street, on the marsh, the mud proved to be deep and 
soft, and a very large displacement took place, probably 
amounting to 14,000 cubic yards or more. 


> 
The contract required the material to be measured in the 
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fill, and owing to the large quantity of filling required to 
make good the displacement of the mud, for which no payment 
could be made under the contract, work was discontinued by 
the contractors. The City Council, however, authorized the 
payment of the sum of $7,000 on account of the displace- 
ment, the contract was modified so that the city pays the 
contractors, for moving the material only, the sum of 37 cents 
per cubic yard measured in the fill, the owners of the oravel 
bank being paid by the city 124 cents per cubic yard for the 
filling measured in the bank, and the contractors resumed 
work. Under the original contract with the Boston Con- 
tracting Company, 46,640 cubic yards were measured and 
paid for ; under the modified contract 29,542 cubic yards had 
been delivered to February 1, 1893. 


PLANS. 


The Street Department has turned over to the care of this: 
department a set of sectional plans covering a large part of the 
city, and known as * Sidewalk Plans.” They are intended to: 
show all structures, whether covered or exposed, and whether 
belonging to private corporations or to the city, existing in 
every street. The set is imperfect, and is so many years: 
behind in its corrections as to be of little use. The 
engineering force, not otherwise occupied, has been em- 
ployed in an attempt to bring this set of plans up to date. 

As the information must be sought for largely on the 
street itself, progress is necessarily very slow, and the 
present available force will never be able to bring all the 
plans up to date at the same time. It is hoped, however, 
that a system may be arranged by which all changes shall be 
a inatter of record when they are made, and the task of 
keeping up the plans thus be one of compilation only, after 
they are once brought up to date. The work can then be 
carried on in the winter, and the larger part of the force re- 
quired for summer work kept employed, and skilled men be 
available when the active season for out-of-door work opens. 
This set of plans will be of great value when completed, and 
carefully corrected once a year. 


TABLES. 


The table showing the lengths of accepted streets and the 
areas of various kinds of pavement have been corrected to 
February 1, 1893. The streets laid out as highways during 
the year by the Street Commissioners have been added, 
those discontinued deducted, and the changes in the char- 
‘acter of surfaces of the streets have been compiled. 
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L-stTREET BRIDGE. — ABUTMENT. 


The contract for building the abutment of L-street bridge, 
which was let to Perkins & White under date of October 28, 
1891, was completed in November, 1892, at a cost of 
ROSoo st be 


L-STREET BrIDGE. — RETAINING—WALLS. 


A contract for building two retaining-walls between the 
abutment and the bulkhead built in 1891, and filling the 
space enclosed, was awarded to Thomas A. Rowe, of Boston. 
Work was commenced July 19, 1892, and completed in 
November, at a cost of $9°894.73. 


MaLtpEeN Bripce. — DRAw. 


This draw has been entirely rebuilt during the year, under 
a contract with Josiah Shaw, of Somerville. The draw is of 
the same form and general dimensions as the old one, and 
rests on a new turn table. The foundations were also re- 
built, all the work above the piles being new, and twelve new 
piles were driven. 


Roxsury CANAL. — SEA—WALL. 


Plans and specifications were made in April, 1891, for 
building a sea-wall on Roxbury Canal at the Albany-st. pav- 
ing-wharf, similar to that built at the wharf of the Water De- 
partment in 1888. The work was advertised October, 1892. 

October 22 a contract was made with Thomas A. Rowe, 
of Boston, for building the wall, and it was completed Jan- 
uary 9, 1893, at a cost of $12,657. 
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SAFETY OF PLANS AND RECORDS. 


The offices occupied by this department are not at all fire- 
proof, and consequently, if a fire should occur, valuable 
records, plans, original note-books, etc., would be destroyed, 
entailing great loss and inconvenience. The City Hall, to 
and including the third floor, is of fire-proof construction, 
and I recommend that the fourth and fifth floors be recon- 
structed so as to be fire-proof. 


WIDTHS OF DRAW-OPENINGS. 


The table showing the widths of draw-openings in the 
bridges over tide-water in this city is given in Appendix A. 
The openings have all been remeasured for this report.

CHAPTER 12. 


ENGINEERING DEPARTMENT. 


Section 1. The engineering department shall be under the 
charge of the city engineer, who shall be consulted on all matters 
relating to public improvements of every kind where the advice 
of a civil engineer would be of service; shall, unless otherwise 
specially provided, take charge of the construction of all public 
works of the city which properly come under the direction of a 
civil engineer; shall, except as to sewers, perform all engineering 
services, and make all examinations and prepare all statements, 
plans, specifications, and contracts which any department may 
need in the discharge of its duties; shall, upon being notified 
by the superintendent of streets, supervise all repairs on the 
bridges of the city used as highways which affect the safety of 
the structures, and shall, when required by the mayor or by any 
officer or board in charge of a department, measure the work 
done by contract for the city, and certify to the result of such 
measurement. 

Sect. 2. Said engineer shall in his annual report include a 
report of the safety and completeness of all ponds, basins, and 
reservoirs under the charge of the water-supply department, and 
of all bridges within the city limits used as highways.

Hon. Natuan MatruEews, JR., 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 

Sir: In compliance with Chapter 17 of the City Ordi- 
nances, I respectfully present this report of the Ferry 
Department, which covers a period of twelve months ending 
January 31, 1893. 

Of the seven ferry-boats in this department, five are used 
each week-day, — three at the South Ferry, and two at the 
North Ferry. The large foot-travel at the North Ferry, 
which is constantly increasing, demands additional facilities, 
which can only be supplied by placing another boat in ser- 
vice at said ferry; this, however, cannot be done until the 
improvements contemplated at North Ferry, city side, are 
effected. 

I therefore ask your Honor’s attention to the importance 
of hastening this work, and making provisions for the oper- 
ation of a third boat at the North Ferry. All the boats are 
in fair condition, and in working order, except the “ East 
Boston,” whose propeller is broken; a new wheel is being 
fitted for her, which will be placed when completed, 
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The piers are in good condition, except the middle ones at 
North Ferry, which are old, worn, and shaky, as already 
stated in last year’s report. 

The drops, eight in number, are much worn and weakened 
from age and usage. Two of them are 25 years old; one, 23 
years old; two, 21 years old; one, 18 years old; and two, 17 
years old. The City Engineer examined the first two-named 
drops in 1887, and pronounced them unsafe for their present 
employment. I therefore respectfully recommend that two 
new drops be built this year, and placed in service at the North 
Ferry when completed. The several buildings, head-houses, 
work-shop, coal-sheds, etc., are in good condition, except 
the head-house at South Ferry, East Boston side, which is 
old, small, and inconvenient in its arrangement. The coal- 
shed at South Ferry, same side, is also an old building, and 
needs strengthening and repairing. By reference to the 
travel tables in this report it will be seen that the travel for 
the past year has increased two and one-half per cent. I 
therefore beg leave to renew my suggestion of last year, that 
Battery street be widened on the Lincoln Wharf side from the 
Ferry gates to Commercial street, thus affording easy access 
from Commercial street to the ferry, and obviating the delay 
and inconvenience occasioned both to street-cars and teams 
in their endeavor to pass each other at the narrow point in 
the street. 

In the annexed detailed account, prepared by the clerk of 
this department, will be found all the business and financial 
transactions of the department for the past twelve months, 
and for the time the city has owned the ferry property ; also 
a table showing the number of passengers and teams carried.

Hon. NatHan MaAtTTHews, JR., 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Str: The Fire Commissioners respectfully submit the 
twentieth annual report of this department since its reorgan- 
ization, including a statement of its operations for the twelve 
months ending Ji anuary 31, and showing its condition upon 
that date, and some of its more imperative needs. 


ALARMS AND LOSSES. 


For the year ending J&nuary 31, 1893, there has been a 
considerable swelling of all previous annual records of 
alarms. Exclusive of seconds, thirds, and generals, there 
were 1,412 bell and still alarms, the total losses therefrom 
amounting to $1,926,897. As compared with the preceding 
twelve months, this exhibit shows an increase of twenty- 
three per cent. in the number of alarms, and a little less than 
twenty-six percent. in the amount of losses. In this show- 
ing are included the Hecht fire, and the several other large 
fires that occurred during the month of January, causing at 
least two-thirds the total loss of the year. 
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CONDITION OF THE DEPARTMENT. 


There has not been any marked enlargement of the de- 
partment during the last twelve months. Engine Company 
41, at Allston, and Engine Company 42, at Egleston square, 
have been put in commission and service, giving a consider- 
able addition of needed strength at those points. A new 
house has been completed at Washington Village, South 
Boston, to be known as Engine House 43, but owing to lack 
of funds it has not yet been manned and equipped. 

A new engine-house is in process of construction at Ash- 
mont, but it will not be available the present year. 

The headquarters building has been advancing steadily 
toward completion, and should be ready for at least partial 
occupancy near the close of the year. It is a handsome 
structure, and promises to be a convenient one. While its 
location, in some respects, is not desirable, it will tend to 
concentrate several important branches of the department, 
such as the drill and engine schools, repair-shop, inspection 
of wires, fire alarm, etc. 

The commissioners are sorry to say that they seem as far 
off as ever from obtaining a suitable site for the veterinary 
surgeon’s headquarters. ‘They thought at one time they had 
just what they needed, but unforeseen exigencies of public 
moment arose, which seemed to supersede for the time being 
the wants of the department. What is needed, as has been 
previously explained, is a large, warm, well-ventilated, and 
well-lighted stable, where spare horses and horses tempora- 
rily unfitted for duty can be kept and cared for. It should 
also have connected with it sufficient yard for an exercise 
and training ground, so that new horses can be taken and 
tested before being placed in actual service. A place that is 
not what the department desires, but the best that can be 
obtained, is now rented at the rate of $600 a year for this 
purpose. 

The question of recommendations is an important one, but 
also somewhat delicate, considerin® the city’s present finan- 
cial limitations. Real estate interests have been very active 
and quite general in their development over the whole of 
Boston. It is a self-evident fact to the visitor to the out- 
skirts that new settlements are rapidly increasing there, and 
outstripping the means of protection. Requests have been 
made for new apparatus houses in Roxbury, West Roxbury, 
Dorchester, East Boston, Charlestown, South Boston, etc., 
and almost all of these requests are reasonable, even if it is 
decided that some of them are impracticable. There are cer- 
tain additions and improvements which are imperatively

needed as soon as they can be obtained, among them, and 
perhaps foremost in importance, being a second fire-boat, 
new houses for Ladder Companies 1 and 13, the alteration of 
Engine-house 7 to accommodate a double company, etc. 


APPARATUS. 


Three new engines have been purchased during the past 
year, to equip the new companies and contribute to the re- 
serve made necessary by the disposal of a half-dozen old 
engines of no further use to the department. A new Bab- 
cock aerial truck has been put in commission in the house of 
Ladder 14. The old truck in that house was sent to the 
builders and completely made over. 

A new combination chemical and hose wagon has also been 
received from the Babcock Manufacturing Company of Chi- 
cago. These, with several coal wagons, district chiefs’ 
wagons, and pungs cover the purchases in this line for the 
year. It is not proposed to add anything this year unless 
accidents make a new supply indispensable, as the size of 
the appropriation will not permit it. As there is constant 
deterioration, of course it is desirable to purchase a certain 
amount of new apparatus each year, even when the de- 
partment is not extended, as otherwise the future is being 
laid under a heavy contribution. 


COMPOSITION OF THE DEPARTMENT. 


The entire force of the department consists of about 800 
men. ‘The permanent element has been somewhat strength- 
ened, and the call representation has been lessened to some 
extent. It is the duty of the commissioners, however, to 
make prominent the fact once more that the service is seri- 
ously embarrassed by the continuance of a call force. The 
system is a reproach to a city of the size and importance of 
Boston. An indication of how it stands in expert estima- 
tion is afforded by this extract from a report made three or 
four years ago by General-Inspector Smith to the National 
Board of Fire Underwriters: “The call system is only 
adapted to small towns and villages, and Albany, with a pop- 
ulation of nearly 100,000, has certainly outgrown such con- 
ditions.” This was the opinion of a fire-fighter of national 
reputation and long experience ; and if it was true of a city 
of nearly 100,000 population, with how much greater force 
does it apply to a city nearly five times as large. No matter 
how good the call men may be individually, in this age of 
sudden demands and quick service, their efficiency is seri- 
ously handicapped by the conditions under which they must 
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act. The year has been a severe one for the department in 
_ general, but its members have not only justified their repu- 
tation for courage, fidelity, and efficiency, but have added 
new laurels to their past records. The drill school and 
engine school have been doing thorough and profitable work. 


INSPECTION OF WIRES. 


This branch of the department, a full report of whose 
operations is published elsewhere, is growing in importance ; 
but if its authority could be properly extended, its efficiency 
would be greatly increased. At present it has no power to 
enforce the precautions and insure the care which it knows 
are necessary. According to its investigations and reports, 
there have been of late an unusual number of electric fires, 
while doubtless many more are to be accounted for in the 

“unknown” classification. These could: be reduced mate- 
rially were the department invested w ith the power that its 
EOS ORSIDU UY calls for. 


HorskEs. 


The city owns 228 horses, and has in extra service for 
winter about 70 more. During the year 30 new horses 
were purchased, 18 sold or exchanged, and two died. The 
number of horses receiving treatment was 200, resulting in 
395 cases, of which 125 were treated at the Horse Infirmary, 
and 20 were horses received for extra service. The horses 
of the department have been, and are, in generally excellent 
condition. The accommodations for extra or invalided 
horses are entirely insufficient, and this fact makes more 
urgent the recommendations elsewhere made. 


Tan PoLicE DEPARTMENT. 


The police deserve the thanks of this department, for there 
efficient codperation when their help was most needed. 
They are a most important adjunct to this service ; they have 
shown a lively sense of their responsibility, and a disposition 
to act up to the full measure of it. 


Tue Frre MarsiHat. 


The Fire Marshal’s office has naturally had an increase of 
work, due not only to the larger number of alarms, but also 
to the peculiar character of some of them. The Fire Mar- 
shal has shown commendable zeal and efficiency in his line 
of service, and has prosecuted a number of cases with good 
results.

THE PROTECTIVE DEPARTMENT. 


This department has been working with enlarged facilities 
during the year, and has reached a high state of efficiency, 
doing excellent work for the property-holders and the fire 
underwriters.

The underground cables of this company have a capacity 
of trom 2U to 200 wires, their total length being 73.09 miles, 
containing 8,281 miles of wire. 
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The Edison Electric Illuminating Company have installed 
in their system about 73,000 incandescent lights, 541 are 
lights, 1,038 motors, with total of 3,185 horse-power. They 
have about 3 miles of overhead wire and about 41 miles of 
underground service. 

The Western Union Telegraph Company have about 550 
miles of wire overhead, not including railroad routes, and 
about 650 miles of underground. The underground system 
includes about 3 miles of conduit, of trenching, and connects 
all the railroad depots with the main office, 109 State street. - 

The Boston Electric Light Company have no underground 
service, hut have about,622 miles of wire on poles and house- 
tops. They operate about 2,800 arc and 1,800 incandescent 
lights. About 48 per cent. of the are lights burn all night, 
the balance being day and half-night lights. Current. is 
also furnished for 170 motors, which are used for operating 
printing-presses, ventilators, elevators, etc. 

The West End Street Railway Company have 256 miles of 
track, of which 148 miles are operated by electric cars. 
They have now running 626 box electric cars, and will have 
as a corresponding equipment, the coming summer, 850 open 
cars. ‘To operate these cays they have 233 miles of feeders 
and 1538 miles of trolley wire. 

The road is operated from three stations: the Allston, the 
Cambridge, and the Central station on Albany street. 

At the Allston station there are four engines, driving 
eight 100 horse-power and four 80 horse-power generators. 
At the Cambridge station there are three engines, which will 
drive seven 500 K. W. machines. 

The ultimate capacity of these engines is about 800 horse- 
power each. At the Central station there are six engines, 
which will drive eighteen 500 K. W. machines, and a tem- 
porary plant of eleven engines, driving 44 generators of 80 
horse-power each. 

The maximum total output of current would be 32,300 
amperes. 

The Charlestown Gas & Electric Company have no under- 
ground service, but have about 75 miles of overhead wire, 
and light 230 are and 460 incandescent lamps. 

The Brookline Gas Light Company have 1,108 incandes- 
cent and 111 are lamps, with 45 miles of wire, which is on 
poles, covering about ten miles of street surface. They 
have no underground service. 

The Postal Telegraph Cable Company have no under- 
ground service, but have about 350 miles of overhead and 
34 miles in cables. 

The Boston District Messenger Company have 235 miles 
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of overhead wire, but none underground. About 25 miles 
of wire, which formerly belonged to the Electric Time Com- 
pany, is now owned by this company, and will soon be taken 
down. 

The Suburban Light & Power Company have no under- 
ground service, but have about 75 miles of overhead wire, 
supplying current to 50 motors, 225 are and 6,000 incan- 
descent lamps. 


ISOLATED PLANTS. 


There are 154 isolated plants in the city, of 12 or more 
systems, used principally for lighting purposes, the united 
dynamo capacity being about 9,850 horse-power. 

A number of these plants have undergone extensive 
changes at the suggestions of this Bureau, but remain in an 
unsatisfactory condition at the present time. 

In this connection I would call your attention to the ordi- 
nance governing the inspection of installations for high-power 
service. 

As it now reads I am required to examine and report to 
the owners or occupants of buildings in which such service 
is to be established any defects that I may discover, but as 
no penalty is incurred in case my suggestions are unheeded, 
many of the defects noticed and reported are not remedied 
until trouble results from such lack of attention, unless the 
parties interested may, for their own protection, deem it ex- 
pedient to act upon the suggestions made to them by me. 
The leading companies of this city have, however, generally 
shown a disposition to do everything that I have recom- 
mended in the way of correcting defective work, but there 
are some companies located in other places who do a consid- 
erable amount of work in this city, and in most cases they 
neglect to inform me of their purpose, and when the fact 
that such work is in progress finally comes to my notice, I 
frequently find that much of it is poorly done as far as it 
can be examined, and the greater part of it so concealed as 
to prevent a proper inspection of it to be made. 

Close attention has been given and frequent examinations 
made of hotels, theatres, and other places of amusement, dur- 
ing the past year, to see that the wiring of these places is 
properly done and kept in a safe condition. Reports of de- 
fects have been made to interested parties, which in some 
respects have been cheerfully complied with, in two of the 
theatres the wiring having been almost entirely renewed. 

From examination of work done before this Bureau was 
established I am of the opinion that, while it might have been 
considered good enough at that time, it falls far short of 


. 
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the requirements of the present day, and, as years of service 
have added to its other defects, it seems important that many 
of these installations should be renewed. 

Immediate examinations have been made of buildings in 
which fires have been reported as resulting from electric 
wires. 

Of the thirty-four fires reported, there appears to be no 
doubt that thirty-one of them were due to electrical causes, 

In two instances fires occurred where defects in wiring 
had been reported to the parties interested and the faults 
noted had not been remedied. Overhead wires of all de- 
scriptions are run in a very careless manner, in many places 
crossing buildings less than two feet from the roof, which 
would seriously interfere with the work of the Fire Depart- 
ment, as well as of others who might have occasion to visit 
the roofs for any purpose. 

The present ordinance gives this Bureau no authority 
whereby it can cause such defects to be remedied, and it 
seems to be important that it should be changed to meet the 
requirements of the case; and I would recommend that your 
honorable Board should take action in the matter with the 
view of causing such changes to be made in existing ordi- 
nances as will oblige all persons intending to establish elec- 
trical installations for lighting or power service to notify this 
Bureau of their purposes before or as soon as the work is 
commenced, in order that a proper examination of it can be 
made, and that no current shall be applied to any completed 
installation until a certificate of approval shall have been 
issued to the owners from this office. 

There should be, as I have already suggested, some defi- 
nite regulations to cover the manner of placing overhead 
wires to the effect that no wire shall be less’ than seven feet 
from any roof over which it passes, and that it shall not inter- 
fere with the free use of fire-escapes, nor drop diagonally 
from any building across any street in order to enter build- 
ings at a lower point on the opposite side. Not only should 
the Inspector of Wires have authority under the ordinance 
to order all electrical work to be done in conformity with 
established rules, but there should be sufficient penalties 
attached to make it for the interest of persons engaged in 
such work to comply with any directions which may be sent 
to them by him. 

During the year many interesting and instructive tests 
have been made with the test board which was completed 
and placed in this office just previous to my last annual 
report. 

The testing of safety fuses especially, which have been 
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taken from different places, has shown a condition of things 
which should be corrected, the majority of these fuses carry- 
ing from two to three times their marked carrying capacity, 
and some of them even more than this. Many samples of 
wire have been received from different parts of the country 
for insulation tests, and while this Bureau cannot under 
existing laws condemn any wire on account of poor insula- 
tion it has been considered desirable that it should become 
informed as to the comparative merits of different kinds of 
wire, and with the aid of this board tests have been made 
with such satisfactory results that many questions in dispute 
have been settled by a practical illustration where argument 
would have done no more than to leave the matter an open 
question and still in doubt. In several instances where par- 
ties have been notified of defects in their service and have 
applied at this office for information they have been shown 
in such tangible form, by the operation of this board, the 
possibilities of fire and the dangers lable to result from im- 
perfect wiring, as to leave no doubt in their minds that the 
reports emanating from this office were based on sound prin- 
ciples, the result being that the work reported and proved 
to be unsafe has been renewed in conformity with my sug- 
gestions. 

Electrical devices of all descriptions have been submitted 
by many inventors and others for the purpose of ascertaining 
whether they will meet with the approval of this Bureau 
hefore being applied in service. ‘The board has more than 
fulfilled my expectations as to its efficiency, and has proved to 
be a valuable feature in the equipment of this office. 

In view of the fact that the time of the examiners now 
employed is fully occupied principally on new work, owing 
to the rapidly increasing number of installations and the 
large extent of territory which they are obliged to cover, 
and realizing the importance of a rigid examination of the 
old as well as the new work it has become evident that the 
present force is inadequate to give to this work the attention 
that its importance demands, I would therefore respectfully 
recommend that three additional examiners be appointed in 
order that the purpose for which this Bureau was created 
may be more systematically and throughly accomplished. 


FIRE-ALARM BRANCH. 


The work of new construction and renewal of circuits in 
this branch has been carried on to a greater extent than 
usual during the past year, a special force having been 
employed for this purpose. 
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I have continued the policy followed in previous years of 
relieving the overloaded circuits as far as practicable by con- 
structing new ones to cover the same districts, with which a 
part of the apparatus has been connected. The route of these 
circuits has been so arranged as to admit of an alternation in 
the connection of boxes so that no extended succession of 
them shall depend on the integrity of any single circuit for 
their successful operation. 

All the old circuits covering the districts wherein these 
new circuits have been constructed have been entirely re- 
newed, making in all 13 circuits, new and old, now com- 
pleted. 

These circuits cover all the districts in City proper and 
East Boston, all the signal-boxes being grouped and con- 
nected into a part of them, while the others are assigned for 
the service of the alarm bells and gongs. In addition to this 
new work I have renewed all the wire running along the 
line of Tremont street as far as Camden street, together 
with the wires from Summer street, through Federal street, 
Mt. Washington avenue, Granite, First, and E streets, to 
Broadway. 

I have made use of covered iron wire and No. 10 hard- 
drawn copper wire in a part of this work, for the purpose of 
ascertaining their comparative merits by a practical test in 
service. 

No results have as yet been obtained, however, as it will 
require some time for the deterioration naturally follow- 
ing exposure to the elements, and other causes incidental 
to active service of the wires to become manifest. 

Further details of the new construction and renewal of 
circuits and other work done for the maintenance of the ser- 
vice are as follows: 

Alarm circuits 18, 22, and box gong circuit 34, which 
were partially built last season, have been completed with 
entirely new construction throughout. 

Alarm circuits, 2, 3, 6, 15, 17, and 30 have been entirely 
rebuilt, and the system has been extended by the construc- 
tion of new circuits 25, 26, and 27, in City proper, and two 
circuits in East Boston, 28 and 29. 

Partial reconstruction has been made of. circuits Poe tie 
24, 33, and 5 telephone, from a point on Federal street. to 
the corner of Broadway and E street, South Boston, and 
new wire has been run for circuits 9, 10, 24, 29, and tele- 
phone circuit 13, on Norfolk street, Dorchester, from Wash- 
inglon street to the N. Y. & N. E. Railroad bridge, and on 
Harvard street from the bridge to Blue Hill avenue. 
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New wires have also been run for the same circuits on 
River street, from Centre avenue to Fremont street. 

The wires on Federal street and Dorchester avenue, from 
Federal street-bridge to Field’s Corner, comprising a part of 
circuits 1, 9, 10, 11, 24 83 and telephone circuit 13 have 
been transferred to the long-distance telephone poles, using 
No. 10 copper wire pr eviously run. 

Circuits 11 and 33 and telephone circuits 13 and 14 have 
been renewed on Congress street from High to A street with 
new No. 9 iron wire. 

All the wires in circuits 2, 7, 8, 18, and 17 and telephone 
circuits 7 and 19, running on structures along the line of 
Tremont street, have been renewed with No. 9 iron wire 
from City Hall to Camden street. 

New wires have also been run for circuits 7, 19, and 31 on 
Dale street from Warren to Washington street, and for cir- 
cuits 12, 16, and 82 from City Hall to Warren bridge. 

A circuit has been run from the house of Engine 32 to one 
of the houses in Somervilie, which is operated by a “tailing ” 
connection with the gong at Engine 32, for the purpose of 
giving alarms to the Somerville department in order that 
assistance may be rendered in case a fire should occur on the 
Charlestown side of the line of sufficient magnitude to make 
such assistance necessary. 

Telephone circuits 6, 15, 23, and 25 have been made metallic 
and circuit 23 has ear equipped with high resistance gener- 
ator magnets connected in multiple, for the purpose of over- 
coming ‘the induction which has been especially bad in this 
circuit. 

A new telephone in the basement of City Hall has been 
added to the service. 

All the wires of the system leading from the structures on 
City Hall into the head-room have been renewed with No. 16 
Clark wire. About 190 miles of No. 9 galvanized iron wire, 
16 miles covered iron, 21 miles No. 10 hard-drawn copper, 
and 18,000 feet No. 16 Glark covered wire have been used in 
the new construction, renewal and repair work herein de- 
scribed. 

About 1,300 cross-arms of various sizes are now in use, 
and attachments are made to about 200 poles and structures 
belonging to various companies by means of extensions. 

Eighty-five new 10 pin cross-arms have been placed on 
poles sof the New England Telephone Company on Dorchester 
avenue for future use. 

A 10-conductor aerial cable 1,100 feet in length has been 
run at Warren bridge for connection with the East Boston 


2, 
circuits, and shorter lengths have been placed at Federal- 
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street and Mount Washington-avenue bridges and at various 
other points for connecting apparatus in the department 
houses. 

New sub-marine cables have been laid at the Charlestown 
end of Chelsea bridge and bridges on Dover, Federal, and 
Meridian streets. 

Seventy-three new poles have been set, 71 old ones taken 
down, 88 new structures built, and 28 old ones removed dur- 
ing the year. 

New apparatus boards have been placed in the residence 
of the chief and houses of Engine No. 5 and Hook & Lad- 
der No. 12. 

Seventeen new signal-boxes have been placed and con- 
nected with the system during the year. 


UNDERGROUND SERVICE. 


Cables containing 61 conductors have been laid in one of 
the conduits of the New England Telephone & Telegraph 
Company from a point on Waltham street, through Harri- 
son avenue, Beach, South, Summer, High, and Pearl streets, 
Post Oftice square, Water, Washington, and School streets 
to the City Hall. 

Two kinds of cable have been used ; one manufactured by 
the Okonite Company and the other by the Eastern Electric 
Cable Company. 

They are placed in a three-inch iron pipe laid in concrete, 
with T joints for side connections, and are 16,0595, feet in 
length. 

Total length of conductors is 613,629.5, feet. 

The work of connection is now in progress and when com- 
pleted it is intended to utilize it for service in place of the 
overhead wires now running in this section of the city. 

Although it is too early for me to speak of underground 
service in this system from any practical experience, it ap- 
pears from the results obtained by other companies that it 
may no longer be regarded in the light of an unsolved prob- 
lem, and in view of the fact that overhead wires have become 
a standing menace to the public safety, the dangers from 
which are being frequently demonstrated in various ways, 
and taking into consideration the constantly increasing diffi- 
culty experienced by this Branch in maintaining the effi- 
ciency of its service, I would recommend that your Board 
should take such action as you may deem expedient for the 
purpose of extending the work in this direction as far as 
practicable during the coming season. 
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DynaMo EXPERIMENTS. 


During the summer I have been trying a series of exhaus- 
tive experiments for the purpose of ascertaining whether it 
would be practicable to substitute dynamos for the gravity 
battery now in use in this service. A motor-dynamo, or 
direct current transformer, of comparatively low voltage, was 
placed in the office of the Inspector of Wires and connected 
with one of the circuits by means of wires running to the 
Fire-Alarm headquarters. 

The first tests were made with great caution, a supple- 
mentary eravity being held in readiness to be applied at 
a moment’s notice should any failure in the experiment be 
developed, but from the commencement it proved to be sub- 
stantially successful, only a few features requiring to be 
changed and those of such a character as to be easily effected. 
After a few weeks of trial of the single circuit connection I 
procured an apparatus of higher power equipped with a set 
of controlling resistance boxes, to which I connected a group 
of six circuits whose battery requirements were as exacting 
as any others in the entire system. 

There had been an aggregate of three hundred and fifty 
modified gravity cells in use to supply these circuits with a 
sufficient amount of current for their service, and I found no 
difficulty whatever in obtaining from this dynamo all that 
was required with an excess of current in reserve to supply 
for more circuits if necessary. The constancy and _ steadi- 
ness of the current thus obtained, together with the facility 
for instantaneously 1 increasing or decreasing it to meet the 
varying conditions of the circuits, have thoroughly convinced 
me, after a trial of several months, that the dynamo. is 
greatly superior in all respects to any form of galvanic bat- 
tery yet used in fire-alarm service, and I recommend that 
the new plant which is to be established in the Fire Depart- 
ment headquarters building on Bristol street shall be entirely 
equipped with this system. A combination switch-board, so 
constructed as to admit of an interchange of connections 
between dynamos and circuits, will be necessary to prop- 
erly carry out the system above described, and I have 
arranged a plan whereby any dynamo in the series may be 
connected with any circuit or group of circuits at will with- 
out loss of time. While it is obvious that any dynamo 
system would not be safe for this service if it depended on 
one source of supply for motive power, I have no hesitation 
in confidently and earnestly recommending it for adoption in 
view of the fact, that, in addition to establishing an inde- 
pendent plant for furnishing light and power to the head- 
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quarters building, it is quite feasible, as I have already ascer- 
tained, to utilize the power of several companies now en- 
gaged in business requiring currents of high potential. 

To do this it will be necessary to make such arrangements 
with these companies as will enable me to use either service 
at a moment’s notice, and there will be no difficulty in mak- 
ing such arrangements, as a proper connection of wires and 
switches will easily effect the desired result. 

In conclusion, I desire to say that I consider this to be 
one of the most important improvements in fire-alarm 
service which has been considered in recent years, and hope 
that you will take such action in the premises as to insure 
its incorporation in the new plant soon to be established.

A constant watch is kept at the headquarters, City Hall, 
night and day, by the operators. Each set of operators have 
assigned to them certain hours of duty, during which time 
they are responsible for the correct working of the apparatus 
in giving alarms, and all testing of the circuits and other de- 
tails pertaining to the service. An automatic arrangement 
is connected with the receiving apparatus, by which assist- 
ance may be called from the sleeping apartments, if at any 
time the operators should be suddenly incapacitated by ill- 
ness from performing their duties. No operator is permitted 
to sleep duirng his watch, unless expressly relieved by some 
one else, and by consent of the Inspector. 

Each operator is accountable to the Inspector for any 
mistakes that may occur at the office during his hours of 
duty. 

An accurate account is kept of the time of giving each 
alarm, and of the station from which it originates, and all 
other necessary information.

Sir: The Board of Health respectfully submits its twenty- 
first annual report, covering the work of the Health Depart- 
ment for the past year, together with a statement of the 
receipts and expenditures of the department from February 
1, 1892, to February 1, 1893. 

The statistics of mortality, as will be seen in the tables 
accompanying this report, show an increase in the number of 
deaths over the number of the previous year. At the com- 
mencement of the year influenza was prevalent, and the 
deaths from this cause contributed largely to the increase of 
mortality, so that at the end of January the excess of deaths 
over those of the same period of the previous year was 
296, and at the end of the first three months of the year the 
deaths were increased by 556, largely due to this cause. 
The total number of deaths for the year was 11,236. Esti- 
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mating the population of the city at 469,647 in the middle 
of the year, the death-rate per one thousand inhabitants is 
found to be 23.92. This rate is .90 per thousand over the 
preceding year, and .50 per thousand over the average of 
the ten preceding years. The deaths from zymotic diseases 
show also an increase. ‘This was especially the case in the 
mortality from diphtheria and scarlet fever, while the deaths 
from typhoid fever and measles showa decrease. The number 
of cases of diphtheria reported at this office during the year 
was 1,353, being 49 more cases than the average of the ten 
preceding years. The deaths from this cause were 414, 
being 25 in excess of the average number for the same 
period. The character of the disease appears to have been 
more severe than was the case in preceding years, as over 30 
per cent. of the cases reported were fatal. 

The number of cases of scarlet fever was 2,938, and the 
number of deaths 262, an unusually large proportionate 
mortality. The other principal causes of death were con- 
sumption, pneumonia, cholera infantum, heart disease, bron- 
chitis, and violent deaths, which together give an aggregate 
of 5,065 deaths, or about 45 per cent. of the total mortality. 
The percentage of deaths of children under five years of age 
to the total mortality for the year was 33.24 as against 34.13 
of the previous year. That, with a single exception of the 
year 1890, is the lowest percentage of infant mortality since 
the Board of Health was established, in 1872.

ContTaaious DISEASES. 


The number of contagious diseases reported to the Board 
of Health for the year 1892 was 6,619, against 5,712 in 
1891. The total number of deaths from the same diseases 
in 1892 was 832, against 471 in 1891. Measles has been 
quite prevalent. There were 1,563 cases reported and 19 
deaths in 1892, as compared with 2,588 reported cases and 
21 deaths in 1891. Typhoid fever was reported in 765 cases, 
and there were 137 deaths, against 966 cases and 154 deaths 
in 1891. There were 1,353 cases of diphtheria reported with 
414 deaths, as compared with 833 cases and 232 deaths in 
1891. Although there has been an increase in the preva- 
lence of scarlet fever this year, the disease has not been of an 
exceptionally severe type. The number of cases reported 
during the year has been 2,938 with 262 deaths, as com- 
pared with 1,327 cases and 64 deaths in 1891. It 1s fre- 
quently said that scarlet fever is now much more prevalent 
than formerly; but a careful study of mortuary statistics 
for the past forty-six years proves that this disease is 
diminishing in frequency and in severity. A study of the 
following table, carefully compiled, shows that for the four 
years from 1846 to 1849, inclusive, the ratio of deaths from 
scarlet fever per 10,000 of the living was 13.0; that in the 
semi-decade from 1850 to 1854 the rate was 9.4; that in the 
semi-decade from 1855 to 1859 the ratio of deaths per 10,000 
of the living was 13.8; that for the five years from 1860 
to 1864, 10.2; that from 1865 to 1869 the rate was 9.0; that 
from 1870 to 1874 the ratio per 10,000 of the living was 9.9. 
In the semi-decade from 1875 to 1879, 7.3 persons out of 
10,000 living died from this disease; from 1880 to 1884 
there was a very marked diminution in the rate, it being 
2.7, as compared with 7.3 in the previous semi-decade. 
From 1885 to 1889 the rate per 10,000 was 2.6. Although 
the rate per 10,000 for 1892 is 5.6, it is not much higher 
than it was in 1887. If the rate for the three years from 
1890 to 1892 is compared with that of any of the previous 
semi-decades, notably that from 1875 to 1879, it will be seen 
that there has been a marked diminution in the fatality from 
this disease; the rate for the former period being 2.6 and 
that of the latter 7.3. The difficulties of dealing with a 
disease like scarlet fever are very great. The number of 
mild cases unrecognized and unreported in the community, 
and the length of time required for the process of desqua- 
mation, render the work of stamping out the disease 
impossible.

CONSUMPTION. 


The influence of deaths from consumption on the death- 
rate of Boston during the past year has been as marked as in 
previous years. In 1892 the number of deaths from this 
cause was 1,414; the percentage to the total mortality, 12.58 ; 
and the rate per 10,000 of the living 30.1; as compared 
with 1,352 deaths in 1891, a percentage to the total mor- 
tality of 12.78 and a rate per 10,000 of the living of 29.4. 
This slight increase in the rate of deaths from consumption 
during the past year was probably due to the epidemic of 
influenza which commenced in December of 1891 and con- 
tinued through January and February of 1892. Aside from 
the question of contagion it seems probable that sudden 
changes of temperature may have an important influence in 
causing the prevalence of the disease. Since 1870 there has 
been a marked diminution in the number of deaths from con- 
sumption in this city. The table on page 40 gives the rate of 
deaths from consumption per 10,000 of the living from 1870 
to 1892 inclusive. It wiil be seen that in the semi-decade from 
1870 to 1874 the rate per 10,000 was 43.1; that from 1875 
to 1879 the rate per 10,000 was 36.2; that from 1880 to 1884, 
38.0; that from 1885 to 1889, 37.0; and that for the three 

years from 1890 to 1892, 30.9. This diminution is probably 
due to better hygienic conditions, and to improved methods in 
the treatment of the disease. Chart 1 shows the number of 
deaths from this disease during the year, by months, and also 
the average mean temperature of each month. By following 
the line indicating the deaths it will be seen that during the 
month of January with an average mean temperature of 
28.3° F. there were 150 deaths, while in December with an 
average temperature of 29.9° F. there were 116 deaths. If 
January and February, which have the same average mean 
temperature, are compared it will be seen that the number 
of deaths in the former month was much greater than in the 
latter. The comparatively great number of deaths from 
consumption in January was due, without doubt, to the in- 
fluence of the epidemic of influenza on this disease. It 
would naturally be supposed that the cold winds of March 
would have a particularly injurious effect on patients ill 
with consumption. Such was not the fact, however, in 1892, 
for from a glance at the chart it will be seen that the number 
of deaths was much greater in April than it was in March. 
In 1892 June was the most favorable month for consump- 
tives so far as the death-rate is concerned, and of the warmer 
months July was the most unfavorable. August, Septem- 
ber, and October have a comparatively low death-rate from 
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consumption. By following the red line which indicates the 
average mean temperature it will be seen that there is no 
direct relation between the number of deaths from consump- 
tion and a low temperature.

Chart 2 shows the ratio of deaths from consumption to 
the thousand of population, by wards, for 1891 and 1892, 
with the number of inhabitants to the acre in 1892, and the 
maximum and minimum elevation in feet above mean low 
water. By following the line indicating the ratio of deaths 
in each ward for 1891, and the one indicating the ratio for 
1892, it will be seen that in Wards 1, 2, 3, 4, 9, 13, and 15 
there was a marked increase in 1892 as compared with 
1891; that in Wards 5, 6, 7, 8, 10, 11, 12, 14 there was a 
marked decrease in 1892; while in the remaining wards there 
was very little difference between the ratios for 1892 and 
those for 1891. The elevation above mean low water does 
not seem to have any special influence on the prevalence of 
this disease. In Ward 11, which has only a maximum ele- 
vation of 31 feet, the disease is not so prevalent as in Ward 
1 with a maximum elevation of 86 feet; nor as in Ward 23

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with an elevation of 301 feet. In Wards 12, 13, 14, and 
15 the relative prevalence of the disease is due not so much 
to their situation in regard to tide level as to their compara- 
tively crowded condition. In Ward 9 the prevalence of 
the disease is also due to the same cause, there being 151 
persons to the acre, and a similar observation is true regard- 
ing Ward 16. In the remaining sixteen wards of the city 
elevation above tide level does not seem to have any effect 
in diminishing the prevalence of the disease. The accompany- 
ing map shows the ratio of deaths from consumption to the 
thousand of population in each ward for 1892. By reference 
to the color key it will be seen that Wards 5, 8, 10, 11, 21, 
23, and 25 have ratios above one and below two to the 
thousand of population. Wards 1, 4, 7, 14, 16, 17, 18, 19, 
and 24 have ratios above two and below three. In Wards 
2, 6, 12, 18, 15, 20, and 22 the ratios are between three and 
four to the thousand of population, and Wards 3 and 9 have 
ratios respectively of 4.05 and 4.37. 


INFLUENZA. 


The epidemic of influenza which re-appeared in December, 
1891, continued during January, February, and March of 
1892. In this city the epidemic was over in April of 1892, 
but its influence on the death-rate from pulmonary diseases 
continued to a greater or less extent during the-entire year. 
A study of the table on page 42 shows that for January, 
February, and March of 1891 there were only three deaths 
from influenza, while in the corresponding months of 1892 
there were eighty-six. In December of 1891 there were 
thirteen deaths from this disease; in December, 1892, there 
was one death. The total number of deaths from influenza 
in the year 1891 was thirty-one, as compared with ninety- 
seven in 1892; more than three times as many. The per- 
centage of deaths from influenza to the total mortality was 
.86 for 1892.

(YUARANTINE. 


The prevalence of typhus fever in portions of Russia a 
year ago, and the existence and spread of cholera in many 
parts of western Europe later in the season, called for un- 
usual care and activity in our quarantine during the summer. 
In February we began stopping all immigrants from Russia, 
giving each one a thorough warm bath, and disinfecting 
their personal clothing and baggage before permitting them 
to land. In September we extended the same treatment to 
immigrants from all other countries of Europe. Throughout 
the season the detention of vessels, persons, and cargoes 
from infected places for cleaning and disinfection occurred 
more frequently than usual. These detentions covered 
periods of from a few hours to twenty-six days for our 
own quarantine purposes, and the longest detention which 
occurred under the President’s twenty-day proclamation 
was ten days. It is gratifying to be able to say that no case 
of cholera was brought to the port during the season, and 
the number of cases of other contagious diseases were not in 
excess of an average season. 

Some valuable additions have been made to the facilities 
and accommodations at Gallop’s island. The method of 
giving baths has been made easier by a new building 87 feet 
long by 20} feet in width, containing 28 bath tubs supplied 
with hot and cold water. Two new “buildings each 100 feet 
long by 30} feet in width have been erected and fitted for 
dormitory uses, and they will each accommodate 100 persons. 

To the old wooden chamber which has been in use for 
eight years for disinfecting by steam, there has been added 
a new building with an iron cylinder 20 feet long and 62 
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feet in diameter, properly fitted up for disinfecting by steam. 
A detailed statement of the quarantine plant will be found 
in the appended report of the quarantine physician. 


PRECAUTIONS AGAINST CHOLERA. 


In September, owing to the fact that cholera had appeared 
at quarantine in New York, it was deemed advisable to 
erect a temporary hospital at the south end for the treat- 
ment of this disease should it appear in this city. By the 
advice and consent of His Honor the Mayor, the nursery 
grounds on East Chester park were taken for this purpose. 
As the land was composed of loam and fertilizing mate- 
rial, it became necessary to excavate a section, 100 feet 
long by 40 feet wide, to the depth of about 12 inches. 
This excavation was partially filled with gravel and ashes, 
and then covered with a layer of Trinidad asphalt, so as to 
make an impermeable surface, that could be thoroughly 
washed with a disinfecting solution. It is of the first im- 
portance to disinfect all drainage from a hospital, in the case 
of a disease like cholera, in order that the hospital itself 
may not become a source of infection. On this asphalt 
pavement three polling-booths were erected; the centre 
building to be used for cooking purposes, the southerly 
building to be used for a male ward, the northerly one to be 
used for a female ward. The two wards were supplied with 
beds. Each ward was supplied with a water-closet and con- 
nected with a specially devised pot-trap so that the dis- 
charges could be thoroughly disinfected before they were 
allowed to enter the sewer. Every precaution was taken, 
in the way of disinfection, so that there should be no dan- 
ger of contamination either of the sewer or of the soil adja- 
cent to the hospital, from the discharges of cholera patients, 
should there be any admitted to the hospital. These build- 
ings were heated by stoves and were ready for immediate 
occupancy during the time when the danger of the advent 
of the disease was most imminent. The hospital was capable 
of accommodating 16 patients. In order to protect. the 
north end, the ferry-boat “Ben Franklin” was taken and 
supplied with beds, and other necessary appliances. The 
names and addresses of a certain number of persons to act 
as nurses were obtained. These persons, without being 
actually engaged, held themselves ready to answer an im- 
mediate call. The disinfecting corps were ready, also, to 
respond immediately to any call by day or night, should 
their services be required. By an arrangement with one 
of the hospitals an ambulance could be obtained at very 
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short notice. While these preparations were being made 
for the establishment of a temporary hospital, land was 
taken on Swett street, for the erection of a permanent hos- 
pital, and also for the erection of a permanent steam disin- 
fecting apparatus. The permanent hospital which is to be 
used not only for cases of cholera but also for the treatment 
of ty ‘phus fever cases is a one-story building 100 feet long 
- by 35 feet wide. There are accommodations in this build- 
ing for about 40 patients. It is divided into one large male 
and one large female ward, and four isolating rooms. It 
is heated by steam, lighted by gas, and supplied with hot 
and cold water. The drainage from the hospital enters 
a pot-trap so that it can be thoroughly disinfected before 
it enters the sewer. A special sewer 600 feet long has 
also been built. The distance of this building from the street 
is about 100 feet. Particular attention has been paid to the 
ventilation. The beds are woven wire springs and hair 
mattresses. The interior construction of the building is such 
that it can be very easily and quickly disinfected. The 
heliotype herewith gives a correct idea of the appearance 
of one of the wards. 


(JLANDERS. 


There have been eight cases of glanders in horses, all of 
which were immediately reported to the Cattle Commis- 
sioners, and the horses were subsequently killed. 


TYPHOID FEVER. 


Typhoid fever, although not so prevalent in this city dur- 
ing the yearas it has been in previous years, is an important 
factor in the death-rate from zymotic diseases. The number 
of reported cases during the year was 765, as compared with 
966 in 1891. Itwas found, however, that, after a careful in- 
vestigation, 133 of these cases did not originate in the city, 
and therefore the actual number of cases occurring during 
the year was 632. The number of deaths was 137, as com- 
pared with 154 in 1891. The table on page 45 gives the 
rate of deaths per 10,000 of the living from 1846 to 1892 
inclusive. It will be seen from this table that the rate for 
1892, 2.9, 1s lower than that for any year since 1846. If the 
rate for the semi-decade from 1885 to 1889 is compared with 
the three years from 1890 to 1892 inclusive, it will be seen 
that there has been a marked diminution, the rate of the 
former period being 4.1 while that of the latter is 3.2. This 
marked diminution in the frequency of the disease may be

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fairly attributed to the improved water supply and also to 
better hygienic conditions. There can be no more convinc- 
ing proof of the influence of a contaminated water supply on 
the prevalence of this disease than a glance at the table on 
page 45. It will be seen that from 1846 to 1849 the death- 
rate per 10,000 of the living was 17.4; that after the intro- 
duction of the Cochituate water the rate began to decline, and 
that it has gradually diminished to 3.2, the average for the 
past three years. This rate is lower than that of any of the 
larger cities in this country, and compares very favorably 
with the rates of foreign cities. The accompanying chart 
shows the ratio of cases of typhoid fever to the thousand of 
population, by wards, for 1890, 1891, and 1892, with the 
number of inhabitants to the acre in 1892, and the maximum 
and minimum elevation in feet above mean low water, in 
each ward. From this chart it will be seen that the disease 
was less prevalent in each ward of the city for the year 1892 
than it was in 1891 or 1890, with the exception of Wards 11 
and17 in 1891 and Wards 7, 8, and 21 in 1890. The highest 
rate during the year was in Ward 6; the lowest was in Ward 
10. By following the line indicating the maximumand min- 
imum elevation in each ward it will be seen that there is no 
definite relation between the prevalence of the disease and 
the elevation above mean low water. A comparatively 
crowded condition of a ward does not seem to influence the 
frequency of the disease ; for if Ward 16 with a population of 
213 to the acre is compared with Ward 14 with a population 
of 54, it will be seen that the disease is no more prevalent in 
the former ward than it isin the latter. |The accompanying 
map shows the ratio of cases of typhoid fever to the thousand 
of population in each ward for 1892. By reference to the 
color key it is evident that Wards 1,10, 12, 15, and 18 have 
ratios below one to the thousand’; that Wards 2, 3, 4, 5, 7, 
S95, Lh 18, 14 1G.) oe20 02 1 22. 23, 24s and -2o.hawe 
ratios above one and below two, and that Wards 6 and 17 
have a ratio of 2.46 and 2.30 respectively. The table on 
page 47 shows the class and the condition of the drainage of 
the houses in which typhoid fever occurred in 1892. In this 
table the houses are divided into four classes: excellent, 
good, fair, and poor. An inspection has been made of the 
condition of the water-closets, of the vaults, of the cess- 
pools, of the drains, of the traps, of the soil-pipes, and of 
the cellars. No wells were found in houses where typhoid 
fever occurred during the year. An analysis of this table 
shows that in 15 houses of the excellent class, 15 cases of 
typhoid fever occurred, and that in only one instance was 
the drain found to be defective. In 96 houses of the good

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class where typhoid fever occurred, in 3 instances the 
water-closets were found to be defective; in 8 instances 
the cesspools were in a bad condition; the drains were 
found to be defective in 23 houses; traps were wanting in 
8 cases; and the cellars were in a bad condition in 4 
houses. In houses of the fair class 343 cases of typhoid 
fever occurred. The summary of the sanitary condition 
is as follows: defective water-closets, 25; offensive vaults, 
6; cesspools in bad condition, 35; drains defective, 120; 
traps wanting, 71; soil-pipes unventilated, 149; and cellars 
in bad condition, 32. In houses of the poor class 180 cases 
of typhoid fever were found. Of these houses 32 had filthy 
water-closets; 21 had offensive vaults; in 7 the cesspools 
were foul; in 73 the drains were defective; in 50 the traps 
were not efficient; in 98 the soil-pipes were not properly 
ventilated ; and in 51 the cellars were in bad condition.

STEAM DISINFECTING STATION. 


It has hitherto been the practice of this Department to 
disinfect all movable personal effects in houses where con- 
tagious diseases have occurred, the work being done on the 
premises by a disinfecting corps attached to this depart- 
ment. During the past year a radical change has been made 
in the methods of pertorming this work by the establish- 
ment of a steam disinfecting station, to which all infected 
articles are moved in especially contrived vans for disinfec- 
tion by super-heated steam. The disinfecting plant is in a 
building adjoining, but entirely apart from, the cholera hos- 
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pital on Swett street. Disinfection by steam under pressure 
is now recognized as the most reliable and effectual method ; 
but the cost of the necessary apparatus has heretofore pre- 
vented its adoption in the city. 

The apparatus for disinfection is an iron cylinder 20 
feet long, 7 feet in diameter, with a capacity of about 692 
cubic feet, fitted with the necessary steam-pipes, gauges, and 
valves. The outer shell is made of steel five-eighths of an inch 
thick ; the inner shell is of galvanized iron one-eighth of an 
inch in thickness; a coil of perforated steam-pipes is placed 
at the top of the cylinder; the coil at the bottom is not perfo- 
rated. The cars, in which the articles to be disinfected are 
placed, run on tracks into the cylinder, entering at one end 
and being removed at the other. There is no communica- 
tion between the chamber where the disinfected articles are 
received and that from which the disinfected articles are re- 
moved. ‘The boiler-house and disinfecting apparatus occupy 
about three-fourths of the building. The accompanying 
heliotypes give a very good idea of the interior construction 
of, the disinfecting plant. 

Two vans especially constructed for the purpose have 
been procured, — one for the conveyance of infected articles, 
the other for the conveyance of disinfected articles. These 
vans are air-tight, so that there can be no danger of contam- 
ination to the public by their passage through the street. 
They are also built so that after the removal of infected 
articles they can be thoroughly disinfected. 

We show the ground plan of the disinfecting station, and 
also of the epidemic hospital herewith. 

Particular attention is called to the fact that the hospital 
is entirely separate and distinct from the disinfecting station, 
so that there cannot be the slightest danger of infection 
from it. 

On September 30 the city government by special act 
authorized the making of a loan of $50,000, and ordered the 
same placed to the credit of this Department for the exten- 
sion and improvement of its quarantine facilities at Gallop’s 
island, and also for the erection of a disinfecting station and 
providing improved hospital accommodations for contagious 
diseases in the city proper. The work, which is referred to 
in detail elsewhere, was at once entered upon, and is now for 
purposes of utility practically completed. There has up to 
the present time been expended out of the above amount, 
$45,280.99. The unexpended balance will be ample, in the 
opinion of the Board of Health, to absolutely perfect the 
work. 
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DISINFECTING CYLINDER — Room where articles are received 
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Hovusre—ro—Howuskt INSPECTION. 


The custom of making a house-to-house inspection of 
blocks of dwellings in different parts of the city, which was 
begun in 1877, has been continued (except in 1884, 1885, 
and 1886), with somewhat interesting results. 

The number of houses examined under this method for 
the present report, is smaller than that for any previous 
year, on account of the unusual pressure of other work 
upon the inspectors; but the result of this inspection shows 
the same interesting features that have been developed in 
past years. 

There has been a gradual change for the better in the san- 
itary condition of the houses and their appurtenances since 
1877, as will be noted in the summary of these special ex- 
aminations. The change in the health and building laws from 
time to time has aided somewhat in securing better plumb- 
ing and draining of dwellings, and the abolishment of privy- 
vaults and cesspools. 

The destruction of vaults and substitution of water-closets, 
the ventilation of the house plumbing, and the addition of 
traps under the fixtures, have been marked features in the im- 
provements noted. During the first five years of this special 
work, beginning 1877, the percentage of privy-vaults found 
to the whole number of houses examined, averaged 28-7 ; 
the average for the whole 13 years was 14, and for the last 
year, 3. 

Deficient trapping was found during the first five years Ge 
average 50+ per cent. ; during the 13 years, 32+ per cent. ; 
and during the last year it was 22-++ per cent. 

Defective conditions of the plumbing found in the first five 
years averaged 49-- per cent.; in the whole 13 years they 
averaged 39+ per cent. ; in the last year they were found in 
34+ per cent. 

A striking feature in these examinations is the large 
number of offensive water-closets, a condition which might 
be considered unreasonable. 

There are three reasons why the water-closet is so often 
found in bad condition : 


It is frequently very badly located. 
It is frequently very poorly constructed. 
It is frequently very poorly cared for. 


Placing water-closets in the cellar, under the stairs, in 
the dark halls, or wherever daylight and ventilation cannot 
well be secured is a mistake and ought to be prohibited. 

Cheaply constructed and cramped water-closets in dark 
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places are almost always neglected, misused, broken, and 
offensive. 

Another striking feature seen as a result of these special 
examinations is the continued high percentage of cases in 
which defective house plumbing | “and drainage are found 


even by our simple yet practical method of testing. The 


percentage has been somewhat lowered, but, as all must 
acknowledge, it is still unreasonably high. 


An average of 34+ per cent. has been found for the last 
five years, including old and new houses. 

These examinations have shown poor construction and 
repairs in old houses, and faulty construction in new ones 
also. 

The question of more stringent regulations for this work 
has often suggested itself. “The Board of Health has no 
authority to order or dictate any special kind or quality 
of work. It can only insist that the leak shall be stopped 
for the time, and renew its order when the leak recurs.

ScHOOL—HOUSES. 


During the year ten new school buildings have been occu- 
pied for the first time; several old buildings have been 
abandoned, and several hired rooms used for overflows have 
been given up. 

There are now 173 buildings belonging to the city used 
for day schools, and two for evening schools, and a-few hired 
rooms besides. All of the school-houses have been inspected 
once each and some of them several times during the year. 

Forty-seven sanitary defects were found, viz. :

The worse defects were where drains were buried in base- 
ments, as here defects may occur and exist for years without 
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the usual tests indicating the fact, which can only be ascer- 
tained by uncovering the drain. 

It would seem to be the part of wisdom that no more 
drains should be buried in the basements of buildings built 
in the future, but that the grade of such buildings should be 
such as to admit of all drains being above ground and in 
sight, where defects can at once be detected. 

“Bad odors often arise from the sanitary devices in the 
basements and find their way into the building with the up- 
ward currents of warm air. This can be avoided by placing 
the devices in a separate room of the basement, especially 
planned in all respects for the sole purpose, and having a 
draft from such room through a shaft to the top of the build- 
ing and preventing any contamination of the air of the 
basement of the school-house. 

In the construction of new buildings this plan can easily 
be carried out without much extra cost; to adopt it in the 
old ones would cost more, but we think it should be done. 

We are fully convinced that the ordinary water-closet 
flush vault and urinal are not likely to be maintained in the 
basement of a school-house without incurring some risk to 
the comfort and health of the pupils and teachers in the 
building. . 


MeEpIcAL INSPECTION OF SCHOOLS. 


The medical inspection of schools and of children return- 
ing to school after illness from contagious diseases will be 
postponed for another year, owing to our failure to obtain 
the necessary funds for the purpose. 

The need for beginning this work is made more and more 
evident each year by the presence of children in the school- 
room whose continuance there is an injury to themselves 
and a source of danger to others. It is also to be noted 
that the health of the school children is continually endan- 
gered by returning convalescents from contagious diseases 
with unwarrantable certificates of recovery. We therefore 
hope that the time is not far distant when the Board will be 
able to secure the necessary appropriation for this impor- 
tant work. 


Houses VACATED. 


The number of houses ordered to be vacated for sanitary 
reasons during the year was 108, of which number about 10 
per cent. were so worn out and badly located as to make 
their future use for habitation out of the question. Seventy- 
five of these houses were put in a habitable condition before 
the expiration of the time specified in the notice to vacate, 
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and the order to vacate was not enforced. The remainder 
while actually vacant have since been put in such a sanitary 
condition that the Board has given permission for them to 
be reoccupied. 

In many of the houses vacated unsanitary surroundings 
and immorality on the part of the occupants seemed to be 
twin evils, but while this Department has been able to cope 
with the former condition, it has been beyond its province to 
deal with the latter. Hence, when a house which has been 
vacated by this Department has been put in a satisfactory’ 
sanitary condition, the Board does not feel that it is 
warranted in withholding permission for its reoccupancy, 
even though it has a most unsavory reputation and the pro- 
posed occupants are of an immoral class. 

A notable example of this condition of things oceurred in 
the case of the premises at the West End known as “ Lon- 
don Bridge,” which was occupied by twenty-seven families, 
and which after having been vacated was thoroughly reno- 
vated and cleansed at considerable expense to the owner, 
who was granted permission to reoccupy, against the remon- 
strances of many good citizens, whose “objections were 
founded ‘on other than sanitary considerations.

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REMOVAL OF NIGHTSOINL. 


The Board has made a three-years contract with J. A. 
Rand, of Brockton, for the removal of nightsoil, at $4.90 per 
load i: eighty cubic feet. 

Prior to 1875 the price was $5 per load from November 
to May, and $6 per load from May to November. From 
1875 to 1884 the price was $6 in winter and $7 in summer. 
From 1884 to 1887 the price was reduced to $5 per load 
during the entire year. From 1887 to 1890 the price was 
increased to $5.90 per load, and in 1890 it was still further 
increased to $6. This contract expired December 31, 1892, 
and the new contract, which is for the three years ending 
January 1, 1896, the price has been reduced to $4.90 per 
load. 

The following is a copy of the contract : 


This agreement, made this 6th day of February, A.D. 1893, between 
the City of Boston, first party, and J. A. Rand, second party, wit- 
nesseth : 

1. That the said J. A. Rand shall have and exercise the exclusive 
right and privilege, during the term of three years from January 1, 
1893, of taking and removing the contents, which are to be removed, of 
all vaults, privies, and cesspools used as receptacles for nightsvil in 
said city, and, for said work, shall furnish and employ such odorless 
app iratus, and such wagons, tanks, and barrels, as shall be satisfactory 
to the board of health of said city; said wagons to contain not less than 
eighty cubic feet each, as first measured and sealed by some sealer of 
said city ; and said J. A. Rand shall not sell or assign his said privilege, 
nor any right or interest under this agreement, without the consent in 
writing of “said board of health. 

2. Said city shall, at its own expense, receive all applications for re- 
moving said contents, and, by notice signed by the clerk of said board 
of health, notify said J. A. Rand thereot. 

3. Said J. A. Rand shall, every day except Sundays, during said term, 
send a person to the office of said board of health to receive the notices 
aforesaid, and shall, at the same time, report the number of cubic feet 
of such contents removed under each application during the preceding 
twenty-four hours. 

4, Said J. A. Rand shall promptly. neatly, and thoroughly remove all 
such contents as he shall be notified of as aforesaid, by said odorless 
apparatus wherever practicable, and to the satisfaction of said board of 
health, within a reasonable time, and within forty-eight hours after 
receiving said notice. if so directed in the notice, and in accordance with 
the ordinances of said city relating thereto, which are now, or hereafter 
during said time may be, in foree ; provided, however, that the rate of 
compensation herein specified shall not be altered or affected by any 
ordinance of said city hereafter passed during said term. When the 
said board of health, on complaint of a person charged for such work, 
causes the same to be measured, and it measures less than as reported 
by said J. A. Rand, he shall pay the cost of such measurement, and shall 
Snes the work char ged for. 

The said J. A. Rand may demand and receive from applicants, or 
on any other person legally liable for said work, ‘‘and may require 
the same to be paid in advance, or deposited with said board of health,” 
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the sum of four dollars and ninety cents for each and every load of 
eighty cubic feet or fractional part of the contents of such vaults or 
cesspools removed by him; provided, that said vault or cesspool shall be 
thoroughly emptied by said J. A. Rand; but said city shall not be liable 
for any payment for such work unless done on premises owned or leased 
by it. 

6. Said J. A. Rand shall not bring any such wagon, tank, or barrel, 
unless it be air-tight and odorless, within the limits of said city before 
ten o’clock in the evening, or keep the same within said limits later than 
until one hour before sunrise; shall not empty any of the contents 
thereof into any dock or stream in said city; shall, at his own expense, 
furnish and apply to every vault. privy, and cesspool cleaned by him as 
aforesaid, deodorizing material of such kind and in such quantity as said 
board of health shall require ; shall leave said vaults, privies, and cess- 
pools covered and clean; shall not drop or leave any of the contents 
thereof on the premises about the same, nor in any street or way of said 
city ; and shall reimburse said city for all damages and expenses it may 
suffer or incur by reason of such leavings or droppings, or the removal 
thereof. 

7. The City of Boston may cancel this agreement in case of failure 
on the part of said J. A. Rand to perform all his said agreements to the 
satisfaction of said board of health. 
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TENEMENT AND LopaGina HOUSES. 


There are in the city a large number of what are techni- 
cally called lodging-houses, as the term includes hotels and 
all places where persons are temporarily furnished with 
sleeping accommodations. Of these, however, there are 
only about fifty which require the constant supervision of 
this Department as regards cleanliness, ventilation, and over- 
crowding. These houses each accommodate from twenty to 
two hundred lodgers nightly, at prices ranging from ten to 
fifty cents, according to the accommodations furnished, and 
in some of the poorer classes this price includes a cup of 
coffee in the morning, provided the lodger arises at a suit- 
able hour. For the sum of ten cents the lodger is provided 
with either a bunk or a cot bed in a large dormitory where 
from ten to seventy other persons are lodged, according to 
the size of the room. The number of persons who may be 
lodged in these rooms is limited by this Department, and a 

card giving the maximum number allowed is conspicuously 
posted i in each room. ‘There is no arbitrary rule as regards 
the space required for each lodger, and although four “hun- 
dred cubic feet of air space has senerally been taken asa 
minimum, light and ventilation are the most important fac- 
tors in determining the number of lodgers allowed, as_ the 
buildings: used for this class of lodging-houses were not 
designed for such use, and in the remodelling more attention 
has been given to economizing space than to. furnishing san- 
itary accommodations. In warm weather the patrons of 
many of the cheap lodging-houses are. comparatively few, 
but during the winter season the demand for cheap beds 
frequently exceeds the supply, and in consequence proprie- 
tors are tempted to overcrowd their premises and neglect 
proper sanitary precautions. During the present winter the 
officers of this Department have been required to give more 
attention to these houses than heretofore. Frequent visits 
have been made by day and by night, strict cleanliness has 
been insisted upon, and whitewashing required where needed. 
The disinfection of buildings and bedding i in many cases has 
been compelled, and in some cases bedding has been de- 
stroyed as unfit for use. In all cases where more than the 
number of lodgers allowed by the Board has been found, 
proprietors have been required to make the necessary re- 
duction. Theinspection of tenement-houses has this year re- 
quired much more time than usual for various reasons, among 
which may be mentioned the long-continued and severe cold 
weather, which in many cases froze the water supply and 
rendered the task of keeping these houses clean exceedingly 
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difficult. Another difficulty has been the ever-increasing 
number of immigrants, whose manner of living is quite dif- 
ferent from that which prevails among our older residents, 
und whose ideas of cleanliness are exceedingly crude. The 
fact that most of these people are a foreign-speaking class 
makes the oversight of their habitations more arduous, and 
in many localities requires a daily visit from the officers of 
the Department. With the advent of cold weather the 
health officers were as usual required to make visits at night 
to many of the poorer class of tenement-houses, to ascertain 
the number of occupants, and where the occupants were too 
numerous, to cause them to remove. Rooms have been 
placarded with notices specifying the maximum number of 
occupants allowed, and this placarding has been frequently 
repeated because of the ignorance or malice of the occupants 
in removing or defacing these notices. 


CHARLES RIVER POLLUTION. 


The pollution of the Charles river by the discharge therein 
of private drains and of public sewers within the limits of 
the city has received the attention of the Department during 
the year with a view to correcting the unsanitary conditions 
existing along the river banks and in the waters thereof. 
An inspection of all premises bordering upon the river 
revealed the following sources of nuisance in the shape of 
private drains and public sewers discharging sewage or 
other offensive matter from dwelling-houses, factories, and 
stables : . 

No. 232 Cambridge street; Eye and Ear Infirmary, 
Charles street ; Nos. 142 and 144 Charles street; Nos. 11 
and 31 Brimmer street. 

All of the houses and stables on the northerly side of 
Beacon street, from No. 97 to No. 416 inclusive (133 houses 
and 39 stables). 

No. 2 Rawley street; foot of Rawley strect, near rear 45 
Bay State road; Gate House, Essex-st. bridge ; Common- 
wealth Extension Lumber Yard; junction Commonwealth 
avenue and Beacon street; Crescent Boat Club, Common- 
wealth avenue; Commonwealth avenue, opposite Essex 
street ; Commonwealth avenue, near Cottage Farm Station, 4 
houses and factory ; Commonwealth-avenue extension, round- 
house ; Commonwealth-avenue extension, signal tower ; Fan- 
euil Station, common sewer; North Beacon street, first right 
from Parsons street ; Boston Fresh Tripe Company, Abattoir 
Grounds ; Abattoir Buildings, Nos. 14, 111, 113, 115, 117, 
160, 162, 219, 271, 273, 275, 277, 283, 287, 291, 301, 303,

Western avenue; Upton court, glue factory ; Upton court, 
first right, Bacon right; Grant street, first left, second left, 
third left ; Grant Tee 3 houses on right; 1, 3, 5, 7, and 
9, and 2 Smith street; 1, 3, and 5 Duck lane; corner 
Smith street and Western avenue (37 tenements) ; Smith

opposite Beacon park, Palmer’s stable ; Cambridee street, 
opposite Beacon park, Knap’s carriage factory ; Cambridge 
street, opposite Beacon park, Jacque’s planing mill; 
North Harvard street, Sarsfield estate; 145, 147, and 153 
North Harvard street ; North Harvard street, first left from 
Western avenue; North Harvard street, second left; Mal- 
vern street, trunk sewer. 

The following premises on Tremont street drain into a 
brook, and thence into the river: first, second, third, fourth, 
fifth, sixth, seventh left, from Oak square, and last two 
houses on left from Oak square. The drainage from houses 
on Nonantum street also enter this brook. 

The owners of these several premises were notified to dis- 
continue draining into the river, and to connect with public 
sewers, where such sewers existed. Where there were no 
such sewers they were directed to provide cesspools or 
other means of caring for their drainage, in order to take it 
out of the river. In cases where the city was the offender, 
by reason of the discharge of public sewers, the Superin- 
tendent of Streets was requested to provide other means of 
drainage, and the work of connecting these sewers with the 
main drainage system has been vigorously prosecuted by the 
sewer department. In the cases of the 133 houses and 
39 stables on the northerly side of Beacon street, from 
No. 97 to No. 416, inclusive, the owners of these estates 
were given a hearing on June 28, to show causes why they 
should not provide an intercepting sewer for their several 
drains. At this hearing the owners appeared and stated 
their objections to the plan proposed. A large majority of 
them preferred to continue the present system of drainage, 
but as this Department had determined that this system could 
not be allowed to continue, the question which they were asked 
to consider was as to the best means of diverting the sewage 
from the river and connecting their drains with the public 
sewer. As a large number of the owners of the estates 
were out of town and could not be communicated with at that 
time, an adjournment was granted until November 1, when 
the same parties again appeared before the Board and were 


given another hearing, at which His Honor the Mayor and 
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the Superintendent of Streets were present, and stated their 
views as to the proper course to be pursued. Following are 
the Mayor’s remarks : 


“Mr. CHarrman, there seems to be considerable misap- 
prehension as to the law in this case, and as to what it is 
proposed to do, either by the Board of Health or by the 
Executive Department of the city of Boston. There are 
two ways of getting sewers built in Boston. One is by the 
in lividual house owners upon compulsion by the Board of 
Health for maintaining a nuisance. ‘That is one way. 
Upon that it is customary to give a hearing. The action of 
the Board of Health is, in my opinion, final and beyond 
appeal, and there is nothing for the householders to do but 
obey the order of the Board. If that is obeyed, they can 
take the matter into the courts of law and settle it there. 
That method of procedure was begun by the Board of Health 
last summer; but at the instance of the property owners it 
was delayed from time to time. When the cholera excite- 
ment came on it became perfectly obvious that something 
must be done, not only to abate this particular nuisance, 
but all nuisances along this river and all the rivers that flow 
through Boston. The attack upon those nuisances was con- 
ducted systematically along the Neponset, the Mystic, and 
Charles. Although a large. part of the contaminating matter 
does not come from Boston, but from adjoining cities and 
towns, it would not do for the city of Boston to rest upon 
its oars and wait until these cities have abated their portions 
of pollutions before we abated ours. We have already pro- 
ceeled to abate the sewage nuisances that flow into the 
Caarles river from Brighton. We are going down the river 
now towards Beacon street. The Board of Health, as I 
understand it, desired to confer with the owners of property 
along the water-side of Beacon street, as to the best practi- 
cal method of abating this particular nuisance, it being a 
rather serious undertaking; and that was the only purpose 
of one or two continued. hearings, as I understand it, and 
also of this one. 

“T want, however, to call the attention of the Board and 
everybody present, that this is not the only way of getting 
a sewer in Boston. There is another way, and that is by 
the act of the city of Boston. The city of Boston has a 
right to build sewers; the city of Boston has the right to 
build a sewer in this particular locality, and it is going to 
do it. We have the right to make the private passageway 
in the rear of these houses a public way. We shall proceed 
in that way if necessary, not unmindful of the law, and 
make these streets a public highway, and then construct the 
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sewer under the general laws. That is what we can do, and 
that is what we shall do, if necessary, wholly regardless of 
the action of the Board of Health, and regardless of any 
protest from any one in this community who thinks it is 
healthier to drain into an open river than it is to drain into 
a common sewer. The only question is, how to do it. 
The city of Boston wants this done, and I am here as the 
representative of the Executive Department, not of the 
Board of Health, to confer with the property owners there 
as to the best practical way of doing this thing. I have had 
the City Engineer make most careful estimates of three 
several plans, the only three that occurred to him. One 
was to build a sewer in this private way, which would be 
made a public way; the other was the drain under the side- 
walks; and the other was to connect with the main sewer 
now in the middle of Beacon street. Of those three 
methods the one which would be the least expense to the 
property owners would be the first, that is, building a sewer 
in this 30-foot street; but before adopting that course, we 
wanted to lay these three propositions before you, gentle- 
men, representing the owners there, to see if you preferred 
one to the other two, and then the city perhaps would con- 
sider that position. It would cost the city less to connect 
under the sidewalks, but the cost to the abutters would be 
very considerably more, very much more, four or five times 
as much, and it would make a good deal of disturbance in 
Beacon street. I think, on the whole, if there is no ob- 
jection, or if the abutters do not prefer some other course, 
we shall probably build that sewer in the 30-foot passage- 
way, having first made it a public way, proceeding under 
the General Statutes, and wholly regardless of the action of 
the Board of Health. 

“I would suggest, at this point, that another scheme has 
been spoken of, and that is, the desirability or possibility of 
building a small embankment i in the rear of these houses at 
the expense of the owners. It has been proposed for a 
great many years to build a great embankment, a great 
boulevard, and there has been talk of putting in another 
row of houses. I speak as an abutter now. We do not 
own the fee in those flats. We have no riparian rights, no 
navigation rights, but the land is owned by the Common- 
wealth. The State can, with the consent of the War De- 
partment, authorize the erection of an embankment, and 
also make it sufficiently large to put in another row of 
houses. They are not likely to do it, but there is always 
that possibility staring us in the face. When the embank- 
ment was first proposed, some fifteen or twenty years ago, 
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a plan was prepared by the then Board of Park Commis- 
sioners, of which Mr. Charles H. Dalton was a member, and 
it showed an embankment 100 yards wide. It would 
materially affect our view across the water, and would cost 
the city a great deal of money. It was also objected to 
by the War Department as diminishing the area of flats ; but 
the present plan proposes to build a narrow embankment, 
there adding 70 feet to the 30 feet of private way that 
now exists in the rear of our houses, making a 100-foot em- 
bankment, not large enough for a park, but large enough 
for a driveway and bridle-path, and a sidewalk and es- 
planade along the river. The advantage of that in connec- 
tion with the draining of these houses would be that the 
sewer could be built in that embankment to connect with 
the particular drains along the river front without disturb- 
ing any of the plumbing arrangements in the houses, and 
without ripping up that 30- foot private way. 

“The advantage to the householders would consist in this. 
It seems to me that the future of Beacon street is very un- 
certain, as a street for residential purposes. The restric- 
tions, I think down as far as Dartmouth street, run out in 
eight years. The 20-feet restrictions where I live do not 
run out until 1933, but in the upper part of the street the 
restrictions run out in 1900, and many of them in 1910, and 
so on; and when that time comes somebody is going to build 
out, unless every owner on both sides of Beacon street con- 
sents to an extension of those restrictions. I believe, also, that 
inside of the period of eight years there will be electric lines 
on Beacon street. Just as soon as the population of Brighton 
gets sufficiently large to make itself felt, there will be a de- 
mand that no municipal government can resist for running 
electric cars up and down Beacon street. When those two con- 
ditions are brought about, —and I look to see them realized 
in about eight years, — when the tracks are built through 
the streets, “and there are two lines of electric cars running 
up and down there all day and night, Beacon street is going 
to be a very different street from what itis now. It seems 
to me that in view of that certain event, it is for our pecun- 
lary interest there as property owners to protect ourselves 
by a narrow embankment in the rear, making a new front to 
our estates, and making a road for carriages behind. I have 
had estimates made of the cost by the Street Department 
and by the Park Department, and they are in substance this, 
that if we build a sea-wall like that which is being now 
erected by the Charles River Improvement Company on the 
other side of the river, the entire improvement can be built 
and finished for about fifty dollars a running foot, or about 
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one thousand two hundred and fifty dollars for a twenty-five 
foot house-lot. If such a wall should be erected, as the city 
is building on the Charlesbank, the cost would be very 
much more. Now, it has been suggested by a number of 
persons owning property on the water-side of Beacon street, 
that it was for their pecuniary advantage to offer to pay the 
sum of fifty dollars a running foot for this embankment. 
The wall of the Charles River Improvement Company is 
good enough, it seems to me; but if anybody wants an or- 
namental wall, such as they have on the park in Ward 9 and 
Ward 8, why, it is a thing that, it seems to me, the city 
should pay for. The cost to each. owner would be one 
thousand two hundred and fifty dollars for an estate the size 
of the one I live on. Personally, I consider it would im- 
prove my property at least five thousand dollars, and I 
should be very glad to contribute my proportionate expense. 
I am interested in four or five other estates on Beacon street, 
and every person who has been consulted about this matter, 
owning property on the water-side of Beacon strect, has, 
after looking into it, expressed the same opinion. There 
has been no attempt made to canvass them. It has been 
simply the subject of casual conversation from time to time. 
I think everybody in my block would agree, and it seems to 
me so plainly for the interest of the property owners there 
that I should be very glad to see a movement started there 
in favor of our proposing to the city to build this embank- 
ment at our own expense. 

“There are obstacles in the way, of course. You would 
have to get an act of the Legislature; you would have to 
get the consent of the Harbor and Land Commissioners ; 
you would have to get the consent of the War Department 
at Washington; and the actual work, I suppose, would have 
to be done by the Street Department of the city govern- 
ment, and paid for by assessments in some way. -The main 
obstacle would be the attitude of the War Department; but 
I am inclined to think that if the abutters were all prepared 
to take this matter up, those various obstacles could be over- 
come ; and as some such plan as this could be devised and 
carried through early this winter, I think we might let the 
matter of the sewer rest until it could be built in connection 
with the embankment; but if no such plan as this is to be 
carried out, it seems to me there is nothing for the city to do 
but to go ahead and build a sewer in the rear of these houses 
or under the sidewalks.” 


Criticisms and suggestions were subsequently offered by 
the owners of the estates, and the whole subject was left for’ 
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the parties interested to consider, with the understanding 
that one or another of the plans proposed would be required 
to be adopted. 

It is the purpose of the Board of Health to require that 
all the private drains from the residences in question be 
diverted early in thé coming season, and it is probable that 
the putting of an intercepted sewer in the passageway in 
the rear of these houses will be the method adopted. 

In the cases of the other estates draining into this river, 
it is expected that other means of drainage will be provided 
at an early day, so that practically all these sources of 
pollution within the limits of the city of Boston, above the 
West Boston bridge, will have been removed before the 
coming summer. 

The principal sources of nuisance in the Charles, which 
are located in the cities and towns on the opposite bank 
of the river, cannot be removed until the completion of the 
Metropolitan sewer, now in course of construction, and 
which ought to be completed at the earliest possible time. 
Meanwhile, the authorities of these cities and towns are 
endeavoring to procure such legislation as will enable them 
to take possession of the river banks for park purposes, and 
for securing the river against further pollution, a scheme 
which has the cordial approval of this Department. 


Stony Brook. 


The condition of Stony brook, on account of pollution by 
sewage, has also received the attention of the Department 
during the year, and all places where drains discharge, 
directly or indirectly, into this brook have been inves- 
tigated, with the view of diverting the sewage elsewhere. 
Following is a list of the dwelling-houses, factories, and 
stables that drain into this brook: 

Neponset avenue, Ist right from the brook ; Ashland street, 
[st right from Canterbury. street, filtering cesspool ; Clement 
avenue, 2d right from Farrington street, “filtering cesspool. 

In addition, there are a number of houses alone the brook 
that drain to cesspools, and when these overflow sew: age 
from them finds its way to the brook. These are as follows: 

Stony Brook street, lst right from Williams street ; Stony 
Brook street, 1st left from New Keyes street; Rockland 
Brewery, Amory street; Boylston Brewery, Brookside ave- 
nue; leakage from stable 90 Brookside avenue 5 Bink 
Sturtevant, "Blower Works, from urinal, stable, in which 
there are 17 horses, and room where castings are washed ; 
Williams, 1st and 2d left from Washington street ; Williams 
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street, Ist right from Washington street ; Silk Dye House, 
194, 196, 198 New Keyes street; New Keyes street, 1st 
right from Washington street; Boston Thread and Twine 
Company, Burnett street, waste from dye-house and urinal ; 
3771 Washington. street, filtering cesspool; 3779 Washing- 
ton street, filtering cesspool ; Stony Brook place, Ist and 2d 
left; 3d left, cow stable; 1st and 2d right, cow stable; 3d 
right, cow stable ; 4th right, cow stable ; 139 Pynchon street, 
drainage from urinal of the Highland Foundry; six houses 
in Culvert place ; rear 87 Pynchon street, A. Zeigler’s Silk 
Manufactury, and two houses; 9, 11, 59 Pynchon street, 
livery stable; 29 Elmwood street; 94, 98 Linden Park 
street; 42 Summer street, and 6 houses in the rear; 10 
Simmons street; 144, 146, and 148 Vernon street; 8, 10, 
14 Lamont street; 1 Siegle court, from 8 Lamont street; 
3,4, 5, and 6 Siegle court; 141 Vernon street; 10, 13, 15, 
16, 17, 18, 19, 21 Downing street ; 13 Cabot street, engine- 
house and stable; 22 Culvert street, machine shop; Culvert 
street, lst right from Tremont street ; Culvert street, 1st left 
from Tremont street; machine shop; 1177, 1179 Tremont 
street, and 30, 33 Culvert street; 35,.37, and 39 Culvert 
street ; oppposite 39 Culvert street; south-east corner Cul- 
vert and Carey streets, machine shop; Rogers avenue, Ist 
and 2d right from Carey street, repair shop of the Old Colony 
h.R.; 1 Rogers avenue ; 1} Rogers avenue; 2, 3, 5, 6, 7, 
11 Rogers avenue; 1, 2, 3, and 4 Rogers court, from Rogers 
avenue; 1 and 2 Bay View place, from Rogers avenue; 4 
Bay View place; rear 4 Bay View place; 5, 7, 8, 9, 11 
Bay View place; 15 1st and 15 2d Rogers avenue; 15 3d 
Rogers avenue; 16, 17, 69, 78, and 80 Rogers avenue. 


In a large number of instances above enumerated there is 
no other method of drainage practicable than the one now 
existing. It is hoped, however, that sewers will be pro- 
vided by the city, with which the several estates complained 
of in this vicinity can connect, in order that the pollution of 
the brook may cease. 


Wer LaAnps. 


An unusually large number of complaints were made dur- 
ing the year concerning the wet lands in the vicinity of the 
Back Bay fens. The tracts of land complained of were 
covered with offensive stagnant water and mud, and were at 
so low a grade that it was impracticable, in most cases, to 
drain them. 

The owners of the several tracts complained of were noti- 
fied to abate the nuisances existing on their premises, and 
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one owner was made a defendant in a criminal suit for 
maintaining a nuisance on his premises. The litigation re- 
sulting from this complaint was so long that it was deemed 
expedient by the Department to avail itself of the provi- 
sions of the statute, which empowers the Board of Health to 
abate all nuisances of this character, paying the expense 
thereof with a special appropriation granted for the purpose, 
and to be subsequently collected from the owners of prop- 
erty benefited. Acting under this statute, the Board pro- 
ceeded to fill the several lots complained of, and 29,616 
loads of clean earth were deposited upon the vacant lots, and 
the nuisances were practically abated for the time being. 
In cases where it was found practicable, the water was 
drained off into the sewer through drains constructed for 
that special purpose. 

The following estates were benefited by this work, and the 
bills for the same have been sent to the City Collector for 
collection :

There is still left a very large number of stagnant pools 
of water and of pieces of wet land in different parts of the 
city which ought to be filled up at once to a proper grade 
and kept dry. Some of these are already causing sensible 
odors: and all of them are threatening nuisances in the im- 
mediate future. 

The presence of these unsightly and semi-dangerous spots 
are not only a standing menace to the health of the residents 
about them, but they seriously impede or delay the develop- 
ment and use of adjoining lands, to the great disadvantage 
of the city and to individual property owners, so that there 
is not only the public health to be considered, but a financial 
and economic value in raising such lands to a proper grade 
and keeping them dry. 


ABATTOIR. 


The work of inspecting live animals and dressed meat at 
the Brighton Abattoir during the past season has not been 
attended by any unusual circumstance, except the fact that 
there has been an unusual increase in the number of cases of 
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actinomicosis among the animals brought for slaughter. 
This has occurred, undoubtedly, from the fact that in many. 
of the Western cities where large numbers of cattle are 
slaughtered, animals affected with this trouble are ruled out 
as unfit for food. It has been our custom here to regard 
this affection as having only a local influence upon the meat 
of the animal during its early history, and to condemn only 
the part affected so long as it remained purely local and 
the animal was otherwise in good condition. 

Investigations are now going on with a view to determine 
whether or not the meat of such an animal should be re- 
garded as unfit for human food. At present, however, we 
know of no facts by which we should be warranted in a 
general condemnation of such meat. 

The Act of the Legislature of 1892 requiring an examina- 
tion of all animals, at the railroad yards, intended for ex- 
portation, together with the examination of all milch cows 
within the city as required by the new regulations of this 
Board, has made it necessary to appoint an additional in- 
spector to assist Dr. Burr in the work. 


Datries AND Cow STABLES. 


Knowing the dangers to which our milk supply is exposed 
by careless methods of production and handling, and knowing 
that many of the so-called stables within the limits of our 
city were unfit for the purposes for which they were used, 
this Board made and published the following regulations in 
April, 1892: 


Ttegulation. 


Whereas cows’ milk is one of the most common and necessary articles 
of food, and is oftentimes seriously impaired in usefulness and rendered 
dangerous to health by the want of proper care in its production or sub- 
sequent treatment or handling, it is therefore 

Ordered, That the following regulation be and is hereby adopted. \ 

SECTION 1. No person shall use any building as a stable for cows, 
unless it contains at least 1,000 cubic feet of space for each animal, is 
well lighted and ventilated, has tight roof and floors, good drainage, a 
supply of pure water, and all other necessary means for maintaining the 
health and good condition of the cows, and has been approved by the 
board of health. | 

Sect. 2. Every person using any such building shall keep the 
same and the premises connected therewith, and all land used for 
pasturage of the cows, clean and free from filth. 

SEctT. 3. Every person keeping a milch cow shall permit it to be 
examined from time to time as to its freedom from disease, by a veteri- 
narian designated by the board of health. 

Sect. 4. No person having an infectious disease, or having re- 
cently been in contact with any such person, shall milk cows or handle 
cas, measures, or other vessels used for milk intended for sale, or in any 
way take part or assist in handling milk intended for sale, until all 
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danger of communicating such disease to other persons shall have 
passed. 

Sect. 5. No person shall sell or use for human food the milk of a 
diseased cow, or permit such milk to be mixed with other milk,inor, 
until it has been boiled, shall sell or use such milk or any mixture of 
such milk for food of swine or other animals. 


These regulations were printed in convenient form and 
sent to every person known to keep cows in the city. The 
summer was allowed for time in which to dispense with some 
of the poorest stables and make the necessary alterations in 
others to conform to the requirements. The changes which 
are being made in the condition of the stables will have a 
marked effect upon the healthfulness of the cows and the 
quality of the milk produced by them. 

The examination of the cows by a veterinarian was delayed 
until November, when Dr. Burr was requested to make a 
thorough inspection.

CEMETERIES. 


The cemeteries under the charge of the Board of Health, 
~ which are seventeen in number, have caused for their main- 
tenance the past year an outlay of $4,936.35. This amount 
may be said to fairly represent the running expenses of 
these cemeteries, inasmuch as none of it was expended for 
any repairs or improvements which might be termed ex- 
traordinary. The condition of these cemetery grounds, 
tombs, headstones, etc., are quite satisfactory, with the ex- 
ception of the Central ground, situated in Boston Common. 
To put this ground in proper condition will require the ex- 
penditure of a considerable sum of money, which the Board 
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does not feel justified in taking from its regular appropria- 
tion; nor, on the other hand, does the Board advise any 
special appropriation for this purpose. It believes that this 
burial-ground should be closed against further interments 
in the interest of public health. Burials in this ground 
have increased the past year over the year next preceding. 
The year 1892 shows seventy-two interments, against sixty- 
five in 1891. What this Board advises at the present time 
concerning the Central ground, it also strongly urges in 
connection with the Granary and the King’s Chapel grounds, 
situated on Tremont street. 

The following table shows a list of interments for 1892 
in the cemeteries in charge of this Board, together with 
those in the principal private cemeteries.

NortnH GROVE-STREET MORGUE. 


There were received at the North Grove-street morgue 
during the year the bodies of 110 persons deceased. Of 
these 19 were unidentified at the time of reception, and 
of this number 12 were subsequently identified. There 
were made by the medical examiner and his associate 
40 autopsies. The expenses of the morgue have been 
confined to sums paid for lighting, heating, and the neces- 
sary repair of instruments. 

The morgue is in good condition aside from the deteriora- 
tion due to its necessary use.

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HAWKERS AND PEDLERS. 


The number of hawkers and pedlers licensed was 1,160, 
and the number of persons licensed to collect grease was 
153. They are all required to report once a month at the 
City Stable, in North Grove street, for inspection. In order 
to ensure their reporting, the licenses are granted for one 
month only, being renewed from month to month, as they 
report.

During the year 302 confinements have taken place in the 
licensed hospitals, and one death has been reported. 

These hospitals have been regularly visited and inspected 
by the Medical Inspector.

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REPORT OF. PHYSICIAN TO THE BOARD OF 
HEALTH. 


Boston, February 1, 1893. 
To the Board of Health: 


GENTLEMEN: I have the honor to submit ioe following 
report for the year ending December 31, 1892 

There have been 3,909 persons vaccinated, a certificates 
of vaccination have been given to 2,967 children for their 
admission to the public schools. In the only instance during 
the year in which small-pox was found to exist, all persons 
in the immediate vicinity exposed to the disease were 
vaccinated. 

A table is appended showing the number vaccinated from 
the year ending April 30, 1873, to the year ending Decem- 
Demolnevou 2, 

At the request of the Civil Service Commission, 255 
men have been examined for appointment in the Police and 
in the Fire Departments. At the request of the Board of 
Police, twelve men have been examined for retirement. <At 
the request of the Board of Fire Commissioners, twenty 
men have been examined for retirement, and nine cases of 
supposed injury or disease investigated. 

The bodies of 557 persons dying without a physician in 
attendance have been examined. These cases comprise 
principally those who die of chronic diseases, where there 
has been no medical care for months previous to death, and 
those who die suddenly from natural causes. In these 
cases a careful external examination 1s made, the symptoms 
learned, and a diagnosis, sufficiently accurate for all practical 
purposes, reached. The law requires a medical certificate 
of death before a permit for burial is granted, and these 
examinations are made to conform to the law, as well as to 
collect statistics for bills of mortality. <A tabular statement 
of the cases investigated is appended. 


Crry Prison. 


On Sundays visits have been made to this institution. 
The following diseases and injuries have been treated during 
the year: Contusions, 6 cases; delirium tremens, 22: 
eczema, 1; incised wound, 1; scalp wounds, 5; ulcer, 1.

In this institution 936 patients have been treated during 
the year, requiring 2,080 visits. One suicide occurred 
during the year. Two deaths were caused by delirium 
tremens, and one death by valvular disease of the heart. 
There have been 36 cases of influenza, nearly all of which 
occurred in the month of January. 

The increase in the number of cases of delirium tremens 
during the past four years has been very marked, 63 
patients having been treated for this disease in 1889, 106 in 
1890, 111 in 1891, and 127 in 1892. A tabular statement 
is appended. 


Ciry Temporary Home. 


At this institution 218 visits have been made during the 
year. Twenty cases of confinement have been attended ; 17 
of the children were born alive. Seven deaths have oc- 
curred at the Home during the year. Fifteen patients were 
transferred to the City Hospital.. The following diseases 
have been treated: Bronchitis, Bright’s disease, cholera in- 
fantum, consumption, delirium tremens, gastro-enteritis, 
heart disease, influenza, marasmus, meningitis, ophthalmia 
neonatorum, pneumonia, rheumatism, scarlet fever, and 
tonsillitis. 


InFecrious DISEASES. 


Fifty-two cases of eruptive disease reported as small- 
pox have been examined. Of these one case was found to 
be small-pox, and the patient, a young woman who had 
been in the country only three days, was removed to the 
small-pox hospital on Canterbury street, where she re- 
covered. The statement of the remaining fifty-one reported 
cases is as follows: Herpes zoster, 2 cases; syphilis, 3; 
measles, 3; scarlet fever, 2; urticaria, 3; tinea favosa, lis 
irritation from the bite of the culex mosquito, 6; pustular 
dermatitis, 3; scabies, 3; purpura hemorrhagica, 3; im- 
petigo, 3; erythema multiforme, 2; varicella, 17. 

Six cases of reported typhus fever have been examined, 
but in each instance the disease was found to be typhoid 
fever. 

The names of 188 immigrants arriving in Boston from 
New York on typhus fever and cholera infected ships have 
been received from the State Board of Health, and an 
attempt has been made to discover the residences of these 
persons. In the majority of instances, these individuals 
could not be found. Whenever one of these immigrants 
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was found, he was placed under careful medical supervision 
for a reasonable time. 

An examination has been made of four reported cases of 
Asiatic cholera. In no instance, however, was the disease 
found to exist. 

The reports of 1,353 cases of diphtheria have been investi- 
gated. It seems unnecessary to insist upon the importance 
of a medical inspection of schools, when it is evident from 
a study of Chart A, which indicates the number of reported 
cases of diphtheria, by months, for the year, that there is a 
marked diminution in vacation, and an increase in the prev- 
alence of the disease during term time. Chart B indicates 
the ratio of cases of diphtheria to the thousand of popula- 
tion, by wards, for five years. In this chart the number of 
inhabitants to the acre in 1890 and 1892 is also shown, as 
well as the maximum and minimum elevation, in feet, above 
mean low water in each ward. It will be seen from a study 
of this chart, that in Wards 1, 9, and 10 there is a marked 
diminution in the ratios of cases for 1892, as compared with 
thosesol21891: Sim Wardsi 2,045) 13,71 Ae 8a 2 wander 
there is very little difference between the ratios for 1891, as 
compared with those of 1892. In Wards 3, 5, 6, 7, 8, 11, 
12, 15, 16, 23, 25 the ratios were somewhat greater in 
1892 than they were in 1891. In Wards 19 and 22 there is 
an increase of about two in the ratios of 1892, as compared 
with those of 1891. The most marked increase of the ratio 
in 1892 occurred in Ward 24. In no ward in 1892 was 
the disease as prevalent as it was in Ward 25, in 1888 and 

1889. By following the broken line, which indicates the 
maximum and minimum number of feet above mean low 
water in each ward, it will be seen that there is no definite 
relation between the prevalence of the disease and low and 
marshy lands. Jor instance, in Ward 2, with a maximum 
grade of 64 feet, and a minimum grade of 16 feet, the 
disease was less prevalent than in Ward 1, which is more 
elevated. In 1888 and 1889 there seems, however, to be a 
certain relation between a low grade and the prevalence of 
the disease in Wards 6 and 7; but this relationship did not 
exist in 1890, 1891, and 1892. Map C indicates the ratio 
of cases of diphtheria to the thousand of population in each 
ward of the city for 1892. By reference to the color key, 
the relative frequency of the disease in the different wards 
can be ascertained. Two wards have ratios below one to the 
thousand; viz., Wards 9 and 10. Wards 1,2, 3, 4, 5, 8, 
11, 17, 18, and 21 have ratios above one and below two. 
The ratios of Wards 6, 7, 16, 22, and 25 are from two to 
three per thousand. The ratios in Wards 12, 15, 19, 20,

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and 23 are above three and below four. Wards 13, 14, and 
94 have ratios of more than four to the thousand of popu- 
lation. The ratio of cases of diphtheria to the thou- 
sand of population in the whole city for 1892 was 2.70, as 
compared with 1.77 for 1891; an increase of .93 in the 
ratio. 

Investigation of _2,938 cases of scarlet fever has been 
made. ‘There can be no doubt that a careful medical super- 
vision of the schools would accomplish much in preventing 
the spread of this disease. Chart D shows the number of 
cases of scarlet fever reported each month. ‘The’ compara- 
tively small number of cases in July and August, the slight 
increase in September, and the marked increase in October, 
November, and December are facts worthy of special notice 
as bearing on this subject. Chart E indicates the ratios of 
cases of scarlet fever to the thousand of population, by 
wards, for 1888, 1889, lov0, 1891, and 1892. The most 
marked increase in the ratios for 1892 as compared with 
those for 1891 were in Wards 1, 4, 7,138, 15, 20, 24, and 25. 
In Wards 10, 11, 17, 18, 19, and 23 the difference between 
the ratios for 1891 and those for 1892 is comparatively slight. 
Map F indicates the ratio of cases of scarlet fever to the 
thousand of population, by wards, for 1892. Wards 10 and 
11 have ratios from two to three per thousand. In Wards 3, 
6, 17, 18 the ratios are above three and below four. Wards 
5, 12, 16, 19, and 21 have ratios between four and five to 
the thousand of population. The ratios of Wards 8, 9, 14, 
20, and 22 are from five to six per thousand. Three wards 
have ratios from 6 to 7, viz., Wards 2, 15, and 24§ and in 
Wards 1, 4, 7, 13, 23, and 25 the ratios to the thousand of 
population are over seven. The ratio of cases of scarlet 
fever to the thousand of population in the whole city for 
1892 was 5.87 as compared with 2.83 for 1891; an increase 
of 3.04 in the ratio. 

The total number of reported cases of diphtheria and 
scarlet fever for 1892 was 4,291; an increase of 2,131 from 
the number reported in 1891. The ratio per thousand of 
these diseases for 1891 was 4.60; the ratio for 1892 was 
8.58. 

Dr. Morton Prince, assistant physician, and Dr. William 
G. Macdonald, medical inspector, have performed the duties 
of their respective departments with marked assiduity and 
fidelity.

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REPORT OF PORT PHYSICIAN. 


QUARANTINE STATION, 
Boston Harpor, February 1, 1893. 


To the Board of Health: 


GENTLEMEN: I have the honor to submit the following 
report of the Quarantine Department for the year ending 
December 31, 1892: 

(Quarantine regulations have been enforced for the entire 
year on all vessels bringing immigrants. From the first of 
June to the first of November all vessels arriving from the 
following ports were stopped at this quarantine station for 
inspection. From all ports in Europe, from the Western, 
Madeira, Canary, or Cape de Verde islands; from the 
Mediterranean sea or straits thereof; from the west coast of 
Africa, or around the Cape of Good Hope; from the West 
India, Bahama, or Bermuda islands; from any American 
port south of Virginia, including Central and South America. 
From September 7th to October 10th all vessels arriving at 
this port from any British American port with passengers on 
board were stopped for inspection. From November 2d 
all vessels arriving from any port in Europe, from the Medi- 
terranean or straits thereof, or around the Cape of Good 
Hope, and from Central or South America, have been 
stopped at quarantine for inspection. 

January Ist, on the arrival of the steamer “ Roman,” the 
ship’s surgeon reported a death from variola on December 
30, 1891. The case had been isolated from its commence- 
ment nine days before. All the passengers thereon were 
taken to Gallop’s island and disinfected, also their clothing 
and luggage. The steerage and hospital quarters of the 
ship were thoroughly disinfected, and all persons on 
board were vaccinated who were not sufficiently protected. 
February 23d a case of measles was removed from the 
steamer “Peruvian.” March 20th a case of measles was 
removed from the steamer “ Michigan.” April 16th a case 
of measles was removed from the steamer “Roman,” and on 
April 17th a case of scarlet fever was removed from the 
steamer “Scythia.” On April 20th a case was removed from 
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the steamer “ Norseman,” for observation. It turned out to 
be a case of febricula. May 9th a boy sick with measles 
was removed from the steamer “Samaria,” and with him 
several children who had been exposed to the disease. ‘Two 
of these had measles. June 5th John Halpin, a steerage 
passenger on the steamer “ Pavonia,” was removed to Gallop’s 
island, very sick with typhoid fever. He died June 20th. 
June 15th a child conv: lescing from measles was removed 
from the steamer “Ottoman.” July 4th the steamer “ Cata- 
lonia” arrived with seventeen cases of measles in various 
stages on board. All of these were removed to Gallop’s 
island, and with them several other children who had been 
exposed to the disease. Only two cases developed among 
the latter. July 25th a boy was removed from the steamer 
“ Prussian,” suffering froma fever which was thought might 
be typhoid; he died August 4th of tubercular meningitis. 
July 27th a colored man was taken from the steamer 
“Roman ” to Gallop’s for refusing vaccination. He remained 
a week, when he escaped, but was retaken in Boston, and 
afterwards consented to be vaccinated. July 28tha sailor was 
removed from the schooner “L. B. Willey.” He had a high 
fever at the time. It proved to be a case of malaria. 
September 20th the steamer “ Marathon” anchored at quar- 
antine with 890 steerage passengers on board prepared to 
undergo the twenty-day quarantine imposed by the Presi- 
dent. During her stay eight cases of measles developed and 
were removed to Gallop’s. September 30th she was relieved 
from further quarantine by the United States government 
and left this quarantine, but without first obtaining a permit 
from this department, for which she was ordered back to 
quarantine by the Board of Health. She complied with this 
order, and a case of measles was removed which was on 
board at the time she first left this station. She was then 
lawfully released. November 8th a child was taken from 
the steamship “Cephalonia” for observation, on account 
of the fever she had at the time of arrival. It proved not 
to be a contagious disease and she was discharged in a few 
days. December 28th a case of measles was removed from 
the steamer “Catalonia,” which is in the hospital at the 
present time. 

All vessels other than those that have been specially 
mentioned, that were boarded during the year, were free 
from contagious diseases. 

In all cases where patients have been removed to Gallop’s 
island, their bedding and clothing have been taken also, for 
disinfection by steam- heat under pressure, and the quarters 
where they have been isolated disinfected. 
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Early in the year we began to receive a number of immi- 
grants from Russia; as, at the time, typhus fever was epi- 
demic throughout a large section of that country, it was 
thought best to stop all Russians for the purpose of bathing 
them, and disinfecting their clothing and baggage. This 
regulation was put into effect February 20, on “the arrival 
of | the steamer “ Norseman,” with eleven ater on board. 
Owing to the prevalence of Asiatic cholera in western 
Europe the rule was extended to all immigrants arriving at 
this port after September 1, and under it 3,930 persons have 
been removed, with nearly 10,000 pieces of baggage. 

The steamers “ Otranto,” “De Ruyter,” and “Sorrento,” 
which arrived from Antwerp in the month of September, 
having sailed from there while cholera was prevalent, were 
detained at quarantine for a few days. The crews, with 
their clothing and bedding, were removed to Gallop’s island 
for disinfection, and their quarters on board ship disinfected. 
The steamers “ Wetherby,” “IXtilmore,” and “ Helvetia,” 
which arrived from Hamburg, where cholera was epidemic, 
during the same month, were treated in the same manner, 
and, in addition, the cargoes were lightered and disin- 
fected. 

All disinfection on board ship is done by burning sulphur, 
8 pounds to 1,000 cubic feet of air space, for a period of not 
less than six hours, and a solution of corrosive sublimate is 
used of the strength of 1 to 500.

In addition to the above amount of cash, bills amounting 
to $1,640.18, for board and medical attendance of patients 
in the quarantine hospitals at Gallop’s island, have been 
turned over to the City Collector for collection, from the 
owners of the different vessels in which the patients arrived. 
Formerly these bills were paid by the State. Under the 
present law, however, we cannot collect them from the 
State, but are enabled to collect from the vessels bringing 
the patients, if they are immigrants. 
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The income of this department for the year has been 
$12,187.93, nearly double that of any previous year. ‘The 
increased expenses incurred on account of preparations 
taken to guard against the introduction of cholera have 
been much more than equalled by the increased revenue. 

The number of persons inspected during the year was 
70,750. Of this number 25,735 were seamen. 

The following vessels ran by quarantine, and were either 
passed by the Board of Health, or compelled to return to 
the quarantine grounds: June 15, schooner “ Hattie May,” 
from Porto Rico; cargo, molasses. Juiy 2, steamer “ Joseph 
L. Colby,” from Progreso; cargo, hemp. July 8, schooner 
“ Burdenell,” from Jamaica; cargo, logwood. August 
9, schooner “ Gertrude,” from Grand Cayman; cargo log- 
wood. September 5, schooner “Etta M. Barter,” from 
Wilmington; cargo, lumber. September 17, schooner 
“Seraphim,” from Bear River; cargo, wood. September 
380, bark Mireilli, from St. Riene; cargo, cod-fish; and 
schooner “Utopia,” from Liverpool, N.S.; cargo, lumber 
and codfish. 

November 18, the steamer “ Steinhoft,” from Hamburg, 
was sent back to quarantine by the collector of the port. 
There was no sickness on board on her arrival, and there 
had been none during the voyage, nor had her passengers 
come from an infected district, but she had immigrants in 
the steerage, and so came under the President’s proclama- 
tion. It was supposed she might have to stay here twenty 
days. She was detained about forty-eight hours. 

Some much-needed improvements have been made at 
Gallop’s island during the past year. Two buildings, each 
easily capable of holding 100 beds, have been erected on 
the level ground at the head of the wharf. These are in- 
tended for dormitories only, though, if the necessity should 
arise, they could be used as hospitals, or if at any time 
our hospital buildings were to become crowded, as they 
were last year, they would answer for the living-rooms of 
those persons who, while not sick, were undergoing a quar- 
antine for observation. Alongside the wharf there has 
been built a bath-house, with twenty-eight bath-rooms, fitted 
with set-tubs and hot and cold water. In one end a room 
is fitted up for fumigating purposes. At the off-shore end 
of the bath-house, in a separate building, but so situated 
that a loaded car can be run directly from one to the other, 
there has been provided an iron cylinder 20 feet long by 
6 feet 9 inches in diameter, fitted up for disinfecting by 
steam-heat under pressure. 

At the time when the advent of cholera seemed most im- 
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minent, six buildings, formerly used by the city as polling- 
booths, were transferred to the island and erected, to be used 
as a temporary shelter for such immigrants, not sick, as 
might be removed from an infected vessel. Hach booth will 
accommodate twenty persons. 

Up to this year this department has always had to de- 
pend for its water supply upon wells on Gallop’s island. 
Early last fall pipes were laid across from Long island to 
Gallop’s island, and city water is now supplied to all the 
buildings on the island.

The above table refers to animals arriving at the different 
stock-yards that, from injury during transportation, or from 
what was supposed to be a slight and not dangerous illness, 
were unable to walk to the Abattoir; these are shot at the 
yards and carted to the Abattoir in the ambulance. The 
greater number of these represent injuries, fractures, bruises, 
and exhaustion from transportation and excessive heat. Of 
the number condemned all were found to be affected with a 
disease of a serious nature (septic diseases), the meat of 
which would be a most dangerous article of food. 

Seventy-two animals have been sent at once to the dead- 
house, having arrived dead at the stock-yards. After re- 
moving the hides of such as are not dangerous to those who 
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are obliged to handle them in the various steps prior to tan- 
ning, the carcasses are rendered and turned into fertilizer, 
as are also all of the animals condemned injthe different 
slaughtering-houses. 


InFEcTIOUS Wounpb DISEASES. 


By this term is understood those diseases that are caused 
by the invasion of the system by septic organisms, as septic 
peritonitis, septicemia, suppurating wounds, etc. The meat 
from such animals becomes a source of great danger, not 
only as an article of human food, but also to those who 
handle the same, especially where it is not practical to ob- 
serve antiseptic rules. Of such diseases there were found in 
the different slaughtering-houses, in the process of dressing 
as marketable meat, six cases, all of which were con- 
demned. 


ACTINOMYCOSIS. 


There have been found four hundred and forty-two ani- 
mals affected with actinomyces, from very slight cases, where 
disease was confined to a localized tumor on the head, to ad- 
vanced lung lesions. With the exception of nine cases all 
were confined to growths about the head or the immediate 
vicinity. ‘The above nine cases showed lesions in the lungs, 
and, as would be expected in diseases where the greater por- 
tion of the lungs was destroyed, these animals were some- 
what emaciated; all of them were condemned. Of the 
above four hundred and forty-two cases not one has been 
found where lesions existed in any important organ of the 
body other than the lungs, although all these animals had 
the usual lesions about the head or throat. 

From observations made on the above cases, it seems that 
this disease spreads by continuity of surfaces, and not from 
the circulating of any part of the fungus through the body, 
by means of the blood and lymph channels. 

Having an abscess about the throat, caused by the invasion 
of this organism, the actinomyces, through some abrasion 
in the mouth, it is re adily seen how easy it might attack the 
lungs, were the abscess in the throat to break. The parts, 
as the tongues, cheeks, neck, etc., in the vicinity of the 
growth found in all the above four hundred and forty-two 
cases of actinomycosis were condemned, in addition to the 
nine cases, where the whole animal was condemned.

Under the head of cows from “ Eastern States” is under- 
stood those animals from all of the New England States, 
including Massachusetts. 

In the above table a division is made of the animals from 
Eastern States, that were known to be from Massachusetts, 
— that is, they were milked at least one season in Massachu- 
setts, — of which there were 1,414, and among which there 
were found only 44 cases of tuberculosis, giving a percent- 
age of 3.11. 

From a comparison of the foregoing tables with those of 
last year it will be seen that the percentage of tuberculosis 
was lower during the past year; thus it seems that tubercu- 
losis is decreasing rather than increasing in the State of 
Massachusetts, and that as far as the health of her animals 
is concerned, this State will compare favorably with any 
other State in the East. 
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INSPECTION OF CATTLE. 


In April the Board of Health passed a regulation calling 
for an inspection of all the cow stables in the city, together 
with a medical examination of all the cows within the city 
limits. The medical examination of the cows was begun 
about the Ist of December, and has since been pushed stead- 
ily on. 

There are within the city limits 2,348 cattle, distributed 
in 692 barns, which contain from 1 to 100 animals each. 

The method pursued in the inspection of the cows has 
been to examine all the superficial lymphatic glands, mam- 
mary gland (udder), each quarter of which has been 
milked, and an auscultation of the lung on both sides, of 
each and every animal. On finding any suspicious animal 
where any question existed as to the condition of the lungs 
during the time the animal was quiet, after taking its tem- 
perature, it has been turned into the yard and put into 
active exercise, and again examined ; if it still remained a 
suspicious animal, orders have been given to isolate, the 
use of milk stopped, and the State Cattle Commissioners 
made known of the fact ; although the condemning of a sus- 
picious animal rests entirely with the Cattle Commissioners, 
owners expressing a wish to at once kill such animals have 
been allowed to do so. 

Of the 2,848 animals already mentioned, 8 have been pro- 
nounced suspicious; the Cattle Commissioners have been 
notified of 4, and the remaining 4 have been at once killed, 
with the owners’ consent. Post-mortem examination of the 
above showed 5 to be tuberculous. 

The question of the amount of air or breathing-space re- 
quired for each animal has met with considerable opposition, 
but only among those who were prejudiced from the fact 
that their own stable did not contain the necessary amount of 
space; the common argument is, that the cows will suffer 
from cold in a barn of the required size, and also that they 
used to keep far more in the same space where they now 
keep what they call a few. 

It has been made a point, on meeting the owner of cows 
having the required amount of space, to inquire as to the 
condition of the cows in the winter time. In all cases the 
answer has been that the animals were comfortable and never 
cold, and that fresh air and plenty of it would do no harm. 
The opposition met with in all cases, in regard to this point, 
has been among those having poor and anything but weather- 
proof barns. One of the greatest sources of danger from 
a poorly ventilated small barn is the repeated use of the 
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expired air. When an animal with a chronic contagious 
disease, as pulmonary tuberculosis, is present, such air be- 
comes not only a foul air, but a foul air contaminated with 
expired air of a diseased animal, which air is in turn in- 
haled, and endangers the otherwise healthy animals. 

All grades of places have been found, from a small shed, 
one side of which was formed by an earth bank, and made 
tight by piling up the refuse about the stable, up to the best 
accommodation possible for animals. 

The following is a sample of one of the cow-stables in- 
spected: A long, narrow, low-studded shed, forming two 
sides of a square, two walls of which were formed by the 
stone foundation of an adjoining building; very little light 
and confined to one end only; behind the stalls was a drain 
made of old paving-stones, allowing the drainage to soak 
into the soil below, and very little running outside of the 
barn. ‘The interior dimensions of the barn were as follows : 
Average height 64 feet, length 42 feet, width 18 feet. 

On entering this barn, which happened to be after it had 
been closed for some time, the odor was enough to stifle one. 
After reaching the inside, it was found to be occupied by 
17 cows and 3 horses. The present regulations would allow 
this barn to be occupied by only 5 animals. 

Many places have been found where the cows seem to be 
used as so many milk machines, and their owners are not 
confined to those who are gaining their livelihood by the sale 
of milk. In some cases cows owned by private families, 
using all the milk at home, have been found in a barn cellar, 
next to a manure pit, inhaling the foul gases from the same, 
while on the floor above are the horses, animals used for 
conveyance only, enjoying the most comfortable quarters.

The entire amount expended for all departments of the 
hospital during the year was $255,610.49. Of this amount 
$241,514.56 was on account of the hospital proper, $4,811.89 
on account of the eight out-patient departments, $7,626.15 
for the Convalescent Home, and $1,657.89 on account of 
determining the settlement of patients. 

From the amount expended for the hospital proper, $241,- 
914.56, should be deducted the difference in the amount of 
stock on hand January 31, 1893, which was $3,915.20 more 


than we possessed on February 1, 1892; making the total 
umount chargeable to the expenditures of the year $237,599.- 
36. Of the total amount expended, considerable sums were for 
purposes not within the ordinary yearly maintenance of the 
patients. From the itemized table of disbursements it. will 
be seen that there were expended for various items of new 
and permanent improvements $6,798.86, which, deducted 
from the total expenditures of the Hospital Department, 
leaves $230,800.50 properly chargeable to current expenses. 
This amount, divided among 8,236 patients for 22,647 
weeks’ board, gives $10.19 as the cost to the city of each 
patient per week. The weekly cost of each patient at the 
Convalescent Home has been $6.50. The Trustees have 
collected and paid into the city treasury in cash the sum of 
$51,900.99, this sum having been received principally on 
account of board of patients. No allowance has been made 
for this amount in computing the weekly net cost of each 
patient to the city. 

The maximum number of patients in the hospital at one 
time was twenty more than last year; the minimum number 
was two less than last year; the average number was four- 
teen more than last year. The average stay of patients in 
the hospital was 1,75, days less than last year. The total 
number of patients treated was 326 greater than last year. 
The average cost to the city of each patient was $1.03 less 
than last year. 
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The report of the Superintendent, presented herewith, 
contains, besides other information, a detailed statement of 
the expenditures of the year and of the number of patients 
admitted, and is accompanied by the medical and surgical 
statistics. These reports give in detail the number of 
patients treated in the hospital, and the number treated in 
the out-patient departments during the year, with classified 
statements of their diseases and results of treatment. 


PayinGc PATIENTS. 


During the year there have been collected on account of 
the board of paying patients of all classes, the following 
amounts: From State cases, $27,901.23; from town and 
city cases, $6,857.94 ; from private paying patients, collected 
by the Superintendent, $15,429.19; making a total of 
$50,188.36. 

The Trustees have, as heretofore, deemed it their duty to 
inquire into the circumstances of all patients admitted to the 
free wards, with relation to their claims upon the city for 
support, and also to inquire into the circumstances of each 
patient as to his ability to pay for the whole or a part of his 
board. ‘This practice has brought out the fact that large 
numbers of persons who are not citizens are admitted to the 
wards, either accidentally injured or suffering from illnesses 
too grave to permit ‘their removal to the towns where they 
live, or to the State hospitals when chargeable to the State. 
The average weekly cost per patient for a series of years 
has not varied much from $10 per week. ‘The ‘Trustees 
have requested the Commonwealth to reimburse the city to 
the amount of $7 per week for each State patient, which is 
$3 less than the actual cost; but as yet for such cases as the 
authorities of the State choose to approve, the city receives 
only $5 per week. Even under these conditions, this system 
of asking for reimbursement has secured from the State 
$27,901.23, notwithstanding the fact that the Commonwealth 
declines to allow and pay for large numbers of patients 
treated who seem, from expert investigation, to be justly 
chargeable to the State, and that the city expends more than 
$10 per week for the support of State patients, and receives 
only $5 per week. The Trustees believe that it is the duty 
of the Commonwealth to provide for its wards in times of 
distress and misfortune, as well as it is for Boston to pro- 
vide for its own, and they deem it but just that a fair return 
should be received for the service rendered. The claim of 
$7 per week made upon cities and towns has been invari- 
ably paid without question. 
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Investigation of the claims of various patients in the ward 
beds has shown the fact that many patients have very 
properly declared their reluctance to be supported as charity 
patients, and when their attention has been called to the 
matter, have seemed very willing to pay for their own 
board, and have done so. This is manifest from the in- 
creased receipts at the Superintendent’s office from paying 
patients. It is the opinion of the Trustees that this system 
of voluntary payment should be still further extended, and 
that patients, as far as Is justifiable in each case, should pay 
something for their treatment in a hospital ward. The ten- 
dency of ‘the times is to this result in other hospitals, both 
private and municipal. The contrast between American 
hospitals and foreign hospitals in this respect is largely in 
favor of the former. In foreign hospitals, not excepting 
those of England, the general sentiment umong patients 1s 
that they ought to be gratuitously provided for, while 
the tendency among the occupants of American hospitals is 
a great willingness to pay, due to a feeling of independence, 
and a dislike of becoming objects of char ity. 

It has been gener: ally recognize 4 that the first charity a 
person in straitened circumstances is ready and willing to 
receive is medical charity. The. first step is thus taken 
towards pauperism. As a social problem, the Trustees be- 
lieve that it is their duty as far as possible to prevent this 
first step, and to oppose every tendency to pauperism. They 
therefore deem it their duty to continue the present system 
of investigation, and whenever it is not a hardship to con- 
tribute, to counsel and encourage patients to be wholly or at 
least partly self-supporting. The Trustees also think that 
patients who are able to pay, should meet the actual cost of 
their support, $10. 


PRESENT CAPACITY OF THE HospPITAL AND NEED OF ADDI- 
TIONAL BUILDINGS. 


The capacity of the hospital last year was 456 beds. Since 
the opening of an additional nurses’ home, 12 beds in rooms 
used by nurses have been used for patients. The capacity 
at this time is, therefore, 468 beds. The daily average num- 
ber of pi siienite sting the year has been 433, and the largest 
daily number has been 515. The wards have been crowded 
beyond their normal capacity during most of the winter 
months, and for ten weeks the daily average was not less 
than 490 patients. This excess has interfered in many ways 
with the best running of the hospital, and has most seriously 
impaired its efliciency. The matter has been more fully set 


: 
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forth in the last two or three annual reports, and the fact 
still remains more prominent than ever, that either patients 
having a claim upon the hospital and needing its benefits 
must be rejected, or the wards must often be crowded alto- 
vether beyond the proper limit. 

The Trustees have not been satisfied to call the attention 
of the City Council to the existing condition of things 
merely by a formal annual report, but the matter was con- 
sidered of sufficient importance to address a special memorial 
to the City Council, through your Honor, in regard to the 
present crowded condition of the hospital, and the need of 
relief by additional buildings. The matter cannot be better 
presented than to quote from that memorial : 

“The Trustees desire to call the attention of your Honor 
to the pressing necessity of further appropriations to in- 
crease the capacity and usefulness of the City Hospital. 

tecent hospital reports, as well as special communications 
addressed to your Honor, and several meetings of the Trus- 
tees in conference with the various committees of the City 
Council, have clearly shown that the present capacity of the 
hospital and its ability to satisfy modern requirements are 
not adequate to the demands made upon it for the reception 
and treatment of patients. 

“During the hospital year ending with January 31, 1892, 
3,013 applic ants for admission were rejected, and for the 
year ending January 31, 1893, 2,174 applicants were re- 
jected, or a total for the two years of 5,187. All of these 
applicants, however, were not rejected for want of accom- 
modations, but for various reasons which will be readily 
seen by reference to the annual reports of the Trustees. 
There were, however, rejected during the last year, 460 
patients, and during the preceding year, 571 patients, or a 
total of at least 1,031 patients whose cases demanded admis- 
sion to the hospital, and who should have been received, but 
were rejected solely for the reason that the hospital was full 
at the time of their application. The patients rejected were 
not limited to any particular class, but were both medical 
and surgical, as well as suffering from contagious diseases, 

especl ially measles and scarlet fever. During the present 
winter, a large number of persons suffering from scarlet 
fever were rejected, because the scarlet-fever wards were 
crowded beyond the capacity to receive any more patients. 
Although a few cases of measles were admitted, a very large 
number were rejected, because the hospital has no ward de- 
voted to this disease, and the Trustees were not justified in 
receiving patients with measles to be placed in the wards 
occupied by patients with ordinary medical and surgical 
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diseases. By reference to the annual reports, as well as to 
several communications addressed to the City Council, it is 
obvious that the capacity of the hospital is far less than it 
should be, and there is very great need of additional wards 
for nearly all classes of patients. As soon as the Chester 
Park Hospital for contagious diseases shall be completed, 
the two wards now used for diphtheria and scarlet fever can 
be used for medical cases, which will give an increased 
accommodation for about sixty medical patients. 

* The accommodations for surgical patients, however, have 
been far less than was necessary for proper cases which 
should have been admitted. There is great need for two 
additional wards for the accommodation of surgical patients, 
on the land at present vacant on the surgic: al side of the 
hospital. 

“The hospital is in urgent present need of a new building 
to be especially devoted to sur gical operations. The © present 
amphitheatre and its adjoining rooms were constructed seven- 
teen years ago, in 1876. At that time they were fully up to 
the requirements of the times, and were considered admira- 
ble in their arrangement, and have served a most excellent 
purpose. Methods of surgical work have, however, been 
changing within the last twelve or fifteen years, and different 
methods have at different times prevailed. Under modern 
scientific research, the methods of performing surgical op- 
erations have been much improved. The operating rooms 
should be so constructed that, as far as human ingenuity 
devise, they shall be absolutely free from germs which settle 
and remain in rooms constructed as are the present operat- 
ing rooms of the hospital. These buildings should be con- 
structed of non-absorbent material; that is to say, the floors 
should be either of tiles or marble, the wainscoting of marble, 
the walls of the hardest and least absorbent finish, and the 
furnishings and utensils should be of glass, iron, or other 
non- absorbent material. 

“There should be, in connection with a modern surgical 
operating room, addition: al rooms for the purpose of steriliz- 
ing ata high temperature, not only all the instruments, but 
all dressings, sheets, towels, and even the clothing worn by 
the surgeon and his assistants. There should be “additional 
facilities for baths and for disinfecting: the operator and his 
assistants. It is impossible properly to prepare for a surgi- 
‘al operation as science now directs, without special facilities 
for so doing. The accommodations at present existing are 
totally in: idequate for the purpose, and it is not possible to 
reconstruct the existing rooms in such a way as to mect the 
required demands. . 
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“The newer methods at present existing enable the surgeons 
safely to perform operations which ten years ago were not and 
could not have been undertaken except with fatal results ; 
but under the existing methods, surgical operations, such as 
operations upon the abdomen, brain, and other serious capi- 
tal operations, are done with almost a certainty and a security 
not before possible. 

“Many illustrations of what may be accomplished by mod- 
ern surgery might be given, but one only will be. mentioned. 
Ten years ago it was the usual practice to amputate every 
limb with bad compound fractures. Out of a series of 165 
such cases treated here under modern methods, 146 patients 
were discharged from the hospital with their limbs, preserved 
and in good condition. 

“The Boston City Hospital cannot treat its patients as well 
as other first-class hospitals, without suitable buildings and 
apparatus. Moreover, the city of Boston should not expect 
that those who are given the trust of caring for its citizens 
should lag in the rear of modern improvements, as it does at 
the present time, but should, as it has hitherto, lead in all 
that conduces to the preservation of life and the bodily wel- 
fare of its citizens, especially the working people, who chiefly 
constitute our patients. The Boston City Hospital, until 
recent years, has kept inadvanced lines in medical and surgi- 

cal work, but recent scientific methods have outstripped the 
requirements for doing modern surgical work. Nearly all 
hospitals, both large and small, now possess rooms, appli- 
ances, and utensils, i in the line previously indicated, sufficient 
for the demands of the times. This The Boston City Hospital 
does not possess, and the Trustees respectfully urge upon 
the City Council the importance of placing the City Hospital 
in a thoroughly equipped condition. 

“There should be laboratories for doing pathological work, 
in connection with the surgical treatment demanded. and ex- 
isting in nearly all great modern hospitals. Therefore it is 
necessary that the hospital should contain laboratories for the 
analysis and study of surgical diseases from various points 
of view. 

“The Trustees would recommend that the present one-story 
surgical building known as Ward P be moved to a location 
east of its present position, and upon the ground now occu- 
pled by Ward P, adjoining the present “operating amphi- 
theatre, should be built a building containing new operating 
rooms. This building must necessarily be of high cost con- 
struction. It should be thoroughly fire-proof, built of brick 
and terra-cotta timber, and as perfect as possible for the 
purposes of doing modern surgery. The operating rooms, 
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as before stated, should have tiled or marble floors, marble 
wainscoting, Keene’s cement on wire lathing for walls and 
ceilings, finished with enamel paint. The amphitheatre 
should not necessarily be large, but should have iron seats 
and railings for physicians and medical students to witness 
operations, and there should be absolutely no wood or ab- 
sorbent material in the room. There should be several small 
rooms constructed much in the same manner, in order that 
three different surgeons may operate in three different rooms 
at the same time. At present the Visiting Surgeons have 
only one operating room, and oftentimes all three surgeons 
have to use the same room at once, which leads to delays and 
annoyances to the surgeons, and has caused many complaints 
by patients and their friends. This want of space reduces 
the safety of an operation where cases follow each other in 
the same room; it leads to confusion, and practically 
destroys the practice of doing surgical operations after 
modern ideas, with safety. There should also be in this 
building rooms where different patients can be etherized 
separately at the same time. There should be recovery 
rooms for the proper classification of cases, and also rooms 
where a class of cases, such as abdominal surgery, operations 
upon the skull, and other capital operations, can be kept for 
a few hours or days, not only that they may be free from 
dust and Moats germs, but also for quietness and more 
complete care. This building will require also consulting 
rooms for surgeons, rooms devoted to the preparation of 
bandages and appliances, rooms for sterilizing instruments, 
and other uses which cannot in detail be entered upon here. 
The heating and ventilation will require more than the ordi- 
nary expenditure, in order to make a perfect system. 

“There should be in addition, constructed on the surgical 
side, on Albany street, near the corner of Kast Concord 
street, a long, narrow building, divided into rooms and 
departments for various purposes connected with surgical 
work as well as with the hospital in general. The present 
room for the reception of the dead and for making autop- 
sles is twenty-seven years old. It is antiquated, insuf- 
ficient .in size, and was intended only to meet the 
requirements of a hospital of 200 beds instead of ne: urly 
500, as at present existing. The means for the pres 
ervation of dead bodies until they can be delivered ‘, 
their friends or be given a proper burial ave inadequate and 
antiquated, and a new series of rooms should be constructed 
for the reception of the dead, more or less classified accord- 
ing to their condition or the nature of their diseases. 

“There should also be erected a mortuary chapel, where 
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religious services may be held, according to the various 
religious faiths of patients who die at the hospital. At 
present there is no such place, and we are obliged to use 
rooms in the out-patient department, which are not suitable, 
and the use of which is limited to afternoon hours. 

“There should also be erected a two-storied building for 
the isolation of surgical cases, which should be divided into 
separate rooms. “At present, cases of surgical diseases 
which develop delirium tremens are placed with ordinary 
medical and surgical cases. This is a great annoyance, and 
has been the cause of many complaints against the hospital, 
which the Trustees have been unable to remedy, simply for 
want of room for proper classification. We have, more- 
over, no proper place in which to put the large number of 
alcoholic cases, which, in spite of our rules, we are com- 
pelled by humanity to admit. 

“The Trustees do not ask for these ways and means 
because it is simply a desirable thing to do, or is the profes- 
sional practice of the times, but they are seriously in earnest 
that the present inadequate means and methods should be 
improved upon, and that your hospital should not be stig- 
matized as being behind the times, unable to do good pro- 
fessional work, because of Avanlehs methods and wanting in 
means that can only be supplied by new buildings. Noth- 
ing else can suffice, and the Trustees feel they cannot longer 
take the grave responsibility placed upon them for the 
proper performance of the work which they are called upon 
to do. 

“ After many conferences with the City Architect, the 
Trustees are of the opinion that the amount necessary to 
secure the above increased capacity and to erect improved 
buildings for surgical work will be $346,000. 

3 During the year 1892, by means of the annual appropria- 
tion and transfers, $271,000 were placed at the disposal of 
the Trustees for the construction of new buildings. Of this, 
$24,000 was devoted to the construction of the stable, and the 
remaining amount, as far as contracted for, has been devoted 
to the new hospital building for contagious diseases on the 
old City Nursery grounds. Contracts have been made to the 
amount of $208,000, and the buildings are now being con- 
structed as rapidly as possible. The contracts made and the 
appropriations received are insuflicient, however, to complete 
the entire group of buildings necessary to make a complete 
installation for the treatment of contagious diseases. There 
will be further required a two-storied ward similar to the one 
now contracted for and building. There should also be a 
building which should serve the purpose of a laundry and 
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sterilizing house, with chambers overhead for domestics ; and 
attached to this a proper room for the reception of the dead. 
There will also be required a nurses’ dormitory for the hous- 
ing of nurses who are assigned to the care of contagious dis- 
eases. It is also necessary that the long-talked-of electric 
plant and boiler- house, sufficient for lighting and heating the 
contagious buildings, in connection with the entire hospital 
establishment, should be constructed. The Trustees estimate 
that $127,000 should immediately be appropriated for the 
further construction of the Chester Park Hospital and the 
electric plant and boiler-house. 

“The attention of the Trustees has been called to the neces- 
sity of taking additional precautions against fire. They de- 
sire, in order: to guard against danger, to construct additional - 
water-mains of sufficient capacity for the i increased accommo- 
dations, additional hydrants within the hospital grounds, and 
stand-pipes with proper hose and appliances in all the build- 
ings, and to provide additional fire-extinguishers. Some of 
the buildings should also have outside iron fire-escapes, and 
some additional changes of construction should be made in the 
wards to ensure better means for extinguishing fire. The 


Trustees are of the opinion that $5,500 is a minimum sum 
necessary m carry out these necessary safeguards and im- 
provements. 


“ The Trustees therefore respectfully request that appropri- 
ations be now made for the foregoing purposes, as follows: 
For new buildings : 


“ New surgical wards, surgical operating rooms, i 
and surgical fabas ‘tories. . $346,000 


Additional for the hospital for contagious dis- 
eases and for lighting and heating ; 127,500 


For water-mains, hydrants, stand- -pipes, and 
and means of extinguishing fire in present 


buildings . ; ; ‘ : , i 5,500 
Total... ; : ‘ , . $479,000 


“The Trustees in making this. application deem it of the 
utmost importance that the sum asked for should be placed 
at their disposal immediately, so that plans and specifications 
an be entertained and contracts made in order to commence 
work at onceand the buildings got under way this summer, 
as, at the best, a year’s time will be required for the comple- 
tion and furnishing of the same.” 
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Outr—Patient DEPARTMENTS. 


The out-patient departments have been efficiently carried 
on throughout the year. The improvements made in the 
buildings, and additional appliances and apparatus furnished, 
have given the out-patient physicians and surgeons increased 
facilities for doing the work of their respective departments. 
The attendance has been large, and the amount of work 
ereater than ever before. These departments, as heretofore, 
are not treated as feeders for the hospital wards. On the 
contrary, it is the intention of the Trustees that their man- 
agement shall conduce to a relief to the wards, and that 
patients who require treatment, particularly in the various 
‘specialties, shall receive the best of service, and a treatment 
better adapted to their needs than that in the hospital wards. 


HospirAL FOR Contagious DISEASES. 


Our wards for diphtheria and scarlet fever continue to 
place the same dilemmas and difficulties in the way of the 
proper management of the general wards, as previously 
pointed out in the annual reports. The beds of these wards 
have been full nearly all the time. This is particularly true 
of the scarlet-fever ward. The details of occupancy and 
management of these wards during the last year are more 
fully pointed out in the Superintendent’s report. It is ob- 
vious that wards intended for forty-two patients under proper 
conditions, cannot be occupied by sixty patients without 
great detriment and danger. Experience has verified this 
deduction. 

These difficulties, however, will soon be remedied by the 
completion of the Chester Park Hospital. The Trustees, 
with the assistance of the Superintendent, have been for 
many months at work upon plans for a new hospital for 
contagious diseases. For the purpose of carrying out this 
work, $271,000 were placed at the disposal of the Trustees, 
for the construction of new buildings, — $24,000 were set 
apart for the construction of a new ambulance stable, and 
contracts were made for the buildings constituting the Ches- 
ter-Park Hospital, costing $203,000. The work has pro- 
eressed during the winter months as rapidly as the weather 
would permit. Piles and foundations have been laid for a 
lodge, administration building, domestic building, and one 
two-story ward. These buildings will be pushed as rapidly 
as possible during the coming season. It has been impossi- 
ble to enter upon the construction of all the buildings, be- 
cause the appropriation was insuflicient, and also owing to 
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the fact that, being built upon the City Nursery grounds, the 
greenhouses could not be abandoned until the coming 
season. Further appropriations will be necessary before the 
remaining wing, together with the laundry, nurses’ home, 
and the mortuary necessary for the completion of the group 
of buildings for infectious diseases, can be constructed. 


Hospitat RENOVATIONS AND ADDITIONS.

During the past year the usual work has been done upon 
repairs of the hospital buildings. The alterations at the 
entrance office are described in detail in the Superintend- 
ent’s report. ‘These changes have proved of very great benefit 
and convenience, particularly to the patients who are con- 
stantly coming and going. 

The most important addition to the hospital buildings 
during the past year is the ambulance stable, of which 2 
detailed description appears in the Superintendent’s re- 
port. It is the intention that the stable shall be of a 
capacity sufficient to meet not only the present wants, but 
also to provide for the growth of the hospital for. some years 
to come. There is room for twice the number of ambulances 
now needed in the hospital work, and also double the ac- 
commodations necessary for present employés. Special pains 
has been taken that the building shall be healthy, both for 
stablemen and horses. The building is not at this date ready 
for occupation, but is fast approaching completion, and will 
be ready for use in a few weeks. This improvement has 
been long needed, and has been often mentioned among 
urgent necessities of the institution. The completion of the 
stable will be followed by a reorganization of the ambulance 
service, elsewhere referred to, and which has been so long 
deemed necessary for efficient and prompt transportation.. 


Tuk CONVALESCENT Homrne. 


The Convalescent Home has now been in operation for 
more than two years, and has rendered the codperative 
service which was expected of it in the proper care of the 
sick. The Home has proved large enough to meet all the re- 
quirements, as far as women and children are concerned ; 
but as at present organized, there are no accommodations for 
convalescent male patients. The Trustees hope that among 
the additions which the hospital may acquire in the future, 
there will be another building for the accommodation of male 
conyalescents. The weekly cost per patient at the Conval- 
escent Home has been $6.50.

On ESTABLISHING COTTAGE OR BRANCH HOSPITALS IN THE 
SEVERAL WARDS OF THE Clty. 


In response to requests of the two branches of the City 
Council for information relative to the establishment of 
cottage or branch hospitals in different portions of the city 
of Boston, the Trustees made during the past year an extended 
investigation of the present condition and situation of the 
various hospitals located in the city of Boston, their situa- 
tions relative to the different portions of the city, and the 
needs which they supply ; they also examined into the policy 
pursued by other cities, not only in this country, but in 
Europe, and the result of their investigation was embodied in 
a special report made to the City Council, through your 
Honor, which was published as City Document No. 213. 
The inquiry was intended to investigate, first, complete local 
hospitals. This inquiry was considered under special topics ; 
first, the present hospital accommodations existing in the city 
of Boston ; second, the situation of the various hospitals with 
reference territorially to the different portions of the city ; 
third, the hospital accommodations afforded by other large 
cities; fourth, the provision made in this country and in 
Europe for branch or local hospitals; fifth, the number of 
beds required in proportion to the population, in smaller or 
local hospitals ; sexth, the cost of establishing smaller or local 
hospitals ; seventh, the cost of maintaining smaller or local 
hospitals. 

After presenting the facts in regard to the foregoing topics, 
and giving tables of statistics of various kinds pertinent to 
the subject under discussion, the Trustees made the follow- 
ing deductions : 


*T, CompeLteETE Locat HOospIitats. 


“The city of Boston, with its fifteen hospitals accommodating 
1,888 patients, occupies, in comparison with the other cities 
of this country and the cities of Europe, the same leading 
position w hich it maintains in respect to other charities. 

“Of the fifteen hospitals in Boston, two are municipal, — 
The Boston City Hospital and the hospital on Long Island. 
The Boston City Hospital is by far the largest of the fifteen, 
is located as centrally as could well be, both as to the popu- 
lation and the territory of the city, and it need not, taken 
all in all, as the Trustees believe, fear comparison with any 
other in its construction or equipments, or in the care and 
attendance it offers. It is a great general hospital, befitting 
the character of the city. 
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“ But few other cities afford a larger number of beds in 
proportion to their populations, and, as a rule, the ereat 
cities afford less. No city provides, at the expense of the 
municipality, accommodations superior in quantity or quality. 

“Not only is the municipal hospital of Boston centrally 
located, but the various public and private hospitals are as 
well distributed with reference to the population and the 
territory of the city as are those of any other city. 

* Substantially, no city in this country or in Europe has 
inaugurated the policy of establishing branch or local hospi- 
tals for the remote or different districts of which it is com- 
posed. Indeed, the tendency is towards the establishment 
and building of great Sree seta hospitals. 

“If branch or local hospitals are to be established for the 
accommodation of the sick and wounded of the different out- 
lying districts, the total cost of the establishment of such 
hospitals in the five districts of East Boston, Charlestown, 
srighton, West Roxbury, and Dorchester could not be ex- 
pected to be less than $700,000, and the expenses of the 
maintenance of these hospitals would annually amount to not 
less than $127,000. 

“The opinion of the Trustees having been requested as to 
the advisability of establishing such “hospitals for certain 
districts of the city of Boston, they entered upon the con- 
sideration of the question without prejudice, and, indeed, 
without special knowledge upon the subject ; and the con- 
clusions at which they have arrived have been reached from 
a careful consideration of the existing facilities, the situation 
of the various districts with reference to hospital accommo- 
dations, and the necessity of giving to all portions of the 
city equally the best hospital treatment which can be 
afforded. 

“The views of members of the medical profession in the 
different districts were sought, and while there was consider- 
able diversity of opinion, the large majority were in favor 
of local hospitals for their own districts. On the other 
hand, the opinion of the medical staff of The Boston City 
Hospital was expressed, in response to the inquiry of the 
Trustees, as opposed to their establishment. 

“The fact that other cities have not inaugurated the policy 
of providing at municipal expense local hospitals for their 
different outlying districts is certainly a strong argument 
against the necessity or feasibility of their establishment 
here, although it is not by any means a conclusive one. If 
the policy is deemed unquestionably wise, this city might 
well decide to take the lead in inaugurating it. 

“The Trustees, however, have not been convinced that the 
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establishment of such hospitals is wise for the city, or would 
conduce to the best interests of the sick and injured of these 
districts. 

“The outlying districts of Boston are not so remote from 
The Boston City Hospital and from the other hospitals which 
open their doors freely to the public, that, through the 
various means. of public transportation and by a proper 
ambulance system, patients may not reach them without det- 
riment. Serious cases must, in any event, be taken by car- 
riage or ambulance, and the difference of one or two or 
three miles is not so great as to offset the material advan- 
tages accruing to the patient by the additional distance. 
Indeed, distance from a hospital is not so much a question 
of miles as it is a question of transportation ; and every day 
the matter of miles is more and more overcome by improve- 
ments in transportation. As a matter of fact, also, with one 
exception, many portions of every outlying district will, by 
means of the existing means of public communication, be 
more accessible to the centre of the city than they will be to 
any one point within the limits of the district. If, for 
instance, a hospital were established in a central point in 
West Roxbury, many parts of that district would not be so 
conveniently accessible to such a hospital as they would be 
to some hospital in the central section of the city. 

“It is certainly true that great hospitals afford, upon the 
whole, far superior treatment to patients. Patients who 
can afford the expense seek the great hospitals of Europe in 
difficult cases. The Massachusetts General Hospital, on 
account of its superior facilities, attracts patients from all 
parts of the country, and the same would be the case with 
The Boston City Hospital, if non-residents of Boston were 
admitted to its wards. 

“In the nature of things, the greater the hospital, if prop- 
erly managed, the greater must be the facilities afforded. 
In keeping pace w ith the times, it acquires all the improved 
appliances and methods as they appear. It commands for 
its service the leaders in every department of medicine and 
surgery, and every difficult case receives the attention of 
the best talent which the city and indeed the country can 
afford. It attracts, on account of its greater opportunities 
for observation and study, the best house physicians for the 
immediate attendance upon the patients, and for their care 
it can choose the best class of nursing assistance. 

“ As its capacity increases, a hospital is able more and more 
to classify patients, and to give to special diseases the service 
of men specially skilled in such diseases, and the appliances 
and surroundings peculiarly adapted for their treatment. 
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To-day the city is constructing at The Boston City Hospital 
a department for contagious diseases, which will be un- 
surpassed for its facilities for the treatment and cure of 
cases not ordinarily received in general hospitals. A great 
hospital like The Boston City Hospital can classify patients 
and have wards according to age and sex, different wards 
for medical and surgical cases, wards for diseases of women 
and for nervous diseases, for the eye and ear, and diseases 
of a contagious character, and separate rooms for disorderly 
and delirious patients, and others requiring isolation. It is 
only a great hospital that can afford the best appliances and 
conveniences for the aseptic treatment of surgical cases, by 
which many injuries formerly regarded as hopelessly fatal 
are now brought within the pale of successful treatment. A 
small hospital cannot possibly, of course, have different 
wards and buildings and different and special attendance for 
different classes of disease. A great municipal hospital 
affords to the poorest patient, without price, an amount of 
professional skill and a degree of trained service which the 
wealthiest citizen cannot secure at his home. 

“So long as it is possible to afford reasonably convenient 
access to a great metropolitan hospital, its superior facilities 
for treatment and cure should be extended alike to the citi- 
zens of every section of the city needing its care; and, 
through the building of small or local hospitals, absolutely 
or substantially to exclude the citizens of certain districts 
from its benefits might well be charged as an injustice and 
wrong to them. 

“ While the question of expense is more for the considera- 
tion of the members of the City Council, it is undoubtedly 
true that such additional beds as may be needed in the future 
can be obtained from time to time at The Boston City Hos- 
pital at an expense much less than the cost of the separate 
hospitals, and the maintenance of patients, according to the 
same standard, would undoubtedly be much less expensive. 
Besides, each extension of The Boston City Hospital permits 
and is almost always accompanied by increased classifica- 
tions of diseases, which benefit greatly the entire body of 
the citizens. 

“If the local hospitals were established, they would un- 
doubtedly be more economically and efficiently conducted 
under a general hospital management; but it is likely that 
such management would be attended by difficulties not 
readily suggested to those unfamiliar with these matters. 
The appointment of the various staffs and the employment 
of a sufficient number of competent house-officers, nurses, 
and employes, and their proper allotment according to the 
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necessities of each hospital at various times, and the impar- | 
tial distribution of new appliances and improvements as they 
appear desirable, would not unnaturally lead to delicate 
questions of administration. The various hospitals would 
be successively sought by a well-known class of hospital 
itinerants, who too often strive to live upon a scanty but 
exaggerated capital of infirmities, chiefly due to their dissi- 
pations and indulgences. In these and many other ways, 
not necessary for discussion here, even with the best of 
management and the closest cooperation between the central 
hospital and its local branches, there would be likely to 
arise a condition of affairs which would give grounds for no 
inconsiderable amount of criticism and complaint, which 
would seriously interfere with the efficiency and well-being 
of central and branch institutions alike. The Trustees sus- 
pect that it is these and other difficulties of management 
inevitable to arise under such conditions, and to the better 
facilities afforded by larger hospitals, as well as the large ex- 
pense of erection and annual maintenance, which have hith- 
erto deterred other municipalities from establishing branch 
hospitals. 

“The Trustees are therefore of the opinion that the neces- 
sity does not now exist for the establishment of local hos- 
pitals for the outlying districts of the city, and that any local 
benefits which might arise from their establishment would 
not be sufficient to offset their disadvantages; and conse- 


quently they regard their establishment inadvisable.” 


Il. Emeraency HOospitats. 


The Trustees further investigated the necessity for emer- 
gency hospitals, and were * decidedly of the opinion that 
emergency hospitals of the class considered were not advis- 
able, and, therefore, as they were hardly regarded as 
desirable by any one whom they consulted, they have not 
attempted to give a careful statement of the cost of erection 


and maintenance of such institutions. 
| 


Ill. Hosprrau STAtiIons. 


“The Trustees have fully appreciated the fact that the 
inhabitants of the outlying districts of the city are at con- 
siderable disadvantage as to hospital accommodations, in 
comparison with those citizens whose residences are in the 
central portions of the city. It must necessarily be that 
different sections will have greater or less accommodations, 
according to their nearness to or remoteness from public 
institutions. It is true, however, as the Trustees fully be- 
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lieve, that the hospital accommodations which are supplied 
to the eitizens of Boston at the municipal expense should 
be made as accessible as is reasonably possible to every part 
of the city. When patients are able to take a steam-car or 
electric-car, it is not a great hardship for the comparatively 
few patients living in the remote districts to travel the 
greater distances. Those needy patients who are so ill or 
are so severely injured as to require transportation should 
certainly have reasonable means of conveyance afforded 
them, if inconveniently located as to distance from the 
municipal hospital.” 

The Trustees, appreciating the fact that the inhabitants of 
the outlying districts of the city are necessarily at consider- 
able disadvantage as to hospital accommodations in compari- 
son with those citizens whose residences are in the central 
portions of the city, were led to make an investigation of the 
ambulance system as existing in Boston, with a view “to 
ascertain and to suggest such 1 impr Ruedas in the ambulance 
system, and otherwise, as will, in their opinion, assist the 
people, and especially the inhabitants of the outlying districts, 
and make the hospital accommodations, which the city 
supplies at the public expense, as nearly as may be, accessi- 
ble alike to all citizens of the municipality.” 

They stated as the result of their investigation that “they 
believe that the ambulance system should be extended, 
and that the outlying districts of East Boston, Charlestown, 
Brighton, West Roxbury, and Dorchester should each have 
an ambulance for its special use, centrally located, and to 
be used for the conveyance of its sick and injured to The 
Boston City Hospital, or to such other hospital as the 
patient desires to reach. They believe that the city should 
further establish a hospital station in each district, near 
which the ambulance for that district shall be kept, and to 
which, in case of emergency, either from accident or from 
sudden sickness, a call for the ambulance may be made, or to 
which patients may be taken for the purpose of necessary 
immediate care, and for a proper permanent disposition. For 
the purpose of receiving such patients, and for such purpose 
only, two or three beds and needed appliances should be sup- 
plied, and there should always be in attendance a nurse, or 
other proper person, who will be able to care for and to 
afford to the sufferer the necessary first aid. In addition, at 
a certain fixed hour in each day, to be made publicly known, 
one of the admitting staff of The Boston City Hospital should 
be present, to whom application may be made for admission 
to the City Hospital by such patients as can more conven- 
iently apply there than seek the hospital itself. For each 
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district a local relief staff of perhaps two members of the 
medical profession should be appointed, in connection with 
the present Hospital Staff, who should be connected with the 
station by telephone, and who could be immediately called 
upon in cases of need. It may further be found, upon ex- 
perience, that a skilled house-officer from The Boston City 
Hospital should be detailed for service at such station, and 
eventually it may also be advisable that an out-patient 
department should be regularly maintained at the station. 
Should the hospital station be so provided, it is probable 
that it could do most of the surgical and medical work which 
the Police Department is obliged to call for at the various 
stations, and might save the city a considerable expenditure. 
The amount spent the past year by the Police Commissioners 
for ‘medical attendance and medicines furnished sick and 
injured persons’ exceeded $5,200. 

“The charge and care of such a hospital station would 
necessarily belong to The Boston City Hospital Department, 
but the Trustees are of the opinion that the regular ambu- 
lance work might well be done by members of the Police 
Department, specially detailed for the purpose, and who 
should carry out the work in much the same manner as the 
present ambulance work of the department is now per- 
formed. Preliminary information and handling of cases of 
sudden sickness and accidents generally come to the Police 
Department, and the police necessarily begin the transporta- 
tion of patients. These hospital stations, if so established, 
should be located near the police station-houses of the dis- 
trict. 

“If the policy of establishing hospital stations is adopted, 
it would undoubtedly be the better course to proceed at once 
with the establishment of a single station, and thus ascertain 
experimentally the best methods for their establishment and 
management, before proceeding with further stations. 

“The cost of establishing a hospital station is of course 
problematical, and only very general figures can be given in 
advance of an experiment such as is proposed. 

“Tf there are not quarters in a city building which could be 
utilized for the purpose, a small house of eight or ten rooms, 
reasonably adequate for these needs, could "probably be ob- 
tained. ‘To provide such a house with the required furniture 
and the proper apparatus and appliances for the special work 
of the station would cost, say, $3,000. For maintaining 
such a station for a year, including rent, wages of nurses and 
employes, telephone and messenger service, medical and 
surgical supplies, food stores, coal, gas, and water, it is 
roughly estimated that $5,000 onld be Heated Should it 
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be deemed advisable to make the trial, the Trustees would 
recommend that the sum of $10,000 should be appropriated 
to cover the expense of the establishment and maintenance 
of such a station for a year. 

“The Trustees feel called upon to add that it is undoubtedly 
true, also, that the present ambulance system for the central 
portions of the city, where, indeed, four-fifths of all the ac- 
cidents and cases of sudden sickness occur, is far inadequate 
to the present necessities, and they believe that either the 
number of police ambulances in these districts should be in- 
creased and better methods of summoning them adopted, 
or that the three great hospitals existing in the centres of 
hospital needs, The Boston City Hospital, the Massachusetts 
General Hospital, and the Carney Hospital, should each es- 
tablish an improved service for the portion of the city more 
especially within its emergency jurisdiction. The Trus- 
tees, indeed, have for years sought and have finally obtained 
new and additional stable accommodations, by means of 
which they have desired and now propose to enlarge and 
improve the ambulance service which this hospital on its 
part is called upon to perform.” 4 

The Trustees concluded their report as follows : 

“Tf measures for the establishment of hospital stations and 
the enlargement of the ambulance system are carried out, 
the Trustees are confident that the various sections of the 
city of Boston will be speedily provided with better hospital 
accommodations than any other city of this country pos- 
sesses, that the accommodations which they will afford will 
thus be provided at the least additional expense, and that 
thus all the citizens alike will receive the care and treatment 
not only of The Boston City Hospital, but of the other ex- 
cellent hospitals which are provided by the liberality of our 
citizens, and which supply facilities and accommodations far 
superior to those which could possibly be afforded by local 
hospitals, however carefully and excellently they might be 
erected and equipped. The unsurpassed privileges afforded 
to the citizens of Boston by the advanced methods and ap- 
pliances and classifications of diseases, which are improving 
from day to day, will then be shared alike by all portions of 
the city. 

“A great metropolitan hospital, like The Boston City Hos- 
pital, can and certainly should, as its paramount purpose, 
provide superior care and treatment, and accomplish better 
results for patients, than can be obtained in any smaller local 
hospital. It can, however, and does, accomplish much more 
for the community which it serves. It instructs physicians, 
young and old, in the most approved methods of treating the 
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sick and injured; it trains, in the highest degree, capable, 
self-sacrificing women and men as nurses; it affords means 
for observation and study by which alone medical knowledge 
and skill can be advanced, and, more than any other philan- 
thropic institution, tends to preserve the health and prolong 
the lives of all the ‘people, the rich and the poor alike. The 
Trustees are compelled to the belief that unnecessarily to 
divide hospitals is retrogression; that to strengthen and 
concentrate hospital treatment. is progress in what most 
vitally concerns the well-being of every citizen.” 


THE TRAINING SCHOOL FOR NURSES. 


The Training School for Nurses has graduated 301 nurses, 
of whom 25 have been graduated during the past year. 
There are now 92 nurses of all grades connected with the 
hospital. The Trustees have often urged the expediency of 
increasing the number of nurses, and are happy to record 
the carrying out of this intention. The proportion of 
nurses is fully up to the best modern standard of hospital 
management, and the service rendered by the nurses has 
been efficient and of a high order. The gradual increase in 
the number of nurses during the last three years obliged the 
occupation of the old rooms formerly used by the nurses, as 
the number of nurses was in excess of the number of beds 
at the Nurses’ Home. The Trustees have temporarily leased 
a building on East Springfield street, and have altered and 
furnished it to suit the requirements of a home for nurses, 
so that it affords very good accommodation for twenty-four 
additional nurses. 

Among the additional buildings which the Trustees have 

urged should be constructed in the near future is an addi- 
tional nurses’ home or an enlargement of the present one. 
The best course would be to take, as the city has a right to 
do, the houses on the corner of Harrison avenue and East 
Chester park, and build an extension to the present Nurses’ 
Home. The temporary home alluded to, in its limited way, 
serves the purpose for the present; but as soon as any addi- 
tional buildings are used, or as soon as the infectious wards 
are diverted from their present use to wards for medical and 
surgical patients, additional accommodations will be re- 
quired. 

During the past year the Trustees have endeavored in 
every way possible to promote the health, interests, and 
general welfare of the nurses in the hospital. They have 
improved the diet at the nurses’ table; have supplied addi- 
tional apparatus for instruction; have given a professional 
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teacher of massage; have increased the number of volumes 
in the nurses’ library, and have placed upon the table of the 
nurses’ parlor more magazines and illustrated papers, and 
afforded other means of recreation. 

The Trustees appreciating their hearty codperation in the 
care of the patients, and the amount of physical labor and 
patience necessary in adequately caring for the patients in the 
hospital, have been happy to further the interests and well- 
being of the nurses. The nurses are entitled to the thanks 
of the Trustees, and of the patients and their friends, for a 
large share in accomplishing the good results of the year. 


Tur MEDICAL AND SURGICAL STAFF. 


Previous to the present year, there has been no service 
distinctly devoted to the treatment of diseases of women. 
Patients admitted to the hospital requiring special treatment 
were assigned to Ward S$, and such patients were taken care 
of by those of the Visiting Physicians who were especially 
interested in that class of practice. Incident to the growth 
of the hospital, the number of such cases liad become so 
large that it was evident that they should receive special 
treatment in a ward specially assigned for such service. The 
Trustees, therefore, during the present year have created a 
Gynecological Service. Ward 5 has been set aside for the 
special reception of such cases, and John G. Blake, M.D., 
and Edw. J. Forster, M.D., have been appointed Visiting 
Physicians for Diseases of Women. 

More than the usual number of changes have occurred in 
the Medical and Surgical Staff. The Trustees regret to 
chronicle the death of Fitch Edward Oliver, M.D., of the 
Board of Consulting Physicians and Surgeons, who was one 
of the first physicians to this hospital, and held that position 
until 1875. Dr. Oliver was a scholarly physician and an 
accomplished man, widely known and highly respected. 
The vacancy caused by the death of Dr, Oliver has been 
filled by the appointment of Henry W. Williams, M.D., 
who had recently resigned from active service. 

Henry F. Sears, M.D., Pathologist, resigned, and the 
vacancy was filled by the appointment of Wm. T. Council- 
man, M.D. Later in the year the title of Pathologist was 
changed to that of Visiting Pathologist. Francis H. Williams, 
M.D., and E. M. Buckingham, M.D., Acting Assistant 
Visiting Physicians, have been appointed Assistant Visiting 
Physicians. Chas. F. Withington, M.D., Physician to Out- 
Patients, has been appointed Assistant Visiting Physician. 
Vincent Y. Bowditch, M.D., and Henry Jackson, M.D., 
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Acting Physicians to Out-Patients, have been appointed 
Physicians to Out-Patients. George G. Sears, M.D., has 
been appointed Physician to Out- “Patients, An. Knight, 
M.D., has been appointed Medical Registrar, and C. M. 
Whitney, M.D., Surgical Registrar. nemas I. Proctor; 
M.D., Assistant to the Ophthalmic Surgeons, resigned. 

J. ‘Amory Jeffries, M.D., Assistant. Physician for Dis- 
eases of the Nervous System to Out-Patients, died March 26, 
1892. Although Dr. Jeffries had been but a few years con- 
nected with the Out-Patient Staff, he was recognized not only 
as an able man in his specialty, but accomplished in other 
branches of medicine and natural science. 

The Trustees desire to make grateful acknowledgments of 
the fidelity and painstaking labor of the gentlemen compos- 
ing the Medical and Surgical Staff of the hospital, and take 
pleasure i in acknowledging the experienced skill rendered to 
the patients of the hospital. 


DECEASE OF Mr. JoserpH A. TUCKER. 


The Trustees regret to record the death of Mr. Joseph A. 
Tucker, who was a Trustee of the hospital from January, 
1878, to May 1, 1892, a period of fourteen years, and for 
the last six years the President of the Board. His death 
occurred on the day following the expiration of his term of 
service. 

The Trustees have placed upon their records the follow- 
ing tribute of respect and appreciation : 

“The Trustees of the City Hospital hereby express their 
appreciation of the loss suffered by the hospital and the 
community, and their own personal bereavement, in the de- 
cease of their late President, Joseph A. Tucker. 

“For many years, as Trustee and as President, Mr. 
Tucker served the hospital faithfully and devotedly, always 
watchful for its best interests, zealously laboring in its 
service, and enthusiastic for the increase of its usefulness. 
His associates will ever cherish the remembrance of his un- 
failing courtesy and kindness, his integrity and fidelity.” 


GIFTS AND PERSONAL ASSISTANCE. 


The Trustees take pleasure in acknowledging the numer- 
ous gifts bestowed upon the hospital and its patients during 
the past year. Many friends have rendered service to the 
patients by gifts of fruit, flowers, clothing, books, periodi- 
cals, and small sums of money, especially during the holi- 
day season. Hundreds of gifts, largely for children, have 
not only been sent by individuals, but particularly by 
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eroups of young people, such as the King’s Daughters, 
classes in Sunday and day schools, and others engaged in 
philanthropic work. Clergymen, hospital readers, and 
singers who have furnished vocal music in the wards on 
Sunday, and other benevolent people, have given charitable 
and helpful encouragement to patients. To all, the Trus- 
tees beg to return their orateful acknowledements. 

The Trustees desire to express their appreciation of the 
efficient and devoted service given to the hospital by the 
Superintendent, Dr. Rowe, and of the intelligent and faith- 
ful manner in which all his executive assistants have per- 
formed their arduous duties.

The foregoing table of disbursements shows that the total 
expenditures by the Hospital Department during the fiscal 
year February 1, 1892, to January 31, 1893, inclusive, were 
$255,610.49. This sum was divided among the three depart- 
ments as follows: For the hospital proper, $243,172.45 ; 
for maintaining the out-patient departments, $4,811.89; for 
maintaining the Convalescent Home, $7,626.15. 

The expenditures for the hospital were partly for ordinary 
maintenance, and partly for permanent improvements. 
There was expended for the alteration and reconstruction 
of the entrance office, $4,179.92; for purposes of the 
medical library, including the indexing of cases, $1,061.31 ; 
for furnishing and altering the house No. 57 East Spring- 
field street for an additional Nurses’ Home, including rent 
of the same, $1,557.63. There has also been expended 
for investigating the eset of patients the sum of 
$1,657.89. None of the above items should be included 
in the cost of the care and treatment of patients in the 
wards. These expenditures make a total of $8,456.75, 
which, deducted from the gross expenditures of the hospital 
proper, leaves $234,715.70 for current expenses. There 
should also be deducted the difference in the stock at the 
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beginning and close of the year, making $230,800.50 as the 
actual cost of maintenance for the year ending January 31, 
1893. This sum was expended upon the care of 8,236 
patients in the wards, for 158,529 days’ board, or 22,647 
weeks, and makes an average weekly ae of $10.19 per 
hospital patient of all classes, against $10.22 for the previous 
year. The total cost of mi: Lintenance and the weekly cost 
per patient, $10.19, represent the items of hospital statis- 
tics usually given in the hospital finances. 

There has been collected and paid into the city treasury 
during the year $50,188.36, collected on account of the 
board of all classes of paying patients, as follows

There has been received $1,550 interest from trust funds 
for the support of free beds, and $162.63 from the sale of 
old materials. These sums, amounting to $51,900.99, were 
paid in cash to the city treasury, and should be credited to 
the appropriation received. This reduces the net cost to the 
city for the Hospital Department for all purposes during the 
fiscal year to the sum of $178,899.51, | 

The expenditure upon 14,485  out-patients has been 
$4,811.89. 

The total expenditures upon the Convalescent Home have 
been $7,626.15. The benefits of the Home have been given 
to 3887 persons, who have received in all 8,204 days’ board, 
or 1,172 weeks, ata weekly average cost of $6.50 per patient. 

Statistics of the number of out-patients, the number of 
their visits, the rates of mortality, the work of the ambu- 
lances, the occupation, nativity, ages, civil condition, and 
physical condition of patients when discharged, are elsewhere 
tabulated, and may prove of interest in connection with hos- 
pital data. 

The maximum number of patients on any one day was 515, 
against 495 last year; the minimum number, 349, against 
351 last year; the daily average during the year was 433 13,, 
against 419.34 last year, being 13 more. The average length 
of stay was 19.24 days, against 20.99 last year. The dere ie 
of accident cases received was 1,459, against 1,331 last yea 
(13 months). 

The total number of deaths from February 1, 1892, to

The percentage of deaths given is for the total number of 
patients treated in the hospital. 

Of all patients admitted, 392 died within forty-eight hours 
after admission, which indicates that they were brought to 
the hospital in a dying condition, and medical aid could 
not change the result. 

During the year, 8,236 patients have been treated in the 
wards, 14,485 as out-patients and 387 at the Convalescent 
al of 23,108 who have received the benefits 
of the hospital in all departments. 

During the year, 9,961 persons applied for admission. Of 
this number, 7,787 were admitted, and 2,174 were rejected, 
or 839 less than last year, Of the number rejected, 222 
were referred to the various out-patient departments, where 
their cases could be suitably provided for without detriment 
to the patients. Many of these would undoubtedly have 
been admitted if they had not applied when the hospital 
beds were full. Among the number examined for admis- 
sion, 547 were rejected for want of accommodations, but 87 
of this number were received within three days, leaving 
460 persons rejected solely for want of room. There were 
314 rejected because they were either non-residents or had 
no claim upon the city of Boston, and the necessities of their 
cases did not require setting aside the rule. It is noticeable 
that among patients applying there is a largely increased 
number of those who are victims of vice, and who. seek 
admission to the hospital either suffering only from the 
effects of alcohol or venereal disease. These cases are not 
admitted under the rules, except when they are so compli- 
rated by other physical conditions as to make the exigencies 
paramount to the rule. There were 114 applicants who 
were apparently more suitable for an almshouse than for a 
hospital. Of the number applying, 280 either changed their 
minds or did not renew their applications. The other causes 
of rejection appear in table of applicants not admitted 
during the year, on page 29. 

The capacity of the hospital is 468 beds, while the daily 
average has been 433, or 14 more than last year. For con- 
venience of comparison the following tabular form is given, 
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showing comparative statistics, and more clearly indicating 
the amount and character of the work.

Another table (see Diagram of Weekly Averages here- 
with) shows the increase in the number of patients treated 
during the last eight years. The hospital management has 
been obliged to resort to every available means, in order to 
accommodate the increased number of patients who have been 
admitted. This has been accomplished at considerable in- 
convenience, in many cases by unduly crowding the wards or 
associated rooms not intended for patients. This condition 
was more fully indicated in the last annual report, and the 
experience of ‘another year emphasizes the fact that more beds 
are needed for the proper accommodation of ward patients. 
This hospital is called upon to receive a larger number of 
patients than it might otherwise, from the fact that it is a 
municipal hospital, supported from the tax levy of the city, 
and must provide for urgent and pressing cases; whereas 
it would not be obliged to pursue the same policy if it were 
a private institution. Being compelled to receive a larger 
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number of patients than can be accommodated properly, 
results in causing patients to be discharged much sooner than 
is desirable, Sometimes this has been to the detriment of 
the patient, and has caused criticism where the hospital 
inanagement had no opportunity to explain the reason. The 
accommodations of the hospital have not kept pace with the 
large amount of sickness and surgical injuries inevitable with 
the erowth of the city, and until they are increased we 
must continue to reject many who are fairly entitled to its 
benefits. 

The strain caused by crowding has been perceptible not 
only in the increased work necessary for the executive de- 
partment, the medical and surgical staff and nursing service, 
but all branches of the hospital have severely felt the 
pressure. Good professional work can only be properly 
done when deliberate and careful thought in all directions is 
bestowed upon it. Work incident to the care of sixteen 
wards cannot be suitably done when those wards have patients 
sufficient for eighteen wards. 

The C ‘ontagious Service has been extremely active, a larger 
number of patients having been admitted than during any 
eC uRk vear. The total number of patients admitted with 

scarlet fever, diphtheria, and other complications was 788, 
Of this number, 383 had diphtheria, 245 had scarlet fever 
89 had scarlet fever and diphtheria, and the remaining number 
various complications not otherwise classified. | 

The diphtheria ward has seldom been crowded, although 
during several months it has been full. The character of the 

‘ases has been severe, the marked characteristic being that a 
very large number were brought to the hospital in the last 
extremity. It follows that the mortality has been large. 
The scarlet-fever ward has not only been full at all times, but 
during the winter months it has been crowded beyond a limit 
that was judicious. The hospital attempted to provide for 
all cases of scarlet fever that have applied for relief. The 
normal capacity of the ward is twenty-eight adults. Allowing 
for the fact that a large number of the patients are children, 
and including the chambers intended as special isolating 
rooms, the full capacity may be said to be forty-two beds. 
At times, however, there have been sixty patients under 
treatment at one time, for many weeks. Some applicants 
have been rejected, because the wards were crowded to an 
extent detrimental to those under treatment. There have 
been epidemics of scarlet fever in nearly all the homes and 
institutions devoted to the care of children; and generally 
we have been able to relieve them of pronounced or suspected 
‘ases of scarlet fever, but occasionally we have been obliged 
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to deny them admission for want of room. This has caused 
ereat hardships to these institutions, and has contributed to 
the sickness among the other inmates. This is the first time 
during the six years the contagious wards have been occupied 
that any patients having a claim have been refused admission 
for want of room. When the new hospital for contagious 
diseases, now in process of erection on Kast Chester Park, 
is completed, it is expected that its capacity will meet not 
only the present demands, but also provide for any epidemic 
hitherto existing in Boston, and also keep pace with growth 
of population. | 

The creation of the Contagious Service, and the isolation 
of both physicians, nurses, and others who do duty in the con- 
tagious wards, which measure was thoroughly insisted upon 
last year, has been found to work greatly to the advantage of 
the hospital. But it is still attended with so many difficul- 
ties as to be a source of anxiety and difficult of management. 
The amount of the work rendered by the house staff and 
nursing force has been large and the quality excellent. 

The out-patient departments have done most efficient work 
during the last year. The new building has been found to 
meet the wants of the various departments with incre oe 
facilities and ease of work. The patients have received : 
large amount of service, and more accurate and sciaittifid 
methods have been used in the treatment of cases. The 
heating and ventilation of the buildings have been most ex- 
cellent, and at all times, even when the rooms have been 
crowded during rainy weather, under conditions that severely 
test an out-patient department, the quality of the air has 
been good and the supply plentiful. This has been especially 
comfortable for the physicians and house staff, who ordinarily 
in out-patient departments have to work many hours in an 
unhealthy atmosphere. The building for the Surgical Out- 
Patient Department, which for the first time since the altera- 
tions and additions was uBoe during the past year, has 
afforded greater conveniences and comforts for work. There 
has been a great increase Both in the number of patients and 
the number of visits made to this department, and the num- 
ber of dressings done daily has sometimes been double what 
it was a few years ago. 

During the year, considerable work has been done in the 
way of alterations and repairs. The most important was the 
reconstruction at the entrance office, which has been done at 
an expense of $4,179.92. The stone steps which were 
originally placed at the entrance office have been taken away 
and the floor of the office lowered so that it is now only 
necessary for visitors and patients to take one step up in 
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coming into the hospital grounds. Several other changes 
were made which not only increased the usefulness of the 
office, but also improved its appearance. 

Additional machinery has been put in the laundry, and a 
new high-pressure boiler added. By means of new mangles, 
body ironers, and other improved laundry machinery, we are 
now able to iron the hospital clothing without putting it 
through the drying-room. The machinery is of such a 
character that we can now do the increased amount of work 
with less labor than before, and better results. 

During the year a temporary pathological laboratory has 
been organized, and with the clinical laboratory formerly in 
use, ood scientific work can now be done. Special investi- 
gations have been carried on in the diphtheria and scarlet- 
fever wards, and all patients admitted with diphtheria or 
suspected diphtheria have been subjected to the test of the 
pathological laboratory, to ensure diagnosis. 

During the summer months, when the tent service was in 
active use, many repairs were made in the wards. Wards 
Be Ge bs K, and L were each in turn vacated, and the wards 
thoroughly repaired in all parts, including rekalsomining, 
painting, ‘refinishing floors, and every inch of surface care- 
fully treated. The furniture was repainted and shellacked, 
and the wards put in prime order. Considerable renovating 
was done, not only in other wards, but in the corridors and 
other public places. The usual attention was given to the out- 
side of the buildings, several of which have been repainted. 

The new ambulance stable, which was begun in the middle 
of the year, is now practically completed, and is one of the 
best of the recent additions to the hospital. It is built of 
brick with stone trimmings, is two stories high, and is 102 
feet long by 60 feet wide. The first floor is divided into two 
parts: an ambulance room, 52 feet long by 88 feet wide, 
which gives ample room for six : ambulances ; and immediately 
in the rear are stalls for ten horses, besides one box-stall. 
The stalls are arranged like those of the Fire Department, 
so that the horses may, on release of the door, step quickly 
to their place in the ambulance. The other half of the floor 
is divided into a carriage-room, duty and harness room, 
and also an inside and outside room for washing carriages. 
The second story, besides a hay-loft, grain-room, and 
storage-room for vehicles out of season, has eight bed- 
rooms, sufficient for twelve men, for Fable employés, and a 
certain number of porters and chore- -men. 

The stable is finished in hard-pine, and the ambulance- 
house, carriage-house, and stalls have a rock-cement floor. 
Special pains have been taken for the disposal of the manure 
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and for the ventilation of the whole stable, that the air may 
be at all times as pure as possible in any building occupied 
for stable purposes. These accommodations supply a want 
which has been emphasized in previous reports, id add 
ereatly to the executive department in its means of doing the 
ambulance work. The ambulance corps will shortly be re- 
organized, and, with a larger number of ambulances and 
drivers, the deficiency in the ambulance equipment, so long 
apparent, will be remedied. 

The Convalescent Home, which has now been used for the 
second year, has proved to be a most excellent and salutary 
addition to the hospital resources.

The Home has proved of great assistance in relieving the 
hospital wards of patients who still required treatment, 
thus giving a larger number of beds for patients treated in 
the hospit: al. It has also been of great benefit to the 
patients themselves, in more surely and safely hastening 
recovery, under conditions much more pleasant and health- 
ful than those of a hospital ward. These convalescent 
patients can be allowed to remain longer at the Home, and 
in many cases can be retained almost to the day when they 
resume work. Before this Home was built we were often 
obliged to discharge patients sooner than was advisable, in 
some Cases sending them to the city homes, which often have 
poor hygienic conditions and surroundings, and which 
tended to produce a relapse. During the summer months 
this period of convalescence has been particularly grateful 
to the patients, practically affording them a country ‘outing. 

The management of the Home has been excellent, and 
the atmosphere of the place has exerted on its occupants an 
influence greater than mere improvement in health. They 
learn many things, domestic and hygienic, which have a 
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bearing upon the life and social condition of the working 
class. 

The hospital has had a sufficient number of patients to 
fill the beds, but many think that if they are able to go to 
a “home” they are able to go to their own home, without ap- 
prehending the different conditions. Whenever a discharged 
patient has once enjoyed the Convalescent Home she is not 
only willing but anxious to be sent there again. The word 
“home,” as applied to beneficiary institutions, seems to 
make many unwilling to avail themselves of the kind of 
home our hospital possesses, and which is quite different 
from institutions for chronic patients of the indigent class. 

The work laid out upon the park and grounds last year 
has been justified by the greater beauty of the lawns, trees, 
and shrubbery, and the general improved rural appearance 
about the Home. 

The Training School for Nurses has finished its fifteenth 
year. The changes in the school have been as follows:

The Training School has graduated during the year 25 
nurses, and since the formation of the se hool, 301 nurses. 

The Superintendent of Nurses and her assistants have 
given 230 class recitations in the manuals and text-books. 
Thirty-three lectures have been given to the school on Friday 
afternoons by members of the Medical and Surgical Staff. 
The course of instruction, to be found on page 145, and the 
distribution of studies, on page 146, have been closely fol- 
lowed in the various classes. The library of text- books now 
numbers 298, and the general library at the Nurses’ Home 
615 volumes. hae 

Mrs. Dearborn, principal of the Boston Cooking School, 
has continued the instruction m cooking at the kitchen of 
the Nurses’ Home. ‘There have been twenty-two classes com- 
bined with practical work. 

Heretofore, massage has been taught by the Superintendent 
of Nurses and her assistants, but the work of the school has 
so increased as to make a change necessary. Mrs. Bertha J. 
Raemisch, a graduate of this school, who devotes her entire 
time to teaching massage, was appointed instructor in mas- 
sage, and there have been 158 class clinics. Every pupil 
in the school is now given four) lessons in friction in classes 
composed of four pupils each, If nurses are found physically 
competent, and have the manual dexterity for massage, classes 
of ten are formed and they are given six lessons in manipu- 
lation, and later two classes in manipulation are combined 
and given two lessons in passive movement. This method 
has proved more thorough, and being given to nurses during 
their first year they are available during the remainder of 
their training for giving massage to both private and ward 
patients. Additional anatomical models and manikins have 
been provided for the purpose of study and class recitations. 

The parlor of the Nurses’ Home has received additional 
magazines and illustrated papers. The comfort and advance- 
ment of the nurses have been promoted in many ways, tend- 
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ing not only to make their education more symmetrical, but 
to Bender their hospital life stimulating, healthful, and enjoy- 
able. 

The foregoing statistics show an increase of six nurses 
during the year. This was necessary because the daily 
average of patients has increased, the work has been of a 
more arduous character, the wards have been crowded during 
many months, and the epidemic of influenza for two succes- 
sive years has severely tried the nursing service. Five years 
avo, with a daily average of 354 patients, there were 68 
nurses. During the past year, with a daily average of 433 
patients, the number of nurses in the hospital was 92, show- 
ing that while the daily average increased 79 patients, there 

‘as a corresponding increase of 24 nurses. Enlarging the 
Eat of nurses to patients has enabled us to do more work, 
and of a better character. It has also allowed a larger 
number of nurses for night duty, and also specials for some 
of the more laborious wards. 

This increase of the nursing force has compelled providing 
proper accommodations for them. The Nurses’ Home is 
limited to sixty-seven beds. After temporizing, by placing 
the surplus of nurses in illy adapted hospital rooms formerly 
occupied by them, it was decided to establish an additional 
Nurses’ Home. This has been done by leasing a house on 
Kast Springfield street, near the present Nurses’ Home. 
This has been altered and fitted up, giving excellent accom- 
modations for twenty-four nurses, and is known as “The 
Nightingale.” There should be provided a permanent build- 
ing within our own boundaries, not only adequate for the 
present force, but for the additional nurses that must inevi- 
tably be supplied when future additional wards are con- 
structed. 

In the last report we noted the formation of a Nurses’ 
Club, its special object being the encouragement and advance- 
ment of the various interests both of the graduate nurses and 
pupils of the Training School. We are pleased to record 
that the club has been a notable success, many graduates 
have returned to the mectings, often outnumbering the 
pupils of the school. The club has regular meetings on the

These meetings have been of great interest, and the large 
attendance affords ample evidence of the wisdom of forming 
this club. It is not the intention to devote the whole even- 
ing to formal exercises, but considerable time is allowed for 
social intercourse. 3 

The nurses of the Training School, both graduates and 
pupils, have, during the year, given most loyal and faithful 
service to the hospital and to the patients assigned to their 
care. By reason of the crowded condition of the wards and 
the serious character of the cases, the work has often been 
very laborious and fatiguing, and in the wards for infectious 
diseases was attended with risk. Grateful acknowledgments 
by the executive department are due to the nurses in the 
Training School, whose good faith and courage have been 
tested to the fullest extent. 

Under the instruction of the Trustees, and by invitation 
of the Massachusetts Commission for the World’s Columbian 
Exposition, there is now being prepared an exhibit for the 
Department of Charities and Philanthropy. This exhibit is 
well under way, and probably will prove interesting and 
instructive, especially to hospital workers. The exhibit will 
not attempt to display surgical appliances or the practice of 
medicine and surgery, but it will aim to show the construction, 
furniture, and furnishings of the hospital, and particularly 
to illustrate the various departments of hospital work. The 
construction, heating, and ventilation of the hospital will be 
shown by plans. Photographs will give views of the wards, 
rooms, and offices, and also the industrial side of the hospital. 
Models of furniture, furnishings, utensils, and appliances, and 

samples of materi: als for supplies used in surgical dressings, 
will be included, as well as implements and special appli- 
ances for the medical and surgical treatment. The work of 
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the Training School for Nurses will be illustrated by showing 
its course of training, methods of ward work, and by samples 
of nurses’ handiwork in the wards as well as the class-room. 
It is hoped that this exhibit will give an object-lesson in the 
method of running a large general hospital. 

TI appreciate and gratefully recognize the codperation and 
loyal support given me by the various heads of departments, 
by the house staff, as well as by male nurses and employés 
generally. The principal and foremost object in conducting 
a general hospital should be the welfare of the patients. 
Nothing can secure this except the full cooperation of all 
engaged in the work. The year’s work has been unusually 
arduous, but has produced satisfactory results, and those who 
contributed to this end are entitled to grateful acknowledg- 
ments. 

A cordial expression of my obligations is due to the mem- 
bers of the medical and surgical staff for their encourage- 
ment, assistance, and advice. Their lectures to the Training 
School have been of great value, and have had no small share 
in the success of the education of the nurses during the year. 

In presenting this my fourteenth annual report, I desire 
to express in the highest degree to the Trustees my gratitude 
and sense of obligation for their continued support and con- 
fidence.

— Enis Goopnow, of South Boston, 
who died in the year 1851, bequeathed to the city “all the 
rest and residue of my estate, real and personal, not other- 
wise disposed of,” for the purpose of establishing, in the 
Eleventh or Twelfth Wards of the city, a hospital for the 
sick; one-half of said funds to be applied for the establish- 
ment and maintenance of free beds, which should always be 
at the disposal and under the control of the officers of the 
government of said hospital for the time being. Under this 
will the city came into possession of $26,000 for the support 
of free beds. 

Nicuots Funp.— Lawrence Nicnors, who died in Sep- 
tember, 1862, made a bequest to the city of the sum of 
$2,000 for “the establishment and endowment of a city 
hospital.”

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HOUSE RULES 


WITH RULES ,FOR ADMISSION, DISCHARGES, AND GOVERN- 
MENT OF PATIENTS 3; ALSO RULES FOR VISITORS. 


House RULES. 


All employés shall be in their respective places during the 
hours of duty. | 

The doors and gates of the Hospital will be closed at 10 
o'clock P.M., at which time all inmates shall be quiet, and 
all not on duty shall be in their rooms. 

A record shall be kept of all persons entering the Hospital 
between the hours of 10 P.M. and 7.30 A.M. 

No employes shall be absent from the Hospital, except as 
permitted by special rules or by the Superintendent. 

The use of tobacco, wine, and intoxicating liquors is pro- 
hibited within the Hospital, unless prescribed by a physician 
or surgeon. 

All profane and obscene language, loud talking, and inciv- 
ility are-prohibited. 

All employes shall observe such further rules and direc- 
tions for their conduct as may from time to time be estab- 
lished. 


ADMISSION OF PATIENTS. 


Applications for admission of patients may be made at the 
Hospital on each day of the week, Sunday excepted, between 
9 and 12 o’clock A.M. 

Whenever able, the patient shall apply in person. When 
not able to apply in person, on application made by a friend 
the patient may be visited at his residence. 

Any Trustee, or either of the physicians or surgeons in 
attendance, may, in case of emergency, send a patient in the 
first instance to the Hospital by written permit. 

Persons accidentally wounded, or otherwise disabled or 
injured, shall be received at all hours. 

Permits for admission shall be subject to the approval of 
the Visiting Committee, and the committee shall, except as 
above, have power at any time to require the Superintendent 
to report to them the names of applicants before admitting 
them, and may dismiss any patient whom they think improp- 
erly admitted, or change the terms of admission. 

Patients may be admitted by the Trustees to the privileges 
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of the Hospital at such rates of board as the Trustees may, 
from time to time, determine, payment for such board being 
secured by the friends of the patients or by the authorities of 
the city or town to which the patients belong. 

Whenever, in the opinion of the Trustees, the ecircum- 
stances of the patient will warrant it, the whole or part of 
the board shall be paid. If separate apartments or articles 
not usually furnished at the Hospital are provided, such pay- 
ment shall be made therefor as the Trustees shall deem 
reasonable. 

No person having acute venereal disease or alcoholism 
shall be admitted except as a paying patient. 

No person shall be admitted to the Hospital whose case is 
Judged to be incurable, unless there be urgent symptoms 
which are deemed capable of being relieved. 


DISCHARGE OF PATIENTS. 


Patients shall be discharged by the Superintendent as 
before provided. 

Patients discharged on the recommendation of the physi- 
clans or surgeons shall be provided with a certificate, stating 
their condition at the time of discharge, whether cured, 
relieved, or not relieved, which certificate shall be signed by 
the Superintendent. 

Whenever a patient is removed from the Hospital without 
the approval of the Superintendent, a written statement to 
that effect shall be required from any person assuming the 
responsibility of the removal. 

In case of the decease of a patient the Superintendent shall 
sign the death certificate. He shall also state the time and 
cause of death, the disposition made of the body, whether 
delivered to friends or buried from the Hospital, in which 
latter case he shall mention the place of interment. 

The body of any person dying at the Hospital shall not 
be delivered without a written receipt from the parties taking 
the same. 

GOVERNMENT OF PATIENTS. 


Patients shall implicitly observe all the rules of the 
Hospital. 

Patients shall be in their proper places in the wards during 
the visits of the physicians and surgeons, between 2 and 3 
o’clock on visiting days, and always by 7.30 o'clock P.M., 
unless specially excused by the Superintendent. 

Such free patients as are able shall assist in nursing, and 
in such other services as may be reasonably required of them. 
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No patient shall leave the Hospital grounds without a pass 
from the Superintendent, nor his ward without the consent 
of the nurse in charge. 

No patient shall purchase, or cause to be purchased for 
him, any article of food whatsoever, nor any other article, 
without the consent of the Superintendent. 

Profane and obscene language, loud talking, and incivility 
are prohibited. 

Patients may be visited by clergymen of their own selec- 
tion, and any wish for the performance of any particular 
religious rite shall be indulged when practicable. 

Complaints, for whatever cause, may be made to the 
Superintendent or Visiting Committee, and when reasonable 
shall be by them reported to the Trustees. 


VISITORS. 


No person shall visit any part of the premises, except on 
business. or at such time as may be fixed for the reception of 
visitors, without the permission of the Superintenden, or of 
some one of the Trustees. 

On Monday, Tuesday, Thursday, and Saturday of each 
week, from 2 to 3 o’clock P.M., friends may be permitted 
to visit patients, though no patient shall receive more than 
two visitors on the same day. In all cases, however, the 
Trustees or Superintendent may exercise discretionary 
powers as to excluding or admitting visitors. 

Patients who are considered dangerously ill are permitted 
to see friends in reasonable numbers, and at reasonable hours 
during the day, but friends visiting such patients should not 
remain later than 8 o’clock P.M., and are not permitted to 
remain all night unless it seems probable that such patients 
will not live through the night. 

All visitors shall leave the Hospital when the bell rings at 
the expiration of the visiting hour. 

No visitor shall take any meal in the Hospital, or pass the 
night therein, without permission from the Superintendent 
or one of the Trustees. 

No visitor shall be allowed to give any article of food or 
drink to a patient, unless by permission of the nurse; and 
any article sent to a patient shall be left with the Superin- 
tendent. 
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RULES OF THE CONVALESCENT HOME. 


The department of The Boston City Hospital located at 
No. 2150 Dorchester avenue, near Milton Lower Mills in 
Dorchester, shall be known as the Convalescent Home, and 
shall receive such patients recovering from acute diseases as 
shall be transferred to it from the main Hospital for treatment 
during convalescence. 

The Superintendent of the Hospital shall, under the 
direction of the Trustees, have the control and management 
of the Convalescent Home, in the same manner as of other 
departments of the Hospital. 

The Superintendent shall appoint, subject to the approval 
of the Trustees, a Matron, and shall employ, under their 
direction, such further assistants as may be necessary for the 
proper conduct and service of the Home. 

The Matron, under the direction of the Superintendent, — 
shall have the immediate charge of the Home, and the con- 
trol of all nurses and other employés and patients. She 
shall reside at the Home. ? 


ADMISSION AND DISCHARGE OF PATIENTS. 


Patients shall be transferred from the Hospital to the 
Convalescent Home by the Superintendent, subject to the 
direction of the Trustees, on recommendation of the Visiting 
Staff or otherwise; and the Superintendent shall keep a 
record of all patients so transferred. When patients are so 
transferred they shall be considered as discharged from the 
Hospital. Payment of their board shall be required, the 
same as of patients at the Hospital, but separate apartments 
shall not be furnished at the Home. No person whose case 
is judged to be incurable shall be admitted to the Home. 

Patients shall not be allowed to remain at the Home for a 
longer period than two weeks, except on recommendation of 
the physicians, or for special cause approved in writing by 
the Superintendent. All patients remaining beyond the 
period of four weeks shall be forthwith reported to the 
Visiting Committee, and to the Trustees at their subsequent 
regular meeting. 

Patients when discharged shall be provided with a certifi- 
cate, stating the date of admission and discharge, and their 
condition when leaving the Home. 
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(GOVERNMENT OF PATIENTS. 


Patients shall implicitly observe all rules established for 
the government of the Home. 

Patients shall rise at 7 o’clock in winter, and at 6.30 in 
the summer. Breakfast shall be served at 7.30 o’clock in 
the winter, and at 7 o’clock in the summer; dinner at 12 
o'clock, and supper at 5.30 o'clock. Patients shall retire at 
8 o'clock during the winter, and at 8.30 o’clock during the 
summer, and shall be quiet during night hours. 

Such patients as are, in the opinion of the Matron, able, 
shall assist in hght domestic work, and perform such other 
services as may be reasonably required of them, subject to 
the approval of the Superintendent or physicians. 

No patient shall leave the house without permission, nor 
shall depart from the grounds of the Home without a pass 
from the Matron. 

No patients shall purchase, or cause to be purchased 
for themselves, any article of food whatsoever, nor any 
other article, without the consent of the Superintendent or 
Matron. 

Patients shall not talk to one another of their ailments. 

Improper language, loud talking, and inecivility are pro- 
hibited. 

Patients may be visited by clergymen of their own selec- 
tion, and any wish for the performance of a_ particular 
religious rite shall be indulged when practicable. 

Complaints, from whatever cause, may be made to the 
Matron, the Superintendent, or Visiting ‘Committee, and if 
of sufficient importance shall be reported to the Trustees. 


VISITORS. 


Friends may be permitted to visit patients on week-days, 
between three and four o’clock in the afternoon. In all 
cases the Trustees, Superintendent, and Matron may exer- 
cise discretionary powers as to excluding or admitting 
visitors. 

Visitors shall leave the Home and grounds at the expira- 
tion of the visiting hour, and shall visit no part of the Home 
or grounds other than the reception-room, except by per- 
mission from the proper authority. 

No person shall give any article of food or drink to a 
patient, unless by permission of the Matron. 
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TRAINING SCHOOL FOR NURSES. 


THe Trustees of The Boston City Hospital, in 1878, 
established a Training School for Nurses, in order to give to 
women desirous of becoming professional nurses a systematic 
course of training and practice. 

The ‘Training School is controlled by the Trustees of the 
Hospital, like all other departments of the Hospital service. 
The Superintendent of the Hospital has the general super-— 
vision of all matters relating to the school, its course of 
work and study, lectures, and discipline. The Superintend- 
ent of Nurses has the immediate charge of all the nursing 
in the Hospital, of all persons employed in the w ards, and 
also the instruction and management of the nurses in the 
Training School. All female nurses in the Hospital must be 
connected with the school. 

The course requires two years, and includes general 
medical and surgical nursing, together with ophthalmie, 
aural, and gynecological nursing, ana also the nursing of 
contagious “diseases. Maternity nursing is theoretically 
taught, but there are no maternity wards connected with the 
Hospital. Those wishing to receive such a course of instruc- 
tion should apply to the ‘Superintendent of The Boston City 
Hospital. 

The most desirable age for candidates is from twenty-three 
to thirty-five years. They must be of sound health, and 
should send with their application a certificate from a physi- 
cian, certifying to the fact. They should also send a brief 
personal history, and give the names and addresses of three 
responsible persons not of their own kin who know of their 
good character and capabilities. Upon the recommendation 
of the Superintendent and the approval of the Trustees, they 
will be received for two months on probation. The fitness 
of candidates for the training and work, and the propriety of 
retaining or dismissing them, will be determined by the 
authorities in char ge of the school, under the direction of the 
Trustees. 
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At the end of the first month, candidates, if considered 
satisfactory, are permitted to wear the cap and enter upon 
the regular course of training, but such candidates are not 
permitted to join the school formally until the end of the 
second month, when, if accepted, they sign an agreement to 
complete the prescribed course of two years, and to conform 
to all rules. At the end of the first six months the record 
and work of each pupil are carefully scrutinized as to her 
fitness to make a good nurse, and the right is reserved by 
the authorities of the Hospital to termin: ite then, or any time, 
the connection of any pupil or nurse with the school, for 
inefficiency, misconduct, generally unsatisfactory record, or 
for any other reason which may be deemed sufficient. 

During the first two months pupils are called Proba- 
tioners, for the remainder of the first year, Junior Nurses, 
and during the second year, Senior Nurses. Nurses who 
remain in the Hospital after graduation become Head Nurses. 

The nurses in the Training School (including Proba- 
tioners) reside at the two Nurses’ Homes connected with the 
Hospital, which have rooms for ninety nurses. The houses 
afford home-like surroundings, and have the best of condi- 
tions necessary to good health and personal hygiene. 

The Superintendent of Nurses has the immediate charge 
of the Training School, under the authority of the Superin- 
tendent of the “Hospital and of the Trustees, and the nurses 
are subject to the rules of the Hospital, like any other service. 

The instruction includes the general care of the sick, the 
making of beds, changing bed ‘and body linen, managing 
of helpless patients in hed, etc.; giving baths, keeping 
patients warm or cool, prevention and dressing of bed-sores, 
and proper management of the patient under various condi- 
tions, with different diseases or injuries; the making and 
applying of bandages and rollers, preparation of splints, 
application and management of surgical apparatus, applying 
of fomentations and poultices, the dressing of burns, ulcers, 
and wounds, and other minor dressings, cupping, leeching, 
and subsequent treatment, the administering of enemas, and 
use of the female catheter. 

Nurses are taught how to act in the various emergencies 
occurring in hospital and private nursing, as well as in the 
accidents of ordinary life. They are also given lessons in 
massage by a professional instructor. There is a systematic 
course of training in cookery for the sick, the serving of 
food and delicacies in the proper manner, and the feeding of 
helpless patients, or those who resist food. 

Instruction is also given in the best practical methods 
of supplying fresh air, of warming and ventilating sick-rooms 
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in & proper manner, and the proper care of sick-rooms for 
the best good and comfort of the patient: in keeping all 
utensils and appliances perfectly clean and disinfected; in 
making accurate observations of the pulse, temperature, 
respiration, expectorations, the secretions, state of the skin, 
and eruptions ; of mental condition as to delirium, stupor, 
shock, etc. ; of the condition as to sleep, appetite, effects of 
diet or of stimulants and medicines ; the behavior of wounds 
and the after-treatment in surgical operations; and in the 
managing of convalescents. Nurses are taught the adminis- 
tering of medicines and the application of external remedies, 
how to take notes on cases, the making up of the nurse’s 
record, and the reports to the attending doctor. 

The course of training includes a fixed course of instruc- 
tion during the two years from manuals and_ text-books, 
mainly given by the Superintendent. of Nurses, the Assistant 
Superintendent of Nurses, and graduate head nurses. Lect- 
ures and demonstrations, chiefly upon practical points, are 
given at stated times by the medical and surgical staff of the 
Hospital. While the instruction by the manuals, text-books, 
lectures, demonstrations, quizzes, and models is consider- 
able, the main reliance is upon accurate daily drill in the 
wards, operating rooms, and other departments of the 
Hospital. Examinations, both written and oral, are held 
from time to time by the authorities of the school and by 
the Hospital staff, and nurses cannot pass to graduation 
unless attaining, on critical marking, at least seventy per 
cent. 

The pupils are employed as assistant nurses in the 
wards, operating rooms, and out-patient departments of the 
Hospital. They are given six months’ training in medical 
wards, and six months’ in surgical wards; the remainder of 
the time to be in such wards or departments as the manage- 
ment may appoint. 

Probationers are not paid during their first month, but 
for the remaining months of the junior year they receive ten 
dollars ($10) per month, and for the senior year, fourteen 
dollars ($14) per month, to pay for the expenses of their 
uniform, personal clothing, and other minor requirements. 
This sum is in no wise intended as wages, it being consid- 
ered that their education during this time is a full equivalent 
for their services. When the full term of two years is com- 
pleted the nurses receive, if they pass all the examinations 
and are otherwise satisfactory,.a diploma certifying to the 
regular course of training and practice, and are then per- 
mitted to wear the graduates’ badge of the school. 

The majority of graduates engage in private nursing,

but some are invited to remain in the service of the Hospital 
as head nurses, and receive twenty dollars ($20), twenty- 
five dollars ($25), thirty dollars ($30), thirty-five dollars 
($35), per month, with opportunities of promotion. Grad- 
uate head nurses who prefer to remain in Hospital work, o1 
return after a term of private nursing, are given post-graduate 
instructions in ward management, hospital. housekeeping, and 
minor administration. 

The school year has no fixed date, but accepted candi- 
dates may enter whenever vacancies occur. ‘They are, as a 
rule, received in the order of acceptance, but those desiring 
to enter with less delay can generally anticipate a fixed date 
by placing themselves on the emergency list. When coming 
to the Hospital they should bring with them the following 
articles: Three gingham or calico dresses, made plainly ; 
eight large white aprons, made of bleached cotton, with bibs, 
plain at the top and gathered slightly at the bottom, two 
buttons on the band, ‘with hem at bottom four inches in 
depth ; two bags for soiled clothes; one pair of scissors, a 
pin ball, and a napkin-ring ; a ood supply of plain under- 
clothing—every article to be distinctly marked with indel- 
ible ink, with the owner’s name. ‘l'wenty-one pieces are 
allowed for the laundry each week. 

Nurses must bring suitable outer-garments for stormy 
weather, and they are required to wear noiseless broad-toed 
and flat-heeled boots. If the teeth are out of order in any 
way, they must receive attention before coming for the pro- 
bationary month. Nurses are required to wear the Training 
School uniform after they join the school. Material for 
dresses will be sold at cost price; caps are furnished free of 
charge. 

Hours of duty for day nurses are from 7 A.M. to 8 P.M.; 
for night nurses from 8 P.M. to 7 A.M. No nurse is required 
to do both day and night duty on the same day, except in 
rare emergencies. Each nurse on day duty is allowed one 
hour after 2 o’clock P.M., for rest and recreation, one-half 
day after 2 p.m. each week, and four hours on Sunday. 
Two weeks’ vacation is allowed each year. If nurses are 
sick they are cared for in the Hospital, but wages are 
stopped. Nurses on night duty are required to be in bed 
until 4 p.m. Nurses may be called upon for four months’ 
regular night duty during the two years’ training; besides 
a special cases” to a limited number.

Hon. Naroan Martruews, Jr., 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Dear Sir: In compliance with Section 22 of Chapter 
3 of the Revised Ordinances of 1892, a statement of the 
operations of the department from February 1, 1892, to Jan- 
uary 31, 1893, inclusive, is hereby presented. 

On the sixteenth day of June last, a bill entitled “ An Act 
relating to the Construction, Maintenance, and Inspection of | 
Buildings in the City of Boston” passed, it being in effect a 
new building law. This law was an entire revision of the 
Acts of 1885, together with some additional amendments. 

The principal features of this law are as follows: 

No building, except grain and coal elevators, hereafter 
put up or enlarged within the building limits of Boston, 
can have a height of more than seventy feet, or an area 
greater than ten thousand square feet, unless constructed 
wholly of incombustible materials. 

No building of more than forty-five feet in height can 
hereafter be erected within the city limits, to be used above 
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the first floor for storage stores, warehouses, or stores for the 
storage and sale of merchandise, which is not wholly con- 
structed of incombustible materials or with tight floors of 
splined or tongued and grooved planks of at least two inches 
in thickness, and with an upper floor one inch thick, matched 
and breaking joints. 

No building hereafter erected, except spires for churches © 
and elevators for grain and coal, can exceed a height of one 
hundred and twenty-five feet. 

In brick, stone, or iron buildings all party and bearing 
walls must be of brick, and must be plastered directly upon 
masonry or upon metal lathing, and all such walls must be 
carried through and at least one foot above the roof. 

All weight-bearing metal, either columns or beams, must 
be protected by brick, terra-cotta, or other incombustible 

material. 

Openings or doorways in party or partition walls required 
by said act cannot exceed two for each floor. These must 
be protected by double tin-clad fire-doors hung to iron 
frames, and the combined openings on any one floor cannot 
exceed one hundred square feet. 

No steam-boiler or furnace can be set above the cellar 
floor except upon non-combustible beams and brick arches. 

In all new buildings all external parts above a height of 
forty-five feet must be of brick,’stone, metal, or other in- 
combustible material. 

All outside openings on buildings hereafter built or al- 
tered, except dwellings, tenement- -houses, etc., and office 
buildings, that are within thirty feet of an exposing opening, 
must have approved shutters put upon them. 

All receptacles for ashes, waste, and other substances 
liable by spontaneous combustion or otherwise to cause a 
fire must be made of incombustible material. 

All buildings hereafter erected or enlarged, to be used as 
lodging-houses, tenement-houses, or dwelling-houses of five: 
stories or more in height, must have the basement and _ first 
story entirely built of incombustible material, and in such 
buildings no closet can be constructed under the first-story 
stairway. 

All shafts hereafter built for elevators, hoists, dumb- 
waiters, lifts, light and ventilating shafts, or other air-ducts, 
must be constructed of, and if they do not pass the upper 
floor their tops shall be covered with, incombustible material. 
Such shafts hereafter built for elevators must be of brick, at 
least eight inches thick, or of metal covered on both sides 
with at least one inch of plaster applied immediately on the 
metal, or with some other equally substantial non-inflamma- 
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ble, non-heat-conducting material. All inside elevator shaft 
openings must be furnished with metal-covered doors. 

‘Every steam-boiler in a building used for office, mercan- 
tile, or manufacturing purposes, or as a lodging or tenement 
house, must be enclosed in a fire-proof room, shut off by 
fire-doors from the rest of the building. 

All second-class buildings hereafter built or altered must 
be either constructed of non-combustible material, or must 
have a fire-stop at every floor, covering the entire floor of 
each story, extending through all partitions to the masonry 
walls. This must consist of at least one inch of tile, 
brick, terra-cotta, plaster, cement, or other approved ma- 
terial. 

The spaces between stringers of staircases and the joists 
of landings, unless unsealed, must be stopped with incom- 
bustible materials, at least at three places in every flight of 
stairs, to prevent the passage of air. 

No wood covering can be used against or around any 
chimney, but the plastering must be directly on masonry or 
on metal lathing. 

Every building hereafter erected or enlarged as a hotel 
for the accommodation of transient guests, and containing 
more than fifty rooms above the first floor, must be entirely 
built of incombustible material. 

Every air-duct, except those allowed by said act, must be 
effectually stopped at each story. 

Any person who builds or alters any wall, building, or 
any structure or part thereof, in violation of any provision 
of this law, or who, after twenty-four hours’ notice from 
the inspector, maintains any such wall, building, structure, 
or part thereof, so built or altered, shall be punished by a 
fine not exceeding one thousand dollars ; and any court may, 
on application of the inspector, issue an injunction to restrain 
the use or occupation of any building or structure in the city 
of Boston erected, altered, maintained, or used in violation 
of this law. 

All buildings hereafter erected or altered to be used as 
tenement or lodging houses shall not occupy a space on the 
second floor of over three-fourths of the area of the lot meas- 
ured from the middle line of the street on which it fronts, 
and there shall be a space ten feet wide and one foot in 
length for every twenty-five square feet of area actually coy- 
ered by the building, this space to be open and undiminished 
as long as the building is used for tenement or lodging 
house purposes. 

Buildings over seventy feet in height, where the nature of 
the ground permits, to rest upon at least three rows of piles, 
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or an equivalent number of piles arranged in less than three 
rows. 

Bonding courses of walls to be every eighth course. 

Ashlar not to be reckoned in thickness of walls unless it 
exceeds eight inches in thickness, in which case the excess 
over four inches shall be reckoned. 

External walls may be built of iron or steel, provided 
they are of the law-required strength, and all constructional 
parts are wholly protected from heat by incombustible 
materials. 

All chimneys shall be built of brick, stone, or other incom- 
bustible material. Brick chimneys shall have walls at least 
eight inches thick, unless terra-cotta flue linings are used, 
in which case four inches of brickwork may be omitted. 
Other chimneys shall have walls at least eight inches thick, 
and shall have in addition a lining of four inches of brick- 
work or a terra-cotta flue lining. 

Every chimney flue in which soft coal or wood is burned 
shall be carried to a height sufficient to protect neighboring 
buildings from fire and smoke. 

Every school-house two stories or more high, every 
church, theatre, public building, hall, place of assembly or 
resort, every building occupied above the second story by 
two or more families, or as a tenement, boarding, or lodging 
house, or as a factory or workshop where ten or more per- 
sons are employed, shall have at least two independent 
ways of egress, each accessible from each apartment, and 
one of which shall be enclosed in brick walls; shall have 
no interior openings other than the doors from the apart- 
ments from which it is an exit, and shall be provided with a 
ventilating skylight which can be operated from the lower 
hall. 

Every structure and part thereof, and appurtenance there- 
to, shall be so constructed and maintained in such repair as 
not to be dangerous; and the owner of any premises, upon 
notice from the inspector that such premises are dangerous, 
shall forthwith remedy the cause of danger by removal or 
repair. 

Any building which, by defect, accident, decay, or over- 
loading, is unsafe, shall be vacated forthwith, if and whne 
the inspector shall so order. 

In case of any change, alteration, or addition, not in the 
nature of, ordinary repairs, renewals, or. restorations, being 
required under the terms of this act upon a building wholly 
or partly under lease containing no provision for such a case, 
the owner shall pay the expense, and may collect of the 
lessee an additional rent for the portion so leased equal to

eight per cent. per annum on that proportion of the sum 
paid which the leased portion bears to the whole building. 

Every building hereafter built or altered to contain an 
audience or assembly hall capable of holding eight hundred 
persons or more, and every theatre, shall be a first-class 
building; that is, constructed of incombustible material 
throughout. The fronts of such buildings to be the full 
width of the auditorium, including the lobbies, side-passages, 
etc., and to be located on a street or area open to the sky 
and at least thirty feet wide. 

Every hall, auditorium, or room of every building here- 
after erected for or converted to use as a school-house, fac- 
tory, theatre, or place of public assembly or entertainment, 
shall have in continuous operation while occupied a system 
of ventilation so contrived as to provide fifty cubic feet per 
minute of outer air for each light other than an electric light 
for each occupant, 

Every existing tenement or lodging house shall have in 
every sleeping-room not communicating directly with the 
external air two ventilating or transom windows of not less 
than six square feet area each, one opening into another 
room or passage having an external window of not less than 
six square feet area, with movable sashes. 

No transom window shall be placed in a partition wall en- 
closing a main stairway. 

Every building used as a tenement or lodging house 
shall have outside and appurtenant to it a suitable space 
for the temporary deposit of garbage and other refuse 
matter. 

Every dwelling, tenement, or lodging house, every school- 
house, and every building where operatives are employed, 
shall have at least one water-closet for every twenty persons, 
and where both sexes are employed, separate accommoda- 
tions shall be furnished. 

Privies or cesspools shall not be allowed where sewers are 
accessible. 

Every water-closet in every building hereafter erected for 
or converted to use as a tenement- house, family hotel, or 
apartment-house shall have a window on the open air. 

No building within the building limits, or within forty feet 
of the property of adjoining owner, shall be erected for or 
converted to use as a stable without the consent of the 
Mayor and Aldermen. 

Grain elevators, buildings for the storage or manufacture 
of high combustibles or explosives, or for chemical or ren- 
dering works, can be erected, and engines, dynamos, boilers, 
or furnaces can be placed, only after notice of same has been 
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published in at least two daily papers, three days in each, 
and no objection has been filed. 

Drain and connecting ventilating-pipes to be of uniform 
thickness and of heavy weight. 

In plumbing, all changes. in direction shall be made with 
curved pipe, and all connections with horizontal or vertical 
pipe shall be made with Y branches. 

All drain pipes shall be exposed to sight where practicable 
within the building, and shall not be exposed to pressure 
where they pass through a wall. 

Every part of every drain-pipe below a cellar floor shall be 
laid in a brick trench with a concrete base, and shall be ac- 
cessible through sufficient unattached covers. 

The waste-pipe of each and every sink, basin, bath-tub, 
water-closet, slop-hopper, and of each set of trays or other 
fixtures, shall be furnished with a separate trap, which shall 
be placed as near as practicable to the fixture that it serves. 

No steam-exhaust shall be connected with any public 
sewer, or with any soil or waste pipe or drain which con- 
nects with the public sewer. 

There is created a board to be called the Board of Appeal 
from the Inspector of Buildings, which consists of three 
members, one appointed by His “Honor the Mayor, one ap- 
pointed by the Boston Chapter of the Society of Architects 
and one by the Master Builders’ Association, both with the 
approval of the Mayor. 

Any applicant for a permit whose application has been 
refused, and any person who has been ordered by the inspec- 
tor to incur any expense, and any person the value of whose 
property may be affected by any work to be done under 
any permit granted by the inspector, may appeal to said 
Board, who shall, after hearing, direct the inspector to issue 
his permit under such conditions, if any, as they may 
require, or to withhold the same. 

No building shall be hereafter erected or altered, and no 
work affecting the fire risk of any wall, structure, or building 
in the city of Boston shall be done, without a permit from 
the Inspector of Buildings, nor except in conformity | with the 
provisions of this act. 

Every wall, structure, and building hereafter built or 
altered shall conform to the provisions of this act, except 
bridges, quays, wharves, and buildings belonging to the 
government of the United States. 

In the execution of this law the department has had good 
success (though not without considerable friction), in com- 
parison with what might be expected in enforcing a law 
containing so many radical features. In enforcing a build- 
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ing law the fact must not be lost sight of that the best 
results are obtained by educating the people to the neces- 
sity and wisdom of adopting the principles set forth, and 
not driving them, by force, upon the argument, * it is the 
law.” Public opinion is all powerful, and when aroused 
controls and shapes all legislation. To arouse the antipathy 
of the public and antagonize the interests of our citizens by 
a radical and exacting method of enforcing the law would 
soon create an opposition to it, that in its reaction would be 
fatal to the accomplishment of those points in construction 
which would render our city safe from fire or panic within 
her buildings. This has been the method adopted by the 
department, and the condition and character of our buildings 
and the attitude of our citizens toward the building law 
stand as testimony of the wisdom of this action. 

The demands on this department by statutes and ordi- 
nances are many and exacting, and the department has faith- 
fully and efficiently enforced the provisions thereof, in as 
thorough manner as was possible with the force and means at 
its command. The methods adopted have received the com- 
mendation of those who have inspected them, and have been 
copied in many of our younger cities in the West. Up to 
date there have been eleven appeals from the decision of the 
department, and with but one exception the department has 
been sustained, and in the case of the exception the project 
has been abandoned. 

Questions are constantly arising as to the intent and mean- 
ing of the law, and for the first time since the creation of the 
department has a case been carried to the Supreme Court for 
decision. 

New difficulties in the enforcement of the law are con- 
stantly arising, and the permanent services of an attorney 
will be much needed, as questions involving large interests 
are being raised for the inspector’s decision. 

The department is required to meet the retained attorney 
and architect, as well as owner, on points of construction 
wherein both the mechanical and legai interpretation may 
affect, in a large measure, financially, the interests of our 
citizens and the welfare of our city. Much time is con- 
sumed in the settling of these vexed and important ques- 
tions. 

The following tables show conclusively the activity of the 
department during the past year, but in addition to those 
contained here, it may be stated that some fifteen hun- 
dred examinations were made and about seven hundred 
and fifty cases reported to the Health Department as to the 
condition of premises looking to the prevention of the spread 
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of cholera. In addition to this the Department for the In- 
spection of Buildings was ordered by the City Council to 
enforce the provisions of the ordinances regulating the use 
and burning of bituminous coal under boilers used for gen- 
erating steam, and requiring in such cases the adopting of a 
device for consuming smoke which should be effectual. 
The results attained were reported to the Common Council, 
on an order of inquiry by that body. 

The inspector takes this opportunity of thanking the Joint 
Standing Committee for the year 1892 for the cordial sup- 
port they gave the department, and the interest manifested 
in its workings; also for the careful attention and considera- 
tion given by them to the matters referred to them as a 
committee.

DUTIES OF THE DEPARTMENT. 


Under the provisions of the statutes and of the ordinances 
relating to buildings in the city of Boston, the department 
has supervision over the following matters : 


The erection of brick, stone, and iron buildings, under statute 
provisions, throughout the entire city limits. 

The erection of wooden or frame buildings of limited dimen- 
sions and range, outside of the building limits, under 
the provisions of the city ordinances. 

Additions, alterations, and repairs on all classes of buildings, 
with especial reference to their compliance with the 
present requirements ot the building law. 

The inspection of unsafe buildings and structures, with full 
power to require the securing or removal of the same, 
and, in case of immediate danger, where the security of 
the public is imperilled in life and limb, authority to 
enter upon, vacate, secure, or take down the same, as 
the exigencies of the public safety, in the opinion of the 
inspector, may require. 

The examination of buildings damaged by fire or accident, 
with authority to enter upon the premises and investi- 
gate the origin thereof. 

The inspection of buildings liable to take fire from unsafe 
flues and heating-apparatus. 
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The supervision and the protection of the building limits, the 
district in which the erection of independent wooden 
buildings is prohibited by statute law, with certain limi- 
tations as to wharves, market buildings, and elevators 
for grain and coal. 

Special authority invested in the Inspector of Buildings to 
issue permits for wooden and frame sheds for special 
purposes, within the building limits of the city. 

The examination for approval of plans and specifications of 
all proposed buildings. 

The examination for approval of plans of proposed tene- 
ment-houses, public and family hotels, with especial 
reference to their compliance with special statute pro- 
visions regulating area for light and _ ventilation, 
material and construction of water-closets, drainage, 
cesspools, height of habitable rooms, window-openings, 
hallways, construction of stairways, fire-escapes, and the 
height of the buildings as regulated by the width of the 
street upon which they are proposed to be erected. 

The enforcement of statutory provisions requiring fire-escapes 
upon certain buildings in which operatives are employed 
in factories, mills, or manufactories, tenement-houses, 
and hotels, etc. 

Authority invested in the Inspector of Buildings, under the 
act relating to the construction, maintenance, and in- 
spection of buildings in the city of Boston, in buildings 
used for public purposes, to regulate the entrances, 
doorways, passageways; their width, construction, and 
number, and obstructions that may be placed therein ; 
the arrangement of the seatings, and the use of combus- 
tible materials, draperies, scenery, properties, ete. 

The inspection of all hoistways and elevators in buildings, 
with reference to their construction and use in confor- 
mity with the requirements of the statutes, authority 
being invested in the Inspector of Buildings to prohibit 
their use if unsafe or dangerous, or not conforming to 
the requirements of law, a notice of said action to be 
placarded on the door or entrance of cab or car. 

The setting of steam-engines, boilers, and dynamos. 

The building of furnaces for melting iron, glass, or other 
metals. 

The building of ovens, kilns, ete. 

The setting of heating-apparatus in all classes of buildings. 

The examination of the grade of cellar bottoms of buildings 
built upon filled land ; reporting violations of the same 
to the Board of Aldermen. | 

The storage of combustible material in buildings occupied in 
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whole or in part as dwellings, situated within the build- 
ing limits of the city. 

Buildings authorized by the Board of Health to be used for 
stables are licensed to be occupied for this purpose, 
under the direction of the Inspector of Buildings. 

Authority invested in the Inspector of Buildings to regulate 
the number of watchmen, red lights, gongs, etc., and to 
require any further provisions he may deem necessary 
for the protection of life in hotels, boarding and lodg- 
ing houses. 

Examination for approval of the construction of bay-windows 
and other projections over or into the highway, for 
which the Board of Aldermen may grant licenses. 

The examination of buildings with reference to their being 
provided with ample and sufficient means of egress, and 
their compliance with statute requirements, upon pe- 
tition for license to occupy the same as a place of public 
amusement. 

Examination of private signs, lanterns, druggists’ mortars, 
electric, oil, and gas lamps, etc., located in the public 
highways, upon a petition to the Board of Aldermen to 
maintain the same if secured satisfactory to the Inspec- 
torof Buildings. 

Authority to apply to any court in equity for an injunction 
restraining the erection, alteration, use, or occupation 
of a building which does not conform to the requirement 
of law, and the construction of windows, steps, and 
porches, etc., projecting into or over any public high- 
way, without a license from the Board of Aldermen. 

The inspection of all steam-boilers, so that the facts and 
return relative to them, required to be made, may be 
returned to the Tax Commissioners. 

The construction, management, and inspection of hoistways 
and elevators throughout the entire city. 

The regulation of plumbing. 

The enforcement of the statutes requiring lodging-rooms in 
hotels to be provided with a knotted rope or other bet- 
ter appliance for use as a fire-escape. 

The annual examination of every room in every hotel, in 
May, to ascertain if the law is complied with, and report 
same to chief of district police. 

The enforcement of the ordinances regulating the burning of 
bituminous coal under the furnaces of steam-boilers 
used for generating steam in buildings, and the adop- 
tion of devices for effectually consuming smoke thereby 
created.

* No building shall be hereafter erected or altered, and no 


work affecting the strength or fire risk of any wall, struct- 
ure, or building in the city of Boston shall be done without 
a permit from the Inspector of Buildings nor except in con- 
formity with the provisions of this act.”

PLANS AND SPECIFICATIONS. 
Chapter 419, Section 11, Acts of 1 892. 


“The said inspector shall not give « permit for the erec- 
tion of any building until he has carefully inspected the 
plans and specifications thereof, ascertained that the build- 
ing has sufficient strength, and that the means of ingress 
and egress are sufficient. A copy of plans and specifica- 
tions of every public building shall be deposited in the oflice 
of the inspector.”

Secr. 74. “No boiler to be used for steam or motive 
power, and no furnace, shall be placed on any floor above 
the cellar floor, unless the same is set on non-combustible 
beams and arches, and in no case without a permit from the 
Inspector. Every steam-boiler in a building to be used for 
office, mercantile, or manufacturing purposes, or to be used 
as a lodging or tenement house, shall be enclosed in a fire- 
proof room of brick, terra-cotta, stone, iron, or other simi- 
lar incombustible material, with openings closed by metal 
covered doors, hung to rabbeted iron frames, or to iron 
hinges in brick or iron rabbets. No range, stove, oven, or 
boiler shall be used for cooking in a hotel or restaurant, or 
for manufacturing purposes, until the same has been exam- 
ined and approved by the inspector.” 

Sect. 116. “No grain elevator, or building for the 
storing or manufacture of high combustibles or explosives, 
or for chemical or rendering works, shall be erected, and 
no engine, dynamo, boiler, or furnace, except exclusively 
for the heating of, or to raise elevators in the building in 
which it is, shall be placed in any building without a per- 
mit issued under the provisions of the following sections.” 

Secr. 117. “Every applicant for a permit required by 
section one hundred and sixteen shall be filed with the in- 
spector in writing, and shall set forth the location and char- 
acter of the building, the size, power, and purpose of the 
apparatus, with such further information as the inspector 
may require.” 

Sect. 118. “Every such application shall be published 
in at least two daily papers published in Boston, and at 
least three days in each; and the applicant shall also, if so 
directed by the inspector, conspicuously post on the prem- 
ises a copy of an application, and deliver copies thereof to 
such persons as the inspector may direct, and shall file an 
affidavit with the inspector that the notice required has been 
duly given. If no objection is filed with the inspector be- 
fore the expiration of ten days from the time of the first 
publication of notice, or within ten days of the delivery 
and first posting of notice if required, the inspector shall, if 
the arrangement, location, and construction of the proposed 
apparatus is proper, and in accordance with the terms of this 
act, issue a permit for the same. But if such objection is 
filed, the application shall be referred to the Board of Appeal, 
the chairman of the Board of Health,and the chairman of the 
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Board of Fire Commissioners, together sitting as a com- 
mission, or such members of said boards respectively as, in 
case of the absence or disability of the chairman, the stand- 
ing members of the Board of Appeal, or their duly appointed 
substitutes, shall in each case appoint. The two members 
of said commission sitting with the Board of Appeal shall 
receive the same compensation as the members of that 
board.” : 

Secr. 119. ‘“ Said commission shall, in each case, cause 
due notice to be given to all parties of the time and place of 
hearing, and after hearing the parties shall authorize the 
inspector to issue a permit, under such conditions as may 
be prescribed by said commission, or to withhold the same. 
If the permit is refused the applicant, and if it is granted, 
the objectors shall pay such costs as the commission may 
determine.”

ELEVATOR ACCIDENT RECORD. 


February 13, 1892. Lawrence Spath slipped from his wagon, which 
was backed up to the elevator-pit in the rear of 70 Sudbury street, and 
fell into the pit, a distance of 12 feet. He was injured about the head 
and back. 


February 16, 1892. Charles Bird, elevator conductor at the Hotel 
Royal, corner of Beacon and Exeter streets, was crushed to death 
between the car and the header of doorway. 


February 18, 1892. James W. Morrison, in attempting to cross from 
the alleyway over the elevator-shaft on to the first floor, fell to the bot- 
tom of the shaft, a distance of 11 feet 6 inches. 


February 25, 1892. John Sears, the elevator conductor at 15 Broadway 
extension, was killed in the elevator-shaft. He was caught between the 
ear and the header of doorway at the third floor. 


March 4, 1892. Jacob Berger fell down the elevator-shaft from the 
rear passageway of 147 Summer street, a distance of 10 feet, and frac- 
tured one leg. 
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March 8, 1892. The drum shaft of passenger elevator at 8 Bulfinch 
place broke, and the car. descended at overspeed, violently shaking up 
the occupants. 


March 11, 1892. James Fitzgerald fell from the sidewalk down the 
eleyator-shaft, at 69 Chauncy street. 


March 11, 1892. George Ballou fell from the third floor of the Hoff- 
man House, Columbus avenue, down the elevator-shaft, a distance of 
50 feet. 


March 15, 1892. Chas. Wright, the engineer in the Hotel Bristol, 
eorner of Boylston and Clarendon streets, while oiling the running-gear 
of the elevator, had his arm caught in the machinery, and injured so 
badly as to require amputation. 


March 21, 1892. While the elevator men were making repairs on 
the hand elevator at 89 Summer street, the car, which was at the upper 
floor, suddenly descended to the bottom of the shaft. No one was injured. 


March 24, 1892. Jeremiah Guinee, while working at the hoistway at 
33 Portland street, fell from the third floor to the first. 


March 28, 1892. Thomas Nash, an errand boy at 94 Blackstone 
street. fractured his leg. We were informed that he was swinging on 
the hoisting-rope at the time. 


April 5, 1892. Wm. Valentine, while on the cross-head of the freight- 
elevator of the Towne Manufacturing Company, corner B and First. 
streets, was carried up and crushed between the car and the overhead 
timbers. He received serious injuries to his spine. 


April 13, 1892. Martin Haney, an employee at the West End Rail- 
road power station, had the fingers of one hand injured by being caught 
between the counter-balance weight of elevator and some blocks which 
he was holding. 


April 17, 1892. Edward Duffy, employed by the Boston Gas Light 
Company at their works in Dorchester, fell a distance of 12 feet 6 
inches down the elevator-way. His collar-bone was fractured. 


April 20, 1892. Albert Drew, 15 years of age, while riding on the 
freight elevator at 150 Congress street, had his leg caught between the 
car and the side of elevator-shaft, and received severe injuries. 


April 22, 1892. John F. Harrington, while at work at the hoistway, 
84 Richmond street, lost his balance and fell from the third to the first 
floor. 


May 3, 1892. George T. Lawrence fell from the fourth floor of 40 
State street down the hand elevator shaft, and was seriously injured. 


May 17, 1892. Mr. H. Rogers fell from*the sidewalk down the eleva- 
tor-shaft, a distance of 10 feet, in building 65 and 69 Summer street. 


May 28, 1892. Benjamin R. Jeffrey was leaning against the guard 
gate on the third floor to the elevator-shaft in building No. 96 Federal 
street, when the gate gave way and he fell to the bottom of shaft. 


June 22, 1892. James Gormley, aged 65 years, was found lying 
dead on the top of the passenger elevator at 169 Tremont street. He 


. 
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was the regular conductor of the car, and is supposed to have been oil- 
ing the elevator guides while the car was ascending and was carried up 
and crushed between the overhead timbers and the car. 


June 22, 1892. Amelia Sherman fell from the fourth floor of the 
building known as the Hotel Warwick down the elevator-shaft, and was 
instantly killed. 


July 9, 1892. Wm. Dunlap, employed at the West End Railroad 
power station, was standing on the first floor leaning against the auto- 
matic gate, when it gave way and he fell to the basement, injuring his 
ankle. | 


July 28, 1892. John B. Whittier, about 15 years of age, was riding 
on the freight elevator at 79-81 Summer street, and injured his foot by 
having* it caught between the car and the shaft. 


July 27, 1892. John J. Lynch was injured by the counter-balance 
weight of the freight elevator at 67 Chauncy street. 


August 10, 1892. Belle D. McKenzie was instantly killed by falling 
down the elevator shaft from the fifth floor of the Exchange Building, 
oo State street. 


August 13, 1892. Harry Wallace was leaning over the automatic 
gate on the second floor of No. 17 Milton place, when the freight ele- 
vator descended and pinned him between the gate and the bottom of 
the car. He was taken to the Emergency Hospital and from there sent 
to his home. 


August 26, 1892. William Crosby was caught between the freight 
elevator and the side of elevator-shaft in building No. 104 Pearl strect, 
and was slightly injured. 


September 29, 1892. Geo. E. Reed was ascending on the ash lift in 
the new Ames building, when his head came in contact with the trap 
door overhead, and fractured his skull. He died soon after. ’ 


October 14, 1892. Thomas McCormick was severely injured by 
falling down the freight-elevator shaft at 23 Bowker street. 


November 12, 1892. Daniel McCarty, while working in the hoist- 
way at 130 and 1388 Friend street, fell to the bottom of shaft, a dis- 
tance of 62 feet. He received fatal injuries. 


November 16, 1892. Wm, Hampton was leaning over the automatic 
gate at the freight-elevator shaft in 25 West street, when the elevator 
descended upon him and injured him severely. 


November 18, 1892. Wm. H. Kelley was crushed to death while 
riding on the top of passenger elevator at 79 Warren street. He was at 
work at the time painting the inside of the elevator-shaft. 


December 14, 1892. Harlow Thayer, the engineer at 51 Summer 
street, was about to make some repairs in the elevator-shaft and seemed 
to forget that the elevator was overhead. The conductor was unaware 
of his presence beneath and allowed the car to descend on him. He re- 
ceived fatal injuries. 


December 17, 1892. Theodore Coustine fell down the hoistway 
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from the third floor of 51 and 53 High street. He was about to hitch a 
machine on to the hoisting rope, and he lost his balance and fell. 


January 6, 1893. While the passenger elevator in the Globe news- 
paper building was descending, the skipper rope broke and the conduc- 
tor was unable to stop the car until it reached the bottom of the shaft. 
It descended at its natural speed, however, and the occupants, although 
alarmed, were not at all injured.

January 4, 1893. Louis E. Angell fell from the first floor of building 

14 and 20 High street, down the elevator-shaft, to the basement, a dis- 
tance of 10 feet 4 inches. 


January 31, 1893. Frank Norgren was crushed to death between the 
elevator and the side of elevator-shaft in building Nos. 67 and 69 Pitts 
street. ‘ ;

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ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


INSPECTION OF MILK AND VINEGAR 
DEPARTMENT, 


FOR THE YEAR 1892, 


Boston, Mass., February 1, 1893. 
Hon. NarHan Marruews, JrR., 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 

Sir: I have the honor to submit the following report of 
the work of the Department for the Inspection of Milk and 
Vinegar for the year ending January 31, 1893. 

As the duties of the department relate to three different 
articles of food, — milk, oleomargarine, and vinegar, — the 
custom of dividing the report of work performed will be 
again followed. 


MILK. 


The objects ind requirements of the laws relating to the 
inspection and sale of milk and the defects in the same, the 
methods followed by the department in the collection and 
examination of samples, and the difficulties with which one 
has to contend in the enforcement of the laws, have been so 
set forth in previous reports that repetition of them here is 
unnecessary. During the past twelve months the work of 
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inspection has been carried on in the same manner and with 
the same objects as heretofore, and considerable work of a 
new order has been performed. Since the decision by the 
Supreme Court (Commonwealth v. Vieth) that the milk 
laws apply to sales by hotel-keepers of milk to be drunk on 
the premises, many visits have been made by the collectors 
to restaurants and lunch-counters throughout the city, where, 
as guests, they have ordered milk, which, on delivery, they 
have transferred to their sample bottles and carried away 
for analysis. A very large proportion of the samples ob- 
tained in this manner were found to be of the lowest grade, 
many of them being the poorest kind of skimmed milk such 
as can be obtained at creameries for a cent or two per quart, 
others being the same milk diluted with varying amounts of 
water up to about 40 per cent., others watered whole milk, 
and still others not only skimmed and watered, but colored 
with annatto. In every case the price paid was five cents for 
a glass of not more than half a pint, or at the rate of twenty 
cents per quart, which, with the best of milk, would mean a 
most handsome profit. These poor samples were obtained 
very largely, but by no means exclusively, in restaurants 
frequented by the poorest classes, to whom, if to anybody, 
should be given full value for their money. In many res- 
taurants, not only of the better but of the poorer grades, the 
milk obtained was found to be exceptionally rich. One 
hundred and thirty-five of the samples of low grade were 
made the basis of complaints in the various district courts, 
and in nearly every case a conviction was secured. In many 
instances the cases were appealed to the Superior Court, 
from which one case was taken to the Supreme Court on the 
issue that a collector of samples, acting as such, could not 
purchase a sample of milk without giving to the seller an 
opportunity of demanding a sealed sample for himself, the 
other cases to abide by the decision. The court decided 
ugainst the defendant, and the remaining cases were settled 
without trial. The full decision may be found in the Appen- 
dix (Commonwealth v. Coleman). These prosecutions re- 
sulted in a very speedy improvement in the quality of the 
milk sold in restaurants throughout the city. 

During the hot summer months, a number of dealers in 
milk were led to use a preservative which was extensively 
advertised by circulars to the trade as a harmless, nutritious, 
and healthful product of great value. Although it is known 
that the department does not sanction the addition of any 
foreign substance to milk for any purpose whatever, and 
particularly as a preservative, the risk was taken by some 
of the more daring and to their pecuniary loss. The objec- 
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tions to the use of chemical preservatives are based on 
good scientific grounds, and their use cannot be tolerated, 
In the belief that the law against the addition of foreign sub- 
stances to milk did not apply to cream, several dealers in 
that product, in spite of warnings to the contrary, persisted 
in the use of this same preservative. 

In the interests of public health these men were prosecuted, 
and convictions were secured, The question is now pending 
in the Supreme Court whether the milk laws apply in any 
way to cream; in other words, whether cream is a form of 
milk.! 

The circular above referred to reads as follows, the trade 
name of the substance and the address of the manufacturers 
being omitted for obvious reasons :

It is perhaps unnecessary to state that this circular is for 
the most part a series of misstatements. The substance is a 
mixture of boracic acid and borax, and its presence in milk 
can be very readily detected. It has been the custom to 
make the test for boracic acid from the ash of the sample, 
analyzed, but Mr. James O. Jordan, the chemist of the de- 
partment, has shown that the substance can be detected with 
considerable saving of work and time in the original milk 
without incineration. The method used in the laboratory 
for its detection is as follows: 

Evaporate in a porcelain capsule one or two drops of the 
suspected sample of milk with an equal quantity of freshly 
prepared tincture of turmeric, then add with a glass rod one 
drop of dilute hydrochloric acid, drawing the acid with the 
rod over the residue as in alkaloid testing, and dry again for 
a few seconds, when, if either of the substances, borax or 
boracic acid, is present, a color ranging from a light pink to 
a dark red will be produced. If such change occurs, remove 
the capsule from the water bath at once and confirm the 
presence of borates by adding a drop of ammonia water 
with a glass rod; this will cause the color produced by the 
hydro-chloric acid to change to the characteristic green or 
greenish-blue. The range of color produced by ammonia is 
dependent on the amount of borates in the sample. 


During the past twelve months twelve thousand and 
twenty-nine samples of milk were obtained and examined.

This number is considerably less than that of the previous 
year, yet the diminution is due not to relaxed vigilance, but 
to the fact that the period covered by the last “report was 
thirteen months instead of twelve, and also to the fact that 
the collectors were engaged at court a much larger number 
of days than ever before.

OLEOMARGARINE. 


In the last report of this department allusion was made to 
the question of the constitutionality of Chapter 58 of the 
Laws of 1891, which was then pending before the Supreme 
Court. By a majority decision the constitutionality of that 
law was affirmed in May of last year. The full decision 
may be found in the Appendix. A circular was shortly 
issued to the licensed dealers in oleomargarine that the law 
having been construed in favor of the government would be 
strictly enforced. In June, application was made by the 
attorney representing the oleomargarine interests to the Cir- 
cuit Court of the United States for an injunction to restrain 
the inspector from enforcing the law. This application was 
based on a number of affidavits made by dealers in oleomarga- 
rine, some of whom did not scruple to not only practise econ- 
omy of truth, but to launch widely out into misrepresentation 
of facts. This application is still pending before the court. 

After the issuance of the circular, most of the retail deal- 
ers in oleomargarine ceased selling. During the summer 
evidence was collected by the agents of the department, and 
in September a number of cases were entered in the munic- 
ipal court. On the day set for trial, owing to the fact that 
the government’s evidence in some particulars was not at 
hand, and the defence objecting to a continuance, these cases 
were dismissed on motion of the inspector. Immediately, 
however, a large number of cases against the same and other 
dealers were entered, and on the day set for trial all of the 
defendants were convicted, and all appealed. Other cases 
were entered in the same court, and in other districts, and in 
nearly every case the government was sustained. In every 
case of conviction an appeal was taken, and at the December 
term of the Superior Court a test case was tried, the remain- 
ing cases to abide by the decision of the Supreme Court on 
the twenty or more exceptions which were filed. This case 
is now pending. Other cases, involving minor questions, 
were taken to the Supreme Court on agreed statements of 
facts, and these are also pending.’ In the meantime the 


1 Since the above was written several decisions have been handed down. They may 
be found in the Appendix, 
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retail sale of oleomargarine, colored to resemble pure butter, 
has about ceased. Those who continue to sell oleomargarine 
at retail handle an article which is so brightly colored as to 
no longer be in imitation of pure yellow butter. 

The | provisions of Chapter 412 of the Laws of 1891 have 
been strictly enforced. Twelve complaints were entered for 
the sale of oleomargaine when butter was called for, and 
one hundred cases were brought for serving oleomargarine in 

restaurants without notifying the guest that the substance 

served was such and not. butter. In nearly every case con- 
victions were secured. The question of what shall constitute 
a notice to a guest is one which is now pending in the Supreme 
Court. It has been offered in defence in some cases that a 
sign to the effect that oleomargarine was served instead of 
butter was displayed on the walls; and in some cases the 
statement has been shown to have been printed on the bills 
of fare. 

It has been held thus far by the courts that either of 
these methods constitutes a notice, provided the guest happens 
to observe it; but that to a person who does not see it, 
or to one ins is blind or for other reason unable to read, 
it cannot be construed as a notice within the intent of the 
law. In the belief that the posting of a sign would be 
sufficient to cover the requirements of the law, many res- 
taurant keepers had them posted in inconspicuous places 
where they would not be readily seen, others had signs pre- 
pared with such wording that, even though seen by all, they 
could not be deemed a notice. Such, for. instance, are, “ We 
use only the best creamery butter and butterine.” “ Butterine 
and Creamery ; which will you have?” 

In one instance the defendant swore that he had a sign 
posted in the most conspicuous place in his restaurant, but 
on cross-examination was forced to admit that it had long 
been covered from view by a theatrical poster. 

The older laws relating to oleomargarine have been en- 
forced in the same manner as heretofore, and thirty prosecu- 
tions have been made. During the past year 739 specimens 
of butter and oleomargarine were examined. 

In the conduct of cases for the enforcement of Chapter 58 
of the laws of 1891, it is necessary to show that the oleo- 
margarine in question resembles yellow butter by reason of 
the presence of some added substance to cause a yellow color, 
while serving no useful purpose, and being of itself not a 
necessary ingredient. The coloring agent used up to within 
a short time has been annatto. For the detection of this 
substance the following process is adopted: Dissolve fifteen 
or twenty grammes of the filtered fat in about 150 cubic 


~ 
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centimeters of ether, and pour the solution into a separatory 
funnel. Then add ten cubic centimeters of a dilute solution 
of caustic potash, shake the funnel for a short time, and set 
it aside until the liquids separate. The potash solution, 
which, if annatto is present, will be colored thereby, is then 
drawn off into two small capsules. Place in each capsule a 
small piece of heavy filter-paper, and set them aside for 
twenty-four hours, when the papers will have been dyed a 
buff color. Remove them, and wash gently with water. Di 
one into a solution of stannous chloride, and the color will be 
changed to pink; further treatment with a solution of sodic 
carbonate will restore the original buff. Dry the other paper 
and add a small drop of sulphuric acid, by which a color 
varying from greenish-blue to blue is produced. <A drop of 
nitrie acid will also produce a blue. 

A court exhibit can be made by fixing the dyed papers 
with starch paste on a white card, one showing the original 
buff, the other made pink by stannous chloride.

LICENSES. 


The statutes require that all persons selling milk or oleo- 
margarine from wagons shall, annually, during the month of 
May, be licensed by the Inspector, and shall pay to him, to 
be by him paid over to the Treasurer of the city, the sum of 
fifty cents. They further require that all persons engaged in 
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the sale of milk or oleomargarine from stores, etc., shall be 
registered in his books, and shall pay the same fee; this fee 
is paid but once by the dealer in milk, and annually by the 
dealer in oleomargarine.

RELATING TO THE 


SALE AND INSPECTION OF MILK. 


[Cuaprer 57, Pustic Srarurss. |] 


SECTION 1. The mayor and aldermen of cities shall, and the 
selectmen of towns may, annually appoint one or more persons to 
be inspectors of milk for their respective places, who shall be sworn 
before entering upon the duties of their office. Each inspector shall 
publish a notice of his appointment for two weeks in a newspaper 
published in his city or town, or, if no newspaper is published therein, 
he shall post up such notice in two or more public places in such city or 
town. 

SECT. 2. (As amended by Section 1 of Chapter 318 of the Acts of 
L8&6.) Such inspectors shall keep an office, and shall record in books 
kept for the purpose the names and places of business of all persons 
engaged in the sale of milk within their city or town. Said inspectors 
may, with the approval of the mayor or the selectmen, employ suitable 
persons to act as collectors of samples, who shall be sworn before enter- 
ing upon their duties. Said inspectors, or the collectors employed and 
qualified as aforesaid, may enter all places where milk is stored or kept 
for sale, and all carriages used for the conveyance of milk, and the 
said inspectors or the collectors may take samples for analysis from all 
such places or carriages, and at the same time a portion of each sample 
so taken shall, if the person taking the same be requested so to do, be 
sealed and delivered to the owner or person from whose possession the 
same is taken, and a receipt given therefor to the person taking the 
same. ‘The inspectors shall cause the samples of milk so taken to be 
analyzed or otherwise satisfactorily tested, the result of such analysis 
or test they shall record and preserve as evidence. ‘The inspectors 
shall receive such compensation as the mayor or aldermen or select- 
men may determine. 

Secr. 3. In all cities and in all towns in which there is an inspector of 
milk, every person who conveys milk, in carriages or otherwise, for the 
purpose of selling the same in such city or town, shall annually, on 
the first day of May, or within thirty days thereafter, be licensed by the 
inspector or inspectors of milk of such city or town to sell milk within 
the limits thereof, and shall pay to such inspector or inspectors fifty 
cents each to the use of the city or town. The inspector or inspectors 
Shall pay over monthly to the treasurer of such city or town all sums 
collected by him or them. Licenses shall be issued only in the names 
of the owners of carriages or other vehicles, and shall, for the purposes 
of this chapter, be conclusive evidence of ownership. No license shall 
be sold, assigned, or transferred. Each license shall record the name, 
residence, place of business, number of carriages or other vehicles 
used, the name and residence of every driver or other person engaged 
in carrying or selling said milk, and the number of the license. Each 
licensee shall, before engaging in the sale of milk, cause his name, the

number of his license, and his place of business to be legibly placed on 
each outside of all carriages or vehicles used by him in the conveyance 
and sale of milk, and he shall report to the inspector or inspectors any 
change of driver or other person employed by him which may occur 
during the term of his license. Whoever, without being first licensed 
under-the provisions of this section, sells milk or exposes it for sale 
from carriages or other vehicles, or has it in his custody or possession 
with intent so to sell, and whoever violates any of the provisions of this 
section shall, for a first offence, be punished by fine of not less than 
thirty nor more than one hundred dollars ; for a second offence, by fine 
of not less than fifty nor more than three hundred dollars; and for a 
subsequent offence, by fine of fifty dollars and by imprisonment in the 
house of correction for not less than thirty nor more than sixty days. 

Secr. 4. Every person before selling milk or offering it for sale in 
a store, booth, stand, or market-place in a city or in a town in which an 
inspector or inspectors of milk are appointed, shall register in the books 
of such inspector or inspectors, and shall pay to him or them fifty cents 
to the use of such city or town; and whoever neglects so to register 
shall be punished for each offence by fine not exceeding twenty dollars. 

SEcT. 5. (As amended by Section 2 of Chapter 318 of the Acts of - 
1886.) Whoever, by himself or by his servant or agent, or as the 
servant or agent of another person, sells, exchanges, or delivers, or has 
in his custody or possession with intent to sell or exchange, or exposes 
or offers for sale or exchange, adulterated milk, or milk to which water 
or any foreign substance has been added, or milk produced from cows 
fed on the refuse of distilleries, or from sick or diseased cows, or milk 
not of good standard quality, shall, for a first offence, be punished by 
fine of not less than fifty nor more than two hundred dollars; for a sec- 
ond offence, by fine of not less than one hundred nor more than three 
hundred dollars, or by imprisonment in the house of correction for not 
less than thirty nor more than sixty days; and for a subsequent offence, 
by fine of fifty dollars and by imprisonment in the house of correction 
for not less than sixty nor more than ninety days. 

Secr. 6. Whoever, by himself or by his servant or agent, or as the 
servant or agent of any other person, sells, exchanges, or delivers, or 
has in his custody or possession with intent to sell or exchange, or ex- 
poses or offers for sale as pure milk, any milk from which the cream 
or a part thereof has been removed, shall be punished by the penalties 
provided in the preceding section. 

Sect. 7. (As amended by Chapter 352, Acts of 1885.) No dealer 
in milk, and no servant or agent of such a dealer, shall sell, exchange, or 
deliver, or have in his custody or possession with intent to sell, exchange, 
or_deliyer, milk from which the cream or any part thereof has been re- 
moved, unless in a conspicuous place above the centre upon the outside 
of every vessel, can, or package from or in which such milk is sold the 
words §* SKIMMED MILK”? are distinctly marked in uncon- 
densed Gothic letters not less than one inchinlength. Whoever violates 
the provisions of this section shall be punished by the penalties provided 
in section five. 

Sect. 8. (As amended by Chapter 310, Acts of 1884.) Any inspec- 
tor of milk, and any servant or agent of an inspector, who wilfully con- 
nives at or assists in a violation of the provisions of this chapter, and 
whoever hinders, obstructs, or in any way interferes with any inspector 
of milk, or any servant or agent of an inspector in the performance of 
his duty, shall be punished by fine of not less than one hundred nor 
more than three hundred dollars, or by imprisonment for not less than 
thirty nor more than sixty days. 

Sect. 9. (As amended by Section 2 of Chapter 318 of the Acts of 
1886.) In all prosecutions under this chapter, if the milk is shown 
upon analysis to contain more than eighty-seven per cent. of watery fluid, 
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or to contain less than thirteen per cent. of milk solids, or to contain less 
than nine and three-tenths per cent. of milk solids exclusive of fat, it 
shall be deemed for the purpose of this act to be not of good standard 
quality, except during the months of May and June, when milk contain- 
ing less than twelve per cent. of milk solids shall be deemed to be not of 
good standard quality. | 

Sect. 10. It shall be the duty of every inspector to institute a com- 
plaint for a violation of any of the provisions of this chapter, on the in- 
formation of any person who lays before him satisfactory evidence by 
which to sustain such complaint. 

Sect. 11. Each inspector shall cause the name and place of business 
of every person convicted of selling adulterated milk, or of having the 
same in his possession with intent to sell, to be published in two news- 
papers in the county in which the offence was committed. 

SECT. 12. (Section 8 of Chapter 352 of the Acts of 1885.) No per- 
son shall sell, exchange, or deliver, or have in his custody or possession 
with intent to sell, exchange, or deliver, skimmed milk containing less 
than nine and three-tenths per cent. of milk solids exclusive of fat. 
Whoever violates the provisions of this seetion shall be punished by the 
penalties provided in section five of chapter fifty-seven of the Public 
Statutes. 

SECT. 13. (Section 3 of Chapter 318 of the Acts of 1886.) If the 
said inspector or collector, after being so requested, shall refuse or neg- 
lect to seal and deliver to the owner or person from whose possession 
the same is taken, as provided in section two, a portion of the sample 
taken as aforesaid, no evidence shall be received in any court of the re- 
sults of the analysis or test of the same, which may have been recorded 
and preserved as aforesaid. 

SEcT. 14. (Section 4 of Chapter 318 of the Acts of 1886.) Whoever 
makes, uses, or has in his possession any imitation or counterfeit of any 
seal used by any milk inspector or his agents, and whoever changes, or 
in any manner tampers with, any sample taken or sealed as provided in 
section two, shall be punished by fine not exceeding fifty dollars, or by 
imprisonment in the house of correction not exceeding ninety days.

CHAP. 352, AcTS OF 1885, AND CHAP. 317 OF THE ACTS OF 
1886. | 


SECTION 17. (As amended by Section 1 of Chapter 317 of the Acts 
of 1886.) Whoever, by himself or his agents, sells, exposes for sale, 
or has in his possession with intent to sell, any article, substance, or 
compound made in imitation or semblance of butter or as a substitute 
for butter, and not made exclusively and wholly of milk or cream, or 
containing any fats, oils, or grease not produced from milk or cream, 
shall have the words ‘*|{MAITATION BUTTER,”’’ or if such 
substitute is the compound known as ‘* OLEOMARCARINE,”’ 
then the word ‘‘ OLEOMARCARINE,’’ or, if it is known as 
‘‘ BUTTERINE,”’ then the word ‘‘ BUTTERINE,”’ stamped, 
labelled, or marked, in a straight line, in printed letters of plain, 
uncondensed Gothic type, not less than one-half inch in length, so that 
said words cannot be easily defaced, upon the top, side, and bottom 
of every tub, firkin, box, or package containing any of the said article, 
substance, or compound. ‘The said stamp, label, or mark shall contain 
no other words. And whoever, by himself or his agents, exposes or 
offers for sale any of the said article, substance, or compound not in the 
original package shall attach to the said article, substance, or com- 
pound, in a conspicuous place, a label bearing the words ‘““IMITA- 
TION BUTTER,” ‘‘OLEOMARCARINE,’’ or ‘‘ BUT- 
TERINE,’’ as the article may be, in printed letters of plain, uncon- 
densed Gothic type, not less than one-half inch in length. And in cases 
of retail sales of any of said article, substance, or compound not in the 
original packages, the seller shall, by himself or his agents, attach to 
each package so sold, and shall deliver therewith to the purchaser, a 
label or wrapper bearing in a conspicuous place, upon the outside 
of the package, the words *‘‘ IMITATION BUTTER,”’ 
‘‘ OLEOMARCARINE,” or ‘‘BUTTERINE,”’’ and no 
other words, in printed letters, in a straight line of plain, uncondensed 
Gothic type, not less than one-half inch in length. 

Sreor. 18. Whosoever, by himself or his agent, sells, exposes for 
sale, or has in his possession with intent to sell, any article, substance, 
or compound made in imitation or semblance of cheese, as a substitute 
for cheese, and not made exclusively and wholly of milk or cream, or 
containing any fats, oils, or grease not produced from milk or cream, 
shall have the words ‘* |MITATION CHEESE,’’ stamped, 
labelled, or marked, in printed letters of plain, uncondensed Gothic 
type, not less than one inch in length, so that the words cannot easily 
be defaced, upon the side of every cheese-cloth or band around the 
same, and upon the top and side of every tub, firkin, box, or package

containing any of said article, substance, or compound. And in ease of 
retail sales of any of said article, substance, or compound not in the 
original package, the seller shall, by himself or his agent, attach to 
each package so sold, and shall deliver therewith to the purchaser, a 
label or wrapper bearing in a conspicuous place upon the outside of the 
package the words ‘* IMITATION CHEESE,’’ in printed 
letters of plain, uncondensed Gothic type, not less than one inch in 
length. 

Sect. 19. (As amended by Section 2 of Chapter 317 of the Acts of 
IS86.) Whoever sells, exposes for sale, or has in his possession 
with intent to sell, any article, substance, or compound made in imitation 
or semblance of butter or cheese, or as a substitute for butter or cheese, 
except as provided in the two preceding sections, and whoever, with 
intent to deceive, defaces, erases. cancels, or removes any mark, stamp, 
brand, Jabel, or wrapper provided for in such sections, or in any man- 
ner shall falsely label, stamp, or mark any box, tub, article, or package 
marked, stamped, or labelled as aforesaid, shall for every such offence 
forfeit to the city or town where the offence was committed one hundred 
dollars, and for a second and each subsequent offence two hundred 
dollars. 

SEcT. 20. Inspectors of milk shall institute complaints for violations 
of the provisions of the three preceding sections when they have reason- 
able cause to believe that such provisions have been violated, and on 
the information of any person who lays before them satisfactory evi- 
dence by which to sustain such complaint. Said inspectors may enter 
all places where butter or cheese is stored or kept for sale, and said 
inspector shall also take Specimens of suspected butter or cheese, and 
cause them to be analyzed or otherwise satisfactorily tested, the result 
of which analysis or test they shall record and preserve as evidence; 
and a certificate of such results, sworn to by the analyzer, shall be 
admitted in evidence in all prosecutions under this and three preceding 
sections. The expense of such analysis or test, not exceeding twenty 
dollars in any one case, may be included in the costs of such prosecu- 
tions. Whoever hinders, obstructs, or in any way interferes with any 
inspector, or any agent of an inspector, in the performance of his duty, 
shall be punished by a fine of fifty dollars for the first offence, and of 
one hundred dollars for each subsequent offence. 

SECT. 21. For the purposes of the four preceding sections the terms 
‘‘ butter” and ‘‘ cheese” shall mean the products which are usually 
known by these names, and are manufactured exclusively from milk or 
cream, with salt and rennet, and with or without coloring-matter.

SECTION 3. Whoever, by himself or his agents, sells, exposes 
for sale, or has in his possession with intent to sell, any article, sub- 
stance, or compound made in’ imitation or semblance of butter, or as a 
substitute for butter, and not made exclusively and wholly of milk or 
cream, or containing any fats, oils, or grease not produced from milk or 
cream, contained in any box, tub, article or package marked or labelled 
with the word ‘‘ dairy” or the word « creamery,” shall for every such 
offence forfeit to the city or town where the offence was committed one 
hundred dollars, and for a second and each subsequent offence two hun- 
dred dollars. 

Sect. 4. Every person who conveys any imitation butter, oleomar- 
garine, or butterine in carriages or otherwise, for the purpose of selling 
the same in any city or town, shall, within thirty days of the passage of 
this act, and annually on the first day of May, or within thirty days there- 
after, be licensed by the inspector or inspectors of milk of such city or 
town, to sell the same within the limits thereof, and shall pay to such 
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inspector or inspectors fifty cents to the use of the city or town. The in- 
spector or inspectors shall pay over monthly to the treasurer of such city 
or town all sums collected by him or them. In towns in which there is no 
inspector of milk, licenses shall be issued by the town clerk. Licenses 
shall be issued only in the names of the owners of carriages or other 
vehicles, and shall, for the purposes of this chapter, be conclusive evi- 
dence of ownership. No license shall be sold, assigned, or transferred. 
Each license shall record the name, residence, place of business, num- 
ber of carriages or other vehicles used, the name and residence of every 
driver or other person engaged in carrying or selling imitation butter, 
oleomargarine, or butterine, and the number of the license. Each © 
licensee shall, before engaging in the sale of any of the articles as afore- 
said, cause his name, the number of his license, his place of business, 
to be legibly placed on each outer side of all carriages or vehicles used 
by him in the conveyance and sale of the articles as aforesaid, in Gothic 
letters, not less than one inch in Jength, and he shall report to the in- 
spector or inspectors any change of driver or other person employed 
by him which may occur during the term of his license. Whoever, with- 
out being first licensed under the provisions of this section, sells any of 
the articles as aforesaid, or exposes or offers them for sale from car- 
riages or other vehicles, or has them in his custody or possession with 
intent so to sell, and whoever violates any of the provisions of this sec- 
tion, shall, for the first offence, be punished by a fine of not less than 
thirty nor more than one hundred dollars; for a second offence, by a 
fine of not less than fifty nor more than three hundred dollars. 

Sect. 5. Every person, before selling or offering for sale any of the 
articles as aforesaid in a store, booth, stand, or market-place, in a city 
or in a town in which an inspector or inspectors of milk are appointed, 
shall within thirty days of the passage of this act and annually on the 
first day of May or within thirty days thereafter, register in the books 
of such inspector or inspectors, or if there be no inspector then in the 
books of the town clerk, and shall pay to him or them fifty cents to the 
use of such city or town; and whoever neglects to so register shall be 
punished for each offence by a fine not exceeding twenty dollars. 


[CHAPTER 58, LAws oF 1891.] 


An Act to prevent deception in the manufacture and sale of imitation 
butter. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


SECTION 1. No person, by himself or his agents or servants, shall 
render or manufacture, sell, offer for sale, expose for sale, or have in 
his possession with intent to sell, any article, product, or compound made 
wholly or partly out of any fat, oil, or oleaginous substance or com- 
pound thereof, not produced from unadulterated milk or cream from the 
same, which shall be in imitation of yellow butter produced from pure 
unadulterated milk or cream of the same: provided, that nothing in this 
act shall be construed to prohibit the manufacture or sale of oleomar- 
garine in a separate and distinct form and in such manner as will advise 
the consumer of its real character, free from coloration or ingredient that 
causes it to look like butter. 

Sect. 2. Whoever violates any of the provisions of section one of 
this act shall be punished by a fine of not less than one hundred dollars 
nor more than five hundred dollars, or by imprisonment in the house of 
correction for a term not exceeding one year. 

Secor. 3. Inspectors of milk shall institute complaints for the viola- 
tion of the provisions of this act when they have reasonable cause to 
believe that any of its provisions have been violated; and on the in- 
formation of any person who lays before them satisfactory evidence by 
which to sustain such complaint, said inspectors may enter all places 
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where butter or imitations thereof are stored or kept for sale, and shall 
also take specimens of suspected butter and imitations thereof and cause 
them to be analyzed or otherwise satisfactorily tested, the result of which 
analysis or test they shall record and preserve as evidence; and a certif- 
icate of such result sworn to by the analyzer shall be admitted in evi- 
dence in all prosecutions under this act. “The expense of such analysis 
or test, not exceeding twenty dollars in any one case, may be included 
in the costs of such prosecutions. Whoever hinders, obstructs, or in any 
way interferes with any inspector in the performance of his duty shall 
be punished by a fine of fifty dollars for the first offence and of one hun- 
dred dollars for each subsequent offence. 

Seor. 4. This act shall not be construed to impair or prevent the 
prosecution and punishment of any violation of laws existing at the 
time of its passage and committed prior to its taking effect. 

Sect. 5. This act shall take effect on the first day of September 
next. 

[Approved March 10, 1891. 


[CHAPTER 412, Laws oF 1891.] 


An Act to provide for the protection of dairy products and to establish a 
State dairy bureau. 


Be ut enacted, etc., as follows: 


SECTION 1. Whoever sells or offers for sale, to any person who asks, 
sends, or inquires for butter, any oleomargarine, butterine, or any sub- 
stance made in imitation of or semblance of pure butter, not made en- 
tirely from the milk of cows, with or without coloring matter, shall be 
declared guilty of fraud and punished by a fine of not less than one hun- 
dred dollars for each offence. 

Sect. 2. Whoever exposes for sale oleomargarine, butterine, or any 
substance made in imitation or semblance of pure butter, not marked 
and distinguished by all the marks, words, and stamps required by 
existing laws, and not having in addition thereto upon every opened 
tub, package, or parcel thereof, a placard with the word « oleomarga- 
rine” printed thereon in plain, uncondensed Gothic letters, not less than 
one inch long, shall be fined not less than one hundred dollars for each 
offence. 

Sect. 3. Whoever sells oleomargarine, butterine, or any other sub- 
stance made in imitation or semblance of pure butter, from any dwell- 
ing, store, office, or public mart, shall have conspicuously posted 
thereon the placard or sign, in letters not less than four inches in length, 
‘‘Oleomargarine sold here,” or ‘* Butterine sold here.” Said placard to 
be approved by the bureau hereinafter provided for by this act. Any 
person neglecting or failing to post the placard herein provided for 
shall be punished by a fine of not less than one hundred dollars for the 
first offence and one hundred dollars for each day’s neglect thereafter. 

SrecT. 4. Whoever peddles, sells, or delivers from any cart, wagon, 
or other vehicle, upon the public streets or ways, oleomargarine, butter- 
ine, or any substance made in imitation or semblance of pure butter, 
not having on both sides of said cart, wagon, or other vehicle the 
placard, in uncondensed Gothic letters, not less than three inches in 
length, ‘* Licensed to sell oleomargarine,” shall be punished by a fine of 
not less than one hundred dollars or imprisonment for not less than 
thirty days for each offence. 

Sect. 5. Whoever furnishes, or causes to be furnished, in any hotel, 
restaurant, or at any lunch counter, oleomargarine or butterine to any 
guest or patron of such hotel, restaurant, or lunch counter, in the place 
or stead of butter, shall notify said guest or patron that the substance so 
furnished is not butter, and any party so furnishing without such notice 
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shall be punished by a fine of not less than ten nor more than fifty dol- 
lars for each offence. 

Secr. 6. The governor, by and with the consent of the council, shall 
appoint an assistant to the secretary of the board of agriculture, at an 
annual salary of twelve hundred dollars, and expenses necessarily 
incurred in the discharge of his duties, to assist in the work prescribed 
in the eleventh section of this act. Said appointee shall hold office for 
two years, or till his successor is appointed, unless sooner removed from 
office by the governor, and his successor shall be appointed as above 
provided for. . 

Sect. 7. In order to secure the better enforcement of the provisions 
of this act and to promote the improvement of the products of the dairy, 
the governor, by and with the advice and consent of the council, shall 
appoint three members of the board of agriculture, to constitute a dairy 
bureau of said board, one to serve for three years, one for two years, 
and one for one year, from the first day of July in the year eighteen 
hundred and ninety-one, or for such shorter terms respectively as they 
may continue to be members of said board of agriculture ; and, prior to 
the first day of July in each succeeding year, the governor shall appoint 
from said board one member of said bureau to serve for three years or 
for such shorter term, as aforesaid. No person shall continue to be a 
member of said bureau after he has ceased to be a member of said 
board, but, on his ceasing to be a member of said board, his place on 
said bureau shall be filled by the appointment of another member of 
said board, as aforesaid. The secretary of said board shall be the exec- 
utive officer of said bureau, subject to its control and direction, and said 
secretary shall, upon assuming said duties, receive, in addition to his 
present salary, five hundred dollars per annum. The governor may at 
any time terminate the service of any member of said board as a mem- 
ber of said bureau, and may appoint any other member of said board in 
his place, as above provided. Members of said bureau shall serve 
without pay, and shall have power to enforce all laws relating to dairy 
products and imitations thereof, and to employ such agents, assistants, 
experts, chemists, or counsel as may be necessary therefor. Said 
bureau, in the discharge of its duties, shall be subject to the general 
direction and control of the board of agriculture. 

Sect. 8. The bureau may expend a sum not exceeding four thou- 
sand dollars in carrying forward the work of the bureau, and shall make 
annual reports in detail to the legislature, not later than the fifteenth 
day of January in each year, of the number of assistants, experts, chem- 
ists, agents, and counsel employed, and their expenses and disburse- 
ments, with such other information as shall be for the advantage of the 
dairy interests in the State, and they shall make full reports of all inves- 
tigations made by them, with all cases prosecuted, and the results of 
such prosecution. ‘They shall make detailed statements of the said 
expenses to the auditor of the Commonwealth, on which payment shall 
be made to the extent of the appropriation. 

Sect. 9. Said bureau, and such agents and counsel as they shall duly 
authorize for that purpose, shall have access, ingress, and egress to and 
from all places of business, factories, buildings, carriages, and cars 
used in the manufacture and sale of any dairy products, or imitation 
dairy products, and shall have access to all vessels and cans used in 
such manufacture and sale, and shall have all the authority given 
by law to the State board of health and any officer thereof, and to the 
milk inspectors, in the enforcement of all laws relating to dairy prod- 
ucts or imitations thereof, and in the prosecutions of violations of said 
laws. 

Sect. 10. The said bureau may work in unison with the State board 
of health, and with inspectors of milk, but they shall not restrict, limit, 
or interfere with the duties of said officers. Nothing herein contained 
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shall be held to circumscribe the rights of said bureau in the prosecu- 
tion of offenders of the so-called dairy laws, or all laws relating to milk, 
butter, cheese, or any adulterations or imitations thereof, wherever 
found within the Commonwealth. 

Seo. 11. It shall be the duty of the said bureau to investigate all 
dairy products and imitation dairy products bought or sold within the 
Commonwealth ; to enforce all laws for the manufacture, transfer, and 
sale of all dairy products and all imitation dairy products within the 
Commonwealth, with all the powers needed for the same; to investi- 
gate all methods of butter and cheese making in cheese factories or 
creameries, and to disseminate such information as shall be of service 
in peoceging a more uniform dairy product of higher grade and better 
quality. 

Sect. 12. All fines recovered under this act shall be payable to the 
treasury of the Commonwealth. 

Sect. 13. This act shall take effect on the first day of September in 
the year eighteen hundred and ninety-one.

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LAWS OF MASSACHUSETTS 


RELATIVE TO THE 


INSPECTION AND SALE OF VINEGAR. 


PusBLic STATUTES. [CHAPTER 60, SECTION 69, AS AMENDED BY 
CHAPTER 257, ACTS OF -1883.] 


SECTION 69. Every person who manufactures for sale, or offers or 
exposes for sale as cider vinegar, any vinegar not the legitimate product 
of pure apple juice, known as apple cider, or vinegar not made exclu- 
sively of said apple cider, or vinegar into which foreign substances, 
drugs, or acids have been introduced, as may appear by proper tests, 
shall for each offence be punishable by fine of not less than fifty nor 
more than one hundred dollars. 

Sect. 70. Every person who manufactures for sale, or offers for 
sale, any vinegar found upon proper tests to contain any preparation of 
lead, copper, sulphuric acid, or other ingredient injurious to health, 
shall for each such offence be punished by fine of not less than one hun- 
dred dollars. 

Sect. 71. The mayor and aldermen of cities shall, and the select- 
men of towns may, annually appoint one or more persons to be inspect- 
ors of vinegar, who shall be sworn before entering upon their duties. 


[CHAPTER 307, AcTS OF 1884, AS AMENDED BY CHAPTER 150, ACTS 
OF 1885. ] 


SECTION 1. No person shall by himself, his servant or agent, or as 
the servant or agent of any other person, sell, exchange, deliver, or 
have in his Satay or possession with intent to sell or exchange, or ex- 
pose or offer for sale or exchange, any adulterated vinegar, or label, 
brand, or sell as cider vinegar, or as apple vinegar, any vinegar not the 
legitimate product of pure apple juice, or not made exclusively from 
apple cider. | 

SecT. 2. All vinegars shall be without artificial coloring matter, and 
shall have an acidity equivalent to the presence of not less than four 
and one-half per cent. by weight of absolute acetic acid, and in the case 
of cider vinegar shall contain in addition not less than two per cent. by 
weight of cider-vinegar solids upon full evaporation over boiling water ; 
and if any vinegar contains any artificial coloring matter, or less than 
the above amount of acidity, or, in the case of cider vinegar if it con- 
tains less than the above amount of acidity or of cider vinegar solids, 
it shall be deemed to be adulterated within the meaning of this act. 

Sect. 4. Whoever violates any of the provisions of this act shall be 
punished by fine not exceeding one hundred dollars.

COMMONWEALTH vs. RUSSELL HUNTLEY & another. 
BENJAMIN A. PLUMLEY’S CASE. 
Suffolk. November 24, 25, 1891.—May 7, 1892. 


Present: FIELD, C. J., ALLEN, HOLMES, KNOWLTON, MorTON, LATHROP, 
, AND BARKER, JJ. 


Hearing Cases together — Statute — Repeal — Constitutional Law. 


Upon a writ of habeas corpus, the court will not ordinarily consider questions arising 
in a criminal case which might be brought up by a bill of exceptions; but under 
special circumstances such questions were entertained, the court saying that, with 
reference to the mode of procedure, the case was not to be deemed a precedent for 
future cases. 

The St. of 1891, c. 58, which makes a distinction between oleomargarine which is an 
imitation of yellow butter and that which is not, and which statute is directed only 
towards oleomargarine of the former class, is not repealed by the St. of 1891, 
c. 412, § 1, which is directed to the distinct fraud of selling or offering to persons 
calling for butter something besides butter. 

The fact that two statutes, similar in their nature and purpose, were both passed at 
the same session of the Legislature, and took effect on the same day, is strong 
evidence that they were intended to stand together. 

The enactment of a statute which forbids the manufacture and sale of oleomargarine 
which is made in imitation of yellow butter, though such oleomargarine has been 
imported from another State, is a valid exercise of the police power which remains 
in the several States, and it is not in violation of the constitutional provision giving 
to Congress the power to regulate commerce among the several States. KNOWL- 
TON AND LATHROP, JJ., dissenting. 


The first case was a complaint to the Municipal Court of Boston, 
alleging that the defendants exposed for sale oleomargarine contrary to 
the provisions of the St. of 1891, c. 58. Trial in the Superior Court, 
on appeal, before Sherman, J., who, after a verdict for the Common- 
wealth, reported the case for the determination of this court. 

The second case was a petition for a writ of habeas corpus, after the 
petitioner had been convicted in the Municipal Court of Boston of a sale 
of oleomargarine, had been sentenced to pay a fine and to stand commit- 
ted until the sentence had been performed, and had been imprisoned 
accordingly. Hearing before Holmes, J., who reported the case to this 
court on the petition, agreed facts, and offer of proof. 

The cases were argued at the bar in November, 1891, Allen, Knowl- 
ton, Morton, and Lathrop, JJ., and afterwards, in February, 1892, were 
submitted on the briefs to all the judges. The facts appear in the 
opinion.

ALLEN, J. These cases arise under St. 1891, c. 58, entitled ‘* An Act 
to prevent deception in the manufacture and sale of imitation butter.” 
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In the first case, the defendants were convicted in the Superior Court 
of making a sale of oleomargarine at retail, not in the original un- 
broken package in which it was brought into this State; and the justice 
who presided at the trial reported the case to this court. 

In the second case, the petitioner was convicted in the Municipal 
Court of Boston of making a sale of oleomargarine, and was sentenced 
to pay a fine, and to stand committed until the sentence should be per- 
formed, and he was imprisoned accordingly, and upon his petition a writ 
of habeas corpus was issued, which was heard by a justice of this court, 
and, it being desired on both sides to present the question of the consti- 
tutionality of the statute in this mode, an agreed statement of facts was 
filed, by which it appeared that the sale by the petitioner was of oleo- 
margarine in the original package. 

In both cases, the constitutionality of the statute has now been argued, 
and in the second case there is the further question whether a writ of 
habeas corpus is a proper remedy for the petitioner, or whether he should 
be left to his appeal to the Superior Court, and to exceptions or writ 
of error, according to the regular course of procedure in criminal cases. 

At the argument, the Attorney-General, while suggesting that the 
questions arising in the second case ought regularly to be raised in some 
other way than upon a writ of habeas corpus, nevertheless, for certain 
special reasons, finally united with the counsel for the petitioner in the — 
request that the questions presented should be considered and eter- 
mined. With the assent of the court, the case was accordingly argued 
in full upon the merits; and although this mode of raising questions in 
criminal cases is open to some objections, the power of the court to hear 
and determine questions involving the constitutionality of a statute is es- 
tablished. Herrick v. Smith, 1 Gray, 1, 49. Sennott’s case, 146 Mass. 
489. Hx parte Siebold, 100 U.S. 371. In re Coy, 127 U.S. 731. Niel- 
sen, petitioner, 131 U.S. 176. People v. Liscomb, 60 N.Y. 559. See 
also Feeley’s case, 12 Cush. 598. Conlon’s case, 148 Mass. 168, 172. 

If the St. of 1891, c. 58, is not repealed, and if it is constitutional in 
regard to oleomargarine of domestic manufacture and oleomargarine 
brought here from other States not sold in the original packages, some 
of the justices who concur in the view here taken are of opinion 
that the constitutionality of the statute, so far as oleomargarine brought 
here from other States and sold in original packages is concerned, can- 
not be decided in these cases; but a majority of all the justices think 
the question may properly be considered. We have accordingly 
considered the case upon the merits of the question, but wish to say 
that, with reference to the mode of procedure, it is not to be deemed a 
precedent for future cases. 

The first question raised on the merits is, whether the prohibition 
against selling articles in imitation of yellow butter contained in St. 
1891, c. 58, is repealed by St. 1891, c. 412, which, among other things, 
punishes fraudulent sales of oleomargarine and other similar substances, 
and, as iscontended, impliedly permits such sales if made without fraud. 

-Repeals by implication are not favored, and both statutes must stand 
unless it plainly appears that the latter was intended to be a complete 
substitute for the earlier one. 

By various statutes passed before the year 1891, provisions were made 
for marks upon oleomargarine and the packages in which it might be 
contained, with a view to inform purchasers of the character of the 
article offered forsale. Pub. Sts. c. 56, §§ 17, 19. St. 1884, c. 310. 
St. 1886, c. 317. If these various requirements were observed, oleo- 
margarine might be sold. 

Then came St. 1891, c. 58, wholly prohibiting, under a penalty, the 
manufacture or sale, or offering or exposing for sale, or having in 
possession with intent to sell, any article of that description ‘‘ which 
shall be in imitation of yellow butter, produced from pure unadulterated 
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milk or cream of the same,” with a distinct proviso that ‘nothing in 
this act shall be construed to prohibit the manufacture or sale of oleo- 
margarine in a separate and distinct form, and in such manner as_ will 
advise the consumer of its real character, fre efrom coloration or 
ingredient that causes it to look like butter.” This act was directed 
solely to products made in imitation of yellow butter. All oleomarga- 
rine not made in imitation of yellow butter stood as before. 

Then came St. 1891, c. 412, which is the act relied on as repealing 
the former. By $1, ‘‘ Whoever sells or offers for sale, to any person 
who asks, sends, or inquires for butter, any oleomargarine, butterine, 
or any substance made in imitation of or semblance ofpure butter, 
not made entirely from the milk of cows, with or without coloring 
matter, shall be declared guilty of fraud, and punished by a fine,” ete. 
That is to say, if any oleomargarine or butterine whatever, whether 
made in imitation of yellow butter or not, is sold or offered for sale to 
any person who calls for butter, the act is punishable. By c. 58, a 
distinction between oleomargarine which is in imitation of yellow 
butter, and that which is not, is clearly indicated, and that statute is 
directed only towards oleomargarine of the former class. By c. 412, 
§ 1, the act of selling or offering for sale oleomargarine of either class 
to those who call for butter is made punishable. The act of selling or 
offering for sale oleomargarine made in imitation of yellow butter to 
one calling for butter would be punishable under c. 58, and it was un- 
necessary to make the latter statute broad enough to include that offence. 
But c. 412, § 1, had a different scope and purpose, and was directed to 
the distinct fraud of selling or offering to persons calling for butter 
something else besides butter. Subsequent sections in c. 412 contain 
new enactments concerning the marks by which oleomargarine and 
other similar products are to be distinguished, and these may all well 
stand with the provisions of c. 58. 

It is moreover to be borne in mind that these two statutes were both 
passed at the same session of the Legislature, and took effect on the 
same day. This is strong evidence that they were intended to stand 
together. 

We are of opinion that c. 58 was not repealed by c. 412. It is not 
contended that St. 1891, c. 58, is in violation of the Constitution of 
Massachusetts, but it is argued that it is in violation of the Constitution 
of the United States. It was urged that the petitioner sold an article the 
sale of which was forbidden by this statute; that oleomargarine has 
naturally a light yellowish color; and that the article sold by the peti- 
tioner was artificially colored in imitation of yellow butter. We are 
to assume that the oleomargarine sold by the petitioner was wholesome, 
palatable, and nutritious. 

In respect to intoxicating liquors, it was held in Pierce v. New Hamp- 
shire, License Cases, 5 How. 504, that a law of New Hampshire, the 
effect of which was to prohibit the sale, without license, of a barrel of 
gin purchased by the defendant in Massachusetts and by him imported 
into New Hampshire, was not repugnant to the Constitution or laws of 
the United States. In this Commonwealth, until the recent case of 
Leisy v. Hardin, 135 U.S. 100, this decision has been considered as still 
in force; Carleton v. Rugg, 149 Mass. 550; Blair v. Forehand, 100 
Mass. 136, 140; Commonwealth v. Holbrook, 10 Allen, 200; and only 
liquors imported from foreign countries have been considered to be out- 
side of the scope of State legislation, Congress having acted only in re- 
spect to such. Sts. of 1852, c. 322, § 14; 1869, c. 415, § 27. Pub. Sts. 
ec. 100, § 4. Commonwealth v. Kimball, 24 Pick. 359. Fisher v. 
MceGirr, 1 Gray, 1, 31, 47. Richards v. Woodward, 113 Mass. 285. 

Peirce v. New Hampshire is, however, overruled by Leisy v. Hardin, 
135 U.S. 100, 118, the majority of the court holding that its authority, 
in so far as it rests on the view that the law of New Hampshire was 
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valid because Congress had made no regulation on the subject, must be 
regarded as having been distinctly overthrown by numerous cases. A 
minority of the court, consisting of Justices Gray, Harlan, and Brewer, 
came to another conclusion, and, after an elaborate examination of the 
various cases, say that this review appears to them to demonstrate that 
that decision, while often referred to, has never been overruled or its 
authority impugned. 135 U.S. 158. The later decision of O'Neil v. 
Vermont, 144 U.S. 323, does not modify the doctrine declared in Leisy 
v. Hardin. 

Accepting without discussion the decision of the majority of the court 
in Leisy v. Hardin as settling the law for whatever it covers, we have to 
consider whether it extends so far as to cut off the power of the Legisla- 
ture to forbid the manufacture and sale of oleomargarine which is made 
in imitation of yellow butter, when such oleomargarine has been im- 
ported from another State. We wish and are bound to conform to that 
decision and to adopt the change which it has made in the law as hereto- 
fore understood in this Commonwealth, to the extent that the decision 
goes, either in express terms or by necessary implication. If, however, 
any further step is to be taken in that direction, it is better that it should 
be done by the tribunal which can declare and settle the law for all the 
States alike, than for us to make a decision not sanctioned by our own 
convictions, and perhaps not required by the views of constitutional 
rights and obligations entertained by the tribunal of last resort. 

In cases where the constitutional provision that Congress shall have 
power to regulate commerce with foreign nations and among the several 
States has not been involved or considered, legislation of the character 
of St. 1891, c. 58, is supported, not only by the custom of this Common- 

wealth and by previous decisions of this court, but by a great weight of 

authority elsewhere. The statutes and decisions in relation to the sale of 
milk to which water has been added, and of milk below a certain stand- 
ard of quality, furnish the most obvious examples arising in this Com- 
monwealth, showing that the legislation has rested and been vindicated, 
partly on the ground of promoting the health of the community, but 
more especially on the ground of protecting the public from fraud. 
Pub. Sts. c. 57, § 5. St. 1886, ec. 318, § 2. Commonwealth v. Waite, 11 
Allen, 264. Commonwealth vw. Farren, 9 Allen, 489. Commonwealth 
yv. Evans, 132 Mass. 11. Commonwealth v. Holt, 146 Mass. 38. Com- 
monwealth v. Schaffner, 146 Mass. 512. Commonwealth v. Wetherbee, 
153 Mass. 159. State v. Campbell, 64 N.H. 402. State v. Smyth, 14 
R. I. 100. People v. West, 106 N. Y. 293. See also the statutes relat- 
ing to vinegar, Sts. 1884, c. 307, 1885, c. 150; to adulterated drugs and 
food, St. 1882, c. 263, § 1; and wholly prohibiting the sale of jewelry, 
feathers, and certain other articles by pedlers, Pub. Sts. c. 68, § 3. 

In New Hampshire, Missouri, Minnesota, New York, New Jersey, and 
Pennsylvania, statutes prohibiting the sale of oleomargarine made in 
imitation of butter have been upheld by the courts as valid. State v. 
Marshall, 64 N.H. 549. State v. Addington, 77 Mo. 110; 12 Mo. App. 
214. Butler v. Chambers, 36 Minn. 69. People v. Arensberg, 105 
N.Y. 123. State v. Newton, 21 Vroom, 534. Powell v. Common- 
wealth, 114 Penn. St. 265. In People v. Arensberg, the decision rested 
expressly upon the distinction between oleomargarine made in imita- 
tion or semblance of butter, and other oleomargarine which was not in- 
tended to be passed off for butter. In Powell v. Commonwealth, 114 
Penn. St. 265, 295, 296, the court, by Mr. Justice Sterrett, adopting the 
language of Mr. Justice Thompson in State v. Addington, 12 Mo. App. 
214, 223, say: ‘If an article of food is of such a character that few per- 
sons will eat it knowing its real character ; if, at the same time, it is of 
such a nature that it can be imposed upon the public as an article of food 
which is in common use, and against which there is no prejudice; and 
if, in addition to this, there is probable ground for believing that the 
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only way to prevent the public from being defrauded into the purchas- 
ing of the counterfeit article for the genuine is to prohibit altogether the 
manufacture and sale of the former, — then we think such a prohibition 
may stand as a reasonable police regulation, although the article prohib- 
ited is in fact innocuous, and although its production might be found 
beneficial to the public, if in buying it they could distinguish it from the 
production of which it is the imitation.” This case was carried by writ 
of error to the Supreme Court of the United States, and the judgment of 
the State court was affirmed. Powell v. Pennsylvania, 127 U.S. 678. 
See also Patterson v. Kentucky, 97 U.S. 501; Mugler v. Kansas, 123 
U.S. 623, 663, 

The only question, therefore, respecting which there is occasion to 
doubt, is that arising under the provision giving to Congress power to 
regulate commerce among the several States. It is always conceded 
that States may pass laws to prevent the introduction within their 
limits of certain kinds of articles. No full and final enumeration has 
been made or attempted of the articles which thus remain subject to the 
exercise of the police power. In Rahrer’s case, 140 U.S. 545, 557, the 
court quote with approval the language of Mr. Justice Catron, in 5 
How. 600: «*If, from its nature, it does not belong to commerce, or if 
its condition, from putrescence or other cause, is such when it is about 
to enter the State that it no longer belongs to commerce, . . . then the 
State power may exclude its introduction.” And again, ‘‘ That which 
does not belong to commerce is within the jurisdiction of the police 
power of the State.” In Bowman v. Chicago & Northwestern Railway, 
125 U.S. 465, 489, the court say: ‘‘Doubtless the States have power to 
provide by law suitable measures to prevent the introduction into the 
States of articles of trade, which, on account of their existing condition, 
would bring in and spread disease, pestilence, and death, such as rags, or 
other substances infected with the germs of yellow fever or the virus of 
small-pox, or cattle or meat or other provisions that are diseased or 
decayed, or otherwise, from their condition and quality, unfit for human 
use or consumption. Such articles are not merchantable; they are not 
legitimate subjects of trade and commerce.” The right to exclude con- 
victs, paupers, idiots, and lunatics, and persons likely to become a 
public charge, as well as persons afflicted by contagious or infectious 
diseases, was also fully recognized (p. 492, and cases cited). These 
doctrines are also stated in Leisy v. Hardin, 135 U.S. 100, 108, where 
it is declared that ‘‘the power to regulate commerce among the States 
is a unit, but if particular subjects within its operation do not require 
the application of a general or uniform system, the States may legislate 
in regard to them with a view to local needs and circumstances, until 
Congress otherwise directs.” And again, ‘‘Where the subject-matter 
requires a uniform system as between the States, the power controlling 
it is vested exclusively in Congress, and cannot be encroached upon 
by the States; but where, in relation to the subject-matter, different 
rules may be suitable for different localities, the States may exercise 
powers which, though they may be said to partake of the nature of the 
power granted to the general government, are strictly not such, but are 
simply local powers, which have full operation until or unless circum- 
scribed by the action of Congress in effectuation of the general power.” 
135 U.S. 108, 109, citing Cooley v. Port Wardens of Philadelphia, 12 
How. 299. 

The difficulty of drawing a clear line of distinction between articles 
which from their nature the Legislature of a State may exclude as 
injurious to health or morals, and those which must be deemed to be 
proper objects of commerce, is obvious. Nor is it more easy to define 
with exactness what subjects should be considered so far local that 
statutes in respect to them may properly be passed by a State, though 
incidentally affecting commerce among the several States, until Con- 
gress provides otherwise. 
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But all we have to deal with at present is the particular question 
now before us. The Legislature, while allowing the sale of oleomar- 
garine in such form as will indicate its real character to the consumer, 
has determined that its manufacture and sale, when it is made in imita- 
tion of yellow butter, is so productive of deception and fraud as to eall 
for a prohibition of such manufacture and sale. This mischief has been 
found to exist here. It may or it may not exist in equal force else- 
where. The action of the Legislature must be presumed to have been 
taken upon full investigation and upon reasonable grounds. This 
presumption in favor of substantially similar legislation of another 
State is thus expressed by the Supreme Court of the United States: 
‘The Legislature of Pennsylvania, upon the fullest investigation, 
as we must conclusively presume, and upon reasonable grounds, as must 
be assumed from the record, has determined that the prohibition of the 
sale, or offering for sale, or having in possession to sell, for purposes of 
food, of any article manufactured out of oleaginous substances or com- 
pounds other than those produced from unadulterated milk or cream 
from unadulterated milk, to take the place of butter produced from 
unadulterated milk or cream from unadulterated milk, wil] promote 
the public health, and prevent frauds in the sale of such articles.” 
Powell v. Pennsylvania, 127 U.S. 678, 688. See also Patterson v. 
Kentucky, 97 U.S. 501, 504. By the statute, oleomargarine which is 
not deceptive in its character may be sold under certain regulations. 
Oleomargarine which is deceptive, and which is designed and is likely 
to be passed off for something different from what it really is, must not 
be made or sold within the State. This prohibition is applicable to 
residents and non-residents alike. The question is: May a State protect 
itself against articles so prepared as to deceive the public? No such 
question as this arose or was discussed in Leisy v. Hardin. Accepting 
the decision in that case as settling the law for intoxicating liquors of 
genuine quality, which are what they purport to be, and for tobacco and 
other articles which are included in the same category of genuine 
products or compounds, there is a wide distinction between them and 
articles which are manufactured with a purpose to pass them off for 
something different from what they purport to be. If the statute under 
consideration had assumed to forbid the sale of all oleomargarine, a far 
different question would be presented. But the statute is only directed 
to the suppression of the manufacture and sale in this Commonwealth 
of oleomargarine which is deceptive. If the sale of imported liquors. 
which are genuine is protected, does that protection extend so far as to 
include bogus and imitation liquors so prepared as to be passed off for 
genuine? If the public were largely imposed upon by the sale of 
cigars which appeared to consist solely of tobacco, but which in reality 
were principally composed of something else, would a statute forbidding 
the manufacture and sale of such deceptive cigars be deemed to inter- 
fere with the power of Congress under the Constitution? The statute 
does not forbid the mere transportation even of deceptive oleomargarine. 
It may be carried through this State, or may be brought here for pur- 
poses of temporary storage, or for the consumption of the importer. 
What is forbidden is the manufacture or sale. The effect of the statute 
upon commerce among the States is only indirect and incidental. 
Sherlock v. Alling, 93 U.S. 99. State v. Newton, 21 Vroom, 534. Can 
it be doubted that the Legislature may provide for the seizure 
and destruction of lottery tickets, although in some parts of the 
country, as they were formerly in Massachusetts, lotteries are still 
sanctioned by law? . Might not the State exclude a patented inven- 
tion for drawing lotteries? See Vannini v. Paine, 1 Harr. 65, cited in 
Patterson v. Kentucky, 97 U.S. 501, 508. 

There being a palpable distinction between the present case and 
Leisy v. Hardin, this court is at liberty to decide upon the validity 
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of the statute involved in the present case, according to its own 
opinion. 

In the opinion of a majority of the court, the enactment of the statute 
is a valid exercise of the police power which remains in the several 
States ; and it is not in violation of the constitutional provision giving to 
Congress the power to regulate commerce among the several States. 
The latter doctrine has also been expressly held in New Jersey. State 
y. Newton, 21 Vroom, 534. 

The case of Minnesota v. Barber, 136 U.S. 313, holds a statute to be 
invalid which by its necessary operation practically excluded from the 
markets of the State all fresh beef, veal, mutton, lamb, or pork, in what- 
ever form, and although entirely sound, healthy, and fit for food, taken 
from animals slaughtered in other States. Such a discrimination is held 
to be beyond the power of the Legislature of a State. ‘This decision, in 
which all the justices concurred, rests upon different grounds from Leisy 
v. Hardin, which is not referred to in the judgment of the court, 
delivered by Mr. Justice Hardon, one of the dissenting justices in that 
case. Brimmer v. Rebman, 138 U.S. 78, follows Minnesota v. Barber. 

In like manner, statutes forbidding the transportation of all Texas 
cattle, whether diseased or not, have been held unconstitutional, on the 
ground that they made no distinction. Railroad Co. v. Husen, 95 U.S. 
465. Kimmish v. Ball, 129 U.S. 217, 221. 

The St. of 1891, ce. 58, does not fall within the principle of these de- 
cisions, it being limited in its operation to oleomargarine which isin the 
imitation of yellow butter, and therefore of a deceptive character. 

The result is that in the first case the verdict of guilty is to stand; and 
in the second case the prisoner must be remanded to jail. 

Ordered accordingly. 


KNOWLTON, J. I cannot agree with the majority of the court in their 
opinion that the Legislature of a State has power under the Constitution 
of the United States to prohibit commerce in oleomargarine. 

The Constitution of the United States is the supreme law of the land. 
The States, by adopting it, gave up of their original powers those whose 
exercise would conflict with the provisions of the Constitution. Sec- 
tion 8 of Article 1 provides that Congress shall have the power ‘ to reg- 
ulate commerce with foreign nations, and among the several States.” 
Individual States cannot legislate in such a way as to interfere with the 
exercise of this power by Congress. ‘The original right of the several 
States to regulate their internal affairs, and, in the exercise of their 
police power, to enact laws for the protection of the public health, the 
preservation of the public morals, and the protection of the people from 
noxious trades and from frauds and crimes, not having been conferred 
on Congress by the Constitution, remains in the States. But it is sub- 
ordinate to the paramount right of Congress to exercise the powers 
expressly conferred by the Constitution. The States have given up so 
much of their police power as would involve in its exercise interference 
with commerce in any article in which commerce is.permitted by Con- 
gress. If the interests of commerce and the interests of the people in 
their domestic affairs are involved at the same time in any business, so 
that legislation in one interest would conflict with legislation in the 
other interest, the protection of these domestic interests, so far as they 
are connected with commerce, is left to Congress, which can legislate 
as it chooses in its own field. 

When the Constitution was framed, the people apparently thought 
that Congress could be trusted to make regulations in regard to commerce 
which would have proper relation to the interests of the people in their 
domestic affairs. When the jurisdiction of a State comes in conflict 
with the national jurisdiction on a common field, one must give way, 
and the higher authority must be asked to legislate properly, having 
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due regard to the interest which is made subordinate. So when it was 
understood that, under the laws then existing, none of the States could 
interfere with commerce in intoxicating liquors, and that the interests of 
the people of many of the States would be promoted by laws which 
might restrict that commerce, Congress was appealed to, and an act was 
quickly passed subjecting this kind of commerce to restrictive laws 
enacted by the States for the protection of the people in this respect. 
Act of August 8, 1890, 26 U.S. Sts. at Large, 313. In re Rahrer, 140 
U.S. 545. ‘Thus we have an harmonious system, which secures all the 
people of the United States from the imposition of restrictions on com- 

nerce through the narrow or selfish policy of the people of any State, 
and at the same time furnishes protection in reference to such matters 
connected with commerce as are ordinarily the subject of police regu- 
lation, by commercial laws adapted by Congress to the requirements of: 
the people in respect to these matters. 

These propositions are in substance embodied in the recent decisions 
of the Supreme Court of the United States. In the case of Leisy v. 
Hardin, 135 U.S. 100, in which a statute of the State of Iowa prohibit- 
ing the sale of intoxicating liquors was considered in its application to a 
sale made in the original package by one who imported the liquor from 
a neighboring State, it was held that, in reference to liquors so imported 
and sold, the statute was of no effect, because of its interference with 
interstate commerce. This decision has since been followed in Lyng v. 
Michigan, 135 U.S. 161, Minnesota v. Barber, 186 U.S. 313, Brimmer 
v. Rebman, 138 U.S. 78, and Voight v. Wright, 141 U.S. 62. See also 
In re Rahrer, 140 U.S. 545; Crutcher v. Kentucky, 141 U.S. 47, 61; 
Gibbons v. Ogden, 9 Wheat. 1; Brown v. Maryland, 12 Wheat. 419. 
Leisy v. Hardin expressly overruled Peirce v. New Hampshire, 5 How. 
504, which for a long time had been supposed to settle the law in regard 
to the sale of intoxicating liquors brought from one State to another. 
But the principle on which Peirce v. New Hampshire was decided, 
namely, that until Congress passes an act expressly authorizing com- 
merce in an article the States may prevent the importation of it, had 
previously been declared erroneous, in cases in which it was held that the 
absence of legislation by Congress in regard to commerce in ordinary 
articles of trade between the States was equivalent to a declaration that 
such commerce should be free and unrestricted. State Freight Tax 
case, 15 Wall. 232. Welton v. Missouri, 91 U.S. 275. Robbins 
v. Shelby Taxing District, 120 U. S. 489. Bowman v. Chicago & North- 
Western Railway, 125 U.S. 465. Leloup v. Port of Mobile, 127 U.S. 
640. Asher v. Texas, 128 U.S. 129. Stontenburgh v. Hennick, 129 
U.S. 141. The decision in Leisy v. Hardin was nothing more than the 
application of general principles which had previously been established 
by the court to a particular subject. It had long before been held that 
a State could not restrict the sale in the original packages of liquors 
imported from foreign countries, and the prohibitory and restrictive 
statutes of the States had always excepted such liquors from their pro- 
visions. Brown v. Maryland, 12 Wheat. 419. But the Constitution gives 
the States no more power to interfere with commerce among the States 
than with commerce with foreign nations, and when it was settled that 
Congress was not called upon to make enactments in regard to particu- 
lar articles in order to protect them, and that silence was equivalent to 
an express declaration that commerce should be unrestricted in all arti- 
cles of such a nature as ordinarily to be subjects of purchase and sale, 
the decision in Leisy v. Hardin followed of necessity. The result could 
have been avoided only by holding that intoxicating liquors were not 
articles of commerce, and to do that would have been to contradict a 
fact of common knowledge, as well as to set aside our laws in regard to 
import duties, and also the previous decisions of the court. Brown v. 
Maryland, wht supra. 


— 
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It is held that as to matters of merely local concern, calling for spe- 
cial rules adapted to the locality, the States may pass laws affecting com- 
merce, in the absence of controlling action by Congress. Cooley v. 
Port Wardens of Philadelphia, 12 How. 299. But where the subject is 
national in its character, demanding one uniform system, like transpor- 
tation from State to State, and trade between citizens of different States, 
there can be no local legislation without the express authority of Con- 

ress, 

5 I understand that the majority of the court treat these propositions as 
settled by the Supreme Court of the United States, but hold that oleo- 
margarine is not an article which in its nature would ordinarily be a 
subject for traffic, and is not entitled to protection under the implied 
declaration of Congress that commerce in such articles shall not be 
interfered with by the Legislature of a State. Undoubtedly there are 
articles so dangerous to life or health that they cannot properly be sub- 
jects of commercial dealings. Bowman v. Chicago & Northwestern Rail- 
way, 125 U.S. 465, 489. In re Rahrer, 140 U.S. 545, 555. Crutcher Vv. 
Kentucky, 141 U.S. 47,60. To such an article the Constitution of the 
United States has no application, and in regard to such Congress has no 
right to legislate. . 

This is to be taken as a fact under the report that the oleomargarine 
sold by the petitioner is a valuable article of food, wholesome, palata- 
ble, and nutritious. It is also agreed that it was manufactured and sold 
in accordance with the requirements of the Act of Congress of August 
2, 1886, which contains elaborate provisions regulating the manufacture 
and sale of this product. It must therefore have had, upon each pack- 
age of it, a printed. label showing that it was oleomargarine legally 
manufactured. 24 U.S. Sts. at Large, 210,§ 7. It is agreed that it 
naturally had a light yellowish color, and that it was artificially 
colored in imitation of yellow butter by the use of coloring matter which 
was not deleterious. It is a fact of common knowledge that butter is 
often artificially colored yellow, because it is generally considered more 
attractive and desirable when so colored than when very light in color. 
This is doubtless equally true of oleomargarine. 

The only ground on which it can be contended that oleomargarine 
like that sold by the petitioner is not an article which may be dealt in by 
merchants under the common law, and may be a subject of commercial 
regulation under the Constitution, is the fact that by reason of its 
appearance it may be fraudulently sold for something better than it is. 
If all articles whose appearance makes it easy to deceive purchasers in 
regard to their qualities should be excluded from commerce, and denied 
protection under the Constitution, the business of our merchants would 
be small indeed. I think we are hardly prepared to hold that no cloth 
whose fabric is so carded and spun and woven and finished as to give it 
the appearance of being wholly wool, when in fact itis in part cotton, 
can be a subject of commercial transactions, or that no jewelry which is 
not gold but is made to resemble gold, and no imitations of precious 
stones, however desirable they may be considered by those who wish to 
wear them, shall be deemed articles of merchandise in regard to which 
Congress may make commercial regulations. 

The prevention of frauds is recognized as a ground for the exercise of 
the police power, but the possibility that persons may be deceived in 
the qualities of goods which they buy furnishes the least important of 
all the reasons for protective legislation. Danger to life or health or 
morals is a far more important ground for interference with individual 
action. It seems to me that the fact that intoxicating liquors are often 
so used as to promote crime, ruin health, and produce poverty and deg- 
radation, furnishes a tenfold stronger reason why the court in Leisy v. 
Hardin should have held that they were not articles of commerce within 
the meaning of the Constitution, than the possibility that oleomargarine,

which is a good, wholesome food, may be sold for butter furnishes for 
excluding it from the marts of the world. 

The exception to which I have referred should be construed with 
great strictness, and anything which is valuable for use, and which 
people may wish to buy and sell, should not be declared an outlaw in 
the realms of trade without strong reasons for the declaration. 

The question before us is one of fact, whether oleomargarine colored 
in the usual way is not to be recognized as an article to be bought and 
sold among merchants. It is a question which has reference, not to the 
desires or interests of the people of any particular neighborhood, but 
to the interests of the civilized world. It ought to be decided by us, 
upon the facts agreed, as it should be by Congress or by any of the Fed- 
eral courts. If it is a proper article of commercial traffic, our Legisla- 
ture had no jurisdiction to legislate against the importation and sale of 
it in the original packages; and if the St. of 1891, c. 58, be deemed a 
declaration that it is not an article of commerce, the declaration, being 
one which the Legislature had no authority to make, is of no effect. 
A legislature or a court whose jurisdiction depends on the existence of 
a certain fact can do nothing towards creating for itself a jurisdiction by 
declaring that the fact exists when it does not exist. In this respect the 
question arising under the Constitution of the United States stands dif- 
ferently from those arising under the Constitution of our State. In 
reference to the latter, it being possible to practise frauds in the sale of 
this commodity, and the statute professing to be enacted for the pro- 
tection of the people in this particular, and it not appearing that this 
profession is entirely unfounded, the court cannot inquire into the cor- 
rectness of the decision of the Legislature or the wisdom of its action 
within its field. But in respect to the former the legislative declaration 
goes for nothing unless the fact exists which gives jurisdiction to make 
it. The question decided in Powell v. Pennsylvania, 127 U.S. 678, 
cited in the opinion of the majority, had no reference to the article of 
the Constitution now under consideration, nor to a case where the Legis- 
lature had no jurisdiction to act. Upon the question in issue we have 
the opinion of Congress expressed in the Act of August 2, 1886, which 
makes the manufacture of oleomargarine a source of internal revenue 
to the United States, and speaks as strongly as language can in favor of 
the proposition that this product may properly be manufactured and 
carried from place to place and sold. In United States v. Eaton, 144 
U.S. 677, just decided, the Supreme Court of the United States has recog- 
nized the validity of this act, and impliedly held that oleomargarine is 
a legitimate article of commerce. The case of State v. Newton, 21 
Vroom, 534, cited in the opinion of the majority, was decided before the 
decision of the Supreme Court of the United States in Leisy v. Hardin. 

It seems to me that oleomargarine, legally manufactured, which is 
absolutely unobjectionable except that by reason of its resemblance to 
butter dishonest persons may sell it for butter, is as much a subject for 
commercial dealings as anything else which is bought and sold among 
merchants. No authority has come to my knowledge which tends at all 
to show that such a commodity is not an article of commerce. It is very 
proper that stringent laws should be passed to prevent frauds in the sale 
of it, but in my opinion we cannot say that Congress has no power to 
make laws which will secure the right to export it or import it, or to 
sell it anywhere, in the original package. 

I will not discuss the question whether the statute should be held 
unconstitutional, or merely imperative and in abeyance, so long as 
commerce in oleomargarine is left by Congress unrestricted. See ln re 
Rahrer, 140 U.S. 545; Commonwealth v. Gagne, 153 Mass. 205; Com- 
monwealth vw. Calhane, 154 Mass. 115. 

I am authorized to say that Mr. Justice Lathrop concurs in this 
opinion.

DEFENDANT'S EXCEPTIONS. 


This was a complaint brought by Charles Harrington, Inspector of 
Milk, in the Municipal Criminal Court of the City of Boston. 

The complaint charged the defendant with the sale of milk not of 
good standard quality, that is, milk containing less than thirteen per 
cent. of milk solids. 

At a trial in the Superior Criminal Court the following facts 
appeared : 

The defendant was proprietor of a restaurant, No. 68 Pleasant street, 
in the city of Boston, where milk was kept for sale. 

On April 26, 1892, Edward Kelly, who is employed by said Milk 
Inspector as a collector of samples, and who was duly sworn to per- 
form the duties of that office, entered said restaurant for the purpose of 
obtaining a sample of milk for inspection, being at that time engaged 
in his regular duties of obtaining samples for the Milk Inspector’s 
office. 

He presented himself at one of the tables in said restaurant and called 
for a glass of milk, for which he paid five cents. 

Said Kelly took a portion of the milk from the said glass to the office 
of said Milk Inspector, which upon analysis proved to be below 
standard. 

The person of whom the sample was obtained did not know that a 
sample had been taken for inspection. 

Mr. Kelly appeared in the restaurant as an ordinary customer of the 
place, and did not inform the defendant of the fact that he was a col- 
lector of samples in pursuit of said employment, and that he obtained 
a sample for collection. 

The defendant requested the presiding judge to instruct the jury as 
follows: ‘If the person who obtained the sample for inspection was a 
duly authorized collector of samples and entered the restaurant of the 
defendant in the regular pursuit of his employment as collector for the 
purpose of obtaining a sample for inspection, it was his duty when obtain- 
ing the sample to give the person of whom it was taken an oppor- 
tunity to ask for a sealed sample of the same, and if he failed to do so 
the defendant cannot be convicted,” which instruction the judge refused 
to give.

OPINION. 


ALLEN, J. The Stat. of 1886, Chap. 318, Sect. 1, authorizes 
inspectors of milk or collectors of samples to enter all places where 
milk is stored or kept for sale, and to take samples. This implies that 
they may do so against the objection of the driver or person in charge ; 
and when samples are taken under the authority of this section, a portion 
of each sample must, if desired, be sealed and delivered to the owner or 
person in charge. By section 3, if the inspector or collector refuses 
or neglects to do so after being so requested, no evidence of the result 
of the analysis can be received. In the present case the acts of the 
collector of samples were not done under the authority of the statute, 
but they were merely such acts as anybody might have done, and even 
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though he failed to observe the provisions in respect to sealing and 
delivering to the owner or person in charge a portion of the milk taken 
by him, his testimony and his acts were not thereby rendered incompe- 
tent, because the requirement of the statute does not apply to such a 
case, and the defendant might properly be convicted after proof that 
his milk was below the legal standard.

The fact that a collector of samples makes a purchase of milk in a 
restaurant and retains a portion thereof for analysis without disclosing 
that he is such a collector, and without giving to the person from whom 
it was purchased an opportunity to ask for a sealed sample, will not 
render evidence incompetent to show that the milk so purchased was 
below the legal standard. ‘The ruling asked for was rightly refused. 
_ We need not consider whether if the collector had been acting under the 
authority of the statute it would have been his duty to give to the person 
from whom the milk was taken an opportunity to ask for a sealed 
sample.

At the trial in the Superior Court, at the December term aforesaid, an 
agreed statement of facts was relied on, which are made part of this 
report, and are marked ‘‘ A.”

AGREED FACTS. 


1. The defendant is a dealer in oleomargarine, and delivers it to his 
customers from a wagon in Boston and vicinity. 

2. On the 18th day of July, 1892, the defendant was delivering oleo- 
margarine, from a covered wagon in East Boston. 

3. This covered wagon was the kind commonly used in the grocery 
and provision business. The front and rear end of this wagon were 
open. On the inside of the black cover of said wagon on the right and 
left sides were the signs, ‘‘ Licensed to sell oleomargarine,” in red let- 
ters of proper size and form, running the whole length of each side. 
These signs could be seen from the front and rear of the wagon, but 
could not be seen from the sides of the wagon. 

4, ‘There were no signs on the outsides of the wagon. 

5. ‘The complainant is the Milk Inspector of the city of Boston. 

The defendant was duly licensed to sell oleomargarine. 

The evidence being in, the defendant asked the court to rule and in- 
struct the jury as follows: 

First. That upon all the evidence in the case the court should direct 
the jury to return a verdict of not guilty.

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Second. That under this act the Milk Inspector of the city of Bos- 
ton had no right to bring this complaint in his own name. 

Third. That as the signs ‘‘ Licensed to sell oleomargarine” were on 
the inside of the black cover of said wagon, on the right and left sides, 
in red letters of proper size and form, running the whole length of each 
side, and could be seen from the front and rear of the wagon, the 
defendant had complied with the requirements of the act. 

Fourth. That nothing in the act required one delivering oleomarga- 
rine from a wagon to put the signs ‘* Licensed to sell oleomargarine ” 
on the outsides of the wagon. 

fifth. That the section of this act which requires every one who 
delivers oleomargarine from a cart, wagon, or other vehicle to put on 
both sides of said cart, wagon, or other vehicle the sign “Licensed to 
sell oleomargarine” is in conflict with the act of Congress of August 2, 
1886, and the rules and regulations of the commissioner of internal 
revenue thereunder, and is therefore unconstitutional and void. 

The court refused to give the foregoing requests to rule, and ruled, 
for the purpose of having the question passed on by the Supreme Judi- 
cial Court, that the evidence set forth in the agreed statement of facts 
would authorize the jury to convict the defendant. 

To which ruling the defendant excepted. 

The jury returned a verdict of guilty.

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OPINION. 


LATHROP, J. This is a complaint under the St. of 1891, c. 412, § 4, 
for selling oleomargarine from a wagon, at a time and place mentioned, 
the defendant ‘‘ not having then and there on both sides of the vehicle 
the placard, in uncondensed Gothic letters not less than three inches -in 
length, ‘ Licensed to sell oleomargarine.’” The statute in question re- 
quires such a placard to be placed ‘‘ on both sides” of the vehicle. The 
defendant’s wagon was a covered one, with the front and rear ends open. 
On the inside of the cover on each one was a placard, in form and size 
such as the statute requires. These placards could be seen from the 
front and rear of the wagon, but could not be seen from the sides 
thereof. ‘There were no placards on the outer sides of the wagon. 

The defendant admits that the purpose of the act was to protect the 
public against fraud, and to provide an additional safeguard by requiring 
ing pedlers who sell oleomargarine from wagons, and have the opportu- 
nity to cheat and deceive, to notify the public that they deal in oleo- 
margarine. He further admits that the purpose was that the placards 
should be placed where they could be seen. While we have no doubt 
that this is the purpose of the act, we cannot concede that the defendant 
has complied with it; and we are of opinion that placing the placard 
on the inside of the cover of the wagon was a mere device to evade 
the manifest intent of the Legislature. 

The only other question which has been argued arises from the 
refusal of the court below to give this ruling: ‘‘ That the section of this 
act which requires every one who sells and delivers oleomargarine 
from a cart, wagon, or other vehicle, to put on both sides of said cart, 
wagon, or other vehicle the sign ‘ Licensed to sell oleomargarine,’ is in 
conflict with the act of Congress of August 2, 1886, and the rules and 
regulations of the commissioner of internal revenue thereunder, and is, 
therefore, unconstitutional and void.” 

The contention of the defendant is that the commissioner of internal 
revenue has made certain regulations which require the place of busi- 
ness of a person intending to sell oleomargarine to be stated, and that 
the license issued to him states the place; and it stated that selling 
from a wagon is not allowed. Hence it is argued that, as our statute 
compels a man to do that which is illegal and criminal under the federal 
law, our statute is unconstitutional and void. 

There are several answers to this argument. The regulations of the 
commissioner of internal revenue are not made part of the report in 
this case; and we cannot assume the facts to be as stated by the defend- 
ant. There is nothing in the act of August 2, 1886, which is incon- 
sistent with our law. The authority given to the commissioner of 
internal revenue to make all needful regulations for the carrying into 
effect of the act does not authorize the imposition of a penalty by a 
regulation where none is imposed by the act. United States v. Eaton, 
12 Sup. Ct. Rep. 764. If the defendant had a license under the act of 
August 2, and has paid a tax, this affords him no immunity. Section 3 
of that act, by incorporating § 3243 of the U.S. Rev. Sts. into it, ex- 
pressly repels the inference that the payment of sucha tax will legalize 
the traffic, and implies that the prohibition or regulation of such traflic 
by State legislation is permissible. State v. Newton, 21 Vroom, 534. 

As we find no error in the rulings of the justice of the Superior Comrt, 
before whom the case was tried, according to the terms of the report 
the entry must be, 

Verdict of guilly to stand.

COMMONWEALTH v. ALEXANDER BYRNES. 


This complaint was brought in the Municipal Court of the Roxbury 
District of Boston, under Chapter 58, Section 1, of the Laws of 1891, 
charging defendant with exposing oleomargarine for sale in imitation 
of butter; the complaint is referred to and made a part of the report. 

At the trial in the Superior Court at the December term, A.D. 1892, 
the case was submitted to the jury on an agreed statement of facts, 
which are made part of this report and are marked ‘ A.”

AGREED FACTS. 


1. Defendant is the owner and keeper of a provision store on Wash- 
ington street, in Boston, in which there was a refrigerator containing 
oleomargarine which could not be seen because the refrigerator was a 
closed and covered one. 

2. On the 24th day of August, 1892, Dennis J. Quinn, an agent of 
the Inspector of Milk of the city of Boston, called at said store, and at 
that time asked defendant for a pound of oleomargarine. Defend- 
ant declined to sell to Quinn, but said he would take his order and 
deliver the oleomargarine at his house. 

3. Quinn thereon left the store and later came back to store and saw 
the agent of defendant, and again asked for a pound of oleomargarine, 
and was told by said agent that he would not sell. 

4. ‘Phereon said Quinn, acting as an agent of the Inspector of Milk 
of the city of Boston, demanded a sample of oleomargarine for 
inspection. The agent of defendant declined to give Quinn a sample 
as requested... Whereupon Quinn went to the refrigerator, opened it, and 
took therefrom a sample of oleomargarine which was colored to imitate 
yellow butter, which is the oleomargarine in question. 

That there was a sign in the store to the effect that oleomargarine 
was sold there. 

The defendant requested the court to rule and instruct the jury as 
follows: 

1. That upon all the evidence in the case the court should direct the 
jury to return a verdict of not guilty. 

2. That the oleomargarine in question was not exposed for sale 
within the meaning of this act. 

3. That the phrase ‘‘expose for sale,” as used in this act, means 
that oleomargarine must be exposed so that customers in the store can 
see it. . 

4. That nothing in this act gave Dennis J. Quinn any right to open 
the said refrigerator or take any oleomargarine therefrom. 

5. That this search and seizure of this oleomargarine by Dennis J. 
Quinn are illegal and unwarranted, and in conflict with the rights guar- 
anteed the defendant by Sec. 14 of the Mass. Bill of Rights. 

The court refused to give the foregoing requests to rule, and ruled, 
for the purpose of having the questions passed on by the Supreme 
Judicial court, that the evidence would authorize the jury to return a 
verdict of guilty on said agreed facts. To which ruling the defendant 
excepted. The jury returned a verdict of guilty.

OPINION. 


BARKER, J. The defendant had for sale in his provision store oleo- 
margarine colored in imitation of yellow butter. It was in a closed or 
covered refrigerator, and could not be seen by customers, but there was 
in the store a sign to the effect that oleomargarine was sold there. Upon 
the occasion to which the complaint relates none of the substance was 
sold or produced to view, except that a sample was taken from the 
refrigerator by an agent of an official inspector. The case turns upon 
the meaning of the words ‘‘ expose for sale,” in the statute under which 
the complaint was drawn. ‘The purpose of the statute is to prevent de- 
ception in the manufacture and sale of imitation butter, and the statute 
provides that no person ‘‘shall render or manufacture, sell, offer for 
sale, expose for sale, or have in his possession with intent to sell,” cer- 
tain articles. The phrase to be construed is perhaps susceptible of more 
than one meaning. Whenever goods are placed for delivery on ex- 
pected sales they are put out and in one sense exposed for sale, whether 
visible to customers or not. But in our opinion the words are not so: 
used in the statute under consideration. The prohibited articles are de- 
signed and adapted to deceive the eye, and because their appearance is 
likely to induce those who see them to buy them as the genuine butter 
of which they are in imitation, there is special reason for prohibiting 
their exposure to view. The language is so full that it is not necessary 
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to give it a strained construction in order to make the statute effective. 
Offering to sell and having in possession with intent to sell are likewise 
prohibited in the same clause and under the same penalty, so that it is 
easy for the pleader to select language which describes the offence with 
reasonable accuracy. Similar words are used in the statutes relating to 
milk and intoxicating liquors, but asin such cases the charge of exposing 
for sale is uniformly joined with that of illegal keeping, and as such a 
complaint charges but one offence and is supported by proof of either 
act,

it has not been necessary for this court to construe the phrase. Some 
of the decisions, however, intimate more or less clearly that in the 
statutes concerning liquors it means ‘‘ expose to view.”

Under the English St. (50 and 51 Vict. c. 29, s. 4) it has been held 
that margarine kept for sale upon the counter of a shop, but behind a 
screen hiding it from the view of customers, is not exposed for sale, 
Crane v. Lawrence, L. R. 25 Q. B. D. 152; and that parcels of mar- 

arine placed upon a counter or shelf in view of customers are exposed 
or sale although so wrapped in paper that the margarine cannot be 
seen. (Wheat v. Brown, 1 Q. B.D. 1892, 418.) Whetherif the defend- 
ant had kept the prohibited article in closed tubs or in paper so that 
the packages were visible as articles of merchandise on sale in his store, 
although the oleomargarine itself could not be seen, he would thereby 
have exposed it for sale, we do not decide. 

The contention that the article was not prohibited because it was in 
imitation of artificially colored butter, as well as of genuine butter at 
its best, needs no consideration. 

It was immaterial that the sample was obtained without legal author- 


ity and by a trespass, if such was the case, which we have no occasion to 
consider.

OLEOMARGARINE— CONVEYANCE IN CARRIAGE FOR SALE— 
COMPLAINT. 


This was a complaint, under § 16, c. 68, of the Pub. Sts., to the first 
District Court at Taunton, alleging that the defendant, on November 17, 
1891, in the town of Easton, ‘‘ did go about from place to place carrying 
and exposing for sale oleomargarine and butterine, the said Lutton not 
having then and there any license, appointment, or other authority 
according to law to so carry and expose for sale said oleomargarine and 
butterine, against the peace,” etc. 

At the trial in the Superior Court, and before the jury was empanelled, 
the defendant for the first time filed a motion to quash the complaint, for 
the following reasons : 
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1. It describes no offence known to the law. 

2. As a complaint under the law against hawkers and pedlers, Pub. 
Sts. c. 68, § 16, it cannot be sustained, because the provisions of that 
law do not now apply to the sale of oleomargarine and _ butterine. 

The court overruled the motion. 

The jury returned a verdict of guilty, and the defendant alleged 
exceptions.

OPINION. 


BARKER, J. The complaint does not refer to any statute except in the 
most general terms. The defendant contends, and the government con- 
cedes, that it is based upon the Pub. Sts. c. 68, § 16. The St. of 1886, 
c. 317, § 4, requires that every person who conveys oleomargarine or 
butterine in carriages, or otherwise, for the purpose of selling the same 
in any city or town, ‘shall be licensed by the inspectors of milk of such 
city or town to sell the same within the limits thereof. But the remain- 
der of the section makes it clear that it was intended to apply only to 
sales from carriages or other vehicles.. As the present complainthas no 
allegation that the defendant carried or exposed the articles in a carriage 
or other vehicle, it could not be sustained as a complaint under the St. of 
1886, c. 317, § 4, and we consider it as based upon the Pub. Sts. c. 68, 
§ 16. So considered, it cannot be sustained. Oleomargarine and butter- 
ine are provisions. The word includes all articles of food. The articles 
with which it is charged the defendant went about, and exposed and 
sold, are, therefore, included among those which any person may go 
about selling or exposing for sale under the authority of the Pub. Sts. 
c. 68, § 1; and the acts charged are not prohibited by the Pub. Sts. c. 68, 
§ 16. The complaint therefore alleges no offence, and the defendant 
cannot be convicted under it. His bill of exceptions is inartificially 
drawn, but we construe it as intended to raise the question here decided. 
See Commonwealth v. Washburn, 128 Mass. 421. 

Haceptions sustained.

OPINION. 


Hoimes, J. The word ‘“ Milk,” in Pub. Stats. Chap. 57, ‘‘Of the 
Inspection and Sale of Milk,” is shown by §7 to include milk from 
which no part of the cream has been removed, and we are of opinion 
that it is used as a general name, and in a sense broad enough to 
include cream. The offence after § 5, of having in one’s possession 
with intent to sell, milk to which a foreign substance has been added, 
is committed by having with that intent cream to which boracic acid has 
been added. ‘This was the only point argued for the defence. We under- 
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stand that the so-called agreed statement was not a case stated in writing 
and filed, but simply an admission of facts from which the jury were at 
liberty to draw inferences without encountering Old Colony Railroad 
v. Wilder, 137 Mass. 536-538. 


This being so, they might infer the offence charged from the sale by 
the defendant from his restaurant.

MILK AND VINEGAR DEPARTMENT. 45 


DIGEST OF SOME OF THE MORE IMPORTANT OPINIONS 
OF THE SUPREME JUDICIAL COURT IN RELATION TO 
THE LAWS GOVERNING THE INSPECTION AND SALE 
OF MILK AND OF OLEOMARGARINE. 


Pub. Stats. Chap. 57, Sect. 2, so far as it authorizes inspectors of 
milk to enter all carriages used in the conveyance of milk, and, when- 
ever they have reason to believe any milk found therein is adulterated, 
to take specimens thereof for the purpose of analyzing or otherwise 
satisfactorily testing the same, is constitutional. 


Commonwealth v. Carter, 132 Mass. 12. 


1. A person may be convicted of selling adulterated milk, under 
Pub. Stats. Chap. 57, Sect. 5 (Gen. Stats. Chap. 49, Sect. 151), 
although he did not know it to be adulterated; and an averment in the 
indictment that he had such knowledge may be rejected as surplusage. 

2. It is not necessary in such indictment to aver that the milk was 
cow’s milk. 

3. An indictment alleging a sale of adulterated milk to a woman is 
not defeated by proof that she was married and was acting as agent for 
her husband, if the seller had no notice, express or implied, of these 
facts. 

4. An indictment under Pub. Stats. Chap. 57, Sect. 5 (Gen. Stats. 
Chap. 49, Sect. 151), which charges that the defendant sold a certain 
quantity of ‘‘adulterated milk, to which a large quantity — that is to 
say, four quarts — of water had been added,” is not bad for duplicity. 


Commonwealth v. Farren, 9 Allen, 489. 


1. An indictment which alleges that the defendant ‘‘ did unlawfully 
keep, offer for sale, and sell” adulterated milk, charges but one offence. 

2. In support of such indictment, one who in a great many instances 
has used a lactometer for the purpose of testing the quality and the purity 
of milk may testify to the result of an experiment made by him with 
the same lactometer upon the milk in question, although no evidence is 
offered as to the character of the instrument. 


Commonwealth v. Nichols, 10 Allen, 199. 


At the trial of an indictment on Pub. Stats. Chap. 57, Sect 5. (Statute 
of 1868, Chap. 263), for selling ‘‘adulterated milk, there was evi- 
dence that the defendant [who was a son of the owner of a milk 
route], with a companion who was in the same employment with him- 
self, knowingly adulterated milk on its way for distribution to his 
father’s customers, and then having charge, with his companion, of its 
distribution from the wagon on which it was conveyed upon the route, 
caused a can of it to be delivered to one of the customers by the hand 
of his companion. Held, that he had no ground of exception to in- 
structions to the jury; that in the absence of proof of any previous 
contract to supply milk to the customer, the delivery might be deemed 
an act of sale; nor to an instruction framed on a supposition that the 
jury might find that he was in the employment of his father, although 
there was no averment in the indictment to that effect.” 


Commonwealth v. Haynes, 107 Mass. 194. 
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A person may be convicted of selling adulterated milk, upon a com- 
plaint under Pub. Stats. Chap. 57, Sect. 5 (Statute of 1880, Chap. 209, 
Sect. 3), without allegation or proof that he knew it to be adulterated. '! 


Commonwealth v. Evans, 133 Mass. 11. 


A complaint, under Pub. Stats. Chap. 57, Sect. 5, alleging that the 
defendant, at a time and place named, had in his possession a certain 
quantity, to wit, one pint, of adulterated milk, containing less than thir- 
teen per cent. of milk solids, with intent then and there unlawfully to 
sell the same, is sufficient, without further alleging that the milk was 
analyzed and found on analysis to contain less than thirteen per cent. of 
milk solids. At the trial of a complaint, under Pub. Stats. Chap. 57, 
Sect. 5, alleging that the defendant had in his possession adulterated 
milk, to wit, milk containing less than thirteen per cent. of milk solids, 
with intent to sell the same, it is immaterial in what manner the quan- 
tity of milk solids has been reduced below thirteen per cent. if the intent 
is to sell the milk as pure milk, and not as skimmed milk. 


Commonwealth v. Bowers, 140 Mass. 483. 


Pub. Stats. Chap. 57, Sect. 9 (Statute of 1880, Chap. 209, Sect. 8), 
providing that ‘‘ in all prosecutions under this act,” for selling adulter- 
ated milk, ‘if the milk shall be shown upon analysis to contain more 
than eighty-seven per centum of watery fluid, or to contain less than 
thirteen per centum of milk solids, it shall be deemed for the purpose 
of this act to be adulterated,” is constitutional. 


Commonwealth v. Evans, 132 Mass. 11. 


A complaint, under the Pub. Stat. Chap. 57, Sects. 5, 9, alleging that 
the defendant, at a time and place named, had in his custody and pos- 
session a certain quantity, to wit, one pint, of adulterated milk, to wit, 
milk then and there containing less than thirteen per cent. of milk 
solids, with intent then and there unlawfully to sell the same, is suffi- 


cient. 
Commonwealth v. Keenan, 139 Mass. 193. 


A complaint under the Pub. Stat. Chap. 57, Sect. 5, alleging in one 
count that the defendant, at a time and place named, sold a certain 
quantity, to wit, one pint, of adulterated milk, to wit, milk containing less 
than thirteen per cent. of milk solids, and in another count alleging that 
the defendant, at the same time and place, had in his possession a cer- 
tain quantity, to wit, one pint, of adulterated milk, to wit, milk contain- 
ing less than thirteen per cent. of milk solids, with intent then and 
there unlawfully to sell the same, is sufficient, without further alleging 
that the milk was analyzed and found on analysis to contain less than 
thirteen per cent. of milk solids. 

The Pub. Stats. Chap. 57, Sect. 10, do not prohibit any person not an 
inspector of milk from making a complaint for a violation of the provis- 
ions of the chapter. 

A complaint, under the Pub. Stats.;Chap. 57, Sect. 5, alleging that 
the defendant sold one pint of adulterated milk, to wit, milk containing 
less than thirteen per cent. of milk solids, is not supported by proof that 
he sold the milk as skimmed milk out of a tank marked as required by 
Sect. 7, although the milk was watered. 

A complaint under Pub. Stat. Chap. 57, Sect. 5, alleging a sale of 
adulterated milk, to wit, milk containing less than thirteen per cent. of 
milk solids, is supported by proof of a sale of milk which, by the re- 
moval of a part of the cream, has been reduced in solids below thirteen 
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per cent., unless the milk was sold as skimmed milk, and out of a ves- 
sel, can, or package marked as required by Sect. 7; and it is not neces- 
sary that a complaint charging such an offence should be drawn under 
Sect. 6. 


Commonwealth v. Tobias, 141 Mass. 129. 


At the trial of an indictment on Pub. Stat. Chap. 57, Sect. 5, charg- 
ing the defendant with having adulterated milk in his possession, with 
intent unlawfully to sell the same, an analyst in the employ of the in- 
spector of milk may testify to the result of his analysis of the milk taken 
from the defendant from memory, using a memorandum made by him 
at the time of analysis to refresh his memory, without further proof that 
the requirements of the Pub. Stats. Chap. 57, Sect. 2, as amended by 
the Statute of 1884, Chap. 310, Sect. 8, have been complied with. 


Commonwealth v. Spear, 143 Mass. 172. 


At atrial of an indictment on the Pub. Stats. Sect. 5, charging the 
defendant with having adulterated milk in his possession, with intent to 
unlawfully sell the same, an analyst in the employ of the inspector of 
milk, who analyzed the milk taken from the defendant, testified that he 
reserved a portion of the milk so taken, by putting it into a bottle, 
which he corked and sealed. A chemist, to whom the analyst delivered 
the portion of milk so reserved, testified, for the defendant, that the 
bottle was not sealed. The defendant asked the judge to rule that, if 
the bottle was corked only, it was not a compliance with the require- 
ment of the Statute of 1884, Chap. 310, Sect. 4, as to the sealing of such 
reserved portion. The judge declined so to rule, and instructed the 
jury that they might consider the evidence as bearing upon the credibil- 
ity of the government witness. 

Held, that the defendant had no ground of exception. 

If, at the trial of an indictment on the Pub. Stats. Chap. 57, Sect. 5, 
charging the defendant with having adulterated milk in his possession, 
with intent to unlawfully sell the same, an analyst in the employ of the 
inspeetor of milk of a city testifies that he added, for the purpose of 
preserving it, a few drops of carbolic acid to the sample reserved from 
milk delivered to him for analysis, it is a question of fact for the jury 
whether the reservation of the sample was in accordance with the 
requirement of the Stat. of 1884, Chap. 310, Sect. 4. 


Commonwealth v. Spear, 143 Mass. 172. 


At the trial of a complaint, under Pub. Stats. Chap. 57, Sect. 5, 
alleging that the defendant had in his possession adulterated milk, with 
intent unlawfully to sell the same, the evidence showed that a wagon 
with the defendant’s name and number on it was standing upon a public 
street in a city at an early hour in the morning; that the defendant's 
servant was on the wagon, and there were several eight-quart cans in 
the wagon; that a collector of samples in the employ of the inspector 
of milk for the city took a sample of milk from one of the cans, which 
was not marked ‘‘ skimmed milk,” and that an analysis of the milk 
taken showed that it was below the legal standard. 

Held, that there was evidence of an intent on the part of the defend- 
ant to sell the milk, which was properly submitted to the jury. 


Commonwealth v. Smith, 143 Mass. 169. 


A complaint on the Stat. of 1886, Chap. 318, Sec. 2, alleging that on 
the first day of July, 1886, the defendant had in his possession ‘‘ one 
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pint of milk not of good standard quality, that is to say, milk containing 
less than thirteen per cent. of milk solids, with intent then and there 
unlawfully to sell the same within this Commonwealth,” is sufficient, 
without negativing the exception of the months of May and June. 

The Stat. of 1885, Chap. 352, Sect. 6, provides that Sect. 9 of the 
Pub. Stats. Chap. 57 (which relates to the sale of adulterated milk), 
‘¢is hereby amended so as to read as follow.” The Stat. of 1886, Chap. 
318, Sect. 2, provides that Sect. 9 of the Pub. Stats. Chap. 57, ‘‘is 
hereby amended so as to read as follows.” In each section, after the 
words quoted, there follows a sentence which covers the whole subject 
of the original section. 

Held, that the Stat. of 1886, Chap. 318, Sect. 2, was a valid enactment. 

The Stat. of 1884, Chap. 310, Sect. 4, providing for the reservation 
and sealing, before commencing the analysis, of a portion of the sample 
of milk taken for analysis, is impliedly repealed by the Stat. of 1886, 
Chap. 318, Sects. 1 and 3. 


Commonwealth v. Kenneson, 143 Mass. 418. 


The Stat. of 1885, Chap. 352, Sect. 8, provides that no person shall 
sell, or have in his possession with intent to sell, skimmed milk below a 
certain standard, and enacts that whoever violates the provisions of this 
section shall be punished by the penalties provided in the Pub. Stats. 
Chap, 57, Sect. 5. 

Held, on a complaint made under the Stat. of 1885, Chap. 352, Sect. 
8, for an offence committed after the Stat. of 1886, Chap. 318, Sect. 2, 
took effect, that, even if the last-named statute repealed by implication 
the Pub. Stats. Chap. 57, Sect. 5, the complaint could be maintained. 


Commonwealth v. Kendall, 144 Mass. 357. 


Placing wax upon the top of the cork in a bottle containing a portion 
reserved from a sample of milk taken for analysis, and not extending 
the wax over the mouth of the bottle and thus rendering the bottle air 
tight, is not a sufficient compliance with the requirement of the Stat. of 
1884, Chap. 310, Sect. 4, that such reserved portion shall be ‘‘ sealed.” 


Commonwealth v. Lockhardt, 144 Mass. 132. 


An indictment on the Stat. of 1886, Chap. 318, Sect. 2, alleging that 
the defendant had in his ‘* possession milk to which a certain foreign 
substance had been added, to wit, annatto coloring matter,” with intent 
unlawfully to sell the same, is sufficient without naming the quantity. 

Evidence offered at the trial of such an indictment as to two samples 
of milk taken from the defendant’s possession at substantially the same 
time is competent, and the government cannot be required at the same 
time of the offer, if ever, to elect which sample it will rely on. 

The addition of the annatto coloring matter, whether injurious to 
health or not, is punishable under the statute. 

Evidence that the ‘‘milk was of low grade” is competent, although it 
may tend to prove another offence. 


Commonwealth v. Schaffner, 146 Mass. 512. 


An averment in a complaint under the milk acts, that the defendants 
were ‘‘ partners,” is mere surplusage, and need not be proved. 

On such a complaint, evidence that the defendant was on a wagon 
with a license number on it and containing milk cans, from one of 
which was taken adulterated milk, is competent on the issue that he 
was in possession of the milk to sell it. 


Commonwealth v. Rowell, 146 Mass. 128. 
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On a complaint for the sale of milk not of good standard quality, evi- 
dence that the milk was delivered under a special contract is immaterial. 

If a buyer of milk takes a portion to a milk inspector, the latter may 
testify on the trial of such a complaint as to the results of his analysis. 


Commonwealth v. Holt, 146 Mass. 38. 


Oleomargarine was exposed for sale in the original package, namely, 
a tub, the top of the cover of which had been duly marked, as well as 
the side and bottom, but from which the cover had been removed, dis- 
closing the superficial surface of the oleomargarine without any mark. 

Held, that the terms of the Stat. of 1886, Chap. 317, Sect. 1, had been 
complied with. 


Commonwealth v. Bean, 148 Mass. 172. 


At the trial of a complaint, on the Stat. of 1886, Chap. 318, Sect. 2, 
for selling milk not of the standard quality, there being evidence that 
the milk was skimmed milk, and sold from a measure duly marked, the 
jury were instructed that the defendant would be liable unless he sold 
the milk not as pure milk, but as skimmed milk, and further, that he 
would be liable unless the buyer had notice or knowledge that the milk 
was skimmed milk. 

Held, that the instruction was erroneous. 


Commonwealth v. Smith, 149 Mass. 9. 


A complaint on the Stats. of 1886, Chap. 317, Sect. 1, charging the 
defendant with selling imitation butter at retail without a descriptive 
wrapper, need not allege that the sale was actually made by the defend- 
ant’s agent. 

At the trial of such a complaint there was evidence that the sale was 
made by the defendant’s agent, acting within the scope of his employ- 
ment, and that he was supplied with wrappers properly marked for cov- 
ering the article sold; and the presiding judge refused to instruct the 
jury, as requested by the defendant, that if the agent’s failure to use the 
wrappers was the result of inadvertence on his part, and not intentional, 
the jury would not be justified in convicting the defendant. 

Held, that the defendant had no ground of exception. 


Commonwealth v. Gray, 150 Mass. 327. 


Under the Pub. Stats. Chap. 57, Sect. 5, as amended by the Stats. of 
1886, Chap. 318, Sect. 2, relating to the adulteration of ‘‘ milk,” it is 
equally an offence to have in one’s possession skimmed milk containing 
a foreign substance with intent unlawfully to sell the same. 


Commonwealth vw. Wetherbee, 155 Mass. 


The provisions of Sect. 2, Chap. 318, Stat. of 1886, apply to the 
keeper of a hotel who supplies milk to his guests to be drunk by them 
on the premises. 

A principal is responsible under the statute for a sale made by his 
servant, although he was not present and did not consent to or know of 
the particular sale, the servant not acting in violation of orders.
